Washington,  Jan.  22. — When  the  senate 
cijmmittee  on  privileges  and  elections

Evidently  the 
purpose  of  calling  Mr.  Smith  was  to  show 
transactions  of  the  bank  involving  Sen- 
ator Clark  or  members  of  the  last  Mnn- 
tana  legislature.  Mr.  Smith  could  r-- 
I  all  the  names  of  only  a  few  member? 
who  had  accounts  at  the  bank  last  win- 
ter, and  these  had.  he  said,  been  de- 
positors at  the  bank  for  several  years. 
He  als)  said  that  neither  Clark  noi 
Wellcome  had  transacted  any  busines.s 
in  the  bank  during  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature,  except  that  Senator 
Clark  had  oi>ened  an  account  with  the 
V)ank  just  prior  to  the  close  of  the  ses- 
>;ijn.  He  had  then  given  a  personal 
<  heck  for  $.".0,00(1,  and  he  had  never 
drawn  upon  the  account  since. 

Mr.  Smith  said  the  bank  kept  no  rec- 
ord of  $1000  bills  passing  through  it,

Less 
than  half  of  the  adult  Bot  is  are  now  un- 
der arms,  the  government  not  having  ycl 
ro(iuired  the  services  of  al    burghers. 

The  Boers  have  ammunit  on  to  last  three 
years,  and  Pretoria  is  pro'  isioned  for  one 
year.  All  ihc  Boer  victories  have  been 
won  by  forces  greatly  Inte  lor  to  the  Brit- 
ish in  numbes. 

The  Boer  plan  of  campaign  is  purely  de- 
fensive, and  they  are  coniideni  that  they 
can  maintain  the  Trai  svaal  bordecs 
against  anv  number  of  British  which  can 
be  sent  aga'inst  them.  Two  of  three  Atneri- 
cans,  with  whom  I  talked,  believe  ihat 
the  British  can't  successfu  ly  operate  with 
less  than  ,>lO,0(Kt  troops  ii  the  field,  and 
the  third  is  confident  thai  the  Boers  will 
eventually  win.  All  agree  that  the  liritish 
prisoners  and  wounded  ;  re  being  most 
kiniilv  and  humanely  trea'ed. 

A  Rentleman  whuse  nam  ;  <  annot  be  giv- 
en, but  who  sliould  know  the  Transvaal 
side,  gave  me  the  folio- viny:  interview: 
"The  nubmer  of  Boers  i  i  the  field  has 
been  greatly  exaggerated.  I  am  confident 
that  they  have  less  than  2.'..tiOO,  but  as 
manv  mere  are  ready  to  answer  the  c-all 
of  the  government  whenever  they  are  nee  - 
ed.  Th<  re  are  plenty  of  Mausers  and  am- 
munition for  all.  In  no  lattle  have  the 
lioers  had  more  than  400 1  men  engaged. 
Thev  had  that  number  oj  posed  to  Buller 
al  'i'ugela. 

"At  Nickolsons  nek  the  British  had  re- 
treated to  a  strong  j)Oi:it;on  on  a  rocky 
kopje.  There  they  were  isolated  from  the 
rest  of  the  armv  and  attacked  by  J200 
Boers.  Thev  lost  SOO  killed  and  woundenf 
and  the  re.st  surrendered.  It  was  Maiuba 
hill  over  again.  Thi^  Bo  >rs  have  really 
coniple:oly  beaten  the  British  in  every  en- 
gaRtment  of  anv  importance  so  far. 

"The  Briti.«h  have  not  :et  learned  how 
to  liglit  thf  Boers.  Any  statement  of  in- 
humanity to  Britisdi  woun  led  or  maltreat- 
ment of  !)risoners  is  ab-olutely  untrue. 
The  average  Boer,  for  all  Ihat  has  been 
said  about  his  ignorance  a  id  narrow  niinci- 
edness.  fullv  re-alizes  that  Tommy  Atkins 
is  not  re-p6n«ibb^  fo.-  the  war.  It  can  do 
Kngland  no  credit  to  di.scrtdit  the  Boers. 
The  Transvaal  is  surrourdkHl -On  all  sides 
bv  hills  peeuHailv  adaptec  to  the  methods 
of  defense  in  which  the  toers  are  skilir^l, 
and  to  penetrate  that  lit  e  of  defense  is 
a  task  the  co.st  of  which  1  think  the  Eng- 
lish nation  has  formed  no  adctiuate  idea. 

"Gen.  Joubert  is  suffering  temporary 
disabilitv  from  a  rupture  caused  by  hanl 
riding,  but  hi.=  advice  is  i  ivaluable  to  the 
Boers.  Joubert  v.ill  come  out  of  this  war, 
whatever  its  results,  a  iright  figure  in 
liistory."

FIGHTING  AT  SPUYN  KOP. 

Story  of  the  Assault  Dy  Gen.  War- 
ren's Troops. 

London,  Jan.  22.— The  Daily  Tele- 
graph has  the  following,  dated  Satur- 
day, from  Spearman's  Camp: 

"Gen.  Warren's  forces  have  fought  a 
deliberately  planned  and  successful 
battle.  This  engagement  occurred  to  the 
west  of  Spuyn  Kop.  and  pra.nically  re- 
sjlled  '.n  our  securing  the  south  table 
i.iii  1.  V  hiih  con-.ituted  the  key  of  ihe 
B^  er  position. 

"After  a  feicc  cannonade  ha  I  I)' en 
directed  against  the  enemy's  lines  fOi" 
some  time,  the  British  troops  assem- 
bled near  an  eminence  known  as  Three 
Tree  Hill,  which  forms  the  center  of  a 
semi-circle  r.f  crests,  crowned  with  the 
enem>'s  works  and  some  six  miles  long. 
Steadily  and  with  gre.-it  dash  the  Brit- 
ish infantry  went  forward  in  the  face 
of  a  heavy  fusilade  from  Mauser  ritles. 
Our  troops  were  disposed  as  follows: 
Maj.  Gen.  Woodgate's  brigade  on  the 
right.  Maj.  Gen.  Hart's  brigade  in  the 
c. Titer,  and, Maj.  Gen.  Hildyard's  brigade 
on  the  left. 

"Soon  after  midday  the  battle  on  the 
hill  beeam.e  furious,  and  from  :5  in  the 
afternoon  until  6  in  the  evening  the 
fire  from  l>oth  cann<,'n  and  rifles  was  i  kind 
extremely  heavy.  P.dnt  after  point  of 
the  enemy's  positions  were  seized  by 
the  British  troops  and  eventually  the 
Beer  right  broke  and  was  forced  back 
toward  Spuyn  Kop.  Gen.  Warren'.s 
force  is  bivouaked  on  the  ground  it 
captured  so  gallantly.  During  the  ac- 
tion today  the  enemy  brought  into  play 
new  guns,  one  of  which  is  a  quick  flrer. 
In  today's  fighting  our  losses  were 
trilling,  but  the  Boers  suffered  heavily. 
While'  Gen.  Warren  was  fighting  his 
engagement,  an  effective  demonstra- 
tion was  being  made  at  Potgieter's 
drift    the  enemy's  positions  near  ther'^

The  cen- 
tral idea  of  socialism  i  >  that  of  every 
human  being  an  equa:  inheritory  of 
worldly  benefits.  And  ia  this  day,  all 
things  objective  and  subjective  are 
tending  toward  the  soc  alistic  idea. 

"One  of  the  gravest  questions  is  the 
effect  socialism  will  h;  ve  on  religion. 
What  will  be  the  effect  of  the  general 
mental  attitude  of  hum;.n  life  if  social- 
ism should  predominate.'  What  will  be 
the  effect  on  the  creeds,  or  the  dogmas, 
the  gods  or  the  temples  ? 

"The  effect  of  a  socif  listic  idea  pop- 
sessing  the  world  would  change  the 
whole  attitude  of  bun" an  life  toward 
the  future.  Protestarism  stands  by. 
menancing  the  integritj  '^f  the  human 
soul.  The  element  of  fear  has  been 
dominant  in  man  for  lenturies.  Th'»y 
are  afraid  of  the  gods  tl  ey  worship  am', 
must  propria te  them.  They  must  sac- 
rifice to  their  unknowr  gods  more 
fruits  of  one  kind  of  monopoly  or  oth«*r. 

"If  we  really  had  d?mocracy.  if  it 
were  a  fact  instead  of  j  dogma  in  the 
state  and  in  industry,  ve  could  not  es- 
cape democracy  in  eth  cs.  No  human 
being  has  a  right  to  pr  ipose  othical  or 
religious  authority  on  another  human 
being.  All  imposed  aut  lority  is  esscp- 
tially  atheistic.  The  m;  n  who  seeks  to 
coerce  another  into  accopting  his  views 
is  atheistic  and  cannot  1  elieve  in  a  God. 
What  vou  call  religious  authority  is  es- 
sentially a  monopoly. 

"It  is  too  late  to  re  orm  society  in 
America.  It  is  no  longer  a  question 
whether  you  will  have  social  revolution 
or  not.  it  is  simply  a  qjestion  of  what 
of  revolution  you  are  going  to 
have.  A  revolution  you  are  sure  to 
have.  Socialism  is  the  only  living  rev- 
olution, the  only  solution  of  faith  that 
is  offered  at  the  present  time."

Aimmg  those  v.ho  will 
be  present  are:  Frank  (^amr»bell,  chair- 
man of  the  Democratic  state  commit- 
tee; Elliott  Danforlh,  chairman  of  tlir> 
state  executi\e  committee:  Robert 
Treat  Paine.  Jr..  and  George  Fred  Wil- 
liams, of  Bo.ston;  ex-Governor  Hogg,  of 
Texas:  Xornian  K.  Mack,  of  Buffalo:

Supreme  Court  Will  Entertain 

injunction    Suit    Against 

Chicago  Drainage  Canal. 

Washington,  Jan.  22.— In  the  ca.se  of 
the  state  of  Missouri  vs.  the  state  of 
Illinois,  involving  the  petition  for  an  in- 
junction against  the  Chicago  drainage 
ci'nal,  the  United  States  supreme  court 
decided  to  permit  the  attorney  general 
of  Missouri  to  file  bis  bill,  making  tho' 
summons  to  oefenoants  returnable  on 
April  2.  In  connection  with  this  do'- 
cision,  B.  C.  Schnu.macher.  representing 
the  state  of  Missouri,  asked  for  a  tem- 
jiorary  restraining  o-rder  agiinst  the 
Chicago  drainage  district  prohibiting 
the  operation  of  the  canal  during  the 
l.ending  of  the  proceedings  in  this  court. 
He  said  the  canal  had  been  opened  since 
the  proceeding  had  begun  here,  and  with 
the  full  knowbidge  of  the  proceeding. 

In  reply,  Chief  Justice  F'uUer  .said  that 
it  was  impcssible  for  the  supreme  court 
to  exercise  original  jurisdiction  in  a  suit 
I  etween  states  without  giving  notice; 
that  .sixty  days  were  required  for  a  re- 
turn, and  that  nothing  could  be  done  be- 
fore the  dates  upon  which  the  service 
was  made  returnable  in  the  main  pro- 
ceeding, April  2.

In  the  urgency  deficiency  bill  passed 
liv  the  house,  the  seceretary  of  the  irea- 
siMv  has  an  item  for  incrc  i.sing  the 
size  of  the  vaults  for  the  .storage  of  In- 
complete national  bank  currency. 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency  Dawes  says 
the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  vauUs  for 
the  storage  of  incomplete  nation  >1  loank 
currency  is  an  absolute  necessity,  lie 
says  it  will  enable  the  bureau  to  re- 
sijond  to  the  demand  of  the  bank:5  and 
liusiness  community  for  circulating 
n  lis  in  case  of  sudden  need.  W  ith  th* 
1  rof  ent  inadequate  facilities  for  atorage, 
a  sufficient  amount  of  incomplete  our- 
rt-ncy  can  n«'t  be  kept  on  hand,  and  as  it 
requires  from  tv.enty-fi\e  to  thirty  dajs 
to  complete  an  order  received  from  a 
bank  for  a  bank-note  place  printing,  the 
public  and  the  banks  are  frequently  put 
to  great  inconveni-ence  by  this  ne  rcssary 
delay.

when  the  fault  is  in  the  law  itself.  .\t!eii- 
tion  is  c.ilhd  to  tin-  need  of  tiromotion 
r«aulati<ns  ?hrou;,'hout  th-  .=crvicc  and  the 
importance  of  preventing  outside  intlueiUU 
or  inside  favoritism  from  deciding  promo- 
tions. The  commission  for  the  first  time 
discusses  the  ipiestlon  of  providing  a  re- 
tirement fund  for  superannuated  em- 
ployes. . 

Gratlfvinp  progress  Is  shown  In  the  re- 
markable small  i)er  cent  of  removals  now 
made  fnjm  the  classitied  service.  The  civil 
service  law  rctpiires  that  rt  movals  from 
positions  subject  to  examination  shall  not 
be  niade  for  political  or  religious  reasons, 
but  the  order  of  the  pre.=  ident  of  July  27, 
1S!t7.  prohibiting  removals  from  competi- 
tive positions  except  for  ju.=t  cause,  and  r  - 
(juiring  that  the  reasoi\s  for  removals 
shall  be  given  In  writing  and  made  a  pare 
of  tl'.e  r«'eords  of  the  otlice.  has  hail  a  sa.u- 
tary  »  iT.et.  Onlv  '.'.Ut  per  cent  of  those  ap- 
poiiitcd  throuRh  the  commi.-sion's  examin- 
iitions  have  been  removed  from  the  de- 
partmental .service  during  the  last  si^iteeu 
years,  or  a  little  over  sevn-teiiihs  of  1 
i>er  cent  a  year. 

The  commission  contrasts  the  small  fier 
cent  of  removals  from  the  classitied  serv- 
ice with  the  large  per  cent  from  the  un- 
classified service,  and  makes  this  signifi- 
cant comment:  "If  the  removals  from  the 
unclassified  i'"sitions  were  made  because 
the  occupants  wtre  incomjieteiii  it  was  a 
comb  innation  of  the  system  under  whicli 
ihev  weie  appointed,  tni  the  <)lher  iiand, 
if  the  removals  were  made  for  other  rea- 
.«ons  that  unlitneH.s  th  •  welfare  of  the 
service  «ijuld  not  have  been  the  basis  for 
su<h  action.  *  •  »  From  the  tigures  tlie 
conclusion  must  be  drawn  that  either  the

In  disiussing  the  amendm  tits  to  tie 
rules  in  May.  ISW,  the  commission  refers 
to  Its  own  n  commend.itions  t4i  the  jiresi- 
dent  in  Jun.'.  ISl's.  and  to  the  recommen- 
dations made  bv  the  SiMuile  committee  on 
civil  service  and  ri  treiichment  in  Marcii, 
IsiCi,  ami  r.marks:  "The  question  of 
amendment  to  the  civil  service  rules  con- 
tinued to  b  the  suhject  of  official  dlsCUS- 
sion  uniil  .Mav  -ni,  is«t,  when  the  presi- 
dent promulgated  the  amended  rules,  in 
wh'ch  he  maiif  exemjitions  from  the  exam- 
inations of  the  commission  .  ♦  *  *  The 
rules  as  r  vised  as  revised  haM-  not  been 
in  force  a  suRlcii  nt  leneth  of  time  to  ile- 
lermine  their  practical  c  ffect  on  the  public 
service,  but  Ihe  eimmissio-.i  is  of  opinion 
ihiit  some  of  the  amendments  to  tlnso 
rule.s,  as  W' 11  as  som--  of  the  iiiles  that 
wf  re  not  amended  in  May.  ls'.t9.  should  iiu 
modilled,  and  the  commission  has  now  un- 
der consideration  some  chang>^s  and 
amendment-  which  it  deems  advisable, 
and  which  It  hopes  to  submit  to  the  presi- 
detu  at  an  e.irly  date.." 

The  commission  dwells  at  length  on  the 
t|ues:ion  of  a  merit  system  for  the  civil 
ser%'ice  of  oiH'  colonial  possessions.  It  is 
urged  that  'he  Spanish  method  of  making 
oppointmenis  for  political  or  personal 
reasons,  without  <lue  regard  to  the  nuali- 
lications   of  api>ointees.   be   avoided. 

The  commission  ree  imm.'nds  the  exten- 
sion of  the  classified  -erviee  to  the  force  m 
the  library  of  congress,  in  order  to  secure 
its  stability,  and  states:  "The  commission 
has  lit  en  very  successful  in  s--curing  com- 
petent persons,  by  means  of  its  examina- 
tions, for  similar  positions  in  the  libraries 
of  the  departments,  and  the  classillcation 
of  the  force  of  the  library  In  congress, 
besides  assuring  a  good  class  of  future. ap- 
pcuntees,  would  result  in  persons  from 
every  part  of  the  country  having  ei|ual 
opportunity  to  comjiete." 

The  commission  calls  atten'ion  to  tlie 
repeated  n  eomnier.dations  of  the  commis- 
sion! rs  of  the  District  of  Columbia  that 
the  munu-ipal  service  of  the  iJisirict  of 
t'olumbia  be  |iul  under  the  protection  of 
the  oivil-servlce  law.  and  recommends 
Inclusions  of  that  service  by  (-xecutlve 
order.

CHENEY  CASE  ON  TRIAL 


Is  Chargtd  With  Stfaline  a  Watch 
from  Nicholas  Guss. 

In  Judgt*  Knsign's  court  this  morninsr 
the  case  against  Martin  Cheney,  in- 
dicted for  grand  larceny  in  the  secon»l 
degree,  was  taken  up  and  a  jury  drawn. 
Cheney  is  accused  of  having  stolen  a 
watch  W(»rth  $1'>  from  Nicholas  Guss,  a 
section  foreman  on  the  Missabc  road 
living  at  Kelsey,  It  appeared  from  th..^ 
opening  statement  of  -Assistant  County 
-Attorney  McClintock  that  Gu.'^s  ca.nie  to 
Duluth  on  the  night  of  Dec.  23  last,  and 
after  going  around  the  Bowery  some  he 
atcejited  the  invitation  of  Cheney  to 
spend  the  night  at  the  Dewey  hotel,  a 
Bowery  lodging  house,  where  Cheney 
said  he  was  night  clerk.  When  they  ar- 
rived there  Guss  became  sus-picious  of 
Cheney  and  said  he  had  no  money  to 
pay  for  his  lodging.  Cheney  said  thii 
wouldn't  do,  and  that  he  could  put  up 
his  watch.  Guss  objected  to  this,  and  ".s 
he  was  stating  that  he  woulil  go  sopie 
place  where  he  would  nwl  bo  compell  -d 
to  do  that  it  is  alleged  that  Cheney 
.gralibed  his  watch  and  Hew.  Tl  turn-d 
out  that  he  was  not  the  clerk  at  the 
Dewey  hotel,  and  that  he  had  no  conn'/c- 
iii>n  witli   the  place. 

He  was  foun«l  next  day  by  D.nectiv^ 
Mork  with  the  watch  in  his  possession, 
and  it  is  said  thai  he  made  three  dif^r- 
ent  explanations  of  how  the  watch  came 
into  his  possession  Itetween  the  Bowery 
and  police  headquarters.

THE  OLDEST  LOVE  LETTER. 

It  Is  Carefully  Preserved  In  the  Brlt- 
isli  Museum. 

The  oldest  Kiiowu  1  ivc  letter  in  the 
World  Is  in  the  British  museum.  It  Is  a 
proposal  of  marri.ige  for  the  hand  of  an 
Kgyptian  princess,  antl  It  was  written  :r>0» 
years  ago.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  inscril)ed 
brick,  and  i.*-  therefore  not  only  the  oldest, 
bui  the  most  substantial  love  letter  in  ex- 
istence. 

The  first  silver  wedding  dates  Ijack  to 
the  lime  of  Hugues  Ca|>ei.  Two  s»-rvants 
belonging  to  him  had  grown  gray  in  his 
service,  a  man  and  a  woman,  and  what 
cduld  be  do  as  a  iew;trd'.'  Calling  the  wo- 
man, he  said;  "Vdui-  service  is  great, 
greater  than  this  man's  whose  service  Is 
great  enough,  for  the  woman  alway.s  linds 
work  harder  than  a  man.  and.  therefore, 
I  will  give  you  a  reward.  At  your  age.  i 
Know  of  none  better  than  a  dowry  and  a 
husl  and.  The  dowry  is  h.'rt — this  farm 
friim  this  time  forth  belongs  to  .vou.  If 
this  man  whu  has  worki  d  with  you  livo 
and  tweiit>  years,  is  willing  t.)  mairy 
.\iiu,   li.i  11   ihe  hu^bMiiil   is  rcad.\." 

•Your  ma.ie.-^iy,  '  said  th»-  olil  i>easaiit, 
■•how  Is  it  itosslble  that  we  should  marr.v. 
b.iving  already  silver  hairs'.''" 

"Then  it  shall  be  a  silver  wtdding,"  and 
the  king  gave  the  c..U]»le  silver  enough 
lu  keep  ilum  in  plentj.  Tlii.s  suun  bi-ciime 
known  all  o\er  Fr.ince  and  r.iised  such 
eiithiisiitsm  that  It  became  a  fashion  aJter 
twei.ty-live  years  of  married  life  to  cele- 
brate a   siher  wedding. 

The  i>ractice  of  a  wife  assuming  the 
husband's  name  .it  marriage  is  a  Ronum 
custum.  and  oiiKinaled  soon  after  the  Ro- 
man oiupation.  julica  mairled  to  I'omj.e.v 
became  "Julia  of  Pompev."  In  latter  times 
married  women  signed  their  names  in  the 
siime  manner,  bin  uinltted  the  '•of.'  H  .w- 
ever,  during  the  sixteenth  and  se\en- 
teenih  centuries  till'  u.sage  Seems  doui^t- 
fiil,  since  we  tind  i^utherine  Paireo  sign- 
ing herself  after  she  had  been  twice  mar- 
ried. In  Ictland  the  opjiosite  has  alwaya 
been  the  custom.  There,  after  marriage, 
the  husband  assumes  the  wife's  r.ame. 

The  Word  Wedding  is  derived  from  the 
•'wed"  or  sfcurity  which  the  Anglo-Saxon 
bridegroom  gave  at  espousals  for  the  due 
perfurmmue  of  Ids  c<  ntrai  I.  This  •'wed" 
was  held  by  trustees,  and  In  addition  lo  it. 
the  groom  wore  an  espousal  ring.  As  for 
the  wedding  ring.  It  was  lirst  d-s'gned  by 
Prometheus,  accordhip  to  tradltitjn,  and 
fashioned  out  of  adamant  and  Irtm  by  Tu- 
bal Cain,  and  was  given  by  Adam  to  his 
son  to  this  end,  that  he  therewith  should 
espouse  a  wife. 

Our  wedding  cake  is  the  remains  of  a 
custom  whereby  a  Roman  bride  held  in 
her  left  hund  three  wheat  ears,  and  many 
centuries  later,  an  Kngiish  bride  wore  a, 
chaplet  of  wheat,  the  bridesmaids  threw 
grains  of  corn  or  small  bits  of  cake  ujmhi 
the  heads  of  the  newly  married  and  the 
guests  picked  up  the  iileces  and  ate  them. 
The  wedding  cake  did  not  come  into  gen- 
eral use  until  the  last  century  and  was 
th»'n  composed  of  stdld  blocks,  laid  to- 
gether. Iced  all  over  so  that  when  the  outer 
i-rust  was  broken  over  the  bride's  head, 
the  cakes  inside  fell  on  the  floor  and  were 
illstributed  among  the  guests.  Rrlday  fav- 
ors are  of  Iianish  origin,  the  true  lover's 
knr.t  having  l>eeii  first  designed  by  Danish 
hearts  and  deri\ing  its  designation  from 
the  Danish  trueiofa— "I   iilight  my  troth.' 

The  throwing  of  the  slipper  coni'-s  from 
the  ci;st<jm  of  a  shoe  being  given  by  the 
father  of  the  bride  to  the  new  Inisliand.  in 
token  of  transference  of  jiower  over  her. 
the  pr.iom  lightly  tapping  the  bride's  head 
with  it. 

The  b.  SI  man  is  a  survivor  of  the  band 
.if  friends  who  accompanied  the  suitor  in 
his  wife-winning  and  Kept  watch  for  him 
over  tilt  brides  tril>e.  while  the  lover 
sought  the  opportiinii.v  to  carry  off  h..s 
prize.  The  honeymoon  .lourney  is  the  hur- 
ried flight  of  the  husband  with  his  bride 
to  esc.ipe  the  vengeance  of  the  DursiiinBT 
tribe.  'I'he  jiresents  given  the  1  riilesmai<l» 
and  ii.-^licis  are  sinipi.v  a  relic  of  tb"  rough 
brilKTy  used  by  the  :in<'ient  bridegroom 
afliong  his  per.'^onal  friends  so  that  thty 
w.iuld  assist  in  the  i-apture  of  his  chost  ii 
briile  when  the  da.v  arrived  on  whi<-li  be 
had  <leterinined  to  carry  her  off.  In  the  fif- 
teenth century  a  bride— if  one  of  the  aris- 
tocraey— often  receivt  d  twent.v  rings  froTi 
the  bridt groom— two  when  he  b.-came  in- 
terested in  her,  two  for  the  espoii.s;»l,  and 
two  wli.-n  ll!<  >    were  married.

The  death  of  J  dm  Riiskin  removes 
from  earth  one  of  the  greatest  Englisn- 
in-n  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Indeed, 
Count  Tolstoi  imce  asserted  that  he  was 
the  greatest.  Certainly  it  was  true  that 
he  was  the  most  eloquent  and  original 
of  all  writers  upon  art.  Mr.  Ruskin 
filled  a  place  in  England  never  occupied 
by  any  other  man.  He  was  not  alone 
tiie  great  authority  on  art  in  all  its 
branches,  but  to  a  large  portion  of  his 
countrymen  his  word  was  law  on  all 
questions  of  literature  and  taste.  To  a 
great  extent,  also,  many  of  them  re- 
garded him  as  a  prophet  on  social  and 
moral  probU-ms,  in  regard  to  which  he 
showed  himself  a  curious  mixture  of 
the  man  of  the  world  and  the  visionary 
whose  imagination  conjured  up  a  world 
that  was  impossible.  His  decisions  were 
rendered  with  a  dogmatism  that  arl- 
mitted  of  no  appeal  and  a  lucidity  of 
expression  sometimes  in  strange  contrast 
with  the  v.himsical  theories  enunciated. 
He  was  unquestionably  one  of  the  besl 
writers  of  pure  English  that  the  we.rld 
has  seen. 

The  prevailing  notion  that  men  with 
the  artistic   eye   and   temperament   are 
always  products  of  a  picturesque  coun- 
try receives  a  curious  contradiction   in 
the   case   3f  Ruskin.     He   was   born   in 
1819.  of  Scotch  parentage,  in  a  most  un- 
picturesque  quarter  of  London,  and  the 
sight   which   early  greeted   his   childish 
eye   was   that  of  dull   red   brick   houses 
of  inartistic  build,   with  not  a   tree  or 
flower  near  to  give  it  a  touch  of  coloi. 
Yet  from  his  earliest  years  he  displayed 
artistic  tastes  of  a  pronounced  charac- 
ter.    He  received  his  first  rudiments  of 
education    from    his    mother    and    later 
was   instructed  by   private   tutors.     H.- 
was  given  lessons  in  drawing  from  early 
childhood   by    the   best    masters   of   the 
day.    His  father,  who  was  a  wine  mer- 
chant, advanced  in  wealth  as  the  b  :y 
grew,    and   spared     neither     pains   nor 
money    on    his    education,    and    it    was 
from  his  father  that  he  derived  a  fond- 
ness   for    art.        He    studied    In    Chiist 
Church   college     at     Oxford,   where    he 
gained  the  Newdigate  prize  for  Engli.5h 
poetry   in   1839   and   took  his   degree   in 
1S42.     He  wrote  considerable  poetry   in 
his  college  days  and   had  been  writing 
verses  since  he  was  9  years  old,  but  he 
aband<med  the  poetic  field  in  later  years, 
and   his  powers  as  an  art  critic  over- 
shadowed his  poetic  gifts,  although  his 
prose  v.as  very  poetical.    Yet  when  the 
poet  laureateship  was  made  vacant   by 
Lord   Tennyson's  death,   Mr.   Gladston,- 
tendered  the  place  to  Mr.  Ruskin.     The 
appointment  was  declined,  and  while  it 
created  a  very  great  surprise,   because 
Mr.  Ruskin  was  hardly  known  as  a  poet 
at  all,  it  must  be  considered  simply  as 
the  highest  tribute  of  the  British  prem- 
ier   to    one    of    the    greatest    names    in 
English   literature. 

Fnlike  most  men  who  have  become 
great  writers,  Mr.  Ruskin  was  not 
driven  to  write  by  the  necessity  of  mak- 
ing a  living.  With  him  writing  and  the 
pursuit  of  art  were  truly  a  "labor  of 
love."  When  his  father  died  he  left  him 
£120,000,  besides  considerable  property 
and  several  thousand  pounds'  worth  of 
pictures.  His  mother  at  her  death  left 
him    an    additional     £37,000    and    some 


Lamps  of  Architecture"  and  "The 
Stones  of  Venice,"  all  written  in  a  pic- 
turesque Saxon  style  that  have  given 
them  a  leading  place  in  modern  Eng- 
lish literature.  His  lectures,  delivered 
at  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  have  also 
been  published  and  include  several  vol- 
umes. He  was  a  persistent  and  TOlum- 
inous  writer,  but  posterity  will  measure 
hini  by  his  more  ambitious  work.  In 
recent  years  he  was  writing  hi.=«  auto- 
biography, part  of  which  was  published 
under  the  title  of  Praeterita."  From 
1S69  until  1879  Mr.  Ruskin  was  Slade  pro- 
fe.ssor  of  fine  arts  at  Oxford.  In  1S71 
he  gave  JCr)0OO  to  endow  a  master  of 
drawing  in  the  Taylor  galleries,  Oxford, 
and  in  the  same  year  Cambridge  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.D. 

It  has  been  said  that  Ku.skin  as  a 
judge  of  art  was  infallible.  The  story 
is  told  that  some  speculators  once  tried 
to  get  his  endorsement  for  a  spurious 
Turner  which  they  considered  very 
clever.  Here  was  his  answer:  "The 
'beautiful  Ttirner'  you  have  asked  me  to 
'value'  is  unlike  anything  under  the 
heavens.  By  using  pumice  stone  a.-5- 
siduously  you  may  make  the  canvas 
serviceable  for  another  picture— say  one 
of  your  Sheffield  chimneys." 

Although  he  did  not  dislike  Americans, 
he  was  somewhat  patronizing  toward 
them.  Writing  to  a  friend  once,  he  said: 
'Do  not  attempt  to  learn  from  America. 
An  Englishman  has  brains  enough  to 
discover  for  himself  what  is  good  for 
England;  and  should  learn,  when  he  is 
to  be  tatight  anything,  from  his  fathers, 
not  from  his  children."

The  Chicago  News  notes  that  a  num- 
ber of  large  purcha.ses  made  by  England 
in  this  country  in  connection  with  the 
tquipment  and  maintenance  of  the 
aimy  in  South  Africa  have  lately  been 
reported  as  instances  of  our  own  pre^fit 
in  England's  misfortune  of  war.  No 
doubt,  too.  the  eipinion  is  quite  com- 
monly held  in  this  country  that  a  Euro- 
pean war  on  a  large  scale  would  be  an 
occasion  of  profit  to  the  United  States, 
because  it  would  result  In  higher  prices 
and  increased  exports  of  our  foodstuffs, 
a.s  well  as  affording  a  market  tor  some 
commodities  especially  needed  in  mili- 
tary operations. 

But  one  need  go  back  no  farther  than 
sixty  days,  says  the  Nev.s,  in  order  to  be 
convinced  that  even  on  the  economic 
side  England's  war  is  unfortunate  for 
this  countiy,  and  that  a  great  European 
war  would  be  a  calamity  to  us.  The  dis- 
orders of  last  month  in  the  Eastern 
me)ney  markets,  which  would  surely 
have  run  into  a  condition  endangering 
the  prosperity  of  the  whole  country  if 
they  had  not  subsided,  were  partly  due 
to  the  South  African  war.  The  $15,000.- 
000  of  gold  which  England  took  out  of 
New  York  w^culd  probably  not  have  been 
needed  except  for  the  war.  It  is  altei- 
gether  likely  that  if  England  should 
suffei  a  further  serious  reverse  in  the 
Transvaal  the  effect  in  the  way  of 
money  stringency  would  be  felt  in  New 
York  as  quickly  as  in  London. 

England  is  much  the  largest  buyer  of 
American  products,  and  whatever  re- 
stricts her  purchasing  power  must  in 
the  end  restrict  the  market  for  goods 
fnm  this  ceiuntry.  A  European  war, 
while  it  would  stimulate  exports  for  a 
time,  would  in  the  end  restrict  them 
Ijecause  it  would  diminish  Europe's 
power  to  buy.  The  theory  that  this 
county  would  profit  by  a  general  Euro- 
pean war  does  not  appear  to  be  well 
ftiunded.  There  is  no  profit  in  war  for 
either  the  combatants  or  other  nations 
that  trade  with  them.

^  DALY'S  BIG  ADVANT.\GE 
Daly  has  had  the  advantage  of  Clark 
in  some  ways.  He  has  an  immense  army 
cd-  men  e-n  his  iiay  rolls,  and  his  humane 
treatment  of  fiis  employes  has  male  him 
popular.  He  has  spent  all  of  hib  t  me 
in    Montana,  and    has    practically  built 


the    Democrats    Martin    Maginnis    and 
Clark.     Power  and  Sanders  were  seated. 

in  1893   Clark   was  again  a  candidate  ; 
for   the  senate.    The   Democrats   had   a  ; 
close  majority  in    the  legislature.      Daly  | 
was  in  Helena,  opposing  Clark.    He  had 
a  strong      fe)llowing,  but      Clark      came  | 
within  three  votes  of  electie)n  on  the  last  i 
day  of  the  session.     Lee  Mantle  was  ap-  , 
pointed  by  the  governerr,  the-  legislature 
having  faih'd  to  elect,  but  the  senate  re- 
fused   to  seal  Mantle.    Seven     Republi-  . 
cans   voteil   feir  Clark   then,   and   edhers  [ 
lefi  Helena  on  various  pretexts  to  ave)id 
voting.     There  were  j)ronounced   rumors 
of  bribery.     The  legislature  bre>ke-  up  in 
a   rt)ut,  and    the    breae-h    betwee-n    Clark 
and   Daily  and   their   followe-rs   wielened 
and  be'e:une  a  recognizee!  factor  of  inllu- 
ence  in  pedites. 

CLARK'S  BIG  VICTORY. 
The  constitutie)nal  e-onvention  in  18S9 
had  .submitted  the  lexatiem  <d'  the  per- 
manent se-al  of  slate  governRient  to  the 
pe<:ple.  the  first  elee-tion  to  take  place  in 
1X92.  if  no  e;ne  town  received  a  majority 
of  the  votes  east,  the  two  towns  receiv- 
ing the  highest  numl)er  of  votes  were  to 
be  again  viiUd  on  in  1?94.  There  was 
no  choice  in  1S92.  but  Helena  and  Ana- 
c.nda  received  the  highest  numiier  .if 
votes  and  were  the  candidates  in  1894. 
The  panic  of  ]Sli:J  hael  left  Helena  and 
its  inillionaiies — deijende-nl  largely  on 
silver  production— in  dire  financial 
straits. 

Up  to  that  time  Helena  had  the  repu- 
tation of  being  the  wealthiest  city,  in 
propcrtion  to  pejpulation.  in  the  world. 
Anaconda,  tributary  to  Butte,  boih  I'op- 
per  towns,  were,  amid  the  general  ruin, 
prcsperems,  and  Daly  had  grown  in 
pcwer,  reputation  and  wealth.  He  prac- 
tically owned  Anacemda.  There  was 
situated  the  finest  hotel  west  e)f  ,Si.  P-i'.il. 
Helena  had  1-etn  the  capital  ed"  the  terri- 
tory for  twenty-five  years.  It  was  then 
the  social,  poliliral  and  financial  e-enter 
of  the  stale.  Daly,  with  his  we:ilth.  was 
living  to  deprive  Hele  n.i  of  its  birth- 
right. To  this  day  Daly,  as  a  result  of 
that  contest,  is  the  be)geyman  of  Helena 
nursery  rhymes.  Within  two  weeks  of 
the  electie)n  it  was  conceded  that  Ana- 
conda weiuld  lie  the  victor. 

Then  Helena  turne-e1,  in  its  hour  of  .lu 
versity,  to  Clark.  Ciark  still  cherished 
his  senatorial  ambition.  He  is  said  t  > 
have  first  sent  representatives  to  Daly 
to  declare  peaee:  in  that  event  he  u-.u!d 
lied  give  Helena  any  assistance:  bin 
Daly  refused  to  entertain  any  comprei- 
mi.se.  Then  Hedena  nnmey  "legan  to 
llow  in  strea:ns,  and  though  Daly  met 
the  flood  without  fiinching.  the  tide  set 
in  in  Helena's  favor,  and  she  had  a 
majority  of  1200  out  of  a  total  of  r.O.ooo

W  hen  the  votes  were  counted  Helena 
.«ent  f.ir  Cla'k  and  gave  him  the  me. si 
royal  ovation  ever  seen  in  the  West. 
They  turned  the  hcr.^-es  loose  from  his 
carriage  and  drew  him  through  the 
st:ects  amid  a  carniv.".!  of  fireworks  th.i; 
ilUiniinated  Ihe  mountain  passes  ten 
miles  away.  They  placed  the  mock 
body  of  Daly,  ciad  in  funeral  garments. 
in  an  improvised  cal.it'alqiie,  iind  jeered 
it  through  the  streets. 

WHEN  DALY  WON. 
i  The  elections  of  bSSfi  a.:;ain  save  Clark 
land  Daly  wie.stling  Tir  sui>remacy,  but 
'  thi.;  time  Clark  was  fatsd  to  see  his 
pe)lilical  star  decline.  Daly  e- mtrolb  d 
the  Democratic  cemvention  in  Butle. 
Clark's  heunc.  hut  the  st.ite  convention 
at  .Missoula  even  went  further,  and 
Clar'K's  following  had  no  voice  in  the 
party  affairs.  Clark  had  hoped  to  see 
his  name  inuersed  by  the  cemvention  for 
the  senatorship.  Imt  he  was  a.sain  ais- 
■lipointed.  He  was  unable  to  dictate  u 
single  move  of  the  chess.  He  remained 
quiescent  until  189S,  when  he  s.iught  to 
control  the  Buite  convention,  but  this 
lime  his  following  had  dwindled  to  five 
in  the  C' lint V  convention.  Thir.eencan- 
(lidates  for  the  legislature  were  nomi- 
nated at  this  cemvention.  every  one  i  i 
wh(nn  would  h.^ve  a  vote  on  the  senat^M- 
shii.,  not  one  of  v.hcm  could  Clark  hoi 
to  e-ntitrol. 

Then  came  Clark's  first  rupture  with 
the  Democracy.  Ke  formed  an  open  al- 
liance with  the  Republicans  in  hi-'  own 
county,  furnished  money  lavishly  for 
thcir  campaign  and  made  a  bitter  and 
relentless  light  upon  the  whole  Demo- 
cratic ticket.  He  was  looked  upon 
as  having  ab:^.ndoned  the  Democracy. 
The  entire  Deri-cratic  ticket  was  elect- 
ed in  Butte,  notwithstanding  Clark's  fu- 
sion with  the  Republicans.  Clark  h.id 
lost  in  all  the  conventions  throughout 
the  state,  and  when  the  returns  were  all 
in  there  were  eight  Democratic  mem- 
bers elect  from  Helena  who  would  be 
favorable  to  Clark.  There  were,  perhaps, 
half  a  dozen  other  Democratic  mem- 
bers who  might  vote  for  Clark.  The  re.^t 
were  decidedly  against  him.  The  legis- 
lature was  DemeK-ratic.  Ifwr^  gener- 
ally suppo.^ed  that  after  Clark's  coal- 
itie.n  v.ith  the  Republicans  in  Butte  ar-d 
the  Democratic  complexiem  of  the  legis- 
lature, Clark  was  oul  of  the  laoe. 

When  tho  legislature  met  it  was  evl- 
dent  that  Clark  had  gained  ground.  He 
had  not  a  supporter  from  his  own  home, 
either  in  the  legislature  or  out  of  it,  ex- 
cept Wellcome,  William  .McDermott,  an 
old-time  political  friend,  and  his  son. 
Charles  W.  Clark.  The  talk  in  Helena 
was  that  Clark  would  spe^nd  .$1,000,000  I  » 
be  elected.  Almost  the  entire  city  of 
Helena  were  at  Clark's  back,  men,  wo- 
men and  children.  They  looked  upon 
Clark  as  their  deliverer,  and  i)\f  nam-' 
of   Daly  was   bandied  about   with   exr-- 

cralion.  _ 

TOWNS  AT  WAR. 

Then  the  fight  turned  into  on*^  b.^- 
tween  Helena  and  Butte,  as  well  as  b.'- 
tween  the  iwo  wealthy  men.  Every 
telegram  that  left  Helena  cast  .^ome  iv- 
(leclioM  on  r>utte.  and  in  Butte  a  some-  j 
what  similar  method  of  procedure  was' 
adopted.  Quickly  came  the  charges  that 
Clark  wa.s  Hying  lo  buy  votes  to  elect 
him  to  the  senate. 

The  legislative  assembly,  by  resolu- 
tion, called  feir  a  grand  jury  Jnvesti.^a- 
tion.  A  grand  jury  was  called.  Clark  s 
supporters  had  been  claiming  Clark's 
election  on  the  first  joint  ballot,  insist- 
ing that  he  would  have  fifty-seven  vote.-:. 
Before  the  first  joint  Ijallot  was  taken 
the  Investigating  Committee  reported, 
und  immediately  after  the  vote  being 
taken  Clark  had  altogether  seven  votes 
in  both  houses.  After  the  grand  jury 
was  called  rumors  in  Helena  were  rife 
to  the  effect  that  the  grand  jury  was 
tampered  v.ith.  Bui  it  is  only  necessary 
to  say  that  the  feeiing  in  Helena,  ey.-n  j 
after  the  exfjosure.  was  so  intense  f-ir  ' 
Clark  that  it  would  have  required  men 
of  nerve,  even  in   the  fae-e  of  evielenc^.

in  the  presence  of  the  jury,  denounced 
its  action  in  failing  either  t'.  indici 
Whiteside  and  others  for  <  emspiracy  or 
Clark  and  his  agents  for  l)ribery.  Then 
Clark's  vote,  v.hich  had  remained  un- 
e-hanged.  began  to  increa.se  two  and 
three  votes  daily,  uniil  the  day  on  which 
he  w;it-  elect  'd.  when  eleven  out  of 
fourteen  Republicans  in  the  l.rf'gislatoie 
went  to  Clark  in  a  body.  And  now  the 
light  has  been  transferred  to  the  Fnited 
Slates   Senate.

M.  S.  Hurrjws  has  been  in  Chicago  fin- 
several  days  obtaining  information  to  ho 
presented  to  the  citizens  of  Duluth  in 
ifeference  to  the  best  method  for  inter- 
esting the  outside  people  in  the  Duluth 
funiiner  carnival.  He  has  been  con- 
sulting with  World's  fair  and  ot.-.  >r 
r'»?ople  of  that  city  v.ho  have  had  ex- 
perience in  advertising  and  planning 
such  affair.-;.  In  onneciion  with  iii.s 
visit  Mr.  Burrows  has  been  giving  Du- 
luth some  valuable  advertising.  Th:> 
Chicago  Times-Herald  of  yesterday  con- 
tained a  long  interview  with  him.  Mr. 
Burrows  is  nothing  if  not  a  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  Duluthian,  and  lie  never 
loses  an  opp'Utunity  to  set  forth  the  ad- 
vantagi'S  and  the  glory  of  Duluth.  The 
interview  in  the  Times- Herald  was  a.s 
f  lUows:

"  'Duluth  has  recovered  in  a  remark- 
able manner  from  the  serious  effect.s  of 
the  panic  and  hard  times  of  1893.  and 
is  now  en  the  high  roail  to  wealth  and 
prosperity.'  said  ilr.  Burrows  yesterday. 
'F*)r  some  time  ti'e  people  of  Duluth 
have  demanded  that  advantage  be  takeii 
if  our  excellent  summer  climate,  and 
that  some  organized  effort  be  made  ti. 
in<  reiisfc  the  nuni'oer  of  visit(n-s  and 
t^jurists  v.ho  annually  Jiiake  t>ur  city  on 
t>.eir  excursions.  "The  transportation 
facilities,  both  by  rail  and  water,  are 
mo.st  convenient.

affairs  here,  and  they  have  rendered  me 
every  assistance.  Many  of  the  largest 
merchants  in  Chicago  have  promised  to 
participate  in  an  expasitinn  which  we 
will  arrange,  and  show  their  wares  and 
produits  to  our  people  and  their  visitors. 
This,  of  course,  will  be  a  great  help  to 
us,  but  Chicago  is  directly  interested  in 
Duluth  in  more  ways  than  one.  and 
such  a  course  is  simply  the  natural  one 
for  progressive,  enterprising  business 
men  to  pursue. 

"  'Duluth  offers  at  this  time  special  in- 
ducements to  business  men,  and  I  have 
r.o  diubt  that  as  a  result  of  my  trip  tt) 
Chicago  several  new  business  institu- 
tions will  be  established.  Real  estate 
is  active  and  a  big  advantage  is  offered 
to  business  men  in  somo  lines  of  the 
jobbing  trade.  There  is  a  royal  chance 
for  establishing  wholesale  houses  deal- 
ing in  hats,  caps  and  gloves,  furnishin.JT 
gjods  and  dry  goods.  We  now  have 
the  fifth  largest  hardware  store  in  the 
Cnited  States.  There  is  also  a  chance 
for  manufacturers  in  our  city. 

••  'The  people  of  Duluth  feel  that  their 
city  possesses  one  of  the  greatest  sum- 
mer climates  in  the  country.

DUTY  OF  FATHERS. 

Dr.  Long   Delivers  First  cf  Three 
Sermons  to  the  Family. 

Rev.  S.  P.  Long  addressed  the  fathers 
at  the  First  Methodist  church  last  night 
in  the  first  of  three  sermons  on  the 
family.  His  text  was,  "I  write  unto  ynu, 
fathers,"  from  I  John  ii,  V.j.  In  develop- 
ing the  manifold  duties  of  the  father  to 
the  home  he  said  that  he  is  first  the  pro- 
iector  and  provider.  It  is  his  duty  to 
secure  the  safety  of  the  home  when  it 
is  in  danger,  and  to  provide  for  it  nm 
only  food  and  e-lothing,  but  educaijona; 
and  oth?r  advantages.  Associated  with 
the  mother  he-  is  al.so  the  judge  of  the 
h)nie,  not  oni.v  as  to  its  society.  polic.\ 
and  general  direction  of  its  affairs,  but 
aKso  In  the  difficulties  among  the  e-hil- 
dren,  and  his  judgment  must  be  thoi - 
oughly  impartial.  He  is  also  a  model, 
and  in  this  respect  he  has  perhaps  nie)rv< 
inlluence  in  shaping  the  future  of  his 
sons  than  an.v  other  person.  He  can  di 
this  best  by  being  a  true  man  himself. 
and  this  carries  an  inamense  responsi- 
bility. His  suggestions  on  m jral  themes 
are  valuable  only  when  they  are  backed 
up  by  right  living.  He  should  not  exalt 
financial  success  above  character. 

The  father  is  a  priest  also.  The 
ancients  held  him  so,  and  he  was  to 
direct  the  religious  affaJrs  of  his  fam- 
ily. In  thousands  of  modern  hejmes 
the  idea  that  he  is  to  lead  in  the  de- 
votions has  been  enlarged,  when  the 
father,  with  Bible  in  hand  and  wife  and 
children  about  him,  reads  from  the  word 
eif  life,  and  then  all  bow  in  reverenc-e 
and  awe  while  he  raises  his  voice  to  <?od 
in  a  prayer  for  forgiveness  of  sins,  p:-o- 
tectioH  for  the  inmates  of  the  home, 
divine  guidance  f^r  the  nation,  com- 
fort for  the  sick  and  salvation  for  the 
erring.  Fortunate  is  the  m;'.n  whos-^ 
memofy  lingers  about  such  scenes  as 
these  in  his  early  life.

Daniel  H.    Mcrgan,  Kew  Dead,  a 
Man  With  a  Record. 

Daniel  H.  Morgan,  well  known  in  Du- 
luth, died  Friday  after  a  short  illness  at 
Chattanooga.  Tenn,  He  was  employe^i 
in  I  he  quartermaster's  department  b.'.' 
the  I'nited  Slates  government  at  Caniii 
Lytic,  Ga.,  where  he  had  been  statione<l 
since  the  formatiem  e  f  a  camp  at  th  - 
outbreak  of  the  Spanish  war.  He  was 
take-n  ill  al  the  camp  and  transferred 
from  there  to  the  Eriangcr  ho.spital  at 
Chattanooga.  He  was  fi7  years  of  age. 
The  remains  arrived  here  this  morning 
and  the  funeral  was  held  this  afternoon 
at  the  Oneota  Methodist  chure-li. 

Mr.  Morgan  had  had  an  interestin.g^ 
raieer.  He  was  in  the  South  in  the  ante- 
Ii«dlum  days,  and  when  th"  revolt  in  the 
South  was  coming  to  a  head  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Tennessee  legislature. 
Ho  was  on  the  fioor  of  the  legislatun^ 
when  the  determination  to  secede  was 
reached,  and  he  raised  his  voice  man- 
fully f(jr  the  stars  and  stripes  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  ITnion.  Tl.o 
)pIi>)sition  was  cverwhelming,  however, 
and  he  was  assaulted  and  knocked  in- 
sensible for  his  bravery  in  sf'eaking' 
against  the  majority.  He  joined  the 
federal  army  and  reniaintvl  with  it  dur- 
ing the  war.  corning  to  Duluth  in  ISfiO 
and  remaining  here  until  the  outbreak 
of  the  Spanish  war.  when  he  secured  x 
position  in  the  commissary  departmem.

FLANK  MOVE  BY  WARREN. 

An   Attempt  to  Work  Around   the 
Boers*  Left. 

Spearman's  Camn.  Natal.  Jan.  22,  9:2-> 
a.  m.— Early  on  Sunday  mornin 
Warren  commenced  a  flanking 
ment  on  the  extieme  left  of  the  Boer 
position.  The  infantry  advanced  ^t  o 
o'clcn-k  in  the  morning  along  the  ;rre- 
o-ular  Tabamyama  mountain.  Avliioh 
ends  at  Spion  Kop.  The  artillery  oc-- 
cupied  positions  behind  and  on  the 
plain.  The  P.ritish  carefully  worked 
along  the  hills  until  within  1000  yard.s 
of  a  commanding  kopje,  on  which  the 
Boers  were  (oncentrated,  concealed  be- 
hind immense  boulders  strewn  thickly 
over  the  hill.  The  artillery  opened  th«; 
attack  and  the  batteries  worked  con- 
tinuously, pourin.g  tons  of  shrapnel 
among  the  Boers,  who  devoted  their  at-  i 
tention  to  musketry  firing  on  the  Brit- 
ish infantry. 

The  Boers  stuck  to  their  rocky  fast- 
nesses with  the  greatest  tenacity  and 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  day.  the  British 
had  only  advanced  across  a  few  ridges. 
The  Boers,  apparently,  have  f?w  guns 
and  they  did  little  damage.  Capt.  Hon- 
Ipy,  of  the  Dublin  Fusiliers,  fell  mort.ii- 
I  ly  wounded,  while  leading  his  men  to 
seize  a  fresh  point  of  vantage.

Tommv  who  had  given  the  mighty  thrust 
was  Iving  down  as  if  asleep,  with  a  small 
bullet  hole  in  his  forehead.  The  Hoc  r 
was  grasping  the  barrel  of  the  rifle  wdth 
both  hands,  and  his  eyes  were  starmg  out 
straight  in  front  of  him  with  a  horrified 
look  in  them,  as  if  he  had  seen  a  ghost.

Iteferring  to  the  speech  of  ..ii.  i--^-:- 
•uU'e  as  a  rhaps  .dy,  -Mr.  Turner  st.id  that 
-ii  lacked  the  inajestic  harmony  whi.-ti 
can  be  evoked  only  when  the  n  dj.ei 
chords  ar.'  struck." 

He  maintained  that  the  Filipino?  knew 
that  the  function  of  a  government  was 
to  pre.serve  life,  liberty  and  property, 
and  believed  that  they  were  abundantly 
able  to  maintam  such  a  govemamert.- 

"Already  our  Philippine  experiences 
are  beginning  to  have  the  boomerang 
effect  predicted  by  the  senator  from  In- 
«liana."  said  Mr.  Turner.  "There  is  a 
primitive  people  in  South  Africa— i 
mere  handful,  pious  and  simple,  brave 
and  heroic,  but  careless  about  wealth 
lying  under  their  hands.  indiiTercnt  to 
its  civilizing  influence,  and  disposed  ti 
live  their  own  simple  lives  in  th^ir  ovn 
simple  way.  They  are  the  last  link 
that  connects  us  with  one  uf  ti)e  great 


ii.i.iii-  epcirhs  in  the  World's  iiistoiy.  a 
great  nation,  having  racial  tendencies 
similar  to  our  own.  has  seen  the  pres- 
ent deplorable  condition  of  affairs 
.among  this  South  Afric.in  people  and 
has  determined  to  improve  and  civilize 
tiiem  in  the  same  way  we  are  improving 
and  I  i\  ilizing  the  simple  liut  brave  Fili- 
l-im.s.  They  are  not  succeeding  so  wei;. 
unfortunately,  in  their  .self-imposed 
task  as  we  are.  The  Afrikanders  ar- 
jiroving  themselves  to  be  worthy  sons  of 
heroic-  sites.  They  are  making  in  heroic 
ti.icht  and  one  which  has  become  '.he 
wonder  and  admiration  of  mankin  I 
throughout  the  world.  Bc^cause  if  what 
we,  in  common  with  mankind,  owe  to 
their  blood:  bt-cause  they  are  bravely 
lighting  a  ruthless  invader  of  their 
!ioines  and  firesides:  liecause  they  aie 
ti.nhting  for  the  liberty  to  govern  them- 
selves and  their  atTairs  in  their  own 
way:  be,ause  when  they  go  down  an- 
other republic-  will  have  perished,  th-y 
will  undoubtedy  carry  with  them  in 
their  struggle  the  profound  sympathy 
of  the  .-Vmerican  people.  In  other  days 
our  sympathy  would  have  been  e\- 
pit  sseil  through  governmental  channels. 
lUit  now  the  ghost  of  liberty  niurdei^'d 
in  the  Philippines  stands  in  the  way. 
We  cannot  even  jireserve  a  decent  neu- 
trality iietween  this  heroic  people  and 
their  assailants.  It  is  yet  permitted  to 
us,  however,  as  individuals,  to  avert  'o 
our  ideas  and.  as  these  nobie  men  .go 
down  to  death  and  ol)livion,  lo  say  to 
them,  as  I  now  do 

"Thou  lost  survivors  of  a  heroic  age. 

Hail  and  farewell." 

Mr.  Turner,  after  a  brief  i'^gal  nnd 
c-imstitutional  ar.gument  beaiin.g  iipo^i 
the  status  in  the  Philippines,  made  the 
point  that  the  anni-xation  of  the  Phiii:-.- 
pines  would  debauch  the  citizenship  of 
the  country.  "The  Filipinos,  "  he  said. 
"will  have  all  the  privileges  oi'  citizens 
of  the  I'nited  States  to  them.selves  and 
their  products.  This  will  be  lo  p  lU- 
perize  the  labor  of  the  country,  to  pit 
the  lO.oiKi.tMMi  underpaid  and  iinderf.-d 
Fili|>inos  against  the  mechanic,  the  arti- 
san and  the  laboringman  of  this  land" 

Mr.  Turner,  in  conclusion,  said  iluu 
everybody  knew  a  declaration  by  con- 
gress of  its  purpose  to  confer  s.^^lf-gov- 
ernment  on  the  Filipinos  would  stop 
the  war  instantly,  and  elociuenily  urge  1 
the  adoption  of  such  ■^  declaration. 

"If  We  now  give  thein  justice,  we  will 
have  done  mote  for  their  ment  il.  moral 
and  political  regeneration  and  for  all 
their  kindred  races,  than  we  -ould  do  m 
100  years  of  jioMtical  communion  and 
assoc-iatioii."

sentatives in  congress  plenty  of  time  to 
digest  it  before  the  next  Democratii 
national  convention  is  held. 

Col.  Bryan's  idea,  it  is  stated  b.v  his 
intimate  associates  here,  was  carried 
out  fully  by  Senator  Jones,  who  set  the 
date  for  Feb.  1.'.,  when  the  bill  is  finally 
lo  be  disp  >sed  of.

The  proposed  "Nicaragua  canal  bill  will 
not  become  a  law  during  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  Fifty-sixth  congress.  There 
is  no  doubt  i:i  tnt  niinds  of  well-posted 
congressmen  here  that  tlie  amendments 
made  by  "he  senate  committee  to  th. 
bill  which  jiassed  the  house  has  ao 
cfippieil  the  measure  that  an  agreement 
is  very  uncertain  within  the  near  fu- 
ture. It  is  doubtful,  it  is  stated  l-y 
men  who  are  watching  this  measure 
on  both  sides,  whether  the  two  hou.s.s 
will  be  able  to  agree,  and  that  therefore 
the  bill  will  fail  )t'  passage  before  the 
usual  congressional  summer  recess  is 
taken.

Hanna.  with  the  advice  and  cmsent  of 
President  McKinUy.  is  furthering  th-- 
schemes  just  now  being  discussed  by 
th"  Republican  politicians  and  by  th- 
Eastern  newspap.'r.s.

Those  who  were  able  to  carry 
toe  scheme  In  success  have  l)een  met  at 
every  turn  with  red  tape  and  all  kindi- 
of  obstacles  and  slights  by  the  inn'-r 
circle  of  titled  incapal)les.  resulting  in 
scores  of  pod  men  withdrawing  from 
I'articipation  in  the  plans.  In  the  case 
of  .South  Bedfordshire  yeomanry,  a 
whole  company  af  170  selected  men  has 
disi'anded    in    dii-ijust. 

The  late  dispatches  posted  at  the  war 
office  up  to  3  o'clock,  though  date i 
Spearman's  camp  today,  contain  nothing 
l)Ut  reports  of  casualties.

There  is  nothing  here  to  confirm  the 
report  on  the  Berlin  boui"se  of  the  de- 
feat of  Gen.  Buller  or  the  rumor  on  the 
stock  exchange  of  this  city  of  the  cap- 
ture of  two  British  battalions  by  the 
lioers.  The  fact  that  Gen.  Buller  was 
heard  from  this  morning,  wh^-n  he  sen- 
lists  of  casualties  to  the  British  tri-,ops, 
seems  to  disprove  these  stories. 

The  i.tticials  <>f  the  war  oiKc^  entirely 
discredit  the  stock  exchange  stori*-.-^. 
also  the  report  of  Lord  Dundonald's 
entry  into  Ladysmith.  They  think  th- 
former  rumors  were  circulateil  for  stuck 
exchange  purposes.  The  otticia's  sold 
to  a  representative  of  the  Associated 
Press  that  no  decisive  news  was  ex- 
pected for  two  or  three  days  relating 
either  to  the  relief  of  Ladysmith  or  a 
conclusive  victory  or  defeat,  as  the 
operations  at  piesent  being  cundui-tcd 
by  (^en.  Buller  were  necessarily  of  a 
lengthy  character.

Head  Boer  Laager,  Ladysmitii.  Mon- 
ilay.

AT  SPEARMAN'S  CAMP. 


A  Scouting  Party  Rouelily  Used  By 
tlie  llritisti. 

Beer  Camp,  Upp  r  Tugela  River,  Fri- 
day, Jan.  19.— The  British  now  occupy 
three  positions  alcng  the  Tugela  river. 
Their  naval  guns  t  ave  been  firing  steel- 
pointed  armor-piercing  shells. 

Reports  being  received  that  -090  British 
cavalry  were  attenpting  to  outflank  us 
along  the  Draken  iberg  ridge,  a  strong 
patrol  was  sent  tJ  reconnoiter.  Mistak- 
ing the  signals,  tie  scouts  and  patrol 
proceetled  to  a  kopje,  from  whence  a 
terrific  rifle  and  Maxim  gun  fire  sud- 
denly opened.  The  Boers  lost  fourteen 
men  killed  and  twenty  wounded.  Tlie 
British  luss  was  pr  >bably  Insignificant. 

The  bombardmtnt  of  the  Boer  past- 
tions  from  Swartz  top  was  resumed  yes- 
ttrday  from  a  biittery  brought  across 
the  river  during  'he  night.  A  score  of 
shells  were  fired  by  the  British  and  a 
balloon  was  sent  up  to  spy  out  the  Boer 
j>ositi  jns. 

The  naval  guns  esumed  the  bombard- 
ment this  morninK  from  a  new  position, 
but  without  results. 

The  three  Brltl.'h  position.s  are,  then, 
old  Chleveley  camp  near  Colenso,  the 
central  position  at  Swartzkop  drift, 
where  they  hold  b  >th  banks  of  the  river, 
and  a  point  higher  up  in  the  direction 
if  Zunckles.  whe:-e  tfiey  have  bridged 
the  river  and  esiabllshed  an  Immense 
commis.sariat.  <  n  a  summit  of  the 
terraces  at  Swai-t  ;kop  they  have  placed 
five  naval  guns  and  have  brought  ihe 
field  artillery  acrrss  the  river  to  a  small 
kopje  on  the  northern  bank,  whence  they 
keep  up  an  Incessant  and  terrific  can- 
nonade on  the  Bo'r  trenches.  Since  the 
beginning  of  ttie  week  communication 
with  the  different  positions  has  been 
kept  up  under  the  ordeal  of  this  can- 
nonade, the  cast  alties  resulting  from 
t'ri"  being  heaviei  than  those  occurring 
at  Colen.so.  One  of  the  shells  from  the 
naval  guns  killed  a  father  and  son,  Free- 
Staters,  who  wer"  chatting  at  th<-  tlin.f. 
Strangely,  nelttier  had  any  visible 
wounds. 


Washington,  Jan.  23.— The  reports  of 
the  committee  on  privileges  and  elec- 
tions In  the  case  of  M.  S.  Quay,  wno 
claims  a  seat  in  the  Unitde  States  senate 
on  the  strength  of  an  appointment  from 
the  governor  of  Pennsylvania,  were  pre- 
sented In  the  senate  today.  The  major- 
ity report,  opposing  the  seating  of  Mr. 
Quay,  was  signed  by  Senators  Caffery, 
Pettus.  Turley,  Harris  and  Burrows,  the 
last  named  the  only  Republican  signing 
it.  The  minority  report  bears  the  sig- 
natures of  Senators  Hoar,  Chandler, 
Prltchard  and  McComas.  all  Republi- 
cans, and  advocates  giving  the  seat  to 
Mr.  Quay. 

The  majority  report  reviews  the;  cir- 
cumstances under  which  Mr.  Quay's  ap- 
pointment was  made,  including  the  fail- 
ure of  the  Pennsylvania  legislature  to 
elect  a  senator.     It  then  says: 

"After  a  vacancy  In  the  office  of  United 
States  senator  occurs  or  comes  to  pass, 
if  the  next  legislature  does   not  fill   it, 
it    continues    to   exist.     It    is    the    same 
vacancy,  not  a  new  one.    Now,  the  state 
executive  is  given  power  to  make  tem- 
porary  appointments   In   case   of  a    va- 
cancy,  not  as   long  as   it   continues  or 
exists,  but  only  until  the  meeting  of  the 
legislature,  which  Is  then  required  to  fill 
the    vacancy.     This  clearly   means  that 
the    paramount    Intention    to    have    the 
legislature  choose  the  senators  is  to  pre- 
vail, and   whenever  the   legislature   has 
had  the  opportunity  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
either  before  or  after  it  occurs,  the  ex- 
ecutive has  no  power  to  appjint.     Am! 
when  we  take  the  phrase,    'if  vacancies 
happen  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  legislature  of  any 
state,',   if   we   concede   that   the  general 
word  otherwise'  is  not  qualified  or  limit- 
ed by  the  specific  word  'resignation,'  and 
that    It    Includes    vacancies    which    are 
caused  by  efflux  of  time  and  which  can 
be  foreseen,  as  well  as  vacancies  which 
are  caused  by  a  casualty  or  the  happen-  I 
ing  of  an  unexpected  event  and   which 
cannot  be  foreseen,  still  It  must  be  con- 
strued and  defined  with  reference  to  the 
balance  of  the  phrase  so  as  to  give  effect 
to  all  its  parts;  and  it  thus  results  that 
the  vacancy,  no  matter  how  it  Is  i)ro- 
duced.  must  happen,  take  place,  or  begin 
during  a  recess  of  the  legislature,  and 
this  in  itself  would  be  decisive  against 
Mr.    Quays   claim." 
Continuing,  the  report  says: 
"Thus    onstrued,    the    clause    of    the 
constitution  affords  facility  for  keeping 
the  senate  filled  with  s<'nators  who  are 
real   representatives  of  their  respective 
states.     A   senator  who  Is  chosen   by  a 
legislature  of  his  state  Is  likely  lo  be  the 
choice   of   the   majority   of   the   citizens 
of  his  state.    A  senat  >r  who  is  appoint- 
ed  bv  the  executive  is  frequently  only 
the  personal  favorits  of  the  executive.

SPEECH  BY  M'ENERY 

The  Louisiana  Senator  Speaks 

In  Behalf  of  North  Carolina 

Franchise  Amendment. 


"Washington,  Jan.  23.  —  Enormous 
crowds  were  present  today  to  witness 
the  opening  of  the  debate  In  the  Roberts 
case.  Fully  three-fourths  of  the  spec- 
tators were  women.  They  (x-cupled  the 
reserved  galleries,  tier  on  tier,  and  their 
bright  gowns  illumined  the  gloom  of  the 
cavernous  recesses  about  the  spacious 
hall.  The  diplomatic  gallery  alone  was 
a  yawning  chasm. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  In  the  seat  which  he 
has  been  occupying,  on  the  extreme 
right  of  the  hall,  half  an  hour  before 
noon,  and  every  neck  was  craned  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  him.  He  apneared 
conscious  of  the  attention  he  was  at- 
tracting, and  after  looking  over  some 
papers  left  his  seat  and  paced  up  and 
down  behind  the  railing  which  divides 
the  floor  from  the  lobljy.  He  wa.s  at- 
tired modestly  in  a  long  frock  coat,  with 
•  a  dark  tie.  He  left  the  hall  a  few  min- 
utes l)efr,re  the  gavel  fell,  and  was  not 
l)refent  when  the  chaplain  delivered  his 
invocation.  He  returned  almost  imme- 
dititely  thereafter,  however. 

Nearly  every  member  was  in  his  seat 
a  few  minutes  later  when  Mr.  Taylor, 
chairman  of  the  special  committee 
which  investigated  the  case,  arose  from 
behind  a  desk  stacked  high  with  legal 
authorities  and  manuscript  and  called 
up  the  case. 

Mr.  Taylor  Is  a  young  man,  slight  and 
pallid,  but  with  energy  and  alertness 
satmped  upon  every  feature  of  his  coun- 
tenance. He  asked  that  the  agreement 
made  between  the  majority  and  minor. 
Ity  of  the  committee  for  a  vote  on  the 
case,  at  4:.W  p.  m.  on  Thursday,  be  rati- 
fied by  the  house. 

Mr.  Lacey  (Iowa)  objected,  un'.ess  it 
be  understood  that  a  su'ostitute  resolu- 
tion, which  he  desired  to  offer,  should 
also  be  considered   pending. 

To  this  Mr.  Taylor  objected.  He  also 
objected  to  having  Mr.  Lacey 's  proposi- 
tion read  although  appealed  to  by  Mr. 
Bailey  (Texas)  and  Mr.  R:eh.^rdson 
(Tenn.).  This  resolution,  as  it  subse- 
quently developed,  was  for  the  expulsion 


of  Mr.  Roberts  without  swearing  him  in. 

The  majority  resolutions  to  exclude 
him  and  the  minority  resolutions  to  per- 
mit him  to  1>e  sworn  in  and  then  ex- 
pelled were  laid  before  the  house  with- 
out any  agreement  as  to  a  vote. 

Mr.  Taylor  opened  in  support  of  the 
majority  "resolutions.  He  spoke  clearly 
and  with  great  earnestness.  When  he 
began.  Mr.  Roberts  changed  his  position 
to  one  near  the  center  aisle  on  the  Dem- 
rcr.'tic  side,  where  he  could  hear  witn 
more  ease.

Hot  Fighting;  All   Day,  the   Boers 
Slowly  Retiring. 

London.  Jan.  2:'..— The  Daily  Mail  has 
the  following,  dated  Sunday  night,  from 
Spearman's  camp: 

•There  has  been  hot  fighting  all  da> . 
At  dawn  our  attack  was  resumed  along 
the  entire  line,  all  the  brigades  taking 
part.  We  soon  discovered  that  the  Boers 
still  occupied  the  range  of  hills  in  force, 
their  position  being  very  dllTlcult  of 
acieess. 

"Today  the  Boers,  who  were  driven 
from  their  trenches  yesterday,  to  >W 
cover  In  dongas  and  behind  the  rocks 
with  which  the  hills  are  strewn.  The 
forces,  therefore,  commenced  the  task 
of  driving  them  out.  and  set  to  work  with 
good  heart  in  the  early  morning.  Much 
firing  took  place  and  our  progress  was 
slow,  but  gradually  British  pluck  told 
its  tale  and  the  enemy  fell  back  another 
kopje.  We  swarmed  on  and  occupied  it, 
and  then  the  attack  was  renewed  with 
great  gallantry.  The  country  swarm.- 
with  hills  favorable  to  guerrilla  warfare, 
and  our  task  Is  an  arduous  one.  Never- 
theless it  is  being  gradually  accom- 
plished. Whenever  any  of  the  enemy 
were  observed  taking  up  a  fresh  position 
our  field  batteries  poured  in  showers  of 
vhrapnel.  and  the  rapid  movement  of  the 
guns,  followed  by  accurate  shooting, 
must  have  greatly  distressed  them. 

"The  enemy  was  on  the  defensive  al- 
most the  entire  day  save  once  when  they 
attempted  to  outflank  our  left  and  were 
signally  checkmated.  They  relied  almost 
entirely  on  ritte  fire.  A  few  shells  were 
fired  from  a  heavy  i»iece  of  ordnance, 
but  these  fell  harmless. 

•We  now  occupy  the  lower  crest  on 
the  left  and  are  converging  slowly  but 
surely  to  the  Boer  center.  The  Boer  loss 
is  unknown,  but  must  have  been  heavy. 
"The  killed  and  wounded  are  carried 
away  to  the  rear  rapidly.

National  Prohibition  Conven- 
tion Sumn^ned  to  Meet 
In  Chicsgo  In  June. 

Chicago.  Jan.  23.— The  folUuving  call 
f,  r  the  national  Prohibition  convention 

was  issued  today : 

•'The  national  (invention  of  the  Pro- 
hibition party  to  nominate  <-andidates 
l(-r  president  and  vice  president  of  the 
rnited  States,  and  to  transact  such 
other  business  as  may  properly  come  be- 
fore it  i«  hereb\  called  to  meet  at  the 
Coliseum,  in  the  city  of  Chicago.

Second— Each  state 
is  also  entitled  lo  twice  as  many  dele- 
g'.tes  as  the  nuriber  of  members  of  the 
lower  house  of  -ongress  to  which  it  is 
.ntitled.  Third- Each  state  may  send 
oiw  additional  delegate  for  every  1000 
vetes  or  majority  fraction  thereof  cast 
for  Joshua  Levering  for  president  m 
1S96.  Fourth— E.ich  territory  Is  entitles 
to  two  delegates.

After  discussing  at  lengtn  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  constitution 
was  framed,  the  majority  announces  Us 
conclusi  )n  as  follows: 

•We  think  that  the  framers  of  the 
constitution  never  contemplated  nor  in- 
tended to  provide  for  a  case  where  a 
state  by  its  own  deliberate  act,  should 
deprive  its  legislature  of  the  power  to 
lill  an  entire  term  at  Its  beginning 


In 


our  opinion,  they  never  intended  t »  give 
the  executive  of  a  state  the  power  to 
fill  an  entire  term  by  original  appoint- 
ment unless,  iiossibly.  in  a  case  where 
the  legislature  had  chosen  and  the  per- 
son elected  had  refused  to  accept  or 
died  before  auallficatlon.  In  other 
words  we  c  include  that  the  power  of 
appointment  was  not  to  be  exercised 
unless  the  vacancy  occurred  in  the  re- 
eess  of  the  legislature  and  was  occa- 
sioned by  some  casualty,  like  death  or 
resignation." 

The  report  then  quotes  numerous 
precedents,  l)eglnnlng  with  that  of  Ken- 
sey  Johns,  of  Delaware,  In  1794  and  vl>n- 
ing  with  the  case  of  Henry  W.  Corbett, 
of  Oregon,  in  1S98.    It  then  ends  as  fol- 


•The  statement  of  these  cases  and 
precedents  shows  that,  from  .he  begin- 
ning of  the  government  down  to  the 
present  time,  the  senate  has  never  rec- 
ognized the  right  of  a  state  executive  .o 
make  a  temporary  appointment  where 
the  vacancy  happened  or  occui-red  dur- 
ing a  session  of  the  legislature.  It 
shows,  further,  that  for  seventy- five 
years  the  senate  has  refused  to  recog- 
nize the  right  of  a  state  executive  to 
make  a  temporary  appointment,  even 
where  the  vacancy  happened  or  oc- 
curred during  a  recess  of  the  legisla- 
ture if  the  legislature,  either  before  or 
after  it  occurred,  and  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  appointment,  had  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  fill  it. 

"The  fundamental  principle  thus  es- 
tablished Is  that  If  the  legislature, 
either  before  or  after  the  happening  of 
a  vacancy,  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
fill  It,  then  there  is  no  power  in  the 
state  executive  to  appoint.  The  result  is 
fatal  to  the  claims  of  Mr.  Quay.  No 
danger  nor  evil  has  resulted  to  the  gov- 
ernment from  the  enforcement  of  this 
principle. 

"We,  therefore,  submit  that  the  sen- 
ate, for  its  own  honor  and  dignity, 
should  stand  by  its  previous  solemn 
and  deliberate  decisions." 

The  minority  report  takes  the  op- 
posite view.  Quoting  s<*ction  o.  article  1, 
of  the  constitution,  the  minority  say- 
that  the  failure  of  the  governor  to  call 


of  certain  hiws  and  a  hop.-  that  these  may 
be  erased  from  the  statute  books,  but  in 
the  very  nature  of  thiuKs  they  cannot 
stand  for  defiance  of  law.  And  as  they  c-in- 
noi  stand  for  defiance  of  any  law,  how 
much  the  more  must  they  stand  as  th>! 
r.  speetors  of  and  obedient  to  such  laws 
as  have  proceeded  from  the  people,  at  thi; 
people's  initiative,  and  sustained  b.v  the 
dgllbtratA'  and  intelligent  approval  of 
substantially  all  the  people. 

"Now  and  then  we  have  a  law  which 
springs  from  the  united  voice  of  a  united 
])eople.  as  the  expression  of  the  civilized 
force  in  which,  practically,  all  of  them 
believe,  and  which  is  necessary  to  the  ex- 
istence of  that  eiviliting  force.  Of  the 
more  than  ir,.i*)iK(t«(>  of  American  citizens, 
all  but  the  merest  handful  believe,  and 
lielleve  with  a  mighty  fervor,  in  the  kind 
of  commonwealth  which  Justice  Matthews 
declares  is  founded  on  the  marriage  rela- 
tion existing  for  life  between  one  man  ^;id 
one  woman.  That  idea  has  been  for  many 
years  ervstalized  in  solemn  and  deliberate 
"law.  whose  princinle  and  form  have  been 
approved  bv  the  highest  judicial  author- 
itv.  Such  laws  make  imperative  demand 
for  universal  respect  and  obedience,  and 
the  dutv  of  such  respect  and  obedience 
,,ressf>s  rnr)st  ureently  upon  a  representa- 
tive of  the  peojile  in  a  law-making  bodj-. 

"These  propositions  are  fundamental  and 
self  evident.  They  lie  at  the  root  of  things. 
Thev  are  the  bedrock  upon  which  the 
written  constitution  rests;  they  precede 
<on.stitutions;  constitutions  assume  their 
pre-exlstence  and  their  perpetual  exist- 
ence: they  are  institutional. 

"if  the  federal  constitution  had  expUc- 
itlv  declared  that  all  persons  should  be 
eliirible  for  representative  In  congress 
who  denied  that  the  eonstitutlpn  was  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land,  that  instru- 
ment and  the  government  it  soucht  to 
create  would  not  have  endured  a  single 
dav  It  follows  that  if  such  specific  decla- 
ration could  not  have  been  made,  it  cannot 
be  implied.

remove  all  civil  apjiointments  in  the 
islands  from  politics,  making,  honesty  and 
fitness  the  test  for  service.

(H'r  lonsul  at  Dawson  reports  tii.il 
ivrtparations  are  being  made  b.v  tiie 
Canadian  government  'for  establishing 
the  winter  trail  to  Bennett,  which,  owing 
to  an  overland  ciit-jff  at  .Fort  Selkirk, 
thence  to  Lake  La  Har.ge,  will  be  110 
miles  shorter  than  the  route  followed 
last  year.  While  Dawson  has  lost  in 
pojiufation  during  the  past  summer,  it 
has  .gained  in  wealth,  and  is  now  a 
thriving,  substantial  town.  Tile  Yukon 
council  has  expended  in  building  mads 
and  trails  during  the  year  about  $70,000 
out  of  the  $17r,.000  appropriated  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Dominiai  government. 
Consiilerable  improvement  work  ha^s 
done  on  thip  streets,  and  $15,000  has  been 
expended  on  drains  and  ditches,  which 
has  had  the  effect  ol  improving  the  san- 
itary condition  of  the  town.  Already 
maiiv  p'liysiclanb  have  left  Dawson  f>r 
want  of  practice,  and  no  less  than  five 
privoio  sanitariums  have  closed  on  no-

engines,  fourteen  patent  fire  extinguisii- 
ers,  one  hook  an<l  ".adder  truck,  two  h  )s-- 
carts  and  6000  feet  of  hose,  and  has  a 
paid  fire  department  of  twenty  men. 
A  working  head  of  steam  is  kept  on  the

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ARRESTED  FOR  FORGERY. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  cases  >f 
forgery  with  which  the  police  have  nui 
to  do  for  some  time  came  to  light  this 
afternoon  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin 
Ij;irson  were  arrested  at  Minncaj>olis  at 
the  request  of  the  local  police. 

Up  till  last  Friday  .Mr.  Larson  was 
cmpliyed  at  Peterson  &  Co.'s  drug  store, 
Ui."52  West  Superior  street.  He  was  a 
young  man,  married  but  a  short  time, 
and  both  he  and  Mrs.  Lar.'^on  were  quite 
prominent  in  West  F^nd  social  circles. 
On  Prida.v  Mr.  Larson  sevei-ed  his  c(m 
nection  with  Peterson  &  Co.,  saying  he 
was  going  to  Minneapolis  to  take  a 
cour.«e  in  pharmacy.  TUey  left  that 
evening,  and  it  was  disovered  that 
several  days  previous  Mrs.  Larson  had 
passed  two  f<nged  checks.  The  first 
was  for  $25  and  was  passed  on  Pant m 
&  White.  The  second  was  for  $35  atid 
was  passed  on  Silberstein  &  Bondy. 
Both  checks  bore  the  forged  signature 
of  Peterson  &  Co.  ami  were  drawn  on 
the  Commercial   I?anking  company. 

The  most  Intimate  friends  of  the  youii.v 
eouplt?  say  there  must  be  some  mistake, 
but  the  detectives  that  havt;  b?en  woik- 
ing  on  tfhe  case  say  that  the  evidence  is 
very  strong  against  them.  It  is  thought 
that  th-  checks  were  forged  by  l^uson 
and  that  he  used  his  wife  as  a  toil  in 
(cashing  them.  In  both  instances  the 
checks  were  cashed  si>  that  most  of  the 
face  value  would  be  foriiicoming  in 
(  hango. 

They  were  arrested  htte  this  afternoon 
isnd  Superinteiiilent  Doyle  of  the  Minne- 
aiiolis  police  Itdegraphed  licre  for  in- 
structions. He  was  told  tt  hold  them 
and  I.)ete(  five  Tro.ver  will  go  to  Minne- 
apolis this  evening  to  bring'  them  back 
to   r)uluth.

HE  GOMES  BACK. 


Auditor  Halden  Gives  Com- 
mercial Light  and  Power  Co. 
Something  to  Think  Of. 

As  a  result  of  the  mix-up  between 
the  county,  tCie  Commercial  Light  and 
Power  company  and  N.  S.  Bruner,  who 
bought  a  quantity  of  personal  property 
taxes  from  the  county  some  time  ago, 
there  has  been  a  radical  ciiange  in  the 
taxes  of  the  Commercial  Light  and 
Power  company  for  1S96  and  1S97,  which 
years  are  not  yet  paid  for.  by  which  the- 
taxes  are  raised  from  about  $5000  or 
less   to  nearly   $32,000. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  it  appeared 
not  long  ago  that  tCie  compan\'  had  .=:et- 
tled  a  juclgment  against  it  for  about 
$4700  with  N.  S.  Bruner.  who  claimed  to 
own  the  judgment  along  with  the  resi 
of  his  iiurchases  from  the  county,  though 
the  county  officers  did  not  know  that 
that  judgment  was  included.  As  a  result 
of  that  little  hajipening  Sheriff  Sargent 
was  'liianded  an  execution  cm  the  judg- 
ment b.v  the  county,  and  he  le'vied  on 
sow.e  property  bel.»nging  to  the  com- 
pany. When  he  was  about  to  make  the 
sale  the  company  appeared  with  an  afli- 
davit  that  the  property  involved  does 
not  belong  to  the  Hartman  General 
Electric  company,  against  whom  the 
judgment  was  secured,  but  that  it  be- 
longed to  the  Commercial  Light  ami 
F'ower  cimpany.  the  successor  to  tCie 
Hartman  company. 

Then  it  appeared  that  the  Hartman 
company  transferred  all  its  jiroperty  in 
February,  1S96,  to  the  Commercial  com- 
pany. Notwithstanding  that  fact,  the 
pioi>erty  was  assessed  for  those  years  in 
the  name  of  the  Hartman  General  Elec 
trie  ccmipany.  Therefore,  if  tlie  taxes 
against  the  Hartman  company  should 
be  knocked  out.  the  projierty  was  not 
legally  assessed  for  those  years.  Auditor 
Halden  has  jiower.  under  tlie  laws  of 
the  state,  to  put  property  on  the  tax 
lists  where  it  has  been  omitted,  and  on 
the  theory  that  the  property  was  omitted 
f  )r  those  two  years  he  put  it  on  the  tax 
lists  yesterday  afternoon,  and  the  coun- 
ty treasurer  sent  a  notice  to  the  company 
ini'orming  them   of  the  fact. 

But  in  iissessing  the  Commercial  Light 
and  Power  comiiany  for  those  two  years 
he  did  not  use  Imc  valuations  phtced  on 
its  jiriperty  by  the  assessor,  as  subse- 
quently modified  by  the  supreme  court, 
when  it  decided  tlial  franchises  could  be 
assessed  in  the  manner  thai  had  been 
used  theretofore.  Tnis  reduced  the  as- 
sessments of  the  company  for  those  year.s 
to  about  $7r..0<to.  making  a  tax  of  less 
than  $.".000  lor  the  two  years.  Instead  of 
doing  this,  he  fillowed  out  tCie  sugges- 
limis  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  Du- 
luth Street  railway  case,  where  it  held 
that  in  taxing  the  stock  of  a  cu'iioration 
its  indebtedness  ^hould  not  be  deducted.

.iiOti.OuO  for  n-.achineiy,  tools  ;^nd  impie- 
ments.  bnaight  the  total  valuation  up  to 
.x4:!.'..6.')0,  which  will  be  the  company's 
\aluation  fur  the  two  omitted  years,  in- 
stead of  about  $7-.. 000.  This  makes  th_' 
tax  $13,679.41  for  each  of  the  two  years, 
and  wi!h  7  per  cent  interest  added  the 
totnl  amount  for  the  two  years  i.s  $31.- 
827.30. 

The  tax  for  1899.  notice  of  which  was 
.sent  at  the  same  time,  is  about  $2700,  liut 
this  is  because  the  eaiuatiim  made  by 
the  asses.sor  is  left  unchanged.  In  that 
year  the  assessment  was  made  againft 
the  tJommercial  Light  and  Power  com- 
pany, the  assesor  having  learned  th.'. 
tin  Hartman  General  Elecirie  com 
pany  had  gone  out  of  existence.  It  is 
believed  that  Auditor  Halden  would 
have  the  power  to  rai.se  the  a.=?.-essnient 
for  that  year  to  the  same  basis  as  for 
1S9G  and  1897,  but  as  the  assessment  wa.^ 
made  in  the  propel'  manner  h"  decided 
not  to  ch.in.ge  it.

Commenting-  on  the  resolution  intro- 
duced in  the  senate  by  Mr.  AH-^n,  of 
Nebraska,  callini?  on  the  president  iwr 
information,  "if  not  incompatible  wiih 
the  public  interest,"  whether  the  J  1- 
ininistration  has  declined  to  ofncialJy 
recognize  an  envoy  from  the  Transvaal 
republic,  the  Buffalo  News  says:  "The 
knowledge  of  how  the  matter  stands- 
ought  to  be  at  Mr.  Alien's  command 
without  asking  or  passing  res.dutions. 
If  he  is  informed  on  the  condition  of 
affairs  in  Africa  he  should  know  thu 
the  Transvaal  i.s  not  now  an  i.ideper.d- 
ent  government,  whatever  it  ought  to 
be.  It  does  not  send  envoys.  It?  ex- 
ternal relations  are  sutiject  to  tlie  con- 
trol of  Great  Britain  under  the  I.ontlo.i 
(onvenlion."  The  News  says  that  tn'.:> 
document,  duly  negotiated  by  Pre-^i- 
dent  Krug-r  and  Gen.  Jou!)e:-t  v.ith 
C.reat  I^ritain  in  1SS4.  expressly  provid.^s 
that  "the  South  African  repuldic  will 
conclude  no  treaty  or  engagement  with 
any  state  or  nation  other  than  the 
Orange  Free  State,  nor  with  any  native 
tribe  to  the  eastward  or  westward  'i 
the  republic,  until  the  same  .-^hall  have 
been  approved  by  her  majesty,  the 
nueen." 

"This,"  adds  the  News,  "is  the  "suzer- 
ainty" which  the  Boers  are  trying  to 
throw  off.  If  they  succeed  in  throwing 
it  off  the  I'nited  States  shouM  then 
recognize  the  fact.  But  to  treat  it  ;ts  if 
it  had  alre.'dy  be-^n  thrown  off  would 
prejudge  the  issue  of  the  war  and  would 
be  equivalent  to  an  alliance  with  the 
Boers." 

This  makes  out  a  very  good  case  for 
the  administration  at  Washington,  if  a 
duly  accredited  and  acceptable  repre- 
sentative of  the  Transvaal  has  been  rc- 
fuse<l  recognition  offlcia'.ly — provided 
the  statements  made  by  the  News  are 
correct.  But  any  one  who  has  care- 
fully studied  all  the  facts  connected 
v.iih  the  trouble  between  the  British 
government  and  the  Transvaal  know.: 
that  the  Buffalo  paper's  slalemenis  are 
ineorrect.  The  treaty  of  peace  mad"  in 
ISSl  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
Transvaal  plaicd  the  republic  under  the 
.suzerainty  of  yueen  Victoria,  but  the 
London  ci>nver>tion  of  18.S4  did  not  assert 
on  the  part  of  (Jreat  Britain,  any  suz  -r- 
ainty  over  the  Transvaal.  In  fact,  it 
\vas  later  admitted  by  leading  English 
statesmen  that  the  British  governmcrt 
did  not  claim  to  exerci.^e  any  authority 
as  a  suzerain  over  the  Transvaal  and 
that  the  little  republic  was  independent 
in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  Indeed,  the 
question  of  suzerainty  was  not  raised 
even  by  Mr.  Chamberlain  until  he  found 
the  need  of  a  pretext  for  declaring  war 
against  the  Boers.  The  agreement  that 
the  Transvaal  would  make  no  foreign 
treaty  without  England's  «onsent  did 
not  place  the  republic  under  the  suzer- 
ainty of  Great  Britain,  and  there  Wi<s 
no  pretense  that  it  did  until  it  suited 
Mr.  Chamberlain's  purposes  to  pick  a 
quarrel  with  the  little  republic  and  seek 
a  casus  belli. 

If  a  duly  accredited  representative  of 
the  South  African  republic  should  pre- 


sent his  credentials  at  Washington,  and 
he  shall  be  regarded  personaJly  as  ac- 
ceptable to  this  government,  the  ad- 
ministration would  not  be  justified  in 
declining  to  recognize  him  officially.  Dr. 
Leyds  is  the  duly  accredited  represen- 
tative of  the  Transvaal  in  Europe,  and 
as  such  has  been  officially  received  by- 
all  the  European  governments.  He  was 
received  by  the  British  government  as 
is  every  foreign  diplomat,  and  the  Brit- 
ish government  had  a  consul  at  Pre- 
toria, the  capital  of  the  Boer  republic, 
who  stood  in  relation  to  that  republic 
on  the  same  footing  as  the  other  foreign 
representatives  at  Pretoria. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Buffalc 
News  is  wrong  in  saying  the  Transvaal 
is  not  an  independent  government  and 
does  not  send  envoys  and  that  Senator 
Allen  is  right  in  his  position  that  the 
American  government  should  receiv.; 
a  duly  accredited  representative  of  the 
Transvaal.

Two  years  ago,  August  Bond!  returne(' 
to  his  native  country  to  honor  with  a  few 
survivors  the  memory  of  the  heroes  who 
gave  their  lives  for  Austrian  liberty.

THE  SHIf  SVHSmV  HILL. 

The  Omaha  Bee,  which  gives  its  ap- 
proval to  the  Hanna-Payne  ship  sub- 
sidy bill,  says:  "It  has  not  developed, 
so  far  as  we  have  observed,  that  there 
is  any  Republican  opposition  to  the 
measure  in  either  branch  of  congress, 
and  the  probability  is  that  it  will  receive 
unanimous  Republican  support.  The 
country  expects  the  present  congress  to 
adopt  legislation  for  building  up  a 
merchant  marine  for  our  foreign  com- 
merce. The  duty  of  doing  this  is  im- 
posed upon  the  party  in  power  by  the 
promise  of  its  national  platform,  and  it 
is  demanded  in  the  interest  of  American 
trade." 

This  statement  does  not  agree  witii 
the  advices  received  by  The  Herald  from 
Washington.  It  has  been  a.ssured  thai 
there  is  strong  opposition  to  the  vicious 
measure  amjng  Republican  members 
from  Western  states  who  perceive  that 
the  bil!  would  be  a  good  thing  for  East- 
ern shipbuilders  and  owners  of  fasL 
ocean  passenger  vessels,  but  would  not 
have  the  effect  of  building  up  foreign 
commerce,  and  consequently  would  not 
be  of  the  slightest  benefit  to  Western 
producers.  Here  are  some  reasons 
offered  by  opponents  of  the  bill  which 
should  be  sufficient  to  prevent  its  enact- 
ment: 

Ocean  freights  are  regulated  largely 
by  the  charges  made  by  sailing  vessels 
and  by  tramp  steamers,  to  w  hioh  are  du- 
the  present  low  rates  on  grain  and  other 
non-perishable  products. 

The  proposed  shipping  subsidy  bill  will 
drive  sailing  craft  and  tramp  steam- 
ers off  the  high  seas,  because  it  pays 
sulisidies  primarily  by  mileage  and 
speed,  instead  of  tons,  and  by  capacity 
rather  than  by  actual  freig'it  carried. 
The  great  bulk  of  the  .subsidy  will  go  to 
the  large  and  swift  steamships,  and  thia 
whether  they  carry  big  or  little  loads  ur 
run  empty. 

With  sailing  ves.<?els  and  tramp  steam- 
ers out  of  the  way,  and  also  with  such 
lines  of  steamers  as  could  not  obtain 
bounty  either  reduced  in  number  anU 
size  of  ships  or  entirely  removed  to  for- 
eign waters,  the  conditions  for  the  for- 
mation of  a  gigantic  ocean  steamship 
trust  would  be  ideal.  The  fact  that  our 
ocean  wharves  and  docks  are  largely 
owned  by  railroads  which  are  also  in

Sheriff  Hawley  of  Pine  Counly 

Captures  "Blacit  Jacit" 

Charged  With  Hurder. 

"Black  Jack"  Dawson,  arrested  for  mur- 
der and  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  despe- 
rate criminals  in  the  country,  was  locked 
up  at  police  headquarters  from  6  o'clock 
last  evening  till  ll  o'clock.  He  was  then 
taken  to  Pine  City  where  he  is  to  be  tried 
for  the  murder  of  George  Peterson,  of 
Minneapolis. 

Dawson  was  arrested  yesterday  after- 
noon while  working  at  Stack  &  Dono- 
van's camp  on  the  Cloquet  river,  twenty- 
four  miles  from  this  city.  Sheriff  R.  J. 
JIawlev.  of  Pine  county,  made  the  arrest 
and  will  receive  $750  reward  offered  by 
Governor  Lind  for  "Black  Jack's"  cap- 
ture. Sheriff  Hawley  has  been  hard  on 
Davv.=?on's  trail  since  the  murder  a)id  last 
idght  he  said  that  he  had  traveled  six 
con.secutive  night's  without  sleep  expect- 
iuK  to  meet  his  man  at  almost  any  mo- 
ment. He  met  him  yesterday  afternoon,  in 
the  lumber  camp  and  Dawson  was  so  sur- 
prised that  he  could  make  no  defen.se. 
though  h  was  prepared  for  a  fight  He 
denies  all  knowledge  of  the  murder  of 
George  Peterson,  but  a  man  under  arrest 
at  Pine  City,  charged  with  implication  in 
the  murder  has  made  a  confession  accus- 
insj  Dawson. 

Georse  Peterson,  the  murdered  man. 
formerly  lived  in  Minneanolis  and  leaves 
a  wife  and  family  of  small  children.  About 
a  month  .-.fro  he  left  Minneapolis  and  went 
to  P.runo.

While  drinking 
a  sl:i.«s  of  beer  Peterson  was  taken  vio- 
lently ill  and  fell  to  the  lloor.  He  died 
soon  after  and  County  Attorney  R.  C.

mers and  others  who  contributed  to  the 
subsidy   fund. 

Similar  subsidies  have  for  years  been 
paid  by  France  and  Italy,  and  have  not 
resulted  either  in  giving  them  a  mer- 
cantile marine  or  lower  freight  rates, 
though  the  subsidies  have  enabled  the 
shipbuilders  to  get  high  prices  for  their 
ships. 

English  ships  carry  the  freight.s  of  t'le 
whole  world  on  the  high  seas,  yet  only 
about  3  per  cent  of  these  ships  receive 
any  subsidy,  and  these  mostly  only  re- 
ceive reasonable  prices  for  carrying 
mail. 

Those  who  are  the  most  eager  for 
"American-built,  American-owned  and 
American-manned  merchant  ships"  are 
those  who  expect  to  packet  ttie  subsidies 
and  who  will  resort  to  any  means  to  get 
this  bill  through  congress.  Such  fine- 
sounding  words  mean  for  most  people 
only  higher  taxes. 

The  fact  that  this  subsidy  scheme  is 
promoted  alm3st  entirely  by  the  most 
persistent  and  rapacious  lot  of  "bounty 
beggars"  that  ever  beset  congress  ought 
to  condemn  it  in  the  eyes  of  honest  citi- 
zens. 

President  James  J.  Hill  was  rigJit 
when  he  said  that  the  passage  of  this 
bill  would  be  an  outrage,  and  that  the 
people  of  Minnes»ta  should  demand  that 
their  representatives  in  congress  oppose 
it.  Mr.  Hill  favors  a  subsidy  based  on 
the  amount  of  freight  actually  carried 
in  American  vessels,  regardless  of  their 
speed  or  capacity.  This  would  encour- 
age the  extension  of  our  foreign  cjm- 
merce  and  would  build  up  our  merchant 
marine.

Dr.  Meldrum's  Lecture  at  fho  First 
Presbytarisn  Church. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Meldrum.  of  St.  Paul,  lectured 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  church  last 
evening  on  "Seolland  and  the  Scot<h.  "  It 
was  a  delightful  discourse  pleasing  to 
all  who  heard  It  and  particularly  to  the 
Scottish  portion  of  the  audience.  Preced- 
ing the  lectur<>  Mrs.  AV'illiam  White  and 
Miss  McKay  sang  "Y'^  P.anks  and  Braes  o' 
>{onnie  Doon"  and  "Robin  Adair.  "  and 
the  woi'ds  of  these  familiar  songs  willi 
the'  sweel  harmony  of  the  singers'  voices 
made  pl>'asure   beam  on  every  face. 

The  speakL-r  was  introduced  by  Rev.  A.

For  a  Ions?  time  the  city  used  thi.'^  money, 
theicby  saving  a  high  rate  of  interest, 
and  is  now  receiving  from  its  deposi- 
tories interest  on  the  balance-.  Justice 
to  the  water  consumeis-  requirf>;  that  in- 
tirtst  on  the  balances  due  this  dep.iri- 
n-it'Dt  should  be  credited  to  the  w:iter 
fund. 

There  are  several  valuable  blocks  or 
I'ts  acquired  in  purchase  of  th^-  wa'er 
and  pas  plants  that  cannot  be  used  in 
the  business  of  this  departm>-nt.

There  remains  over  seven  miles  of  this 
pipe,  V>ui  it  iP  the  plan  of  the  commis- 
si-ners  that  so  far  as  practi-able  tht- 
work  of  replacing  thi.s  will  bo  postpone-l 
uiiii  ncrmal  rrices  for  pipe  are  i ''stored. 
While  the  resuUs  of  the  operation  of 
ihp  plants  art-  becr.ming  more  and  more 
^..ti.'-factL'y.  ih'.  re  are  still  certain  con- 
ditims  thit  night  be  improved.  We  re- 
fer particularly  to  the  u.'^e  of  gas  by  th'^ 
v.'iious  department.^  of  the  city  givprn- 
ment.  whi  se  plain  duty  it  is.  as  far  as 
I  jacticable.  to  use-  the  means  of  lighting 
provided  by  the   city. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  fire  depart- 
nv-nt  has  had  attached  three  meters,  for 
whieh  they  paid  S.'i  cents,  the  minimu!u 
rate  per  month. 

Thrse  meters  have  been  ordered  re- 
nir»ved.  which  destroys  even  the  hope  we 
hai  of  finally  supplying  that  depart- 
ment with  gas.  We  submit  this  matter 
for  your  consideration. 

We  trust  that  the  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  department  by  the  boara. 
not  only  in  its  .iperation  of  the  two 
I'lants.  but  also  in  the  improvements  and 
iif^iMtions  which  it  has  deemed  wise  to 
make,  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

Manager  Case's  report  in  brief  was  as 
f*.  Hows: 

"Inasmuch  as  this  report  will  be  pre- 
sented with  your  own  to  the  eommi>n 
council,  and  will  eventually  be  pui)- 
lit-hed  for  the  information  of  the  people, 
and  Ittiause  n-.y  repoi  l  niu?t  necejsarily 
iiv  made  uu  of  a  mass  of  figures  i^nd 
tabul.«r  statements  whi'h  are  seldom 
lead  and  >  ften  not  half  understood,  I 
!-;u.>mii  a  summary  of  those  statements 
th.iL  briefly  gives  the  results  and  all  the 
information  that  is  usually  required. 

"In  my  report  of  last  July  I  said  that 
the  expen.se  of  replacing  the  kalomin*: 
ir..n  water  and  gas  pipes  with  new  ea.^t 
iron.  I  was  classifying  as  'construction," 
and  all  other  replacements  of  a  similar 
nature  (that  is  of  materials  that  wci- 
V. 'irn  out  and  valuless  ?t  the  time  of 
jiurchase).  and  that  I  should  continue  lo 
do  so  unles.s  otherwise  instructed  by 
>>.ur  honorable  body. 

■"You  were  plea.sed  to  approve  of  this 
method,  but  it  was  met  with  criticisms 
J  ithers.  and  opinions  have  been  ex- 
,:'v«sed  that  a  portion,  if  not  all.  of 
these  expenditures  shf>uld  be  charged 
ti  'v^rairs'  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
department. 

"This  latter  position  is  not  a  reaS'^n- 
uble  on*:-,  and  in  fact  cannot  be  justified 
any  mcie  than  in  the  purchase  of  any 
crn  f'Ut  mathinery,  apparatus  or 
building,  the  cost  of  putting  ihem  in 
condition  f:r  or»eration  or  occupancy 
ihould  lie  called  repairs. 

"Maintaining  a  plant  in  good  condi- 
tion, or  rather  in  the  same  condition  a:5 

V  h^n  built  or  purchased,  is  one  thin.?, 
and  purchasing  a  partially  worn  out 
!'lant     and     immediately  replacing     the 

V  >iin  out  parts  with  new.  so  as  to  fit  it 
for  us<-,  is  quite  another. 

"With  the  original  owners  of  the  plant 
thesf  exp>-nses  would  properly  bp  called 
■iet>airs."  but  with  the  puri  baser,  who  is 
supposed  t'  pa.v  nothing  for  the  parts 
th.it  needed  replacement,  they  are  con- 
struction exjtenses,  the  same  as  the  i)Ui- 
«hase  m-ney  (  f  the  plant. 

"At  the  puldication  of  the  last  repo»-t, 
also,  there  were  certain  claims  that  I 
had  '.luggled'  the  figures,  one  individual 
making  the  remark  that  'he  could  drive 
a  team  of  horses  through  them."  I  pre- 
.•-ume  when  he  reads  the  report  of  our 
operations  of  the  past  six  months,  th^ 
results  of  which,  owing  to  the  increased 
Ijusiness,  are  much  more  satisfactory

"Up'in  the  basis  of  this  resylt  of  the  last 
six  months'  operations  the  annual  earn- 
ings of  the  department  provide  for  the

"It  wUI  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  the 
l>oard  for  the  operation  of  the  plants  have 
been  increased,  by  the  advance  in  prices, 
fuily  $12."'X>  per  annum. 

"U'hile  the  present  prices  did  not  prevail 
during   all    of    the    period    reported    upon, 
yet  they  were  continually  increasing  dur 
ing  that  time  and  materially  affected  our 
expenses. 

•  The  expenditure  of  $4S.iN'0  for  construc- 
tion has  placed  our  pipage  sy.stem  in  good 
condition  by  the  substitution  of  !<fdK  feet 
of  cast  iron  water  pipe  and  ifSW  feet  of  ca><t  I 
iron  gas  pipe  for  that  length  of  old  and 
worthless  kalomine  iron.  It  has  placed  our 
pas  wor):.s  in  first-c.lass  condition,  second 
to  none  in  the  country;  it  has  erecietl  at 
I.akewood  live  houses  for  the  employes 
iiiid  materiall.v  improved  the  condition  of 
the  grounds;  it  has  laid  tW71  feel  of  water 
mains  and  'M'  feet  of  gas  mains  in  new 
territories,  that  is  a  source  of  increased 
revenue;  and  finally  it  has  Improved  cer- 
tain conditions,  such  as  tiilinp:  under  and 
over  the  pipe  in  Railroad  street  and  the 
lines  running  south  then  from  in  Seventh 
and  Eighth  avenues  west,  that  were  the 
tauses  of  considerable  expense. 

"The  pipe  in  Railroad  street  and  in 
Seventh  and  Eighth  avenues,  referred  to, 
were  laid  just  above  the  water  under  the 
plank  roarjways  and  docks  without  an\ 
lirotection  whatever,  re(iuiring  a  constant 
Mow  and  waste  of  large  quantities  of 
water  to  prevent  the  mains  fcem  fr.  ezing. 
"I  foresee  for  the  coming  season  but  a 
small  exi'en;-e  for  the  replacements  fif  the 
<dd  lines  of  kalomine  pipes.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  I  see  the  necessity  only  of  re- 
idacing  the  4-inch  wat'-r  and  3-inch  gas 
mains  in  Second  avenue  ea.st  from  Supe- 
rior to  Third  street,  with  6-inch  water  and 
t-inch  gas.  and  tne  laying  of  new  pipe  in 
the  same  avenue  from  Superior  to  Mich- 
igan street,  a  possible  ♦xpense  of  $2(i<Xi."

rolls,  repairs,  etc.,  for  gas  works,  a  total 
of  $10.1«1.2."»  for  the  gas  works;  and  $42i'.3v 
miscellaneous,  makmg  the  grand  tola!,  $-'4,- 
347.4,). 

The  construction  of  water  mains  aggre- 
gated $31,838.50,  and  gas  mains,  $16,571.32.  a 
total  of  $4S.4«t.S2.

It  is  said  that  because  of  their  awe  of 
the  seemingly  complicated  postofRce  and  . 
bank  system,  and  their  preference  for  ' 
doing  buslneps  through  an  individual  of  i 
their  own  nationality,  a  number  of  the  ' 
foreign-born  people  of  this  section  have  j 
been  victimized  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent. 

Both  of  these  reasons  enter  into  the 
fact  that-  when  a  foreign-born  resident 
wants  tD  send  money  home  he  will  hunt 
up  some  man  of  his  own  nationality 
and  get  him  to  handle  the  money,  even 
though  he  is  not  perfectly  acquainted 
with  him.  To  send  money  through  a 
bank  seems  to  these  simple-minded  in- 
dividuals a  very  complicated  matter, 
so  they  slip  easily  into  the  practice  •)f 
simply  turning  their  savings  over  tj  i;n 
individual  and  asking  him  to  send  it 
to  such  and  such  a  party  at  a  certain 
address  in  Europe. 

Now.  if  the  party  to  whom  this  money 
is  entrusted  is  honest,  it  is  all  right, 
and  the  needy  relatives  to  whom  the 
money  is  destined  will  get  it.  But  if  he 
is  not,  and  this  often  happens,  it  is  the 
greatest  opportunity  in  the  world  tJ 
swindle  the  unfortunate  laborer  wh  i 
wishes  to  send  the  money,  and  it  is  $loo 
to  a  doughnut  that  the  relatives  in  the 
old  country  never  see  the  color  of  it. 
The  swindler  simply  says  he  will  attend 
to  it,  the  confiding  individual  g:»es  aw:iy 
.satisfied,  and  that  is  the  end  cff  it  unti". 
pei'haps  several  months  afterward,  when 
it  transpires  that  the  money  never 
reached  Europe. 

Sometimes  the  amounts  are  quite  con- 
siderable, and  the  loss  of  sums  as  high 
as  several  hundreds  of  dollars  have  been 
reported  to  the  authorities.  This  is  sent 
to  the  relatives  of  the  senders  in  Europe, 
sometimes  to  buy  tickets  to  come  to 
this  country  with,  and  sometimes  to  save 
up  or  to  smooth  the  declining  years  oi 
aged  parents  of  the  sender.  At  any  rat*', 
the  money  all  represents  hard  toil  and 
perhaps  years  of  scanty  savings,  and  it 
is  a  pretty  mean  man  that  would  em- 
bezzle it.  There  are  mean  men  in  t'ni.s 
world,  however,  and  men  mean  enough 
to  do  just  this  Very  thing. 

It  may  be  asked  why  these  swindlers 
are  not  prosecuted.  That  is  easier  said 
than  done.  When  the  money  i.s  handed 
over  the  swindler  will  say  he  is  going 
to  send  it.  and  it  is  months  before  the 
.sender  hears  that  it  never  reached  its 
destination.  When  the  swindler  is  ap- 
proached he  claims  that  he  sent  the 
imney,  and  he  cannot  understand  why 
it  did  not  reach  the  address  to  whic'.i  he 
sent  it.  Xow.  in  order  to  convict  a 
swindler  in  such  a  case,  it  is  necessary 
to  prove  that  the  money  did  not  reach 
its  destination,  and  if  not,  that  the 
=  windler  is  responsible  for  its  failure.  It 
is  impossible  to  bring  over  the  Eur  >pean 
people  to  whom  the  money  was  to  bt 
sent  to  prove  that  they  did  not  get  it 
and  if  it  was  shown  that  they  did  not 
get  it  it  is  hard  to  prove  that  the  money 
was  not  Ijsl  in  the  mails  somewhere. 
So  if  the  swindler  was  cornered  he 
would  undoubtedly  fall  back  on  tnc 
mails,  and  say  that  it  must  have  been 
lost  along  the  road  somewhere. 

Of  course,  among  the  men  to  w.,o:n 
the=e  foreigners  entrust  fheir  money  the 
dishonest  ate  the  exception,  and  in 
most  cases  the  money  i.s  given  to  rtien 
who  see  it  through  all  right.  I-iu 
when  a  man  turns  his  money  over  to  an 
individual  he  does  not  know  he  is  taKing 
a  serious  risk,  and  it  would  be  much 
better  if  he  braved  the  apparent  difh- 
cultiec  f.f  a  bank  or  the  postifllce. 

Assistant  County  Attorney  McClintock 
was  asked  about  this  matter,  and  he 
said  that  a  number  of  such  cases  had 
been  brought  to  the  attention  "^  J}^-- 
office  of  the  county  attorney,  but  ti^at 
for  the  reasons  above  mentioned  it  hart 
never  been  possible  to  issue  a  warrant 
In  some  cases  the  men  who  entrusted 
their  money  to  a  stranger  did  not  even 
get  a  receipt   for  it.  ^      ,,   , 

"It  seems  that  some  effort  should  be 
made,"  .said  Mr.  McClintock.  "to  in- 
duce the  foreign-born  people  wno  are 
sending  monev  home  to  patronize  regu- 
lar institutions  where  there  is  no  danger 
of  loss.  If  the  papers  published  in  tho 
foreign  languagt-s  would  take  it  up  and 
advise  their  patrons  not  to  trust  their 
money  t^  strangers  it  might  have  a  good 
effect'."

Unity  Club  Members  Discuss  That 
Subject  interestingly. 

The  Cnity  clui),  at  its  meeting  last 
night  at  the  Unitarian  church,  held  a 
lively  discussion  ..r  the  'i] -ononiic  Posi- 
tion of  V.'oman,"  and  while  ther.ij  was 
noL  a  great  diversity  to  the  \iews  pre- 
sented, they  were  very  interesting,  and 
the  meeting  was  more  than  ordinarily 
well  attended. 

The  i'nsx  leader  v.as  Mrs.  J.  L.  Wash-

ARE  AQAINSTJHE  TREATY. 

French  Iron  Interests  Oppose  Reci- 
procity With  United  States. 

Paris.  Jan.  23.— The  commerc.-  commis- 
sion of  tile  chamber  of  dej)uties  tod-ty  be- 
gan hearing--  the  views  of  those-  opjiased 
to  the  reeiiiroeity  treaty  wiili  th"  I'niLed 
States,  Re])resent!iti->-es  of  iron  work  t;'.

the  legislature  to  elect  a  senator  doe.s 
not  act  to  deprive  the  governor  of  the 
power  of  appointment.  Referring  i.> 
the  constitutional  provision,  the  ques- 
tion  is  asked: 

•'Does  the  language  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  ['nited  States  m.'aii  jus-t 
what  the  constitution  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  .says:  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflice  of  Ignited 
States  senator  in  a  recess  between  se;-'- 
sions,'  or  doe.s  it  mean  that  the  vacancy 
mu.«t  i»e  one  which  come.<;  by  chance,  so 
that  it  does  not  apply  at  all  to  the  ca.s-^ 
of  a  vacancy  at  the  beginning  of  a 
term,  which  does  not  come  by  chancc', 
V>ut   is   forese."'!!  and  inevitable?" 

This  que;-tion  i.'^  answered  as  follow?": 

"If  the  words  have  the  form-r  mean- 
in.g,  then  all  distinction  betw  -en  cas-;-^ 
where  a  legislature  has  heon  in  session 
and  those  where  a  legislature  has  not 
been  in  ses.sion:  between  the  vacancies 
at  the  beginning  of  a  tenn  or  vacancies 
lieglnning  after  the  term  itself  has  b"- 
gun  and  the  office  for  that  term  oik  ■ 
filled,  are  without  importance.  We  think 
that  the  former  Is  the  true  m-^aning  of 
the  constitution.  We  think  that  it  was 
the  intent  of  the  constitution  to  provide, 
.■is  far  as  possible,  that  every  st'it? 
should  have  two  senators,  bec:duse. 

"First,  the  constitutional  convention 
hesitated  between  <-onferring  the  power 
of  appointing  senators  upon  ihe  rxecu- 
tive  and  the  legislature  of  the  state  in 
the  beginning.  Like  the  legislatur.-, 
the  executive  of  the  state  was  supjios'^d 
to  represent  the  v.ill  of  the  people.  T'n- 
der  the  constitutional  arrangements 
then  et^isting.  he  apj  ointed  all  the  state 
officers  and  appointed  judges  .vho  held 
their  office  feu*  life.  So,  there  is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  they  considered  'he  ex- 
ecutive an  unfTt  instrument  for  such 
api.ointment.  And  they  settled  th? 
ouestion  by  givin-^:  the  power  of  per- 
manent appointment  to  the  legislature 
and  of  temporary  appointment  to  th^ 
executive. 

"Second,  we  can  conceive  no  reas-^n 
likely  to  have  influen<ed  the  framers  >  f 
the  constitution  for  making  a  distinction 
between  cases  of  vacanoies  occurring  in 
oni'  time  in  one  wa.v  or  vatan(o:es  ot - 
curing  in  another  way  at  another  tim.-. 
The  vote  of  a  senator  may  be  of  great 
importance.  Cpon  the  single  vote  of  a 
Senator,  may  depend,  and  has  depend'Hl, 
the  fate  of  great  measures  which  wou'd 
bring  prosperity  or  misery  into  ever.' 
woik...-hop  and  almost  every  i'aiTiily  in 
the  country.  We  believe  when  the  con- 
stitution was  enacted,  it  wouki  have  oc- 
cuireil  to  e^'erbody  that  if  a  senator 
died  within  a  week  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature  or  at  afiy  tim^- 
v.l;en  there  was  tliree  parties  in  the 
legislature  v.ho  could  not  agi^ee.  or  at 
a  time  when  the  two  houses  who  for- 
merly made  an  election  by  cmcurrent 
vote  were  of  ways  of  thinking  in  poli- 
tics so  different  that  they  could  not  b? 
reconciled,  that  the  state  must  go  ui- 
repre.'ented  until  a  new  legislature 
should   be  chosen. 

•'They  mean.  :;s  we  In  lieve,  that  f  .f 
the  interest  i,f  the  state  and  for  the  in- 
tt^iest  of  the  whole  c.  untry,  the  senate 
should  always  be  full  as  far  as  thee 
-ould  devise  a  cconsiitutiimal  mechan- 
ism  to  aecomidish  that  purpose." 

They  al.-o  continue: 

"The  language  in  the  clause  could  not 
be  construed  as  the  opponents  of  Mi. 
Quay  would  construe  it,  or  In  any  other 
wa}.-  than  the  designers  construetl  il, 
without  destroying  its  whole  purpos*^. 
If  there  be  no  power  in  the  executive  of 
Pt-nn.'^.vlvania  to  appeant  a  successor  to 
Mr.  Quay,  under  this  clause,  thete  is  no 
power  in  the  legislature  to  choise  a  suc- 
ce.s.sor  until  the  end  of  the  term,  and  in 
every  ;a.-e  where  ti  senator  dies  or  n- 
signs,  where  the  legislatuie  is  n.it  in 
sessi.in.  or  wheie.  after  such  death  or 
r.  .-ignatirn  tiie  legislature  has  met  and 
aiiji  urned  with  lut  a  choice,  or  where,  at 
the  beginning  of  a  term,  the  vacancy 
lemains  unfilled.  It  must  remain  un- 
filled until  the  end  of  the  six  >e.'rs.  ac- 
c  rding  to  the  logic  of  the  majority  of 
the  committee." 

On  an.nher  point  th  •  min  ;rity  says: 

"it  is  said  if  the  legislature  has  been 
in  session  after  a  vacancy  and  has  failed 
to  mi  it  the  stale  is  at'fault:  that  th" 
legislature,  has  neglected  its  duty,  tmd 
so  it  is  just  that  the  state  should  suffe-. 
There  are  two  answers  t.)  this  argument: 
First,  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the 
whtde  country  that  every  state  should  b' 
fully  reiuesenteil:  an<i.  secondly,  there 
is  ni  guilt  to  be  attributed  lo  the  legis- 
l.'fure  or  the  people  of  a  state  where  a 
maj.rit.v  vote  is  ret^uired  for  failure  t  > 
elect.  Will  anybody  claim  that  a  case 
if  a  failure  to  elect  a  president  for  waVil 
of  a  c.mstitution.^.l  majerity.  a  case  pro- 
vided for  by  conferring  a  power  upon 
the  house  of  representatives  voting  by 
slates  is  the  case  of  fault  or  negligenci 
(111  the  part  <if  the  pe-ple?"

London,  Jan.  24,  2:45  p.  m. — The  ex- 
treme tension  caused  here  at  what  may 
be  justly  designated  the  most  anxiou.s 
pause  since  the  war  began  had  not 
been  relieved  up  to  the  time  of  writing 
by  anything  save  the  dally  stock  ex- 
change rumor,  which  today  happens  to 
have  been  started  by  the  bulls,  who  as- 
sert that  Gen.  Warren  has  captured 
Spion  Kop. 

Anxiety  in  regard  to  the  news  is  vi.-- 
il)le  on  all  sides.  The  war  office  was 
besieged  at  an  early  hour  this  morn- 
ing and  the  clubs  and  other  i-esorts  li- 
able to  receive  early  news  have  bejn 
crowded  by  the  eager  inquirers.  It  is 
generally  recognized  that  the  Boer  po- 
sition, if  ever  taken,  can  only  be  cap- 
tured   at   a    tremendous    cost. 

A  dispatch  from  Pretoria,  dated  Tues- 
day, Jan.  23,  somewhat  amplifies  the 
dispatch  of  Monday,  Jan.  22,  from  the 
Hoer  head  laager,  cabled  to  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  last  evening.      It  says: 

"Four  or  five  times  during  *he  day, 
the  British  replaced  their  wearied  sol- 
diers by  fresh  ones.  The  Boer  casual- 
ties are  one  man  killed  and  two  men 
slightly  injured.  Our  men  are  in  ex- 
cellent spirits.  There  is  a  large 
slaughter  of  the  British.  Gen.  Botha  is 
now  in  sole  command.  Gen.  Cronje  hav- 
ing been  sent  elsewhere." 

The  same  dispatch,  apparently,  -o- 
ferring  to  th^  situation  at  Colenso, 
says: 

"One  of  the  large  Boer  Maxims  was 
temporarily  disordered,  but  was  soon 
repaired. 

"The  British  northern  camp  is  in 
confusion.  People  are  observ>^d  trek- 
king aimlessly  in  all  directions." 

Commenting  on  Capt.  Mahan's  atti- 
tude, the  St.  James  Gazette  today  r*^- 
marks: 

"His  advice  is  good  and  needed  in 
America.  While  strict  neutrality  is 
maintained  in  the  official  world  and 
while  good  will  is  felt  for  Groat  Britain, 
by  the  better  informed,  it  is  simply  mi.^- 
leading  the  public  of  this  countrj'  to 
suggest,  as  some  correspondents  aro 
doing,  that  antagonism  to  England  is 
confined  to  a  negligible  body  of  Amer- 
icans. The  sympathy  of  America  a.--  a 
whole  is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  no  more 
with  England  at  this  moment  than  w.is 
our  i)opu!ar  sympathy  with  them  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  with  Spain,  and  th'> 
contrast  of  official  and  popular  attitudes 
is  no  less  marked  in  the  United  States 
th;in  it  is  in  Germany." 

4:10  p.  m. — As  the  afternoon  pro- 
gressed the  excitement  on  Pall  Mall 
reached  a  high  pitch.  But  the  war  offic° 
officials  reiterated,  at  ?,:W  p.  m.,  the  oft 
repeated  statement  "that  nothing  had 
been  received  from  Gen.  Buller."  The 
su.spense  was  Increased  by  the  belief 
that  Gen.  Buller  would  never  have  pub- 
lished his  intention  to  attack  the  Boers 
on  Spi  )n  kop  unless  satisfied  that  the 
assault  would  be  carried  out  before  the 
news  could  be  published,  and  It  was 
fully  anticijiated  that  the  news  of  his 
success  or  failure  would  reach  London 
in  a  few  hours  at  the  most.  The  cabinet 
ministers  called  at  the  war  office  after 
luncCi  to  ask  for  news. 


Jan.  19,  says:  "It  has  been  officiall 
notified  to  the  governnent  here  from 
Lorenzo  Marques  that  the  Boers  have 
committed  a  breach  of  neutranty  by 
crossing  Portugueses  :errlt3ry  from 
Umballa  to  Rhodesia.  A  force  of  artil- 
lery has  been  sent  there  from  Lorenzo 
Marques,  and  the  gOA  ernment  there 
has  demanded  reinforcen  ents  from  here. 

"Everything  is  being  cirried  out  with 
all  pKJSsible  secrecy,  but  I  am  informed 
on  good  authority  that  8  portion  of  the 
troops  have  already  star  ed  for  Lorenzo 
Marques,  and  that  others  will  follow  im- 
mediately." 

The  corespondent  in  qi  estion  adds:  "I 
am  sending  a  cable  with  this  letter,  but 
I  fear  it  will  be  suppressed." 

The  editor  of  the  Dail:-'  Mail  appends 
this  note:  "The  telegiam  was  sup- 
pressed." 

Umballa  is  north  of  Inhambane,  wfiiich 
is  a  few  miles  above  Ca  )o  Das  Corren- 
tes  (Cape  Wilberforce),  and  the  move- 
ment apparently  indicates  that  the  Boers 
are  engaged  in  gun-running  and  men- 
Imparting  through  Rhodesia,  or  that  per- 
haps they  are  planning  to  take  Col. 
Plummer  In  the  flank.

BOTHA  REPULSES  BRITISH. 

British  Make  Another  Bootless  Try 
For  Ladysmith  Road. 

Boer  Camp,  Upper  Tugela  River,  Sun- 
day, Jan.  21.— After  Commandant  Botha 
checked  the  British  ad\ance  yesterdiy 
morning  it  was  expectet  that  there 
would  be  no  further  action  until  tomor- 
row. This  afternoon,  lowever,  signs 
were  discerned  on  an  ntended  move- 
ment in  the  British  nor  hern  camp. 

When  the  heat.  wiir:h  was  more 
frightful  than  any  yet  etperienced,  \yid 
worn  off,  the  British  ca  mon  started  in 
full  force,  and  the  infantry  advanced 
in  extended  order. 

Gens.  Botha  and  Cronje  held  the  high 
hills  over  which  the  roa  I  to  I^adysmith 
passed.  When  the  Mauser  fire  oponed 
a  pandemonium  of  sound  filled  the  air. 
The  vindictive  crash  of  Lyddite  shells, 
the  sharp  volleys  of  Lee-Metfords  and 
the  whip-like  crack  of  Mausers  were  in- 
terspersed with  the  bo(  rn  of  the  Boer 
Maxims.  The  battle  en  led  with  dark- 
ness, but  not  without  e\idencos  of  exe- 
cution among  the  Brit  sh  that  were 
manifest  at  sunrise. 

Field  Cornet  Ernst  Eriilio  was  killed 
nur  did  the  generals  escape  unscathel. 

At  the  central  positic  n.  Swart  Kop. 
where  the  other  road  to  Ladysmith 
crosses  the  hills,  the  BriMsh  advanced 
from  low  kopjes  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tugela  unmolested.  Th  -n  they  entered 
the  zone  of  Mauser  fin,  and  altlnugh 
their  naval  guns  kept  u  )  the  usual  tt-r- 
rible  racket,  the  advance  was  stopped 
and  the  British  had  to  count  out  their 
dead  and  wounded. 

Commandant  Vilji>en  md  two  liurgh- 
ers  were  knocked  sense  ess  by  an  ex- 
lilosion  of  Lyddite,  bui  Commandant 
V'iljoen  recovered.  FieU  Cornet  Heil- 
bron  was  wounded,  and  on  refusing  to 
surrender  was  shot.

BULLER'S  ADVANCE  CHECKED. 

British  at  a  Standstill— To    Try 
Night  Attack. 

London,  Jan.  24,  2:15  a.  m. — Contrary 
to  the  announcement  made  shartly  be- 
fore midnight  by  tlie  war  office  that 
nothing  further  would  be  issued  until 
Wednesday  afternoon,  the  following  dis- 
patch from  Gen.  Buller.  dated  at  Spear- 
man's camp,  Jan.  23,  6:20  p.  m.,  has  jusi 
been  posted: 

"Warren  holds  the  position  he  gained 
two  days  ago.  In  frjnt  of  him  at 
about  1240  yards  is  the  enemy's  posi- 
tion, west  of  Spiten  kop.  It  is  on 
higher  ground  than  Warren's  position, 
so  it  is  impossible  to  see  into  it  prop- 
erly. 

"It  can  be  approached  only  over  bare 
open  slopes,  and  the  ridges  held  by 
Warren  are  so  steep  that  guns  cannot 
be  placed  on  them.  But  we  are  shelling 
the  enemy's  position  with  howitzers  and 
field  artillery,  placed  on  lower  ground 
behind   infantry. 

"The  enemy  is  replying  with  creosotes 
and  other  artillery.  In  this  duel  the 
advantage  rests  with  us,  as  we  ap- 
I>ear  to  l>e  searching  his  trenches,  and 
his  artillery  Are  is  not  causing  us  much 
loss. 

"An  attempt  will  be  made  tonight  to 
seize  Spiten  kop,  the  salient  of  which 
forms  the  left  of  the  enemy's  position 
facing  Trichard's  drift,  and  whi<h  di- 
vides it  from  the  position  facing 
Potgieter's  drift.  It  has  considerable 
command  over  all  the  enemy's  intrench- 
ments." 

Gen.  Buller's  great  turning  move- 
ment, of  which  so  much  has  been  ex- 
pected, has  come  to  a  standstill.  His 
carefully  wonled  message  to  the  war 
office,  telling  this,  after  a  silence  of  two 
days,  reads  like  an  apology  and  an  ex- 
planation. 

Gen.  Warren  holds  the  ridges,  but  the 
enemy's  position  is  higher.  The  Britisn 
artillery  is  playing  on  the  Boer  positions 
and  the  Boers  are  replying.  The  British 
infantry  is  separated  by  only  1400  yards 
from  the  enemy,  but  an  approach  to  the 
steep  slopes,  acro.ss  the  bare  open,  would 
expose  the  British  to  a  fatal  ritie  fire. 

Gen.  Buller's  plans  have  reached  their 
development.  He  declines  to  send  his 
infantry  across  the  zone  against  for- 
midable positions  by  daylight,  and  dis- 
closes his  purpose  to  assault  the  Spitken 
kop  heights  during  the  night.  This 
appears  to  be  the  key  to  the  Boer  de- 
fenses. If  he  takes  it  and  thus  com- 
mands the  adjacent  country,  an  import- 
ant and  possibly  a  decisive  step  will  be 
acc<jmplished.

Their  mines  em- 
ploy no  less  than  20,000  men.  Contribu- 
tory to  these,  are  a  lar  re  number  of  In- 
dividual operators,  in  wt  ich  several  thou- 
sand  workmen   are  engaged. 

The  Hillside  Coal  anl  Iron  company 
(properly  the  Brie  Ra  Iway  company), 
with  mines  at  Forest  Vity,  Avoca  anl 
Laflin,  and  also  several  contributing  in- 
dividual operators,  havo  set  themselves 
on  record  as  opposed  to  dealing  with  the 
miners'  organization.

OCEAN    STEAMSHIPS. 
New   York— Arrived :   Kaiser  Wilhelm 
from  Genoa. 


Washington,  Jan.  24.— The  house  re- 
sumed the  debate  on  the  Roberts  case  at 
11  o'clock  today.  The  galleries  were 
again  well  filled,  most  of  the  occupants, 
as  on  yesterday,  being  ladies.  Some 
minor  business  preceded  the  resump- 
tion of  the  debate.  The  senate  bill  to 
gi-ant  AiTierican  register  to  the  steam 
whaler  Bowhead  was  passed. 

Mr.  Powers  (Vt.)  was  the  first  speak- 
er. He  argued  in  behalf  of  the  exclu- 
sion of  Mr.  Roberts.  The  contention  of 
the  minority  for  expulsion,  he  said,  ran 
up  against  the  very  precedents  which 
were  cited  in  its  support.  It  was  the 
universal  rule  that  a  member  could  not 
be  expelled  for  an  offense  oommittv-d 
prior  to  election.  While  it  might  i)e 
argued  in  Mr.  Roberts'  case  that  poly- 
gamy was  a  continuing  status,  the 
crime  itself,  the  initial  act,  took  place 
long  before  Mr.  Roberts  was  elected. 

"We  are  not  separating  wife  from 
husband,"  said  Mr.  Powers,  commenting 
on  Mr.  Roberts'  speech  of  yest'erday. 
"Polygamy  has  never  been  legal  in 
I'tah,  either  before  or  after  admission 
into  the  Union.  The  moment  he  t<v)k 
wife  No.  2,  the  marriage  was  void.  Mr. 
Roberts  knew  the  law.  He  cannot  nov.- 
plead  'the  baby  act'  against  the  law 
and  stern  justice. 

Mr.  Snodgrass  (Tenn.)  followed  Mr. 
Powers,  supporting  the  views  of  the 
minority  in  faVor  of  seating  and  then 
expelling  Roberts.  If  we  were  not  to  be- 
come the  exponents  of  the  French  sys- 
tem of  justice,  which  presumed  guilt  un- 
til innocence  was  proven,  he  said,  Rob- 
erts must  be  accorded  his  prima  facie 
right    to    his   seat    before    being   ousted. 

Mr.  Landis  (Ind.),  a  member  of  the 
Robert's  comtnittee,  who  signed  Lne  mi\- 
jority  report,  argued  that  Utah  had 
violated  her  compact  with  tlje  United 
States.  There  had  been  universal  rejoic- 
ing in  the  land  in  1S96,  he  said,  when 
l^tah  had  been  admitted  into  the  Union. 
The  people  of  the  United  States  though' 
that  the  birth  of  the  state  worked  to 
death  of  the  system  of  polygamy.  Yet 
they  Avere  startled  to  learn,  in  ISPS, 
that  Utah  had  elected  as  her  sole  reprf- 
sentative  in  the  house  a  polygamist, 
and  that  he  was  moving  upon  Wash- 
ington with  a  plurality  of  wives  and  a 
multiplicity  of  children.   (Laught?r.) 

Mr.  Landis  went  over  the  record  of 
the  apostles  of  the  Mormon  church  to 
show  that  most  of  them  were  guilty  of 
continued  polygamous  practices.  Some 
of  his  statements  were  sensational.  He 
,«!cored  the  church  for  its  alleged  faith, 
arousing  great  enthusiasm  by  his 
scathing  denunciation.  At  time-  he  con- 
vulsed the  house  with  his  sarcasm.  Of 
the  fifteen  apostles  of  the  churcn  when 
the  proclamation  was  issued,  he  said 
eleven  were  open  violators  of  the  law 
and  three  had  undoubtedly  taken  plural 
wives  since  it  was  promulgated.  He 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  Christian  mis- 
sionaries who  had  worked  among  tiie 
people  of  Utah.  Mr.  Roberts,  he  said, 
had  boasted  that  he  had  received  the 
votes  of  the  gentiles  in  his  district,  but, 
Mr.  Landis  .said,  that  was  because  he 
I  an  as  a  Democrat  as  well  as  a  Mor- 
mon, and  because  his  oppon'^'nt  "had 
been  a  Danite  who  killed  his  man."  In 
concludi-ng,  he  adjured  the  2000  polyga- 
mists  in  ITtah  to  take  care  of  their 
plural  wives,  but  in  God's  name  to  re- 
frain from  multiplying  their  infamy  i)y 
bringing  more  children  into  the  world. 

Mr.  Landis  expressed  his  pity  for  the 
poor  women  who  ministered  to  the  got- 
ten and  lustful  notions  of  the  Mormon 
priesthood.  He  ridiculed  the  proposition 
to  admit  Mr.  Roberts  and  then  turn  him 
cut.  The  framers  of  the  constitution  in 
statuary  hall  would  get  down  off  their 
pedestals  and  laugh  at  such  a  procedure. 
It  would  lie  a  burlesque  on  law  and 
precedent  and  an  outrage  on  cimimon 
sense.  Not  (mly  should  Mr.  Roberts  be 
turned  back,  but  also  Utah,  whose  peo- 
ple, he  said,  had  solemnly  lied  to  the 
congress  of  the  United  Slates  in  1896. 

In  his  peroration,  Mr.  Landis  protested 
against  Roberts'  admission  in  the  name 
of  the  motherhood  of  the  land,  and  of 
the  pitiful  innocence  doomed  to  th'> 
shame  of  illegitimacy.  He  got  a  whirl- 
wind of  applause  when  he  sat  down. 
The  speech  created  a  sensation. 

IN  THE  UPPER  HOUSE. 

Mr.  PoHlgrew  Again  Stirs  Up  the 
Adminlsteation. 

Washington,  Jan.  24.— When  the  sen- 
ate convened  today.  Mr.  Hale  reported 
from  the  appropriations  committee  the 
urgent  deficiency  bill  and  gave  notice 
that  he  would  call  it  up  tomorrow. 

Mr.  Allen  offered  a  resolution  calling 
upon  the  secretary  of  war  for  all  infor- 
mation and  correspondence  relating  to 
the  administration  of  custom  affairs  in 
Porto  Rico,  Cuba  and  the  Philippines 
since  the  war  with  Spain.  Objection 
being  made  it  went  over. 

M.  Pettigrew  offered  a  resolution  de- 
claring that  the  United  States  govern- 
ment could  not  recognize  the  right  of 
any  nation  to  declare  as  contraband  and 
seize  food  products  as  such,  and  that 
any  such  seizure  would  be  an  act  un- 
friendly to  the  United  States.  The 
re9<'>lution  went  over  under  the  rule. 

The  resolution  offered  yesterday  '>y 
Mr.  Pettigrew,  calling  upon  the  presi- 
dent for  the  report  of  Gen.  J.  C.  Bata^ 
concerning  the  treaty  made  with  the 
sultan  of  Sulu  was  considered.  The 
resolution  recited  the  salaries  paid  to 
the  sultan  and  his  officials  and  inquired 
what  fund  they  were  paid  from  and 
what  services  the  officials  rendered.  Mr. 
Pettigrew  supported  the  resolution  in 
a  speech. 

Mr.  Pettigrew  said  that  slavery  in  its 
worst  form  existed  in  the  Sulu  group  of 
islands,  and  the  treaty  itself  provided 
that  every  slave  could  purchase  his  free- 
dom at  the  regular  market  prices.  H? 
said  the  amount  of  the  salaries  paid  to 
the  sultan  and  his  officials  under  the 
treaty  was  $9120.  yet  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment paid  to  them  only  $6300. 

Transaction  of  this  treaty,  he  said, 
was  withheld  from  the  people  until  after

No  Sieamers  Are  Advertised 

to  Leave  For  Nome 

Before  May. 

From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Jan.  24. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Albert  E.  Smith,  our  United 
States  consul  at  Victoria,  has  furnished 
the  state  department  with  the  follow- 
ing highly  interesting  report: 

"The  indications  are  that  there  will 
be  a  great  rush  to  Cape  Name  next 
spring,  something  like  that  to  the  Klon- 
dike in  the  spring  of  1898.  It  is  evident 
that  numbers  will  go  there  from  Vic- 
toria and  this  province  in  preference 
to  either  Atlin  or  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory. The  transportation  companies 
here  and  on  the  sound  are  all  actively 
engaged  in  preparing  steamers  for  the 
lung  trip.  The  distance  from  Victoria 
to  Cape  Nome  is  2.'>00  miles,  entirely  by 
water.  But,  notwithstanding  that  fad 
the  transportation  companies  have  al- 
ready booked  all  tl.e  passei.^e:s  that 
can  be  carried  on  the  first  trips,  en 
every  vessel  that  can  be  secured,  .wt  a 
recent  meeting  of  representatives  of 
the  companies  it  was  computed  that 
65,000  persons  desired  to  go  to  Cape 
Nome  as  St)cn  as  possible. 

The  rep vr's  that  had  been  crculating 
last  season  in  regard  to  the  gold  dis- 
coveries at  Cape  Nome  were  quite  gen- 
erally disputed  her-\  the  opini  jn  iieing 
that  the  Atlin  and  Klondike  countries 
were  more  promising  ami  ai.io  .  as;er  of 
access.  But  the  la:-t  two  3tcanic:.= 
from  the  north  efferrtjil'v  <':spelled  alt 
uncertainties,  the  passengers  bringing 
with  them  indisputable  evidence  that  ail 
along  the  tjeach  in  the  vicinity  of  C:ipe 
Nome  gold  in  paying  quantities  can  bo 
had  for  the  digging. 

A  number  of  these  men  hav-:  called 
at  the  consulate,  exhibiting  speoimfjis 
of  the  gold,  .=.aying  they  dug  it  on  the 
beach,  near  the  water's  edge;  that  men 
with  only  hand  shovels  and  the  simplest 
and  rudest  of  pans  cleared  from  ^.'iO  to 
$100  and  even  $300  per  day.  whiie  som*^- 
times  a  clean  up  of  from  $1000  to  $1500 
has  been  reported.  Nuggets  worth  from 
$300  to  $400  were  found  near  Anvil 
ireek.  and  it  is  l)elieved  $.'?00,000  to  j;lOO,- 
000  were  taken  cut  of  Snow  Gulch  last 
summer;  one  man,  it  is  said,  took  out 
$T?0,000,  while  another  claims  still  more. 
Every  one  of  the  men  who  came  down 
expressed  his  resolve  to  return  in  the 
spiing — some  even  engaging  return 
passages  on  the  steameis  on  which  tiiey 
came  down.  According  to  their  state- 
ments, the  gold  does  not  extend  to  a 
great  depth,  five  or  six  feet  ijeing  as  low 
as  any  have  yet  found  "paying  dirt." 

Complaint  v/as  made  by  sonn.'  of  the 
returning  miners  that  claims — 20  acres 
each — which  stretched  for  miles  around 
and  virtually  embraced  the  whole  shore, 
from  Cape  Nome  to  Cape  York,  some 
forty  miles  distant,  had  been  staked. 
This,  however,  has  been  much  chan.^ed 
l)y  the  decision  of  Commissioner  Her- 
mann, v.hich  is  understood  to  mean  that 
no  land  below  ordinary  high  tide  can  be 
disposed  of  to  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions, but  is  open  to  the  public  to  oper- 
ate on:  that  the  right  to  dig  in  the.'se 
tide  lands  is  as  free  as  the  right  to 
fish  in  the  adjacent  waters;  and  that 
anybody  may  wash  gold  out  of  the  sand 
between  high  and  low  water,  while  no 
authority  can  give  any  person  an  exclu- 
sive right  to  do  so;  so  that  the  land  i'.\r\ 
not  be  obtained  by  corporations  or  syit- 
dicates.  Some  apprehension  is  f-lt  (hat 
there  may  be  a  clashing  of  interests  on 
that  point,  and  it  is  genetaily  desired 
that  the  government  establish  regula- 
tlo.is  and  have  .'^•iftici-^nt  police  to  <  n- 
foice  them.  Anxiety  is  expiess.^J  here 
regardin.g  the  estaldishment  of  a  port 
of  entry  at  Cape  Nome.  Captains  all 
agtee  that  there  is  practically  no 
anchorage  or  harbor  at  the  cape  itself, 
l.Jt  that  at  Port  ■ 'larence,  distant  only 
a  few  miles,  there  is  a  harbor,  safe  and 
jonimodious.

Another  Point  In  Favor  of 
the  Municipal  Owner- 
ship Idea. 


In  the  face  of  the  facts  in  reference  to 
the  operation  of  the  gas  and  water 
plants  the  News  Tribune  was  completely 
Jioored  and  had  only  a  few  mlM  words 
to  say  this  morning.  It  practically 
aband/ined  every  claim  it  had  made  ex- 
cept that  no  allowance  had  been  made 
for  depreciation,  and  its  assertions  upon 
that  point  were  very  mild.  The  truth  is 
that  the  explanation  of  that  point  Is  as 
reasonable  as  that  of  all  the  others.  The 
renewals  which  the  board  makes  each 
year  form  the  allowance  for  deprecia- 
tion. 

Manager   Case,    when   spoken    to   this 

morning  of  this  feature,  said  that  he  had 

been  connected  with  the  Detroit  water 
system  for  forty  years,  and  that  the 
plant  at  the  time  he  left  was  a  l>etter 
plant  than  it  was  when  built,  and  it  was 
simply  maintained  by  the  annual  re- 
newals. 

There  is  something  else  in  the  report 
of  the  plants  which  has  not  been  brought 
out  that  will  give  great  satisfaction  to 
every  citizen.

Shares  Are  One-Third  Lower 

But  Price  of  Copper 

Is  High. 

A  GOOD  INVESTMENT 


All  Dividend-Paying  Shares 

Are  Intrinsically  Cheap 

at  Present. 


Detroit,  Mich..  Jan.  24.— "The  specu- 
lation.'' in  coi>per  shares  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  recent  IMg  failures  in  Bos- 
ton." says  William  A.  Paine,  of  that 
city.  Mr.  Paine  is  president  of  tha 
Copper  Range  railroad,  and  spent  Sat- 
urday with  Cameron,  Currie  &  Co.,  en 
route  to  Boston,  after  ten  days  in  the 
upper  peninsula. 

"The  cause  of  the  failure  of  the  Globe 

hank  was  very  far  removed  from  the 
topper  shares  boom,"  he  continU'Hl. 
"The  fact  is  that  the  trouble  with  that 
concern  began  long  before  the  specula- 
tion craze  had  materialized.  The  pr'si- 
dent  of  the  bank,  H.  Cole,  had  allowed 
two  firms  to  gradually  increase  their 
overdrafts  until  John  P.  Squire  &  Co.. 
pork  dealers,  had  $300,000  of  the  bank's 
money,  and  J.  P.  Lovell  &  Co..  making 
firearms,  etc..  had  $.".00,000.  The  discov- 
ery of  this  condition,  which  had  liecn 
kept  from  the  directors,  was  what 
caused  the  failure  that  drew  on  so  many 
other  troubles. 

"I  do  not  look  for  any  immediate 
boom  in  copper  shares,  because  the  gen- 
eral conditions  do  not  favor  such  move- 
ment. At  the  same  time,  now  is  the 
lime  to  liuy  copper  shares  for  invest- 
ment, and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  more  of 
these  securities  are  held  today  in  that 
way  than  ever  Ijefore  in  this  country. 
The  time  will  soon  come  when,  in  the 
I'nited  States,  the  stock  of  well  man- 
aged copper  mining  companies  will  be 
<-onsidered,  as  in  England  now.  one  of 
the  conservative  investments.  The 
stock  of  the  Rio  Tinto  mine,  in  South 
America,  is  taken  for  security  by  the 
Bank  of  England  just  as  freely  as  coa- 
suls. 

"It  is  a  little  odd  that  although  the 
present  prices  of  copper  shares  are  3o 
per  cent  lower  than  they  were  a  year 
ago  last  December,  the  price  per  pound 
wf  the  metal  is  17V2  cents,  against  12 
cents  at  that  time,  while  the  visible  sup- 
])iy  was  never  lower  than  now.  The 
market  holds  strong  and  cannot  be  af- 
fected by  any  prospect  of  a  great  in- 
crease in  production,  as  there  i.s  no  such 
prosi>ect.  Why,  if  the  Anaconda  minf, 
for  instance,  should  be  closed  down, 
there  would  be  an  immediate  copper 
famine  throughout  the  world.  That 
shows  how  little  danger  there  is  of 
overproduction. 

"Take  the  ca.se  of  the  Baltic  mine.  It 
is  a  new  i>roducer.  and  is  making  money 
at  the  rate  of  $12,000  to  $1."..000  a  month, 
net  profit,  yet  it  is  not  notic:^ably  af- 
fecting the  supply.  The  metal  produced 
iit  the  Baltic  i.s  only  from  rock  piks  and 
from  the  openings  made  in  drifting  and 
sinking.  That  is,  the  managers  are 
not  woiking  the  lodi-.  but  just  utilising 
the  miscellaneous  rotk  that  has  to  h^! 
taken  out  to  lit  the  mine  for  its  futur-' 
work,  yet  evt-n  this  yi>'i<is  a  go«>d  pro- 
tit,  and  would  in  itself  guarantee  .i 
dividend.  When  they  really  gi.'t  down 
to  liusiness  they  will  let  this  stuff  alor.-- 
jinfl  follow  the  rich  lode,  and  the  profits 
will  begin  to  roll  up. 


"They  can  work  up  to  1000  tons  a  d.iy 
in  rock  crushed,  and  while  the  meij.l 
will  be  sold  and  shippt'd  as  fast  as  it 
ean  i>e  produced,  it  will  still  not  be  ad'!- 
ing  enough  to  ketp  pace  with  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  copper. 

"I  would  say  that  all  of  the  dividend 
paying  copper  shares  are  intrinsically 
<'heap  at  the  present  prices,  if  the  in- 
vestor figured  on  12  cent  rates  Instead 
of  the  present  price. 

"The  upper  peninsula  country  is  t>n- 
usually  open  this  year.  I  found  sleigh- 
ing, but  not  enough  cold  to  freeze  the 
swamps.

The  fire  starte<1  at  Richard- 
sons  ranch  by  a  spark  from  the  chim- 
ney falling  in  the  vso.nl  pile.  A  stron;Jt 
wind  was  l>lowing  and  the  fire  swept  on 
to  the  Halliday  ranch,  two  miles  away, 
iturning  all  the  buildings  but  the  resi- 
lience. A  mile  further  Knowks'  ranch 
was  a  1  dazing  ruin.  Clark  Brothers' 
two  ranches  were  partially  burned  when 
the  wind  died  down  and  the  lire  turned 
to  the  mountain  where  it  has  been  put 
out.

THEY  ASK 
A  HEARING 

Mabini  Requests  That  Con- 
gress Get  the  Views  of 
the  Filipinos. 

IMPARTIAL    INQUIRY 

Aslced  By  Him,  the  Influental 

Amigoes  to  Be  Also 

Consulted. 


New  York,  Jan.  24.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald   from   Manilla  says: 

This  letter,  addressed  to  the  Herald 
correspondent  in  the  Philippines,  has 
been  receive<l  from  Settor  Mabini,  the 
strongest  counselor  of  Aguinaldo  and 
his  congress  In  the  Philippine  affairs: 

"Gentlemen:  Convinced  that  you 
treat  Philippine  questions  with  impar- 
tiality, and  with  the  object  that  public 
opinion  of  the  great  and  free  civiliz- 
ation be  not  misled,  T  take  the  lib.^rty 
to  ask  y")is  to  ;nake  yourselv  -s  an  echo 
of  the  following  opinions  throughout  the 
American  press: 

"The  Philippine  people  do  not  sustain 
any  systematic  hatred  against  foreign- 
ers. On  the  contiary,  they  receive  with 
pleasure  and  gratitude  those  who  really 
wish  to  co-operate  for  their  liljerties  and 
prosperity. 

"Filipinos  continue  to  fight  against 
Americans,  not  i>ecause  of  hatred,  but 
to  demonstrate  that,  far  from  looking 
with  indifference  on  the  political  situ- 
ation, they  know  how  to  .sacrifice  them- 
selves for  a  government  which  assures 
individual  liberties  and  is  administered 
in  conformity  with  the  necessities  and 
desires  of  its  people. 

"Th&  present  state  of  war  does  not 
permit  the  people  to  give  frank  ex- 
pression to  a  manifestation  of  their  .is- 
pirations.  For  this  reason,  Filipinos 
wish  ardently  that  the  congress  of  che 
I'nited  States  shall  hear  them  before  de- 
cidiBg  upon  their  future. 


"To  this  end.  the  Filipinos 
ask  congress  either  to  nomin- 
ate a  civil  commission  which 
may  put  itself  in  contact  with 
the  Filipinos  who  have  inilu- 
ence  in  pacific  villages  as  well 
as  among  the  people  under 
arms,  or  permit  a  commission 
of  such  Filipinos  to  go  to 
America  in  order  to  express  the 
desires  of  the  people. 


"I  hope  that  when  the  Americans  and 
Filipinos  know  each  other  l)etter,  not 
only  will  the  present  conllict  close,  but 
other  future  ones  be  forestalled. 

"The  conscientious  opinion  of  the 
masses  in  America  a|>pear  to  follow  on 
their  traditions,  and  these  constitute 
for  the  present  the  only  guarantee  for 
hopes  of  all  honorable  Filipinos.' 


WILL  BE  GIVIEIN[A  HEARING. 

Government  Is  Contemplating  the 
Course  Sujg:gested  By  Mabini. 

New  York.  Jan.  24.— A  special  to  thu 
Herald  from   Washington  says: 

"The  proposition  of  Aguinaldo's  agent 
for  making  the  desires  of  Filijiinos  known 

to  civil  rcj)resenlatives  of  this  govern- 
eiit  is  perffctly  feasible.  It  is  all  in  Agu- 
inaldo's own  hands.  He  knows  perfectly 
well  the  terms  of  oeace.  which  means 
surrender,  acknowledgement  of  Americ-an 
sovereignty  and  the  fullest  measure?  of 
self  government,  wliicli  will  he  framed 
after  fully  ascertaining  the  rlesire  and  ca- 
liabilities   of    the    I'Mlipinos." 

This  was  the  statement  made  l)y  Post- 
master General  Charles  Kniory  Smith, 
after  reading  Senor  Mabini's  message  to 
the  Herald. 

Col.  Denby  of  the  Philippine  commission 
said  that  Senor  Mabini  was  one  of  the 
most  able  Filipinos,  and  he  regarded  the 
fact  that  h"  had  written  the  communica- 
tion as  a  favorable  indii'ation. 

Other  administration  oflicials  read  in  a 
friendlv  spirit  the  message  from  Senor 
Mabini".  In  effect,  they  say  that  Senor 
Mabini  is  doing  just  what  the  administra- 
tion has  contemplate'd  doing  for  the  Flli- 
pino.<5. 

As  to  the  suggestion  for  a  civil  commis- 
sion.a  cabinet  officer  told  me  the  president 
contemi)lated  sendine:  such  ;i  ("ommisslon 
to  the  Philippines  at  an  early  date.

They  have  declared  in  their  platform  m 
favor  of  these  things,  but  there  is  hardly 
a  person  in  Duluth  who  believes  in  the 
sincerity  of  their  professions,  and  today 
we  find  the  Reput)lloan  organ,  the  New.s 
Tribune,  the  mouthpiece  of  these  same 
politicians,  falsely  asserting  that  th^ 
management  of  the  water  and  light  de- 
partment has  been  a  failure  financially, 
and  thus  seeking  to  make  unpopular  the 
idea  of  municipal  ownership  of  pul)llc 
utilities.  These  are  the  men  who  sur- 
round Mr.  Hugo  now.  and  who  would 
undiaibtedly  be  his  advisers  if  he  should 
be  elected. 

Mayor  Truelsen's  record  is  d'-ar  on 
these  questions,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
him  to  refer  to  the  promises  made  in 
any  political  platform.  He  can  stand 
upon  his  record  and  point  to  the  past  .is 
evidence  of  the  course  he  will  pursue  in 
the  future.  The  News  Tribune  savs 
'•the  burden  of  his  song  was  pure  water" 
and  insinuates  that  Mayor  Truelsen 
had  really  nothing  to  do  with  winnins; 
the  great  fight  with  the  gas  and  water 
company.  The  people  of  Duluth  kno>v 
the  falsity  of  this  insinuation.  They 
are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  but  fjr 
the  firm  stand  taken  by  Henry  Truel- 
sen the  water  company  would  have 
triumphed  and  the  people  of  Duluth 
would  have  been  helpless.  It  was  Henry 
Truelsen  who  led  the  fight,  and  there 
was  a  time  when  if  he  had  been  di-?- 
posed  to  quit  and  drop  his  appeal  to  the 
supreme  court,  the  company  vould  have 
won  for  all  time  and  Henry  Truels.n 
could  have  obtained  a  small  fortune  for 
deserting  the  people'.s  cause.  But  to 
his  credit  let  it  be  ever  remembered 
that  he  spurned  the  golden  inducements 
and   remained  true  to  the  city's  intor- 

«'SlS. 

But  the  fact  is  the  mayor  said  very 
little  on  the  water  question,  and  thai 
was  prompted  I'y  the  attempt  of  the 
News  Tribune  to  make  the  people  be- 
lieve municipal  ownership  of  the  water 
and  gas  plants  has  been  a  failure. 

A  surplus  of  nearly  $60,000  for  the  past 
six  months,  or  $,")000  more  than  the  in- 
terest on  the  bonds,  after  reducing  the 
rates,  can  hardly  be  called  a  fallura! 

The   mayor  also   alluded   to   the    tele- 
phone question  and  showed  how  a  new 
•company    was    given    a    franchise    and 
the  monopoly  of  the  old  company  broken, 
while   the  city  can   purchase   the    plant 
of  the  new  company  at  the  end  of  five 
years  for  the  cost  of  duplication,   with 
5   per  cent  added,    while   in    the    mean- 
iSime    it    receives    a    percentage    of    the 
profits.     Another  step  in  the  municipal 
ownership  program  accomplished!    And 
now  the  mayor  proposes  to  have  a  muni- 
cipal electric  light  plant.     For  this  pur- 
pose he  wants  aulh  uity  to  issue  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $l(Ki,iM)0.     As  The  Her- 
ald   has    .said    before,    it    is   opposed    to 
more   bond   issues  at  the  present   time, 
and    therefore    docs    not    endorse    the 
mayor's   views   <m    this   question.      But 
this  is  a  matter  of  opinion  and  does  not 
affect  the  main  principle. 

The  mayor  made  a  good  showing  'ly 
the  statistics  detailing  what  the  police 
department  has  accomplished  in  cr- 
taln  directions.  While  the  department 
is  not  what  The  Herald  believes  it 
should  be,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
it  is  being  run  at  much  less  expense 
than  in  the  past  and  consequently  v.itn 
a  reduced  force.  And,  despite  its  weak- 
ness in  some  directions,  it  will  compare 
favorably  with  what  it  was  under  for- 
mer administrations. 

That  the  mayor  has  faithfully  carried 
out  his  promit'e  ot  economy  n  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  city's  affairs  i.s 
clearly  shown  by  the  figures  he  pre- 
sented.     In  1894  the   total  expenses  of 


public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  Boer.s.

With- 
in recent  years  it  is  stated  at  the  trea- 
sury department  that  no  man  better 
qualified  than  he  has  held  this  office.  He 
lias  gained  friends  besides  conducting 
the  affairs  of  his  office  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  everybody,  and  he  has  certainly 
advanced  himself  favorably  In  the 
opinion  of  the  people  of  his  own  stat?.

Said  That  the  Commercial 

Company  Was  a  ''Tin 

Box"  Company. 


The  matter  of  the  per.sonal  property 
taxes  of  the  Hartman  Electric  com- 
pany, or  the  Commercial  Light  and 
Power  company,  is  in  a  very  much  in- 
volved state,  so  far  as  the  general 
public  is  concerned.  All  that  the  gen- 
eral run  of  readers  realizes  is  that  the 
county  has  thrown  away  for  little  or 
nothing  a  judgment  against  that  com- 
pany for  $4700,  and  that  while  it  is 
fighting  to  get  it  back  there  is  a  good 

chance  of  its  losing  It.  Under  those 
circumstances  there  is  a  strong  dispo- 
sition on  the  part  of  the  public  to  find 
out  who  is  responsible  for  the  loss.  The 
Herald  will  state  the  facts  as  it  under- 
stands them,  and  the  public  can  draw 
its  own  conclusion. 

Some  time  ago  the  county  board,  with- 
out calling  for  bids  or  making  its  in- 
tentions public  in  any  mannor.  quietly 
Sold  to  N.  S.  Bruner  a  farmer  employe 
of  the  county,  a  large  number  of  back 
personal  property  tax  judgments  sup- 
posed to  have  a  face  value  of  about 
$3.=i.00O,  for  $:J300.  In  making  the  sale 

an  assignment  of  judgment  whs  made, 
pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  boaid. 
of  all  back  personal  property  tax  judg- 
ments, except  certain  judgments  that 
were  specified. 

Shortly  before  this  time  the  boaid 
had  come  to  an  agreement  with  the 
Hartman  company  by  which  it  was  to 
pay  its  overdue  personal  property  taxes, 
which  amounted  to  $8000  or  more,  at 
the  rate  of  $1000  per  month.  Und.-r 
this  agreement  $3000  was  paid  and  then 
the  payments  ceased.  Taxes  for  two 
years  were  due.  and  in  some  manner 
this  payment  of  $3000  was  credited  to 
the  latter  of  the  two  judgmeti's.  in- 
stead of  upon  the  first,  which  is  the 
one  cLaimed  by  Bruner.  \\'hen  the 
payments  ceased  no  effort  wis  made  on 
the  part  of  the  county  attorney  or  the 
county  board.  =0  far  as  appears,  to 
compel  the  company  to  continue  them. 
Neither  does  it  appear  why  the  pay- 
ments ceased,  unless  the  scheme  that 
subsequently  appeared  was  cooked  up 
about  that  time. 

While  the  sale  of  the  persona!  prop- 
erty tax  judgment  to  Bruner  was  un- 
heard of  and  bad  from  every  stand- 
point, and  was  crticized  as  such  by  The 
Herald  at  that  time,  it  really  did  not 
matter  s<j  much  because  there  was  nome 
doubt  whether  or  not  the  taxe,s  w?re 
worth  the  amount  that  had  l)een  paid 
for  them.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
were  worth  more,  but  no  one.  excef)t 
those  in  the  game,  really  kn<^w  how 
much  they  were  worth  until  a  couple  of 
weeks  or  so  ago,  when  it  appeared  that 
Bruner  claimed  a  judgment  for  $4700 
against  the  Hartman  company,  and 
that  he  had  made  a  settlement  with 
that    company   of    the   judgment. 

This  was  the  first  time  the  county  of- 
ficers knew  that  he  claimed  that  judg- 
ment. A  glance  at  the  resolution  and 
the  assigntnent  made  c'ear  the  fact 
th.it  .><o  Icm.cr  as  the  judgment  "lood  and 
was  not  included  in  the  list  of  excep- 
tions, it  h;id  really  been  sold  to  Bruner 
with  the  others,  though  of  itself  it  wa.i 
worth  much  more  than  the  entire  sum 
paid  for  the  judgments.  Then  it  be- 
came necessary,  as  The  Herald  has 
shown  before,  to  pick  a  flaw  in  the  as- 
signment to  Bruner.  and  on  that  some- 
what pitiful  ground  the  county  authori- 
ties are  now  trying  to  redeem  their  in- 
excusable neglect  in  permitting  such  a 
judgment  to  slide  in  among  the  list  sold 
to  Bruner.  They  may  succeed  in  this 
endeavor  or  they  may  not.  That  de- 
pends upon  the  courts. 

It  is  clear  that  the  mistake  was  made 
in  i^ermitting  the  judgment  to  be  includ- 
ed in  the  list.  The  excuse  that  the  boar  1 
did  not  know  that  it  was  included  is  a

For  months  after  that 
nothing  wa.s  done,  and  the  n^-xt  move 
on  the  part  of  the  company  was  to  settle 
this  judgment  with  Bruner.  It  does  not 
appear  what  was  paid  to  Bruner,  but  it 
is  very  likely  that  he  accepted  consider- 
ably less  than  the  face  of  tf.ie  judgment. 

When  the  sheriff  levied  on  the  com-

Auditor  Halden  proceeded  to  a.^Ki  ss  for 
those  years  .igainsi  the  right  company, 
and  as  stated  by  The  Herald  jesterday, 
he  increased  the  assessment  consider- 
ably.

WCiile  this 
i^peech  was  passing  into  history  intense 
enthusiasm  reigned,  and  the  waves  of 
applause  that  burst  through  Great 
Eastern  hall  at  frequent  intervals  dur- 
ing its  delivery  meant  a  great  deal  more 
than  a  mere  tribute  to  the  speaker. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Mayor 
Truelsen  is  capable  of  commanding  :. 
great  personal  following,  regardless  of 
issues.  He  has  all  the  captivating  ele- 
ments of  personality,  strong  traits  of 
character  and  winning  utterances  tCiat 
appeal  so  strongly  to  the  i)lain  people. 
no  matter  what  the  circumstances — but 
last  night's  enthusiastic  demonstration 
was  a  great  deal  more  than  a  tribute 
to  the  may  jr.  It  signified  a  popular 
sympathy  with  the  issm^s  of  the  cam- 
paign for  which  he  contends,  and  spoke 
of  the  awakening  of  the  ma.^ses  to  tHie 
opportunities  and  duties  of  the  hour. 

Last  night's  opening  speech  clearly 
demonstrated  another  thing.  Two  years 
of  campaignless  office  work  has  not  irti- 
paired  the  mayor's  well-known  and 
much  admired  abilities  as  a  campaigner. 
He  may  not  be  a  peerless  orator,  but 
he  is  an  eloquent  speaker,  and  he  can 
launch  into  an  address  in  a  way  that 
pleases  at  the  beginning  and  fascinates 
at  the  flnijCn.  Last  night  he  seemed  in 
better  form  than  usual.  The  stream  of 
his  language  ran  with  amazing  rapidity, 
but  each  word  was  distinct.  There  was  no 
straining  of  the  ear  among  his  auditor!-- 
and  no  apparent  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
speaker.  Faster  and  faster  came  th*- 
sentences,  rippling,  musical,  captivating: 
suddenly  a  pause,  slower  speaking,  and 
some  siilient  thought  is  driven  farther 
ht)me  with  the  aid  of  the  measured  c-on- 
trast. 

Stephen  Murphy  was  master  of  cere- 
monies and  introduied  as  the  first 
speaker  Porter  J.  Neff.  junior  alderman 
of  the  Fourth  ward  and  the  man  that 
nominated  Henry  Truelsen  in  the  Demo- 
cratic convention.  He  was  greeted  with 
applau.se  and  said 

■■Y"U  all  know 
a  dinner  with  soup  and  leave  the  rnon- 
substantial  fooil  and  goinl  things  till  the 
^st.  Well,  in  this  feast  of  reason  whi-Ti 
we  are  to  hr>.ve  here  tonight  I  have  been 
delegated  to  supply  the  soup.  (L.iug'a- 
ter.) 

"This  campaign  on  which  we  are  ab  )Ut 
to  enter  is  ab<ive  party  T"^Htic.-i.  Whilf 
the  two  candidates  have  bone  nominated 
by  the  two  great  national  parties,  you 
must  not  forget  that  national  politi  s 
has  not'iing  to  do  with  this  campaign. 
The  question  yiu  should  ask  yourselv^^s 
is:  "Which  of  these  candidates  will  be 
best  able  to  conduct  a  municipal  admin- 
istration that  will  best  conserve  the  in- 
tt-rests  of  the  people  of  Duluth?'  Do  the 
prinfii>les  we  stand  for  with  regard  to 
municipal  government  appeal  to  you  as 
the  best  principles? 

"We  shall  doubtless  have  many  hard 
things  to  say  abmt  f.ie  Republicans  be- 
fore this  campaign  is  over,  but  we  do 
not  refer  to  the  great  mass  of  Republi- 
cans. No:  we  refer  only  to  that  clique 
of  Republicans  for  rt'venue  only,  who 
have  usurped  the  control  of  th"  Rejiub- 
lican  machinery  in  the  city  of  Duluth 
and  St.  Louis  county.  The  party  is  for 
the  most  part  in  the  hands  of  a  crowd  of 
iNilitiral  leaches,  pirates  and  plunderers. 
Th<-  big  iron  companies  dictate  tie  nom- 
ination of  the  m<'n  they  have  need  of 
in  Republican  county  affairs,  while  in 
tif  city  every  man  nominated  on  the 
Republican  ticket  are  men  on  whom  the 
<-orpoi-at inns  look  with  i-onfidem-f.  In 
this  <  ampaign  our  opponents  have  stolen 
our  platform  and  thunder  so  it  resolves 
itself  largely  to  a  questir)n  of  men.  We 
have  mminated  as  our  candidate  a 
man  who  is  tried  and  true.  He  does  not 
hold  his  f)ffice  or  secure  his  nomination 
by  virtue  of  influential  connections, 
but  because  he  is  a  man  of  profound 
common  sense  and  imimpeachable  in- 
tegrity. (Cheers.)  He  has  fought  f  )r 
your  interests  when  everyone  else  gave 
it  up,  and  when  T.  W.  Hugo  was  in  the 
council  working  to  get  you  to  pay  an 
enormous  price  for  the  water  and  rras 
plant.  Now  they  ask  you  to  repudiate 
him.  Will  you  do  it.  ("Not  in  a  thou- 
►^and  years.")  The  mayor's  work  in 
connection  with  the  purchase  of  the 
water  plant  is  enough  to  re-elect  him  if 
that  were  all,  but  it  is  n  >t.  Take  the  city 
lighting,  for  instance.  When  you  kicked 
the  Republican  party  out  of  the  city 
I'all  you  were  paying  $110  a  year  for  a 
singl*'  str»'»'t  light,  amounting  t>  about 
$47.of»fl  a  year,  but  as  .soon  as  Henry 
Truelsen  got  into  oRice  he  agitated  the 
building  of  the  city's  own  lighting  plant 
and  has  foned  tfie  Commercial  Light 
and  power  company  to  make  an  offer 
at  less  than  ?.'..'i  a  light  per  year,  or  less 
than  $16,(MH»  ji  voar.  (Cheers.)  There 
is  a  .saving  of  $:{ti.(,M>0  brought  abmt  by 
this  man  ihoy  a.sk  you  to  repudiate. 

"The  profession  of  the  Republicans 
for  the  doctrine  of  municipal  ownership 
reminds  me  of  a  little  nursery  rhyme: 

"  'When  the  devil  was  sick. 
The  devil  a  monk  would  be; 

Wlien  the  devil  was  well, 
A  devil  a  monk  was  he.' 

"You  can  guess  what  kind  of  muni- 
cipal ownership  they  stand  for  when  the 
street  car  company,  the  Commercial 
Light  and  Power  company,  the  old  tele- 
phone <-ompany  and  every  corporation  in 
Duluth  is  supporting  T.  W.   Hugo. 

•'Now,  gentlemen  of  the  Eighth  ward, 
we  not  only  ne«.'d  a  good  man  for  mayor, 
but  we  need  a  council  that  will  stand  by 
him  and  a  man  that  will  stand  by  you. 
You  iihpuid  re-elect  your  present  alder- 
man, David  Sang.  (Long  continued  ap- 
plause.) He  has  ever  been  loyal  and  true 
to  your  interests  and  the  interests  of 
the  entire  city,  and  on  the  grounds  cf 


general  welfare  he  should  be  re-elected. 
Mr.  Sang  is  a  hard  fighter  in  the  coun- 
cil, especially  when  West  Duluth's  in- 
terests are  at  stake.  One  of  the  first 
things  I  learned  on  taking  my  seat  in 
that  body  was  not  to  monkey  with 
Sang."     (Laughter  and  cheers.) 

William  E.  McEwen.  chairman  of  the 
People's  party  c<invention,  and  for  many 
years  one  of  the  most  prominent  uniori 
labor  workers  in  the  Northwest,  was  the 
next  speaker.  He  told  several  good 
stories  that  put  the  audience  in  a  state 
of  uproar,  reviewed  the  history  of  mu- 
niiipal  ownership  ideas  to  show  that  it 
originated  with  the  People's  and 
Democratic  parties,  then  coming  up  fo 
the  present  campaign,  Mr.  McEwen 
said: 

"The  Republicans  have  stolen  nir  plat- 
form relating  to  municipal  ownership, 
but  I  knew  those  people  well  enough  to 
tell  you  that  I  seriously  doubt  their  sin- 
cerity. Why.  Alderman  Cromwell,  thi 
Republican  alderman  from  the  Third 
ward,  in  a  recent  meeting  of  the  council 
.said:  We  had  the  municipal  ownership 
plank  in  our  platform,  but  it  didn't 
mean  anything.'  (Laughter).  He  .said 
it  was  only  put  there  to  catch  votes. 
Why  the  whole  ticket  is  heart  and  soul 
with  the  corporations.  When  the  cor- 
poraticn  agents  looked  at  the  Stevens' 
delegation  in  the  Republican  conven- 
tion, the  captain's  friends  melted  like 
snow  l>efore  the  .scorching  rays  of  a 
tropical  sun."  (Loud  cheers  and  laugh- 
ter). 

Then  came  the  event  of  the  evening, 
and  as  the  mayor  stepped  briskly  to  the 
front  of  the  platform  he  was  given  a  tre- 
mendous greeting.  Pausing  to  take  a 
drink  of  water  before  proceeding  with 
his  address,  the  mayor  remarked  sar- 
castically, as  the  water  sparkled  in  the 
glass:  ■•Ladles  and  gentlemen,  there 
was  a  time  when  we  were  afraid  to  take 
a  drink  of  water."  (Laughter  and  great 
applause).  Continuin.g  with  the  address 
proper,  the  mayor  said: 

"Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men: When  a  candidate  comes  before 
you  for  election  to  any  office  he  gen- 
erally makes  certain  promises  and  decla- 
rations of  principles  for  which  he  stands. 
You  remember  four  years  ago,  when  T 
first  presented  my.self  as  a  candidate 
before  you.  There  was  no  party  back  of 
me.  yet  I  remember  that  I  made  you 
certain  promises.  Now  I  want  to  ask 
you  frankly  if  there  was  a  singl--; 
promi.se  made  at  that  time  that  I  have 
not  carried  out'^  (Voice,  'You  bet  there's 
not").  Ni-,  you  bet  there's  not,  for  I  did 
n.;t  make  these  promises  to  you  to  catch 
vntes.  I  made  them  because  they  we;T 
my  honest  convictions.  I  told  ycu  that 
I  Ijelieved  the  city  should  be  run  like 
any  well  regulated  business  institutimi. 
and.  ladies  ?nd  gentlemen.  I  have 
woiked  from  twelve  to  sixteen  hours  a 
day  to  .srive  j-ou  a  luisiness-like  admin- 
istration and  to  fulfil  my  promises  to 
>ou,  and  I  might  as  well  say  U  now, 
for  I  will  say  it  later  anyway,  you  can 
h<*ld  me  responsible  for  every  depart- 
ment, because  every  department  has  had 
my  personal  supervision. 

•'M>-  administration  has  reduced  the 
expenses  of  the  city — (cheers) — and 
gentlemen,  the  present  council  has  stoud 
by  me  nobly.  I  need  scarcely  .go  into  the 
successful  fight  for  i>ure  water.  You 
will  all  remember  how  we  were  defeat- 
ed in  the  lower  courts  and  won  out  in 
the  supreme  court.  How  the  council 
wanted  ts)  buy  the  plant  for  $1,695,000. 
and.  finally,  how  the  proposition  to  pur- 
.  ha;;e  for  *1, 400,000  carried,  was  contest- 
ed, and  we  won  out  again,  and  finally 
bi:u.3:ht  the  plant  for  $l,2.=)0,000,  and  who 
can  estimate  the  benefit  to  the  city  de- 
rived from  pure  and  wholesome  water. 

"The  other  day  I  met  a  doctor  walk- 
ini:;  down  the  hill,  and  he  said  to  me: 
"Mr.  Mayor.  I  am  very  sorry,  but  I  can 
not   \ote  for  you  this  time.' 

•• 'Why  nirt?'  I  asked,  considerably 
taken  back  because  he  had  always  be.-n 
a  ?;:i  od  friend  of  mine. 

■  'Well,'  he  says,  'you  and  your  pure 
water  have  ruined  our  business.  Yes, 
sir.  ruined  our  business.  Seventten  doc- 
tors have  left  town  since  the  water  plant 
was  purihased  t>y  the  city,  and  our 
business  has  fallen  off  about  50  per  cent.' 
(Loud  laughter  and  long  applause). 

"Do  you  know  what  I  told  that  fellow? 
Why.  I  told  him  he  might  as  well  vote 
for  me  again,  because  even  if  they  did 
elect  another  mayor  he  would  never 
have  the  nerve  to  give  back  that  poison- 
ous water.  (Renewed  laughter  and 
cheers). 

"Now  as  to  the  success  of  our  mu- 
nicipal water  plant  and  gas  plant.  I 
have  only  to  refer  you  to  Mr.  Case's  re- 
port to  the  council  last  evening.  For 
the  first  eleven  months  the  plant 
earned  $15,800  f<jr  the  people,  and  in  the 
past  six  months  the  earnings  have  '>een 
$S2..n90.  and  the  expenses  $22,596,  leaving 
a  surplus  of  $59,893,  which  is  $5000  over 
and  abi;ve  the  interest  on  the  bonds. 
How  do  you  like  it,  gentlemen?  (Voice, 
'It's  :ill  right,  give  us  some  more.')  You 
will  find  that  this  is  only  the  beginning, 
and  that  in  time  the  plant  will  show 
much  better  results. 


"When  we  have  made  such 
su<c-ess  of  municipal  owner- 
ship, shall  we  stop  now? 
(Voiee:  '"No,  not  on  your  life.") 
No,  we  will  not  stop  till  we 
have  every  public  utility 
owned  and  controlled  by  the 
people  and  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  people. 


"And  now  let  us  take  a  look  at  the 
telephone  question.  Three  years  ago 
the  long  distance  telephone  people  came 
to  us  and  asked  for  a  50-year  franchi?^. 
I  objected  and  the  council  stood  by  me 
right  along.  If  we  had  granted  that 
franchise  you  would  have  had  to  pay 
from  $50  to  $75  a  year  for  your  'phon'^s 
for  fifty  years  and  then  receive  an  in- 
ferior service,  for  the  long  distance 
eompany  was  merely  a  scheme  to  ex- 
tend the  franchise  of  the  present  com- 
pany. 

••Now.  what  have  we  done?  Why  we 
were  not  allowed  to  build  a  plant  be- 
cause  of  an   act   that  our  corporation 


delegation  put  through  the  state  legis- 
lature and  we  had  to  grant  a  new  fran- 
chise, so  we  advertised  for  bids  in  a 
business-like  way.  W^e  have  provided 
ourselves  with  the  best  telephone  ser- 
vice in  the  country  by  granting  a  fran- 
chise that  in  every  way  protects  our 
own  interests.  This  city  will  receive  a 
percentage  of  the  profits  of  the  plant, 
reserves  the  right  to  purchase  it  at  the 
end  of  five  years  at  the  then  cost  of 
duplication  with  5  per  cent  added.  The 
books  of  the  company  are  always  open 
to  our  inspection  and  the  city  receives 
fifteen  telephones  free.  I  tell  you, 
gentlemen,  we  have  been  making  hi.s- 
tory  in  the  past  four  years.  We  have 
worked  for  a  principle  and  have  won 
even  though  the  odds  were  continually 
against  us.  The  people  of  Duluth  know 
a  thing  or  two  when  it  comes  to  ques- 
tions of  municipal  ownership.  (Voice: 
"That's  right.  You're  all  right,  Truel- 
sen.") 

"But  our  work  is  not  done.  If  it  was 
you  would  not  see  me  standing  here 
asking  your  support  for  re-election. 
(Cheers.)  The  work  that  I  have  done 
for  municipal  ownership  in  the  past 
four  years  would  enable  me  to  retire 
and  live  comfortably  for  life  if  it  had 
been  for  a  corporation.  (Laughter.)  W? 
all  have  a  duty  to  perform  and  now  I 
want  to  say  to  you  that  our  opposing 
party  claims  to  stand  for  municipal 
ownership,  but  there  is  not  much  munic- 
ipal ownership  about  it  and  if  you 
honestly  believe  in  the  public  owner- 
ship of  the  public  utilities,  then  stand 
by  the  party  that  has  stood  by  you  in 
the  past.      (Great  cheering.) 

"It  will  be  useless  for  you  tD  elect  me 
unless  you  give  me  the  support  of  the 
right  kind  of  aldermen.  If  you  fail  to 
elect  the  right  kind  of  a  council,  I  can 
be  of  no  benefit  to  you,  and  I  don't  want 
to  be  your  mayjr  if  I  can't  be  a  bene- 
fit to  your  interests.    (Renewed  cheers.) 

"The  idea  of  municipal  ownership  in  a 
Republican  platform!  Oh,  that's  a  good 
one!  (Laughter.)  Why,  as  soon  as  it 
was  adopted  it  was  repudiated.  Mr. 
Hugo,  in  thanking  the  convention  for 
the  nomination,  said  he  favored  the 
municipal  ownership  of  the  street  rail- 
way in  1914,  or  something  to  that  effect, 
and  the  telephone  system  five  years 
hence,  but  he  favored  making  a  con- 
tract with  the  Hartmans  for  street 
lighting,  was  opposed  to  the  bond  issue 
to  protect  ourselves,  and  was  opposed  to 
municipal  ownership  during  the  next 
two  years.    Oh,  that  was  a  good  one. 


"While  the  electric  light  cor- 
poration has  made  us  a  reason- 
able offer  to  furnish  lights,  it 
is  not  true  that  this  corpora- 
tion can  furnish  us  light  much 
cheaper  than  we  can  furnish 
it  ourselves.  Inside  a  week  I 
shall  be  in  a  position  to  give 
you  a  surprise.  Now,  however. 
I  can  only  say  that  within  a 
year  and  a  half  the  city  will  be 
furnishing  its  own  light  from 
power  generated  by  the  St. 
Louis  river  water  power. 

"Does  it  stand  to  reason  that 
corporation,  in  the  business  for 
the  purpose  of  making  money, 
with  a  bonded  indebtedness  of 
$1,200,000  and  stocked  to  the 
amount  of  $500,000,  paying  in- 
terest on  $1,700,000  bonded  and 
stocked  indebtedness  amount- 
ing to  $90,000  a  year,  can  fur- 
nish light  as  cheaply  as  a 
municiF)al  plant  operated  by 
water  nower  and  costing  less 
than  $250,000?  (Voice:  "No. 
Hurrah  for  Truelsen.") 


"I  say,  is  it  any  wonder  that  you  are 
poor,  after  being  milked  by  this  cor- 
poration all  these  years  and  being  com- 
pelled to  pay  $90,000  interest  on  its  in- 
debtedness  alone?     (Laughter.) 

'•Recently  my  attention  was  called  to 
the  success  of  municipal  ownership  of 
the  electric  light  plant  in  Logansport. 
Ind.  The  city  purchased  the  electric 
light  plant  in  1893  for  $54,000  and  have 
since  made  improvements  bringing  the 
cost  of  the  plant  up  to  $125,000.  This 
c-ity  is  furnishing  lights  to  its  people 
for  one-third  what  the  peciple  of  Duluth 
pay  and  besides  has  paid  all  its  interest 
and  made  a  net  profit  of  $.5000  in  the  past 
year.  We  can  do  better  in  Duluth.  and 
it  is  your  duty  to  vote  for  those  bonds 
at  the  coming  election.  Mr.  Hugo  says, 
•1  am  opposed  to  the  l>md  issue.'  Yet 
they  say  they  are  in  favor  of  muni- 
cipal ownership,  when  they  know  that 
municipal  ownership  is  impossible  with- 
out bond  issues.  (Cheers.)  They  are 
just  trying  to  lead  you  astray  when  they 
talk  of  the  Bowery  and  all  that  rot. 
That  is  not  the  real  question. 

••Now  in  regard  to  their  charges  aioout 
the  police  department.  I  suppose  it  is 
useless  for  me  to  take  your  time,  because 
you  all  know,  and  so  do  they,  that  the 
law  has  been  enforced  during  my  ad- 
ministration as  well  and  better  than  in 
any  previous  administration.  That  cor- 
poration hireling,  the  News  Tribune, 
yells— 'where  are  the  police  and  where  is 
the  mayor?"     (Great  laughter). 


"Every  grand  jury  that  has 
met  has  had  the  same  corpora- 
tion hirelings  waiting  to  testify 
before  it.  but  they  could  not 
prcve  a  thing  they  said.  The 
grand  jirry  could  find  out  noth- 
ing, and  said  •we  are  told  that 
the  police  allow  immorality  to 
run  wide  open,  but  we  have 
been  unal>le  to  find  anything,' 
but  still  they  .say  'damn  the 
police!'     (Laughter). 


Now  let  me  read  you  a  few  things  to 
see  if  the  police  are  as  incapablt?  as  they 
are  made  out  to  loe.  It  shows  the  com- 
parison of  the  work  of  the  department 
during  my  administration  as  compared 
with  others,  and  we  have  had  but  half 
the  force  that  the  former  administra- 
tion had:

TO  SETTLE  THE  PROBLEM. 

Superior  Boat  Club  House  to  Be 
Moved  to  Barker  Island. 

The  Superior  Boat  club  is  now  taking 
up  a  proposition  which  has  been  botfi-Tin?; 
numerous  owners  of  pleasure  craft  In  this 
city— what  shall  be  done,  now  that  "Bai- 
ker's  island"  shuts  off  direct  acce.=s  to 
many  of  the  boat  houses  along  the  bay 
front?  Barker's  island  is  a  large  sand  bat- 
formed  by  the  dumpings  from  drecigliig 
done  by  Capt.  Barker.  It  is  in  front  oi 
Central  park  in  Superior. 

A  meeting  of  the  club  was  held  lust 
evening  for  the  special  purpose  of  cie- 
cliing  what  the  club  would  do  about 
that.  That  was  the  only  matter  takea 
up  at  the  meeting,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  thing  to  be  done  is  to  locat-; 
the  boat  house  on  the  sand  bar.  Tlie  iu<  a 
has  struck  many  bcoat-owners  and  it  is 
altogether  likely  that  the  island,  which  at 
first  was  looked  upon  as  a  great  detriment 
to  the  boating  interests,  will  prove  lo  be 
a  great  looon  to  the  owners  of  small  cialt. 
The  sand  bar  will  probably  be  lined  with 
small  boat  houses  as  soon  as  the  sea- 
son opens,  and  perhaps  sooner,  for  the 
Ice  win  afford  a  convenient  means  ot 
transportation  for  those  that  have  houses 
to   move. 

The  boat  club  appointed  a  committee 
composed  of  W.  B.  Banks,  Robert  Kc»';- 
ly,  D.  W.  Twohy,  A.  T.  Thomas  and 
Sandy  Lewis  to  investigate  as  to  the 
cost  of  moving  the  club  house  from  its 
present  foundation  to  a  new  one  to  be 
built  on  the  sand  bar.  This  place  will 
make  It  much  easier  to  keep  the  bo^t 
house  In  good  shape,  as  the  pile  founda- 
tion has  alwavs  bothered  somewhat,  be- 
ing affected  by  ice.  The  present  break- 
water behind  which  the  club  has  harbored 
its  sailboats  is,  of  course,  a  superfluity 
with  the  sand  bar  performing  the  same 
work:  but  if  the  house  is  moved  it  will 
probably  be  decided  to  build  a  new  break- 
water, as  there  is  no  outlet  from  behind 
the  sand  bar  for  some  distance  from  the 
present  location. 

Bov.  Sohofield's  Mill. 

(Jovornor  ScoHeld  of  Wisconsin  hopes  to 
start  his  sawmill  at  Superior  by  about  the 
middle  of  March  and  also  hopes  that  next 
winter  the  plant  will  not  be  closed  down 
at  all.  The  governor  and  his  .son  are  now 
in  Superior.  The  governor  said  yesterday: 

"We  hope  that  It  will  not  be  later  than 
the  middle  of  March  before  the  mill  com- 
mences to  .saw  this  spring.  It  is  too  late 
ncjw  to  make  anv  very  material  changes 
in  the  machinerv  and  arrangements  cjf 
the  plant  but  before  next  winter  sets  m 
I  exF>ect  to  have  it  in  shape  to  saw  whether 
the  weather  is  cold  or  warm. 

"The  proposition  of  sawing  in  the  win- 
ter time  is  a  paying  one  if  you  have  the 
logs  to  cut.  Steam  pipes  will  be  laid  In 
the  water  around  that  portion  of  it  that 
is  neccssarv  to  keep  open.  There  will  be 
additional  machinery  put  into  the  mid 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  as  it  is  desired 
to  increase  itsh  capacity  conslderabte. 
About  40.000,000  feet  will  probably  be  the 
cut  of  the  coming  season  if  conditions  are 
favorable."

TRUST  FORCES  IT. 

St.  Paul  Men  Compelled  to  Organize 
a  Salt  Company. 

The  Port  Huron  Salt  company,  with  a 
capital  of  $350,000,  has  been  organized, 
with  J.  W.  CDoper.  of  Griggs,  Cooper  & 
Co.,  of  St.  Paul,  as  president.  The  pro- 
posed plant  will  be  the  second  largest 
in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Cooper  was 
interviewed  by  the  St.  Paul  Dispatcti 
respecting  the  new  company  and  said: 
"It  was  not  our  desire  to  go  into  tho 

production  of  salt,  but  we  have  been 
building  up  a  trade  in  salt  at  a  reason- 
able profit,  when  we  found  that  the 
trust  woulel  not  sell  us,  and  we  must 
relinquish  our  established  trade  or  go 
into  the  manufacture  for  ourselves. 
The  plant  will  be  one  of  the  largest  in 
the  countr.v,  and  our  shipping  facilities 
will  be  unsurpa.ssed.  Our  dock  will  al- 
Icjw  boats  drawing  eighteen  feet  to  land, 
and  we  will  have  a  short  railroad  line  ol 
our  own,  giving  us  direct  connectitni 
wltSi  the  Grand  Trunk.  Our  arrange- 
ments will  be  on  a  jjarity  with  salt  ship- 
ments from  any  other  point.

Minnesota    Bankers*    Association 
Wants  One  at  University. 

Minneapolis.  Jan.  24. — .\  committee  of 
the  Minnesota  Bankers'  association  will 
ask  the  regents  of  the  university  to 
establish  a  course  in  banking.

The  plan  met  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  they  will  draw  it  up  in  the 
form  of  a  memorial  and  pi-esent  it  to  the 
regents.  .

County  Attorney  Phelps  Dis- 
misses Arson  Case  Against 
Hiram  Rliodes. 

The  arson  ca.^e  against  Hiram  Uhodes 
,ami'  to  an  abrupt  end  in  district  court 
ihis  murninpr  when  County  Attorney 
Phtlps  moved  to  dismiss  it.  By  his  con- 
><ont  the  jury  was  permitted  to  return  a 
vtMdict  of  acquittal  under  the  direction 
.if  the  court.  The  jcrround  for  the  state  s 
abandonment  of  the  case  was  that 
Robert  Benson,  who  was  one  of  the 
slate's  witnesses,  did  not  give  the  testi- 
mony he  was  expected  to  give. 

Onlv  two  witnesses  weer  called.  Mrs. 
!•:  S  "  Richards,  the  wife  of  the  yard- 
master  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  whose 
home  Rhodes  was  accused  of  burning, 
was  the  first  one.  She  testified  that 
when  Mr.  Richards  left  for  St.  Paul  be- 
tore  the  fire  he  told  her  she  had  better 
take  her  sealskin  sack  along,  and  when 
she  refused  he  told  her  that  she  would 
"have  to  suffer  the  consequence-.  She 
al.'^o  testified  that  the  blinds  were  closed 
before  they  left,  which  was  unusual.  She 
did  not  connect  Rhodes  with  the  fire  in 
any  way,  however. 

Robert  Benson  was  called  to  the  stand, 


hut  there  was  considerable  difficulty 
about  his  testimony,  due  apparently  to 
a  misunderstanding  between  him  anrl 
the  countv  attorney.  Mr.  Phelps  stated 
that  he  had  expected  Mr.  Benson  to  tes- 
tify that  Rhodes  had  told  him  that  he 
waV  to  have  $300  for  setting  the  fire,  that 
he  had  been  paid  $40,  and  that  he  had 
employed  the  witness  to  collect  the  bal- 
ance, which  Richards  left  without  pay- 
ing. 

Mr  Benson,  however,  said  that  Rhodes 
had  not  told  him  that,  but  that  from 
what  he  knew,  and  what  Rhodes  had 
told  him.  ho  drew  certain  conclusions 
ah(  ut  the  defendant's  guilt.  His  con- 
clusions, of  course,  were  not  admissible 
as  evidence.  He  could  not  remember  his 
entire  conversation  with  Rhodes,  but 
the  latter  did  not  commit  himself  to 
anvthing  in  his  talk  with  Mr.  Benson. 
This  is  the  way  the  matter  stood  when 
court  adjourned  last  night.  This  morti- 
ing.  when  court  convened.  Mr.  Phelps 
asked  the  court  to  dismiss  the  case.  H. 
B.  Fryberger,  who  was  defending 
Rhodes,  had  no  objection  to  the  dismis- 
sal, hut  asked  that  it  take  the  form  of 
a  verdict  for  acquittal,  and  to  this  Mr. 
Phelps  consented.  The  verdict  was  ac- 
cordlnglv  returned. 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  jury  in  the 
case  of  Martin  Cheney,  accused  of  granu 
larceny  in  the  second  degree,  returned  a 
verdict  of  guilty  of  petit  larceny.  This 
finished  the  criminal  calendar  for  thi 
term.  ,.  ^,. 

Assistant  County  Attorney  McClin- 
tock,  who  has  charge  of  the  criminal 
calendar  with  the  exception  of  the 
Rhodes  case,  has  made  a  clean   recori 


this  term.  Out  of  thirteen  arraignments 
there  was  only  one  acquittal.  A  numoer 
of  the  indicted  parties  pleaded  guilty.

The  Small  Size  of  the  Boers' 

Force  Arouses  Some 

Suspicions. 


Lond.m,  Jan.  2.x — The  war  office  ha.s 
ju.st  is.sued  the  following  from  Spear- 
man's Camp,  dated  Jan.  'i:>.  12:10  morn- 
ing: 

"Gen.  Warren's  troops  last  night  oeou- 
pifd  Spion  Kup,  surprising  the  small 
garrison,  who  fled.  It  has  been  held  by  us 
all  day.  though  we  were  heavily  at- 
tacked, especially  by  a  very  annoying 
shell  lire. 

"I  fear  our  ca.^ualties  are  considerable, 
and  I  have  to  inform  you,  with  regret, 
that  Gen.  Woodgate  was  dangerously 
wc  unded. 

"Gen.  Warren  is  of  the  opinion  that  h* 

has  rendered   the  enemy's  uosition  un- 
tenable.   The  men  are  splendid." 


London,  Jan.  25.  2:25  p.  m. — The  jubi- 
lation over  Gen.  Warren's  achievement 
in  capturing  Spicn  Kop  Tuesday 
night  is  chastened  by  the  realization 
thai  his  success  is  only  provisional,  as  it 
appears  clear  from  Gen.  Buller's  dis- 
patch that  the  Boers  fully  recognize  the 
strategical  importance  of  Spion  Kop, 
and  at  the  time  his  message  was  sent 
off  they  had  not  abandoned  the  hope  of 
recapturing  the  position.  Nevertheless, 
a  heavy  load  of  anxiety  has  been  re- 
moved from  the  nation,  and  there  i? 
general  expectation  that,  as  the  British 
have  succeeded  in  keeping  the  hill  all 
dt..y  long,  they  will  manage  to  retain 
ir  until  Gen.  Warren  plants  guns 
enough  on  it  to  dominate  the  Boer 
trenches  right  and  left. 


There  is  the  usual  disposition 
here  to  exaggerate  the  imi)ort- 
ance  of  the  point  scored,  i)Ut 
the  best  informed  people  re- 
alize that  Gen.  Bu'ler  still  has 
a  task  ahead  of  him  calling  for 
the  most  dogged  persistence 
and  untiring  attack,  and  that 
the  difficulties  will  increase  as 
the  position  develops. 


The  relief  of  the  ten.'^ion  on  the  stock 
exchange  was  very  marked.  Business 
uep'an  mere  cheerfully  around,  and  with 
and  uQward  movement,  and  under  tin? 
rei.'eint  of  the  news  at  the  war  office  and 
other  resorts.  there  was  a  notable 
change  from  the  gloomy  fears  cf  yester- 
day. The  appearance  of  the  news' 
placards  on  the  streets  sent  crowds  of 
people  to  the  war  office,  and  the  1  ibbies 
were  soon  filled  to  suffocation.  Those 
near  the  notice  board  read  out  the  news 
at  frequent  interx'als  fcr  the  bt-nefit  of 
late  arrivals,  who  were  unable  to  ap- 
proach, and  each  successive  reading  led 
to  a  renewal  of  cheering. 

In  the  ladies'  lobby  there  wc^re  signs 
of  the  sad  side  of  victory.  A  question 
often  asked  was:  "When  will  the  cas- 
ualties tte  received?" 

Though  Gen.  Bulle.""s  dispatch  is 
datird  today,  and  speaks  of  Spion  Kop 
being  captured  "last  night,"  it  appar- 
ently means  Tuesday. 


As  according  to  Gen.  Buller's 
dispatch  the  "small  garrison 
was  Furpri^ed,"  his  subsequent 
statement,  "our  losses  were 
considerable,"  indic-ate.s  that 
the  British  suffered  greatly 
later  from  the  shell  fire  from  a 
farther  Boer  position.  The 
statement  that  there  was  only 
a  small  garrison  at  Spion  Kop 
came  somewhat  .as  a  surprise, 
as  it  was  imagined  that  Boers 
were  there  in  great  firce,  and 
it  is  taken  in  some  quarters  to 
indicate  that  the  Boers  were 
not  so  su.'-prised  at  the  as.sault 
as  it  appeared,  but  previously 
drew  off  their  main  body  and 
left  a  small  force  to  withstand 
the  British  advance.  It  is  even

It  is  evident,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  British  hold  Potgieter's  drift  and  the 
hills  above,  that  the  Boers  .have  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  up  enough  artillery 
to  inflict  considerable  lis.ses  on  t'ne 
British  force  which  seized  Spion  Kop. 
although  Lord  Dundonald  is  supposed  to 
have  been  scouring  the  country  beyond 
the  ranges  in  order  to  prevent  this  very 
thing,  and  although  Gen.  Lyttleton 
ought  to  have  got  near  enough  to  Spion 
Kop  to  either  intercept  the  retreating 
Boers  or  prevent  a  serious  attack  once 
the  British  had  taken  possession  of  iCic 
hill. 

The  American  scout,  F.  R.  Burnham, 
now  on  his  way  back  to  South  Africa, 
expre.ssed     considerable   satisfaction   at 
the  news  of  the  capture  of  Spion  Kop. 
He  .said  to  a  representative  of  the  Asso- 
ciated  Press:      "It    is   evident    that    the 
Boer  position  is  being  rfiaken.  and  I  ds  j 
not  think  it  will  be  a  long  business  now  i 
to  drive  the  Boers  out  of  the  Drakens-  : 
burg.     We   shall    then   reach   a   rolling, 
open  country,  where  there  is  a  chance  to  ; 
display  tactics  and   undertake   flanking 
movements     and     cavalry     operations. 
Eiit  the  Boers  are  sure  to  make  a  most 
determined   stand   around   Pretoria.     It 
will    not    take    long    to    reach    the    Boer 
capital,  but  the  siege  of  Pretoria  will  be 
long  and  difficult."

Governor  Says  He  Does  Not 

Known  What  Their 

Errand  Is.

Frankfort,  Ky..  Jan.  2.'..— A  special  train 
bearing  more  than  1000  men  carrying  Win- 
chester rifles,  arrived  in  Frankfort  at  S:30 
o'clock  this  morning.  The  men  hail  from 
the  counties  of  Hell,  Allen,  Knox.  Har- 
lan, Whitler,  Metcalf  and  Edmunson. 
Frankfort  is  overflowing  with  visitors, 
but  none  except  those  arriving  today 
carry  arms.  Governor  Taylor  staled  to  an 
Associated  Press  representative  that  the 
men  were  not  soldiers.  He  disclaimed  any 
knowkdge  of  the  identity  or  purpose  of 
the  armed   visitors. 

The  men  marched  to  the  state  house, 
stacked  tneir  guns  and  took  up  positions 
in  gruups  about  the  buildings. 

Adjl.  Gen.  Collier  slates  that  he  had  no 
knowledge  that  the  men  were  coming. 
Many  of  the  visitors  are  members  of  the 
stale  guards. 

The  total  number  arriving  on  the  special 
train  cannot  be  staled  exactly.  The  train 
liad  seventeen  cars.  Ex-Secretary  of  State 
Finl'-y  addressed  the  visitors  from  the 
steps' of  the  state  house.  He  said  the  ob- 
ject of  the  g.athering  was  lo  see  justice 
done.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  drnft 
resolutions.  Ste|)ben  Sharp,  of  Lexington, 
was  chosen  chairman. 

The  resolutions  committee  drafted  the 
following  to  be  presented  to  the  legisla- 
tuie  today: 

"We  Kentuckians  here  assembled  in  tok- 
en of  all  'the  free  and  equal  men'  o£  Ken- 
tucky, do  reassert  "the  great  and  essential 
principles  of  liberty  and  free  governmejit." 
Ijroc.'.aimed  in  the  bill  of  rights,  not  as  de- 
1  ived  to  us  therefrom,  but  as  •inherited.' 
Our  property  we  may  alienate  fi-om  our- 
selves and  our  children,  but  our  liberty  is 
an  heritage  to  us  in  trust  for  all  genera- 
tion.^, and  we  may  neither  surrender  nor 
encumber  it. 

"We  declare  again  the  prerogative  right 
of  'freely  communicating  our  thoughts  and 
opinions'  and  assembling  together  in  a 
])eaceful  iftanner  for  our  common  good  and 
the  good  our  fellow  men  of  Kentucky. 
More  especially,  do  we  declare  our  right 
and  authority,  conferred  on  us  by  Almigh- 
ty power,  and  not  otherwise,  of  appealing 
to  those  invested  with  the  power  of  gov- 
ernment by  either  petition  or  remon.^- 
trance.  and  we  present  to  them,  our  breth- 
ren of  Kentucky,  our  agents  in  the  Jegis- 
laiure  convened,  that  the  government  of 
Kentucky  is  founded  on  our  authority,  and 
instituted  for  our  peace,  safety  and  happi- 
ness and  protection  of  property— our  own 
and  theirs — as  well  as  that  of  the  stranger 
within  our  gates.  We  petition  them,  our 
proxies  in  the  general  assembly  to  heed 
that  there  is  peril  hovering  over  all  th  >se 
thing.s  deac  tg  i^  and  tliem.  and  thai  csi^ia- 
ness  and  prudence  arid  wisdom  need  be 
invoked  in  order  that  truth  and  justice 
may  prevail:  and  we  exercise  our  right  of 
"remonstrance"  against  suffering  them- 
.selves  to  be  led  into  the  temptations  o! 
partisan  pride  in  the  crisl.s  which  is  on 
us.  We  beseech  them  to  remember  that 
their  own  just  powers  were  loaned  the.m 
by  us  at  th>'  polls,  and  that  among  th'isj 
was  the  jurisdiction  to  decide  judicially 
and  according  to  the  due  process  of  T'ne 
law  and  not  oiherwi.se  what  was  then  our 
expressed  will— not  their  political  prefer- 
ence. We  implore  them  that  they  do  not, 
on  slight  or  technical  pretexture,  nor 
flimsy  or  trivial  causes,  permit  the  sub- 
version of  that  supreme  law  of  land,  the 
will  of  the  people. 

""We  beg  of  them  that  they  receive  from

NEW  E^EROR 

Kwang  Su,  of    China,  Ap- 
points Put  Sing  His 
Successor. 

Shanghai,  Jan.  iJ.— The  North  China 
Daily  News  publishes  an  edict  signed  last 
night  by  Emperor  Kwang  Su  appointing 
as  emperor  in  his  place  Put  Sing,  the  y- 
year-old  son  of  Prince  Tualo. 

The  new  emperor  will  ascend  the  throne 
on  Jan.  31. 

I.K)nd<)n,  Jan.  25.— The  Chinese  minister 
here  was  evidently  expectmg  news  of 
some  important  events  at  I'ekin.  When 
the  story  of  the  emperor's  abdication  was 
communicated  to  him  by  a  representative 
of  the  Associated  Press,  he  said: 

"I  have  no  oflicia.  news  on  the  subject. 
I  know  something  was  going  on  in  i'ekin, 
but  it  has  not  yet  been  officially  com- 
municated to  me.  I  am  greatly  obliged 
for  your  information." 

Pekin,  Jan.  25.— Tlie  imperial  edict  issued 
yesterday  says  that  owing  to  the  emper- 
i)r's  poor  health  he  is  unable  to  conJuci 
the  business  of  state  and  appoints  Put 
Sing,   son  of   Prince  Tuano,   his   heir. 

The  emperor,  apparently,  has  been 
compelled  by  the  dowager  empress  to  ab- 
dicate about  the  Chinese  New  Yeai', 
though  it  is  understood  this  wifl  m.et 
with  considerable  opposition  in  certain 
court  circles.  The  dowager,  however,  in- 
tends to  carry  out  the  program  which 
she  has  been  planning  for   years.

He  has  located  southeast  of  La- 
guna  de  Bay  what  is  probably  the  last 
considerable  force  of  insurgents  remaining 
in  one  command,  and  today"s  report 
shows  that,  with  small  loss  to  himself  and 
heavy  loss  to  the  enerny.  he  has  managed 
to  completely  dissii^ate  this  force,  prob- 
ably beyond  the  p:jssibi!lty  of  reconatruc- 
tion.    Gen  Otis'  cablegram  is  as  follows: 

"'Manilla,  Je.n.  2."i.— Schwan  concentrated 
Thirtieth  battalion.  Thirty-seventh  and 
Thirty-ninth  infantry  at  and  near  San  Pa- 
blo, Laguna  province,  on  the  afternoon  of 
Jan.  20.  striking  for  Tayabas  by  lower 
road.  The  enemy  had  advanced  from  San- 
ta Cruz  to  very  strongly  fortified  positions 
at  San  Diego.  Majay  bay  and  adjacent 
points,  in  country  very  broken  and  moun- 
tainous. Schwan  struck  the  enemy  at 
San  Diego  and  in  an  engagement  lasting 
two  hours,  killed  eighty-two  and  wounded 
large  number. 

"Our  casualties  were  one  enlisted  man 
killed  and  fourteen  wounded,  including 
three  native  scouts:  captured  several  rlfies 
and  ammunition,  bolos,  stock  of  Uniform 
clothing.  On  the  22d  Schwan  pushed 
through  to  Lilio,  driving  enemy  back  on 
Majayjay.  where  a  foree  reported  by  an 
escape<l  Spanish  prisoner  to  'number  be- 
tween loOO  and  30OJ.  well  equipped  and  sup- 
plied, had  concentrated  awaiting  approach 
Of  troops.  This  position  was  impregnable 
via  roads  or  trails,  and  the  troops  were 
•working  around  on  either  flank  Of  enemy 
when  the  enemy  retreated  rapidly  wiin 
Thirtieth  infantry  and  cavalry  in  pur- 
suit. It  is  believed  that  the  insurgents  are 
widely  dispersed.  The  country  is  now^  cov- 
ered by  troops  and  our  force  occupies 
Santa  Cruz.  A  few  minor  engagements  at 
other  points,  resulting  in  considerable  loss 
to  enemy. 

"MacArthur  telegraphs  that  McRao 
struck  an  insurgent  post  in  the  moun- 
tains northwest  of  Porac,  capturing  the 
bai  racks,  ten  car  loads  powder  and  am- 
munition, three  insurgents  with  rifles.

Sellers  hold  that,  considering 
th»'  fact  that  the  .severest  test  's  applied 
I  I  values  at  this  season  of  the  year,  thi- 
markets  show  great  inherent  >tr»iigtii, 
which,  in  the  opinl  ^n  <<f  many  of  "urn, 
may  develop  int>>  a  further  upward 
m.ivement. 

In  .some  departments  of  the  iron  trac.? 
v?Iues  are  upheld  liy  main  strength  by 
leading  interests,  always  a  metho.l 
which  breeds  suspicion  and  caution, 
niuiit  is  ilfservedly  ma<l»*  of  th,^  f.irt  that 
a  very  large  tonnagp  Is  hooked  for  a  Ims 
lime  to  oome.  but  profe.ssions  of  this 
kind  are  perhaps  too  freely  discountid 
by  buyers  when  they  find  that  .'-ellers 
follow  them  only  two  closely  by  a  wil- 
Hngness  to  meet  requlremf^nls  even  for 
the  tirst  half  of  the  year.  The  resalt  Is 
a  nervous  tension,  which  makes  the 
trade  unusually  watchful  as  to  develop- 
ments whose  tendency  is  not  very  pi.- 
nt.r.nced  as  yet. 

Consumption  seems  very  heavy  s-.il', 
to  judge  from  the  manner  in  which  >]•  - 
liveries  are  taken.  The  fact  that  c.  ?•• 
sumers  are  constantly  testing  the  mar- 
ket proves  that  they  realize  that  any 
happening  likely  to  hamper  output  may 
swing  values  against  them. 

Very  little  is  being  done  in  foundry 
irons.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  however.

ness has  been  done  lately.  The  Knglisb 
warrant  markets  have  recovered  eon- 
siderably  lately,  and  whenever  low  rates 
of  ocean  freights  can  iie  se.'ured,  oufi- 
nes.-  can  be  put  through.  To  what 
extent  the  foreign  markets  would  lake 
larger  quantities  without  flinching  it  is 
ditlkull  to  say.  The  fi)ntinent.  from  all 
advices  is  drawing  heavily  upon  Fing- 
land,  and  is  seeking  relief  from  famine 
by   looking  to   this  side. 

In  steel,  the  deadlock  is  almost  com- 
plete. If  some  of  the  large  pro<lucing 
and  consuming  interests  should  cime  t<"- 
gelher.  other  l.uyeis  vvadd  proltaoly  fol- 
low suit  sot.n.  and  we  might  experience 
a  lively  market. 

There  has  been  more  activity  in  steel 
tails,  some  good  orders  having  been 
plF-ced  in  the  West,  among  which  is  one 
for  15.000  tons  for  a  trans-continental 
road.  A  good  deal  of  new  construction 
is  under  consideration,  and  this  will 
bring  out  additional  tonnage.  The  re- 
newal requirements  for  this  year  weer 
pretty  well  covered  when  the  last  ad- 
vance was  received. 

Plates,  which  have  had  a  somewhat 
sensational  tumble  from  the  famine 
prices  of  the  fall  months,  have  lately 
shown  some  strength. 

The  indic.uions  of  an  active  demand 
for  structural  material  continue  good. 

In  the  metal  markets  there  is  a 
slightly  more  confident  tone.  The  zinc 
smelters  have  been  having  conferences 
in  the  West,  and  some  scheme  of  co- 
operation may  l>e  put  through.

MORLEY  ON  THE  BOER  WAR. 

Excoriates  the  Government  and  Hints 
at  Fresh  Troubles. 

London,  Jan.  25. — John  Morley,  ad- 
dre.ssinR  hi."  constituents  at  Forfar,  said, 
in  speaking  of  the  policy  that  had  W'\ 
to  hostilitlea  with  the  Transvaal: 

"It  is  quite  certain  that  had  the  gov- 
ernment appreciated  the  temper  if  the 
Transvaal  people  and  foreseen  what  was 
curnlng— v.hat  we  all  know  in  tju-se 
black,  gloomy  days — tiiere  would  have 
been  no  war.  It  is  dreadful,  but  true, 
that  a  want  of  decent  foresight  and 
decent  information  led  the  government 
to  stumble  into  war  in  the  dark.  Lord 
Salisbury's  menacing  speech  of  July  28. 
if  aplied  ti  a  great  power,  could  only 
have  meant  war.  it  was  absurd,  if  file 
government  really  believed  in  a  Dutt-h 
conspiracy,  to  spend  time  in  negotiations 
regarding  the  franchise.  The  conspiracy 
was  an  after  thought  of  the  government, 
conjured  up  to  mask  a  hideous  and 
ghastly  blunder." 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Morley  declined  to 
commit  hini.self  as  t )  what  would  happen 
in  the  future,  but  he  warned  his  hearers 
not  to  be  duped  by  the  idea  that  the 
Boers,  after  defeat,  wouid  settle  down 
quietly. 

With  reference  to  the  point  at  which 
the  conflict  would  come  to  an  end,  Mr. 
Morley  observed:  '•Something  depends 
on  a  chance,  which  I  hope  is  rem  )te, 
but  is  certainly  not  invisible,  of  our 
being  called  to  meet  dangers  in 
((uarters."

was  up  'Ad.  Liverpool  cables  were  un- 
(dianged  to  '■hd  higher.  Paris  was  up  ^-ic  u 
bus.  Clearances,  ^65,000  bus.  Primarv  re- 
ceipts were  317.fXHl  bus  compared  with  boo 
bus  last  year.  The  spring-like  we.ither 
which  has  been  prevailing  of  late  and 
,  given  place  to  a  very  decided  change  i:i 
ttmoerature  being  2S  degrees  below  z.^ro 
in  the  extreme  north,  and  freezing  weath- 
er generally  everywhere  without  any 
snow  i)rotectlon.  The  fact  that  the  very 
hullisli  influences  failed  tf)  affect  the  mar- 
ket as  might  be  exnected  would  indica'e 
that  the  short  lines  have  been  pretty  well 
••liminated.  and  that  outside  interest  n.is 
not  yet  been  attracted  by  the  low  price 
which  wheat  is  now  at  or  Is  skeptici!  or 
higher  values  being  maintained.

ligiire  we  lio  not  believe  that  the  long  side 
of  whetit  should  cause  the  holder  much 
worry.  Marginal  ability  ami  |>atience 
mav  be  necessary,  but  we  believe  buyers 
of  "wheat  on  breaks  from  these  llguies 
will  make  money.  The  market  for  ihe 
present  offers  excellent  scalping  oppor- 
tunity and  we  are  surprised  outside  buy- 
ing i.s  not   attracted. 

Speculative  depression  is  more  promin- 
ent in  the  corn  pit  than  the  weakness  of 
this  grain.  The  market  has  been  I'liin. 
<'ountry  offerings  notwlthst.mding  favor- 
able weather  conditions  fen-  movement 
failed  to  increase,  while  cash  business 
has  been  of  a  better  i-haracter.  There 
were  only  i;t2  cars  here  wdth  ISO  estimated 
for  tomorrow,  and  there  were  local  sales 
of  14'i,(RK»  bus,  with  :!4  loiuls  taken  at  New- 
York  for  export.  Clearances,  423,ii^0.  Bal- 
timore and  Philadelphia  both  report  a  bet- 
ter shiiipliig  demand  there.  Corn  brought 
In  the  neighborhood  of  3:!c  and  under  in 
our  opinion  is  a   first   rale  investment. 

The  oat  market  has  been  tirm,  New- 
York  reporting  a  better  cash  demand 
with  75.W)o  bus  soid  from  here  and  un.oiA) 
bus  at  New  York.  Receipts  are  small, 
which  has  ad\-anced  the  jirlres  of  c.i.-^h 
oats  about  '-iC  an<l  temT>oriirlIy  restrioi'.'d 
business.  There  w-ere  ISy  v^rs  here  with 
170  estimated  for  tomorrow-.  Clearancrs. 
i;*.iioo. 

The  provision  market  has  done  some- 
what better  today  under  the  influence  of 
considerable  good  buying.  There  were 
35,(«iO  hogs  with  27,01)0  estimated  for  to- 
morrow and  steady  prices.  Liverpool  was 
6(1  off  on  bacon  and  3d  off  on  lard.  Pres- 
ent indications  point  to  177.000  hogs  for 
the  week.  The  estimate  was  but  2W.n(ii'. 
The  Price  Current,  of  Cincinnati,  renorts 
520.000  packed  last  week,  against  555,ooii  a 
vear  ago.  The  most  potent  influence 
against  provisions  the  last  few  days  is 
the  same  as  ha.a  been  in  evidence  in  all 
fpiarters  on  change  lately,  namely,  aanos: 
entire  absence  of  outside  speculation.  We 
believe,  however,  that  the  support  which 
provisions  are  receiving  on  all  breaks  of 
such  a  character  as  to  eventually  pro- 
duce a  bull  turn,  and  looking  at  the  le- 
gitimate condition  of  things  generally  as 
regards  cash  demand  of  nacklng  activity, 
small  runs  of  hogs  and  jiresent  prices 
advocate  the  biivintr  side.

Berlin,  Jan.   25.— The  bundesrath 
day  adopte<l  the  na^al  bill. 

The  bill  provides   for  the  doubling  of 
the  present  number  of  battleships  and 


the  construction  of  six  large  cind  seven 
small  additional  crui.sers.  The  ex- 
penditure will  be  annually  provided  for 
in  the  estlmate.s.  The  preamble  intici- 
pates  that  the  scheme  will  be  complet'-d 
by  1916  at  an  annual  increase  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  11,000,000  of  marks,  which 
sum  is  to  be  raised  by  any  loans  with- 
out any  fresh  taxation.

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Jan.  2.^. — C:>1.  William

"as  you  i-emarked  a  few  days  ago  that 

yju  would  like  to  see  the  duels,  I  have 

arranged    with   our   fighting   master    to 

take  you  with  him  to  Halle  next  Friday. 

Ten  duels  are  to   be  fought,  and   three 

of  them  are  to  l)e  heavy  ones.    You  must 
not  fall  to  see  them." 

The  fighting  master  came  a  little 
later.  He  was  a  student  of  political 
economy,  but  as  he  was  nursing  a  deep 
cut  across  the  cheek,  and  was  trying  to 
grow  some  new  flesh  on  the  aide  of  his 
no.se,  he  was  not  attending  lectures  that 
week.  His  face  that  morning  reminded 
me  of  paintings  I  had  seen  of  wounded 
soldiers  returning  from  the  field  of 
battle,  .says  a  writer  in  New  York  Edu- 
cation. The  professor  explained  that 
the  fighting  master  had  won  a  great  vic- 
tory a  few  days  before,  and  though  h.-" 
had  received  one  dreadful  cut,  his  op- 
ponent had  received  eleven,  and  had 
been  obliged  to  withdraw.  It  had  been 
a  great  battle.  As  1  looked  at  the  fight- 
ing master  it  seemed  to  me  that  he  was 
capable  of  fighting  a  great  battle  with 
anyone.  He  rose  above  us  a  tower  of 
bone  and  muscle. 

.\fter  a  little  general  talk,  the  fighting 
master  proceeded  to  explain  the  dueling 
system  to  me.  "Our  fraternity,"  he  said, 
"was  primarily  founded  t)  maintain 
physical  bravery,  i)airiotism,  noble 
character  and  a  true  ,sen.se  of  honor 
among  the  higher  classes  of  German 
students.  The  fighting  of  personal  com- 
bats is,  I  believe,  one  of  the  best  means 
to  promote  these  virtues.  We  do  not 
accept  men  IntJ  our  fraternity  who  are* 
not  willing  or  not  brave  enough  to  de- 
fend their  honor  or  their  country.  Every 
man  wishing  to  join  us  must  l>e  of  a 
gold  family,  he  must  be  strong  and 
healthy,  have  plenty  of  money  and  be 
willing  to  fight.  When  we  find  a  young 
fellow  of  suitable  character  we  take  him 
on  probation  just  as  they  do  in  the 
Metnodi.st  church.  We  keep  a  strict 
oversight  of  him,  train  him  to  fight  and 
regulate  his  beer  drinking." 

"How  do  you  arrange  tlie  fighting'.'" 
I  a.sked:  "y  )U  surely  do  not  fight  again.st 
your  brothers  in  the  fraternity?"  "Cer- 
tainly not,"  he  replied;  "all  our  fights 
are  either  with  other  fraternity  men  01 

with  outsiders.     We  have.  In  fact,  three  1      ^^p,^  cam-  what  the  tJermans  call  thp.

He  af- 
terward t  )ld  me  that  it  hurt  worse  to 
have  the  cuts  sewed  up  than  to  have 
them  made. 

At  this  point  the  duels  for  light  insults 
were  called  up.

A  DIAMONDS  DECLINE. 

Probably  nothing  more  strongly  illus- 
trates how  American  taste  and  kntnvl- 
edge  of  precious  stones  has  advanced  in 
the  past  fifty  years  than  the  story  of 
the  "Dewey  diamond,"  says  the  Jewel- 
ers' Review.  It  was  found  opposit'^ 
Richmond,  Va.,  In  1855,  by  a  laborer 
w  bile  grading  a  street. 

From  George  F.  K.unz's  description  of 
it  in  "Gems  and  Precious  Stones,"  copy- 
right by  the  Scientific  Publishing  com- 
pany. New  York,  1890.  the  stone  never 
had  much  value,  and  the  large  price  paid 
for  it  was  due  prolial)ly  partly  to  its 
size  and  partly  to  sentiment.  Its  oiigi- 
nal  weight  in  the  rough  was  2.''.->4  carats, 
and  after  cutting  11  11-16  carats  it  was 
valued  in  Richmond  at  $4000,  and  was 
cut  by  Henry  D.  Morse,  of  Boston,  at  an 
expense  of  $1500. 

It  was  owned  su.'^cessively  by  Samuel 
W.  Dewey,  of  Philadelphia,  Penn..  who 
named  it  "Orinoor"  ^Sun  of  Light):  J. 
Euglist  and  John  A.  Morrisey.  Mr. 
Morrisev  loaned  $6000  on  it  and  re- 
ceived the  diamond  in  default  of  pay- 
ment. 

When  it  was  considered  that  the  stone 
w  as  off  color  and  fiawed,  and  valued  in 
1890  at  not  more  than  $300  or  $400.  it 
seems  astonishing  that  any  one  could 
be  found  to  loan  on  it  so  large  an  amount 
as  $6000. 


CLEANING  WALL  PAPER. 
Many  housewives  will  be  glad  to  hear 
of  a  means  of  cleaning  wall  paper  with- 
out Injury  to  Its  gloss  or  general  effect. 
"Take  four  ounces  of  pumice  stone  in  line 
powdered  form  and  mix  it  with  one  quart 
of  flour.  When  this  has  been  thorough:y 
done  with  the  hands  add  enough  water  to 
knead  the  ma.ss  Into  a  thick  dough.  Form 
the  dough  into  several  rolls  about  as  iong 
as  the  width  of  each  strip  of  wall  paper 
and  two  inches  in  diameter.  Wrap  some 
white  cotton  cloth  around  each  roll  and 
stretch  It  in  place;  then  boll  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour.  In  that  tifrfe  the 
dough  rolls  are  lirm  and  the  covering  can 
be  removed.  Rub  the  soiled  paper  with 
these  rolls.  Not  only  will  ordinary  dirt 
spots  be  removed,  but  grease  will  be  ab- 
sobed   by   them. 

COLD  WEATHER   FISHING. 

William  Shinners,  superintendent  of 
the  dressing  and  warping  department  of 
a  Norristown  factory,  reminded  himself 
the  other  day  of  that  noted  man  who  sat 
out  on  the  limb  of  a  tree  and  sawed  the 
limb  off  between  himself  and  the  tinmk, 
says  the  Philadelphia  Record.

After  a  half  hour's  ride  we  arrived  at 
Halle,  and  another  half  hour's  ride  on  a 
pokey  one-horse  car  through  the  quaint 
old  streets  of  Halle  brought  us  to  the 
fighting  ground.  This  was  a  large  two- 
story  restaurant  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Saale,  just  opposite  the  old 
ruins  of  Castle  Gebichenstein. 

The  landlord  was  expecting  us,  and  as 
the  morning  was  cold  a  bright  fire  was 
burning  in  the  open  stove.  Each  frater- 
nity went  at  once  to  its  private  room, 
and  a  few  moments  later  the  members 
appeared  with  their  fraternity  caps  on.

the  students  and  then  went  out.  H- 
went  down  stairs  and  waited  about  an 
hour  and  then  went  back  to  the  city. 
As  soon  as  he  was  out  of  sight  the  duel 
commenced  again.  I  afterward  learned 
that  there  were  two  men  stationed  out- 
side to  watch  for  the  police,  and  that  it 
was  one  of  these  who  had  given  the 
alarm.  The  fighters,  having  had  a 
long  rest,  fought  vigorously  till  the 
time  was  up  without  either  being  ser- 
iously hurt.  It  often  happens,  however, 
that  in  these  saebel  duels  one  of  th? 
men  is  killed,  or  nearly  so.  Sometime-* 
an  arm  is  cut  off;  sometimes  a  skull  is 
b?-oken  in;  but  it  satisfies  the  demands 
of  honor,  and  therefore  is  Justifiable. 
This  is  the  plea  of  the  noble  German. 

Now,  the  reader  may  imagine  that 
these  students  are  w  hat  would  be  termed 
in  America  "a  tough  crowd,"  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  they  are  not.  They  come 
from  the  first  families  of  Germany. 
Some  of  them  are  great  workers,  and  all 
of  them  are  perfect  gentlemen.  I  have 
never  seen  a  moi-e  quiet  and  orderly 
lx)dv  of  men  anywhere.  They  believe 
they  are  working  for  the  good  of  their 
country  and  humanity  in  fighting  their 
duels,  and  a  large  part  of  the  German 
nation   think  so,  too. 


REMARKABLE  SALVAGE. 

Probably  the  most  remarkab'e  achieve- 
ment in  the  line  of  wrecking  and  re 
building  to  be  found  in  maritime  his- 
tory is  represented  by  the  reconstructed 
steamer  Milwaukee,  which  was  turned 
out  in  the  summer  of  1899  at  the  yard  of 
C.  S.  Swan  &  Hunter  at  Wallsend-on- 
Tyne,  England,  says  the  Engineering 
Magazine. 

The  Milwaukee,  a  vessel  of  483  feet 
length  and  56-foot  beam,  went  ashore 
near  Aberdeen  in  September.  1898,  a 
huge  rock  penetrating  the  hold  for  a 
length  of  thirty  feet  and  to  a  height  of 
eight  feet  above  the  tank  top.  When 
the  salvage  operators  saw  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  save  the  entire  vessel, 
it  was  decided  to  blow  her  in  two  with 
dynamite.  This  was  done  successfully, 
and  180  feet  of  the  fore  end  was  left  on

in  The  Herald  of  Tuesday,  showed  that 
tfie  water  plant  during  six  months  past 
earned  nearly  $60,000.  or  a  net  profit 
of  $5000  after  paying  all  interest  charges 
and  reducing  rates.  The  gas  plant,  for 
the  first  time  in  its  history,  alsa  shows 
a  net  profit,  despite  a  heavy  increase  in 
,thp  cost  of  raw  material  required  to 
make  gas,  and  in  the  face  of  a  large  re- 
duction in  rates  charged  to  consumers. 

An  advertisement  has  been  published 
in  the  Marquette  Mining  Journal  by 
the  Marquette  Gas  Light  company,  stat- 
ing that  owing  to  the  "advance  In  the 
price  of  coal  and  oil,"  ttie  price  of  gas 
in  that  city  will  be  increased  fr:>m  $l.r.O 
to  $2  per  1000  feet. 

Thus  an  illustration  is  furnished  of 
the  benefits  of  municipal  ownership  of 
g;is  plants. 

In  Duluth. the  municipal  plant  has  re- 
duced the  price  of  gas  from  $2  to  $1.50, 
although  it  is  paying  100  per  cent  more 
for  coal  and  oil  than  before  the  city 
acquired  possession  of  the  plant,  and  a 
further  reduction  in  the  rate  is  contem- 
plated at  an  early  dale. 

In  Marquette  the  private  corporation 
lEiat  owns  the  gas  plant  has  increased 
the  price  uf  gas  50  cents  per  1000  feet. 

It  is  well  understood  that  there  are 
certain  people  in  Dululh  who  are  work- 
ing to  force  the  sale  of  the  gas  plant  by 
the  city  to  a  private  corporation,  and  it 
•is  significant  that  these  interests  are 
working  to  defeat  Mayor  Truelsen, 
knowing  that  he  will  never  permit  the 
carying  out  of  such  a  vicious  scheme 
while  he  exercises  tiic  power  vested  in 
the  chief  executive  of  the  city.

It  has  been  found  by  the  Chicago  Tri- 
hune':s  statistician  that  in  1J^99  there 
were  131  executions  by  hanging  m  the 
Uniied  States,  an  increase  of  21  over 
1S!'8.  Of  these  the  Southern  states  had 
ICC  and  the  North  31.  Fifty-eight  of 
those  executed  were  whiti^  men.  72 
negroes  and  1  an  Indian. 

Both  suicides  and  murders  were  fewer 
in  1899  than  in  189.S.  The  total  number 
of  "^uicides  in  the  United  States  was  5;;40 
as  against  5920  in  the  prc.-cding  year. 

The  murders  come  to  a  total  of  622  >, 
as  against  7840  in  1898.  The  Tribune  re- 
calls that  there  has  been  a  ste;idy  de- 
01  ease  in  the  number  of  murders  each 
year  since  1896.  As  that  date  also  marks 
the  beginning  of  the  present  er.i  of  busi- 
ness pro.sperity,  it  cites  clo.se  connection 
between  the  two  facts.  Probably  the  in- 
crea.sed  opportunities  for  employment, 
and  the  decrease  In  business  failures  and 
financial  reverses,  will  also  go  far  to- 
ward accounting  for  the  fact  that  there 
were  580  fewer  suicides  last  year  than 
the  year  before. 

There  have  l)een  107  lynchings.  Of 
these  lOG  were  in  the  South  and  4  in  the 
North.  Of  the  suffereres  84  were  blacks 
and  23  whites.  Forty  four  persons  were 
lynched  for  murder,  11  for  complicity  in 
murder.  1  for  arson  and  murder,  11  for 
a.ssault.  6  for  alleged  assault  and  1  for 
assault  and  murder. 

Attention  is  called  to  this  noteworthy 
item  connected  with  the  suicide  sta- 
tistics in  the  disproportionate  number  of 
physicians  who  took  their  own  lives  as 
compared  with  memliers  of  other  pro- 
fessions.

(,f  physicians  with  subtle  poisons,   not-

His 
wisdom  had  in  a  great  part  come  from 
acquaintance  with  newspaper  work.  Ke 
knew  the  things  that  were  of  first  im- 
portance to  the  correspondent,  and  that 
many  things  called  trivial  by  others 
were  of  great  concern  to  the  men  who 
would  write  the  history,  hour  by  r.iour 
and  day  bv  day,  of  the  campaign  for  a 
people's  liberty.  When  the  day  came 
fjr  the  expedition  to  sail,  Brewer  took 
ship   with   the  correspondents. 

"Among  the  first  to  land  in  Cuba 
when  the  shells  quit  rattling  around 
Daiquiri  was  Eben  Brewer.

1 
had  been  niom-mates  on  ship  board,  but 
in  the  excitement  attending  tr.ie  debar- 
liati.m  we  separated.  The  next  morn- 
ing 1  had  a  letter  to  mail,  but  little  idea 
of  how  or  when  or  where  to  mall  it, 
or  whether  it  would  ever  reach  my  office. 
As  I  walked  through  the  village,  which 
was  still  smoking  from  the  incendiarism 
that  accompanied  its  capture,  I  saw  a 
man  nailing  a  board  on  the  front  pDrcu 
of  a  cottage  that  had  escaped  destruc- 
ticn  When  I  got  a  broader  angle  of 
view  of  the  board  I  saw  it  was  a  sifrn 
that  read: 


navy  was  going  on  up  and  dawn  the 
coast  thereabout,  still  remains  to  me  a 
wonder.

"When  the  army  moved  up  the  jungle 
trail  and  took  Siboney  we  followed, 
leaving  the  postoffice  behind,  and  won- 
dering how  we  would  ever  be  able  to 
get  another  letter  in  the  mail.  The 
fight  at  Guasimas  was  fought,  and 
ttiere  w^re  killed  and  wounded.  The 
next  morning  Brewer  appeared  on  the 
mountain  slope,  and  he  was  on  horse- 
back. His  packets  were  bulging  out 
with  letters. 

"  -I  thought  that  the  boys  that  were 
wounded  would  like  to  get  some  wort' 
home  in  a  hurry,'  he  said,  'and  that  1 
would  Ixitter  come  and  get  their  'etterp 
as  I  have  another  mail  giK'^g  out  this 
c\ening.'  . 

"A  few  days  later  a  mail  came  from 
home.  There  were  hundreds  of  pounds 
of  it,  dumped  on  the  beach  ten  miles  :n 
the  rear.  There  were  not  enough  wag- 
ons to  transport  ammunition  and  ra- 
tions and  mail  had  no  right-of-wiy 
there.  Brewer  might  have  waited  until 
such  time  as  there  were  wagons  to  b<^ 
had,  and  satisfied  his  conscience.  to>. 
In  that  mountainous  country  wa.gon.-^ 
had  been  unknown  before  the  landin.g  of 
the  army,  and  then  it  was  devastated  by 
war  and  swept  of  whatever  movables  it 
might  have  had  for  civilized  uses.  A'l 
of  the  native  horses  were  in  the  hands 
cf  the  insurgents,  andTo  offer  to  liuy  or 
hire  one  of  these  was  to  affront  the  pos- 
sessor. 

"Brewer  went  the  whole  length  of  the 
army  lines  that  day.  stretching  as  they 
did  along  the  valley  and  over  the  moun- 
tains and  out  on  the  plateau  that  lay  ir 
front  uf  San  Juan,  and  he  gave  notice 
th.1t  a  mail  had  arrived,  and  that  he 
would  have  it  at  Siboney  the  next  day.

"Hi  w  often  have  w-e  seen  in  politics 
how  lightly  men  treat  the  ballot?  They 
sell  it  for  a  few  paltry  dollars.  "The  man 
who  has  not  a  high  regard  for  hfs  ballot 
has  no  more  for  his  country." 

The  mayor  said  that  another  promise 
h9  had  made  was  to  .settle  the  gas  and 
water  problem,  and  he  went  into  a  his- 
tcry  <if  his  efforts  in  that  direction.  "You 
all  know  the  history  of  that  ligtit.  It 
was  n.>  easy  thing  to  fight  wealth,  but 
with  the  conimi.n  people  at  my  side  and 
at  my  i)ack  I  did  not  fear  for  the  result." 
He  spoke  of  the  blessing  the  building  of 
the  supplementary  system  had  been 
coming  at  the  time  when  it  did— when 
the  wcrkingmen  of  Duluth  had  nothin.^ 
to  do  and  their  families  we;e  in  want. 
He  declared  that  municipal  ownership 
had  been  proven  a  great  success  in  Du- 
luth. and  was  an  example  for  other 
cities. 

He  told  of  the  serious  condition  of  the 
city  finances  when  he  took  the  office  f 
mavor.  A  floating  indebtedness  of  from 
$700,000  to  $S00,000  confr<mted  the  city, 
and  the  future  looked  black  inde^'d.  Ex- 
penses have  been  cut  $200,000  a  yeai 
since  that  time,  and  the  a-ssessed  valua- 
tion has  Ijcen  reduced  also. 

The  struggle  and  failure  of  the  long 
di.-tance  telephone  company  to  get  into 
Duluth' with  a  l-ical  franchise,  designed 
to  keep  the  Bell  monopoly  here,  was 
gone  into,  and  also  the  course  of  the 
city  in  getting  a  new  company  in  the 
field  with  rates  reduced  and  the  right  ro 
buy  given. 

"Who  is  this  old  tolepharil  company 
supporting  in  this  election?"  asked  the 
mayor.  "It  is  Mr.  Hugo.  They  are  fair- 
ly tearing  themselves  to  defeat  the 
fusion  candidates.  In  the  Third  ward 
they  have  put  a  man  in  the  field  for 
the  very  purpose  of  defeating  the 
fusion  candidate." 

The  mayor  urged  the  necessity  of 
electing  a  council  favorable  to  the  prin- 
ciples for  which  he  stands  in  this  cam- 
paign. The  council  does  the  work,  and 
all  the  mayor  can  do  is  to  exercise  the 
veto  power.  Then  if  the  council  is  strong 
enough  it  can  defeat  tie  veto  power." 

Referring  again  to  the  water  fight  and 
the  sch'^mes  to  sell  the  plants  to  the  city 
f.tr  $2,106,000.  and  later  the  water  plant 
alone  for  $l.Sri6,000.  he  said  that  the  com- 
pany spent  $"0,000  to  win  the  first  fight 
and  $20,000  tc^  win  the  second  time,  but 
the  people  triumphed. 

"Where  was  Mr.  Hugo  in  all  this 
fight?"  he  trsked.  "This  is  a  question 
v.e  have  the  right  to  go  into  at  this 
time.  He  was  an  the  opposite  side— 
willing  to  pay  $2,706,000  for  the  plants. 
He  had  no  fear  of  a  bond  issue  then. 
He  was  for  the  purchase  of  the  water 
j>lant  alone  at  $l,8r.6,000,  a  v.orse  steal 
than  the  first  one.  Now  he  is  opposed  to 
i.ssuing  $110,000  to  build  a  light  plant. 
He  favors  the  issuance  if  bonds  when 
they  go  to  the  corporations,  but  is  oj)- 
po.sed  when  they  go  to  the  people.  I 
say  to  you  that  every  man  that  is  n  >w 
opposed  ti>  the  i.ssuance  jf  bonds  for  a 
light  plant  was  for  the  purchase  of  the 
gas  and  water  plants  at  $2,106,000. 

"The  Republican  platform  is  dishonest. 
They  don't  believe  in  municipal  owner- 
ship, and  the*-  go  around  crying  about 
the  immorality  of  the  city  to  deceive 
the  people.  They  have  kept  that  before 
the  peiple  through  the  columns  of  the 
News  Tribune  for  the  purpose  of  manu- 
facturing sentiment  to  deceive  the  peo- 
ple and  blir.d  them  to  the  real  issue. 
Their  howlers  go  around  talking  about 
the  horrible  wickedness  of  th?  Bowery. 
They  are  lying,  and  they  know  it.  They 
are  planning  to  continue  bleeding  the 
people  thrjugh  the  corporations  which 
are  supporting  their  ticket.  A  minister 
of  this  city  who  is  suppc»rting  me  told 
me  that  he  had  walked  the  Bowrey  day 
and  night  and  had  failed  to  find  anv- 
ihing  out  of  the  way  such  as  has  been 
represented." 

He  referred  to  the  grand  jury  reports 
made  through  the  corporation  hirelings 
who  went  befDre  it  at  every  session. 
They  could  not  find  a  single  case,  but 
they  shouted,  "damn  the  police." 

"Mr.  Hugo  says  he  is  for  municipal 
ownership.  He  believes  in  acquiring  the 
street  railway  fourteen  years  from  now, 
and  the  telephone  company  five  year.- 
frc  m  now.  What  do  we  care  what  he 
wants  then?  What  we  want  t  >  know  is 
what  dees  he  favor  ncw?  The  mayor 
to  be  elected  at  this  election  is  only  t ) 
serve  two  years.  We  want  to  know  what 
he  is  going  to  do  in  those  two  years.  He 
is  in  favor  of  granting  a  lig'ating  con- 
tract to  his  friends  cf  the  company  of 
which  he  was  supervising  engineer  for 
many  years. 

"The  proposition  of  the  Hartmans  is 
reasonable  enough  from  a  coropration 
standpoint,"  said  the  mayor,  "but  if  it 
was  cheaper  1  would  oppose  it.  If  I 
want  municipal  ownership  I  want  it 
now.  In  a  year  and  a  half  we  can  be 
furnishing  electric  light  from  St.  Louis 
river  water  power  at  $40  a  light."  He 
urged  the  necessity  of  voting  the  bond.- 
for  the  plant  at  this  time  so  as  to  get  it 
.started,  for  in  the  event  that  ihe  chai- 
ter  is  adopted  it  will  be  difficult  to  pro- 
vide for  a  bond  issue.  He  showed  the 
large  sum  upon  which  the  Hartman 
company  is  paying  interest,  and  asked 
who  was  paying  the  $90,000  a  year'.'— tho 
people  of  Duluth. 

He  spoke  earnestly  in  favor  of  the  new 
charter,  pointing  out  th*  changes  which 
have  Ijeen  made  in  it  and  the  advan- 
tages yhich  he  claimed  would  accrue  to 
the  city  under  its  operation. 

The  iiresent  council  was  commended 
as  the  best  the  city  had  ever  had.  The 
indebtedness  if  the  city  has  hetn  re- 
duced, everything  is  in  good  shape,  and 
he  urged  a  continuance  in  power  of  the 
men  who  have  i)rought  this  result  al>out. 
Dr.  G.  W.  Davis,  the  fusion  candidate 
for  alderman  in  the  Seventh  ward,  and 
Otto  Johnson,  the  candidate  in  the  Sixth, 
also  spoke  brieriy.

For  their  con 
venlence  the  fidlowing  extracts  from  Hk 
tax  laws  have  been  prepared: 

All  taxes  become  delinquent  on  the  Ais'l 
Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  both 
real  and  personal. 

Real  estate  taxes  may  be  paid  in  two 
equal  Installments  or  in  a  lump,  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  taxpayer. 

If  no  part  of  the  tax  is  paid  a  penally 
of  10  per  cent  attaches  June  1. 

The  first  half  may  be  paid  before  May 
31,  and  the  i)eiialty  thus  evaded.  The  sec- 
ond h.df  mav  be  paid  before  Oct.  31,  and 
if  it  is  not  a  penalty  of  10  per  cent  attaches 
to  it  Nov.  1.  ' 

Unpaid  taxes  become  delinquent  on  the 
first  Mondav  In  January  next,  when  an 
additional  penalty  of  .'.  per  cent  is  added.

The  sale  of  property  for  delinquent  taxes 
takes  place  on  the  first  Monday  of  May 
following,  and  the  amount  for  which  the 
propertv  is  sold  draws  Interest  at  the  rale 
of  1  j>e"r  cent  per  month  until  redeemed. 
If  the  nropcrtv  is  not  redeemed  within 
three  y.ars  from  date  of  sale,  it  becomes 
the  absolute  property  of  the  purchaser, 
whether  state  or  individual. 

Personal    propertv   taxes    become    delin 
quent  March  1,  when  a  penalty  of  10  per 
cent  is  added. 

They  are  then  handed  to  the  clerk  of 
court,"  who  on  April  15  is.^ues  citations  to 
the  sheriff  on  which  that  officer  makes 
collections  bv  seizing  property  if  nece«- 
sarv.  Taxes  that  he  is  unable  to  collect 
go  into  judgment,  and  e.xecutions  are  is- 
sued and  handed   to  the  sheriff.

New  York,  Jan.  2.').— The  Her<-'d  pays: 
It  is  persistently  rumored  in  various 
quarters  that  the  United  State.s  Flour 
Milling  company  is  in  imminent  danger 
of  disintegration.  The  ^-epoit  ha-^  it 
that  the  methods  of  the  Vifflcials  of  th? 
company  are  severely  criticized  and 
that  open  dissatisfaction  is  likely  to  re- 
sult in  the  attempted  withdrawal  of  the 
Hecker-Jones-Jewell  Milling  company, 
and  of  the  Northwestern  Milling  com- 
pany. 

It  was  said  last  night  that  an  attempt, 
which  promises  success,  is  being  made 
to  place  the  trust  on  a  better  financial 
basis,  and  that  a  large  working  capital 
is  to  be  provided,  in  which  case  the  r.^- 
cession  movement  will  be  checked. 

Officials  of  the  company,  when  .s-.^'^n 
yesterday,  denied  in  positive  terms  that 
there  is  any  probability  of  disintegra- 
tion. They  admitted  that  there  had 
been  propositions  to  purchase  certain  c  f 
the  mills  controlled  by  the  company, 
and  fully  confirmed  the  story  that  a 
plan  is  well  under  way  which  will  i)ro- 
vide  ample  working  capital  and  which 
will  place  the  company  upon  a  scund 
financial  basis.  Conferences  have  been 
held  in  this  city,  there  being  presc-nt 
George  I'rban,  Jr.,  of  Buffalo,  president 
of  the  I'niled  Stales  F'lour  Milling  com- 
pany: Jacob  Ames,  of  Syracu.=e.  vice 
president-  Thomas  A.  Mclntyre,  secre- 
tary, and'A.  C.  l.,^}ring.  manager  of  the 
Northwestern  Milling  company,  of  Min- 
neapolis. 

A  final  conference  was  held  at  'he 
Waldorf-Astoria  last  evening.  after 
v.hich  it  -was  confidently  predicted  that 
the  financial  plans  would  be  perfected 
and  the  de.«ired  capital  immediately 
obtained. 

In  the  general  plan  of  reorganization. 
Mr.  Loring,  it  is  said,  will  take  control 
of  all  the  mills  in  Minneapolis,  includ- 
ing those  belonging  to  the  Minneapolis 
Fiour  Milling  company,  as  well  as  the 
five  of  the  Northwestern  Milling  com- 
pany.

THE  FBEMCH  PRESS  KICKS. 

Stirred  By  Prospects  of  a  Danish 
Wost  Indies  Deal. 

Chicago,  Jan.  2.'..— The  Record  prints  the 
following   disi)alch   from   Paris: 

The  French  nationaii.<t  i)ies.s  is  making 
an  effort  to  awaken  patriotic  ardor  by  an 
attack  on  the  ministry  based  on  the  report 
that  the  government  of  Denmark  pro- 
itosed  to  cede  the  Danish  Antilles  to  the 
t'nited  Slates.  Thus  M.  Jeun  oo  Houguet, 
foreign  editor  of  the  Echo  de  Paris,  one 
of  tho  mtjst  advanced  of  all  the  Nationalist 
sheets  said  to  me  today:  •'Although  it  is 
semi-officially  denied  that  the  Danish  au- 
thorities are  anxious  to  effect  this  trans- 
fer most  of  mv  colleagues  of  th<>  Paris 
press  are  assured  that  the  report  is  cor- 
rect. The  acquisition  of  the  Danish  West 
Indies  is  strictiv  in  accordance  with  the 
police  of  the  l.'nited  States,  which  is  ag- 
gressively imperialistic.  However,  these 
l>anish  islands  were  formerly  French  col- 
onies and  Denmark  is  bound  l>y  treaty  to 
give  France  the  first  chance  in  a  contem- 
I)Iated  cession.  These  islands  are  of  the 
greatest  strategic  importance.  The  French 
government  must  know  this,  and,  although 
M  Delcasse,  as  usual,  probably  will  ignore 
the  French  claims  and  rights,  if  the  I'nit- 
ed  States  gets  the  islands,  all  France  will 
have  a  right  to  protest." 

Lindercrone,  Danish  minister  to  France, 
said:  "In  my  opinion  there  is  not  the 
slightest  truth  in  the  report  as  to  the 
cession  of  the  Danish  West  Indies.  It  is 
certainlv  a  fairy  tale  that  any  representa- 
tive of  the  Danish  government  has  vl.s:tel 
Washington,  armed  with  authority  to  ef- 
fect a  transfer,  and  1  feel  equally  assured 
in  saying,  although  I  am  not  in  Copen- 
hagen, that  no  authorized  agent  of  the 
Washington  government  is  there.  At 
l)resenl  there  is  no  talk  of  sellmg  the 
island.^--.  It  Is  true  that  Denmark,  many 
vears  ago,  was  willing  to  disr>ose  of  them 
and  submitted  the  question  to  the  inhab- 
itants who  voted  in  favor  of  an  annexa- 
tion to  the  United  States.  The  senate, 
however  vetoed  the  matter,  and  since 
then  not  a  single  step  has  been  made  in 
the  matter  by  Denmark  and  1  know  of 
none  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 
This  matter  of  French  priority  seems  to 
me  to  l>e  all  moonshine;  it  was  not  urged 
when  cession  was  proposed  once  before, 
and  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  such 
treaty."  ■   .      ^ 

Speaking  from  the  commercial  point  oi 
view,  the  Danish  vice  consul  at  Pans 
said:  "If  the  Danish  government  ha.s  any 
such  intention  it  will  be  a  surprise  to  all 
Danes,  but  1  do  not  believe  it.  The  I.  niteo 
States  verv  naturally  watches  these 
islands,  both  to  prevent  a  hostile  power 
from  .securing  them  and  to  jirtvont  another 
power  growing  into  a  too  strong  com- 
meiclal  rival."

Expert  Testimony   Received  From 
Bicycle  Riders. 

The  attendants  on  Judge^  Dibell's 
court  this  morning,  where  the  pj'r«onal 
injury  ease  of  John  D.  Stryker  again.*-! 
the  Duluth  Street  Railway  com|)any 
was  on  trial,  were  regalcil  .vhh  a  con- 
.'^iilerable  amount  of  expert  tistlno ny 
on  the  habits  of  bicyclists  who  ms<^  Su- 
l>cri(ir  street  foi-  their  riding. 

Before  the  experts  came  on  a  number 
of  witnesses  of  the  accident  tef-tifiod. 
The  time  was  noon,  and  th.-re  were 
many  pedestrians  on  Superior  sliet-t 
whit  .saw  the  oc-currence.  so  there  vas 
no  lack  of  witnesses.  According  to  tln' 
stories  that  were  told  Mr.  ritrykei-  was 
riding  west  near  Second  avenue  west  on 
Superioi-  street,  between  the  two  tracks. 
He  met  a  car  eoniing  east  «m  the  south 
track  and  turned  over  to  th  *  north 
track  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  Ihe  car 
ihat  Wii.?  coming  toward  him.  but  .iust 
as  he  did  so  a  westbound  ca--  stiuck 
hiiii  from  behind,  thiew  him  off  t'^e  bi- 
cycle and  the  car  ran  over  his  r  .^ht 
foot.  The  witnes.^es  were  -luite  posi- 
tive that  the  westbound  ca:-  gave  rio 
wiirning  of  its   appi'oach. 

Then  I..  H.  Whipple,  C.  T.  West  and 
C.  S.  Wilson  and  other  expert  bicyclists 
testified  to  the  custom  of  riders  of 
wheels  on  Superior  street.  i'hey  til 
a.greed  that  it  was  almost  the  universal 
custom  for  riders  to  use  the  sp^ce  be- 
tween the  «treet  car  tracks  because  the 
pavement  outside  the  tracks  was  quite 
rou.gh.  That  between  the  tracks,  th'y 
said,  is  much  smoother.  Mr.  Wilsi>n 
testilicd  that  the  space  between  the 
tracks  had  been  prepared  by  the  use  of 
gravel  to  make  it  easier  riding  for  bi- 
cyclists.

Mr.  Lanham  said  that  if  there  had  ever 
been  a  nec-essity  for  the  rational  asser- 
tion tind  vindication  of  the  supreme  jire- 
rosative  of  the  house,  this  occasion  was 
now  upon  us.  He  loved  the  constiiuiioa 
of  his  countr.v  and  the  institutions  of  i.'.s 
government,  but  neither  thi-  constltu :  ion 
re<iuires  nor  do  the  people  cxjieet  the 
house  of  representatives  to  do  anything 
ridiculous.

Kress;  if  the  facts  which  have  bPen  al- 
leged against  him  were  ascertaineci  to  i^e 
true,  should  he  not  be  excluded'.'  Cnder 
the  theor.v  of  the  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee-, we  might  say  'will  your  royal 
highness  be  sworn?'  and  then  kick  him 
out  instantly;  under  the  theory  of  the 
majority,  we  would  say  to  him  ;it  the

He  said  there  was  no  daiiRcr  of  the 
Roberts  case  ever  being  invoked  as  a  pre- 
cedent—that It  was  unicpu-  and  solitary 
in  its  originality,  and  the  case  j>»d  the 
in-ecedent  would  expire  with  each  other. 
He  said  that  the  citizenship  cpialification 
in  the  constitution  was  to  prevent  the 
eli'ction  of  foreigners  and  preclude  ex- 
traneous Influence  on  the  leRislative  ac- 
tion of  the  new  republic.  The  disciualiti- 
(ations  mentioned  in  the  constitution 
weft-  negatively  stated  and,  hence,  not  ex- 
clusive. There  was  a  reason  for  eacn 
rule  of  dis(iualiflcation,  and  each  was  con- 
structed and  designed  for  a  specific  pur- 
I)Ose  pertinent  to  particular  conditions  anil 
surroundings.  He  urged  the  claims  of 
Christian  civilization,  'and  ciuoted  from 
Franklin  and  George  Washington  to  show 
that  the  members  of  the  constitutional 
convention  respected  morality  and  re- 
ligion.

Said  Dr.  Da  Costa:  "While  it  Is  true 
that  the  nr«'Venting  of  epidemics  has  had 
much  to  do  with  the  preservation  of  life— 
for  epidemics  killed  thousands  annually— 
yet  1  also  think  that  nervous  diseases  .ire 
itn  the  iiu-rease.  The  in<-rease  in  the  ner- 
vous diseases  about  i-ounterbalant-e  an.\ 
decrenscs.  and  so  militate  against  ilie 
prolonging  of  the  human  life  beyond  the 
limit  set  b>-  God's  mandate.  All  the  ap- 
idieations  of  l>mph  under  the  sun  or  all 
the  superb  h.vgienic  principles  as  out- 
lined ill  the  laving  out  of  a  town  will  not 
save  the  bulk  of  human  beings  from  a<-- 
quiring  nervous  diseases  consequent  to  a 
mode  of  life  whii-h  is  now  prevalent,  a 
method  of  living  brought  about  by  the 
hish  tension  speed  with  which  most  of 
the  jieople  now  live  tlu-ir  lives.  There  is 
a  hurr.v  and  a  bus;le  and  iierve-racklnK 
coiieomitanl  to  c-ivllizaiion,  and  esppcial- 
ly  latler-da.v  civi'.ization,  whii-h  mll^.. 
bring  its  inevitable  result,  and  whic-a 
pays  the  j)ri(-e  in  men  and  women  old 
before  iheir  time.  So.  how  can  we  say 
that  human  life  is  being  prolonged,  wh'^h 
methods  of  living  are  at  viiriance  with 
that  which  is  best  for  man.'s  good?  Man's 
sii]>erb  acliievemeius  in  the  discoveries  of 
niediciiie  can  do  but  little  in  the  helnfiil 
line  so  long  as  men  use  up  iremeiidous 
sirenjj-ih  and  vitality  in  the  mad  striiKKle 
of  life,  and  So  counterbalance  all  th.il 
has   been  discovered    for  their  good." 

Dr.  John  Detiner  holds  Ihat  prolonga- 
tion of  the  human  life  will  not  have  to  do 
with  the  present  generation,  but  with 
the   generation    which    follows. 

"We  are  not  increasing  the  length  of 
man's  life  now.  out  we  are  doing  much 
to  pave  the  w.iy  for  othc-rs  who  will  fid- 
low  us.  The  present  hygienic  status  of 
tiffairs  in  the  management  of  cities  will 
be  the  means  of  prolonging  life  ciuite  as 
much  as  the  discoveries  in  the  realms  of 
materia  medica.  As  lymph  treatmi  nis 
grow  and  their  usefulness  expandp.  It  is 
to  the  coming  generations  w'nich  the'r  in- 
fluences will  be  found  most  benelicial. 
and  not  to  us.  I  hold  th:u  life  will  be 
prolongt-d  beyond  the  limit  set,  but  ilie 
how  and  the  way  of  It  all  will  come  only 
with  better  knowledge  of  the  tocds  we  now- 
use;  wlii(-h  metins  ih«-  i-oming  geneiaticni 
will  share  in  the  fruits  of  discoveries 
now  beiuK  made,  and  will  reap  the  bene- 
fits which  ticcrue" 

Said  Dr.  William  H.  Van  Lennep:  "I 
really  caimot  say  truthfully  that  human 
life  is  being  iirolonged.  My  acquaintanc-es 
and  friends  seem  to  drop  off  one  hy  one. 
Just  as  m.v  father's  did.  ad  the  ratio 
doesn't  seem  to  change.

Hetterment  of  our  discoveries  in  medicine, 
equipment  of  hosplt.-ils.  isohitlon  of  In- 
fectious diseases,  all  these  things  hue 
aided  materially  in  keeping  down  mori:i!i- 
ty.  Hut.  don't  ycui  see  where  the  fallac.v 
of  it  all  comes  in  "  Don't  you  see  that 
we  don't  prolong  human  life  beyond  (he 
thrc^e-score-and-teii  limit?  What  we  do 
is  to  enable  more  men  to  reach  that  age 
than  formally  did.  We  prevent  diseases 
or  cure  them,  and  in  that  way  we  remove 
the  obstructions  that  lay  in  the  paths  of 
the  men  who  .vearn  to  reach  thrte-score- 
and-len.  And  so  we  enable  more  men  to 
reach  the  goal  than  formerly  reached  u. 
But  we  do  not  take  them  past  the  tfoal; 
we  do  not  nrolonp;  life  bevond  the  IJibli- 
cal  limit,  '^'et,  by  Increa.sing  the  number 
who  live  longer,  we  undoubtedly  pndonn 
human    life."

Is  the   span  ol    human   life  increasing? 

Do  men  and  women  as  an  average,  live 
longer  nowadays  than  the  three-sccre- 
years-and-ten,  as  prescribed  in  Biblical 
lore? 

Does  not  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
hospitals,  the  improved  hygienic  condi- 
tions of  cities,  the  application  of  the 
lymph  treatment  of  diseases,  the  spread 
of  vaccination,  the  establishing  of  quar- 
antine stations,  th«'  improved  skill  of  sur- 
gery and  in  the  applications  of  medi- 
cine—do not  all  of  these  things  combine 
to   the   prolonging  of   human   life? 

The  above  questions  were  put  to  some 
of  the  leading  doctors  in  Philadelphia  yes- 
terda.v  afternoon,  and  their  answers  are 
vitally  interesting,  coming  as  they  do 
from  men  whose  skill  and  reputations  are 
far-reaching,  says  the  Philadelphia 
Press.

Information  has  been  received  hevt- 
that  Great  Britain  is  preparing  to  place 
at  its  big  naval  station  in  the  Bermudas 
..ne  of  the  largest  floating  dry  docks 
yet  constructed,  and  far  greater  in  ca- 
pacity than  that  which  is  now  at  that 
p.. int.  and  said  to  be  the  longest  yet 
built.  ,  .     ,._ 

The  present  dock,  constructed  m  i^D.t. 
was  towed  across  the  Atlantic  to  Ireland 
island,  where  the  Rritish  dock  yard  is 
located,  in  four  pieces  and  there  .'-et 
together  behind  an  enormous  break- 
water, which  prjtects  the  entrance  from 
the  heavy  swells  of  the  ocean.  While  th-^ 
present  dock  was  found  large  enouiTli 
to  accommi>date  the  various  classes  of 
vessels  usually  assigned  to  the  North 
Atlantic  and  West  Indies  stations,  it 
was  lacking  in  capacity  for  battleships 
and  armored  cruisers  of  the  Powerful 
t  vj>e. 

The  imp:>rtance  of  having  a  dock  at 
Bermuda  in  which  any  class  and  type 
of  I'.ritish  warship  can  be  taken  has  re- 
cently been  recognized  by  the  naval  au- 
thorities, and  a  i-ontract  was  recently  let 
for  constructing  the  new  dock,  whic.i 
should  be  ready  for  operation  in  about 
iwo  years.  There  are  few  docks  in  the 
world  like  that  now  at  Bermuda,  and 
th  >ugh  thirty  years  old.  it  is  yet  in  a 
line  state  of  preservation  and  will  pr  >b- 
ablv  serve  useful  purposes  for  years. 
The'  Spanish  dotk  at  Havana  that  this 
government  bid  on  last  autumn  is  of 
the  same  gen-ral  type,  but  far  smaller. 

There  is  now  building  at  Baltimore  a 
steel  floating  dock,  which  the  navy  is  to 
place  at  Algiers.  La.,  the  dimensions  of 
which  will  equal  th.se  of  the  new  dock 
now  under  construction  abroad  for  Ber- 
muda, and  which  reports  show  will  be 
readv  for  use  in  one  year. 

To"  find  room  for  its  big  new  basin  at 
Bermuda  an  immense  dredge  has  been 
sent  lut,  and  is  n  .w  at  work  digging  i- 
channel  at  a  point  near  the  present  naval 
station  and  farther  inland,  so  that  shir-^- 
drawing  thirtv  feet  or  more  can  re.iriily 
i-a.h  it.  With  the  addition  of  this  nev.- 
di  ck  Bermuda  will  become  a  far  more 
important  outlying  naval  station  <  f 
r.reat  Britain  than  any  she  holds,  per- 
haps with  the  exception  of  Malta.  There 
aie  now  immense  shops  at  Bermu  ia  fo- 
executing  all  kinds  of  naval  w.i.-k.  M'n 
r-  iih  a  drydock  <:ipable  of  taking  in  the 
latt'es'  vessel  the  sl.ition  will  ex  ced 
Halifax  in  point  of  naval  rank. 


(oilier  lo.viiig  the  warship  th.m  in  bei.ig 
tewed,  as  was  the  case  in  recent  tests. 
He  holds  that  the  ctialing  station  idea 
is  siifniently  meritorious  in  times  of 
peace,  but  in  time  of  war  it  furnishes, 
h-'  thinks,  an  additional  point  of  att.i.k 
l.y  an  enemy  against  whom  remiil?  sta- 
tions must  be  guarded.

Kear-Admiral  Hichbom.  who  seems  to

INVASION  OF  RUSSIA. 

American  Capitalists  Intend  to  Build 
Manufacturing  Plants  Tliere. 

Thomas  Smith,  consul  of  tb.>  l'>^iitcd 
Stat'S  at  MoS(ovv,  returns  to  Russia  on 
Tuesday  after  a  short  stay  in  this  coun- 
try, with  authority  from  three  or  four 
ri'anufa  "lurin.g  concerns  in  this  country 
to  negotiate,  the  iireliminary  steps  for 
the  building  of  Amerii  an  manufacturing 
plants  in  Moscow  and  St.  Petersburg,  to 
cost  **j.oOo.oOO.  says  the  New  York  Tri- 
bune. Mr.  .Smith  told  a  Tribune  re- 
forter  last  night  at  the  W.ddort  that  ine 
plans  of  .American  manufacturers  win 
will  invade  Russia  with  American  ma- 
fhinery  and  ideas  within  the  ne.M 
twelve  months  involve  an  expenditure  if 
$15,000,000.  Of  (.nly  a  part  (if  these  would 
he  speak,  saying  that  negotiation:-*  for 
S'  me  of  the  others  were  not  far  enough 
advanced  to  warrant  his  talking  about 
them. 

The  Westinghouso  Electric  company 
will  tiuild  a  large  plant  in  St.  Petesburg 
in  the  coming  year  at  a  cost  of  $-,000,000- 
the  Standard  Pump  company,  which,  a.- 
C(  iding  to  Mr.  Smith.  includes  the 
W.  rthingtons.  the  Dunlaps  and  others, 
will  build  a  plant  either  at  St.  Peters- 
burg or  Moscow,  to  cost  U.OOO.uOO,  and 
the  Singer  Sewing  Machine  company, 
whose  intention  was  announced  some 
time  ago.  will  put  up  a  factory  in  Mos- 
cow as  large  as  any  the  company  owns 
in  this  country.  A  careful  examination 
of  the  field  has  been  made  Sy  the  Sing-  r 
company,  according  to  Mi'.  Smith,  and 
its  members  believe  they  can  drive  out 
the  German  made  machines  after  their 
factory  is  fully  e<iuipped  and  running, 
as  the  American-built  machines  are 
mu(  h  lighter  and  swifter  th m  those 
manufactured  in  the  Rhine  country. 
The  Singer  company's  wareroi^ms  are  to 
lie  at  St.  Petersburg,  but  the  factory 
will  be  at  Moscow,  which  is  nearer  th- 
center  c^f  commercial  Russia  than  the 
(ither  city.  Besides  these  mcnlifintru. 
Mr.  Smith  says  that  three  other  large 
concerns,  after  sending  their  lawyers  i  i 
Russia,  are  satisfied  that  the  field  then; 
is  a  promising  one,  and  warrants  the 
erection  of  extensive  manufactories. 

'American  machinery  will  drive  out 
English  and  German  machines  within 
the  next  ten  years."  said  Mr.  Smith. 
•When  American  machinery  began  to 
ir.vade  Russia  the  employers  and  opera- 
tives were  doubtful  about  its  lasting 
quality.  They  had  become  accustomed 
to  the  clumsier  and  heavier  machinery 
supplied  by  Great  Britain,  and  they 
feared  that  the  lighter  machines  from 
this  country  would  lireak  down  and  be- 
come worthless.  They  have  discnereJ 
that  the  better  grade  of  material  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  American  ma- 
chines -insures  their  durability,  while 
tneir  lightness  makes  operation  mu(  h 
eifier  and  quicker.  Shortly  before 
coming  away  I  visited  a  factory  where 
Engljsh.  German  and  American  lathes 
are  used  side  by  side.  There  is  intense 
nvalr>  on  the  part  of  the  Russian  work- 
men in  this  sI\op  to  get  assign-...  to  the 
Yimkee  machines.  One  manufacturer 
told  me  that  he  had  four  times  cut  down 
the  wagfs  of  the  men  on  the  American 
machines  because  they  made  so  much 
more  than  their  associates.  He  had  to 
make  the  cut  in  order  to  allay  the  dis- 
content on  the  part  of  the  men  running 
the  older  German  and  English  ma- 
chines." 

Ml.  Smith  was  in  consultation  K''..?i 
night  with  Mr.  Crane,  of  the  Westing- 
house  Electric  and  Manufacturing  cotn- 
pany,  of  Chicago,  and  his  bri.ither,  wh  > 
is  the  f^nglish  manager  for  the  com- 
jtany. 

When  Mr.  Smith  was  a.sked  a'.wut  the 
truth  of  the  rumors  alleging  that  Ru.-;- 
sia  had  immediate  designs  on  Persia, 
and  was  moving  an  army  toward  th^ 
Persian  iiorder,  he  said,  after  some  he.-ii- 
tation:  "I  have  lived  for  thirty-hv" 
years  in  Russia,  and  am  on  intimate 
terms  with  some  of  the  prominent  m  ii 
in  that  empire.  If  1  sh<>uld  tell  all  I 
have  heard  about  the  scTjnewhat  interest- 
ing position  occupied  by  Teherin  on  liie 
Russian  war  map  it  would  be  likely  to 
embanass  me  when  I  get  back  hom- 
to  Moscow,  and  I  will  th.erefore  have  lo 
be  excused.  It  is  true  that  Russia  has 
ambitiims  to  Pecome  a  .sea  power  of  the 
first  magnitude,  and  it  is  also  true  that 
Port  Arthur  is  occupying  the  attention 
of  Ru.ssian  statesmen  to  an  absorbing 
extent.  There  are  six  Russian  a  Imirals 
at  I'ort  .Arthur  at  the  present  time,  and 
each  admiral.  (;f  cour.se.  has  more  than 
(  ne  ship.  It  is  doubtful,  howevi".  abou: 
Japan  and  Russia  going  to  war.  "

Albany.  N.  Y.,  Jan.  2:";. — Governor 
Roaievelt,  in  transmitting  to  the  legis- 
lature today  the  report  f-f  the  New  York 
commerce  commissijn,  appointed  in  lSi<S, 

and  the  canal  commissioners,  directs 
especial  attention  to  the  wa.v  in  which 
the  railroads,  and  jjaiticularly  tiie  rail- 
roads of  this  state,  discriminate  against 
the  city  of  New  York  in  the  interest  of 
( ompeting  jiorts. 

The  commission  shows  that  the  dif- 
ferential agreement  is  made  s»  as  to 
overcome  the  advantage  which  New 
York  would  have  under  natural  con- 
ditions as  the  cheapest  route  to  foreign 
markets  for  the  products  of  the  West, 
and  comments  with  severity  upon  the 
New  York  railroads  w  hich  have  received 
l>enefits  from  the  state  and  yet  partici- 
[late  in  the  discrimination,  to  the  serious 
injury  of  New  York. 

The  commissiim.  Governor  Roosevelr 
says  in  the  message  accompanying  the 
repoi't.  discovered  that  "the  questif)n  of 
the  canal  was  the  central  question 
around  which  hinged  all  others  con- 
cerned with  l>enetlting  the  cunmenial 
development  of  New  York  or  arresting 
the  decline  of  this  development.  This  is 
a  further  proof,  if  any  be  needfHl,  of  the 
immense  importance  of  the  canal  and 
extreme  unwi.sdom  of  abandoning  it  is 
an  outworn  institution. 

"The  c  >mmission  makes  eight  recom- 
mendations to  legislative  uclifm.  As  to 
seven  of  ihe.'ie  there  (-an  be  no  question 
in  my  opinion.  Proper  terminal  facilities 
should  be  provided,  as  the  commission 
outlines.  The  act  regulating  the  fee- 
and  charges  for  elevators  sh  oild  be 
amended.  The  acts  limiting  corporation's 
designed  to  navigate  the  canals  to  a 
(•ai)ital  slock  of  $r>o,000  should  be  re- 
l)ealed." 

The  governor  devotes  especial  atten- 
tion to  that  portion  of  the  report  which 
treats  of  European  canals.  "It  api«'ars 
from  this,  "  tne  message  .says,  "that  in 
the  most  highly  developed  portions  of 
Europe  there  has  been  an  immense 
Iiositive  and  relative  increase  in  the 
canal  system  and  in  the  traffic  unon 
them;  set  that  with  the  experience  (  f 
(lermany.  Russia.  France,  Belgium  and. 
in  short,  of  all  the  great  industrial 
communities  where  canal  work  is  pos- 
sible, it  is  seen  that  it  is  desirable  an'l 
profitable  to  keep  up  the  development  of 
the  canals  as  fast  as  the  railways  are 
developed. 

"It  is  alleged,  however,  that  owing 
to  America's  advanced  iKjsition  in  thr 
equipment  and  management  of  her  rail- 
wavs  as  compared  with  Europe,  the 
liroblem  here  is  different,  the  canals 
being  hapelessly  at  a  disadvantage;  it 
being  alleged  speciiically  that  the  rail- 
wavs  competing  with  the  canals  can  now 
e  irry  freight  s  .  cbearily  that  under  n'J 
( iniimslaiKes  would  it  pay  to  tran.s- 
port  It  along  an  artificial  waterway 
through  this  state. 

"The  commission  discusses  at  length. 
They  come  to  the  conclusion,  and  fortify 
it  bv  arguments  which  are  seemingly 
irrefutable,  that  if  tJie  canals  are  modi- 
fied t)  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
business  of  today,  freight  can  be  trans- 
ported upon  them  for  about  one-third 
of  the  cost  by  rail,  and  that,  so  far  as 
human  foresight  can  look  into  the  fu- 
ture, this  result  can  be  guaranteed  for 
at  least  a  generation,  if  the  facts  thus 
set  forth  are  true,  and  seemingly  they 
canuDt  be  successfully  controverted.  It 
is  a  matter  of  vital  interest  to  New  York 
state,  and  especially  to  New  York  city. 
Buffalo  and  the  great  cities  between 
Itiem.  that  the  canals  should  be  put  on  a 
safer  working  basis." 

VANILLA  AND  VIOLETS. 
Professor  Johann  Carl  Wilhelm  Ferdi- 
nand Tiemann.  who.  as  was  briefly  an- 
nc-i-nced  in  the  Times,  died  of  heart  di.-^- 
ease  at  Meran  on  Nov.  4.  was  born  at 
Rubeland  in  1S4S.  He  became  a  Ph.  O. 
of  Gottingen  in  1870.  and  in  1SS2  was  ap- 
pf  inted  professor  of  chemistry  in  Berlin 
university,  undertaking  from  the  same 
date  the  editorship  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  German  Chemical  society.  Profes- 
sor Tiemann  was  the  author  of  numer- 
ous important  researches  in  the  most 
abstract  nature  in  pure  cheinistry,  hav- 
ing for  their  object  the  discovery  of  the 
constitution  of  the  camphors,  the  ler- 
I)enes  and  other  organic  hodie.s.  Of  such 
researches  Germany  holds  practicallv 
the  monopoly  being,  in  fact,  the  only 
country  where  they  are  possible,  says 
'h(.  London  Times.  English  chemical 
manufacturers  seem  afraid  to  face  th> 
expense  they  entail  and  cannot  persuade 
themselves  that  they  have  more  than  a 
theoretical  value.  In  Germany  they  aie 
svstematically  carried  out  on  tho  chance 
of  .something  being  discovered  that  can 
be  turned  to  practL-al  and  commercial 
account,  and  Tiemann's  achievements 
alone,  even  if  there  were  no  others  of 
the  same  kind,  would  be  more  than  suf- 
ficient proof  that  the  risk  is  worth  tak- 
ing. As  a  result  of  his  difficult  and 
costly  work  in  theoretical  chemistry  he 
was  "able  to  found  a  new  and  valuable 
branch  of  chemical  industry  in  the 
manufacture  of  artificial  flavoring  ma- 
ters and  iierfumes,  such  as  vanilla  and 
the  scent  of  violets. 

These  are  identical  with  the  natur.^l 
jiroducts  of  the  plants,  the  chemi.U's 
skill  hacking  first  laboriously  traced  out 
the  character  and  arrangement  of  the 
constituent  atoms,  and  then  built  up 
synthical  reproductions  of  them.  Tlv 
v:ilue  of  the  ionone.  as  the  violet  .'<cent  is 
termed,  is  almost  fabulous  in  compari- 
son with  the  cost  of  its  manufacture,  s  i 
greatly  is  it  in  demand.  Even  if  "to 
iiaint  the  lily"  still  be  "wasteful  and 
ridiculous  expense.  "  the  florist  of  today 
finds  it  very  advantageous  to  "add  a 
p(  ifume  to  the  violet."  and  most  pecpK- 
would  be  much  astonished  if  they  knew 
how  often  that  flower  in  commerce  owe.^ 
all  its  fragrance  to  Tiemanns  chemical 
researches.  It  was  so  recently  as  last 
July  that  he  was  in  this  country  suc- 
cessfully defending  his  ionone  patents 
against  a  petition  for  revocation,  and 
the  complexity  of  the  chemical  questions 
at  issue  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  the  case  occupied  the  attention  of 
Justice  Cozens-Hardy  for  well  over  a 
\\  eek.  Professor  Tiemann  was  a  brother- 
in-law  of  the  famous  chemist.  A.  W. 
von  Hofman,  and  a  son-in-law  of  Kuno 
FiiCher.

Mrs.  Larson  Wished  to  Plead 

Guiify  to  Passing  Forged 

Checic. 

A   quadrujde   arraignment   on   a   charge 

of  double  forgery  was  the  only  attraction 

in  police  court  this  morning.  Martin  I^ar- 

son,   a  prominent   young  West  End  drug 

clerk,  and  his  wife,  Amanda  Larson,  were 
the  prisoners,  both  arraigned  twice  for 
the  same  two  forgeries. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larson  were  arrested  sev- 
eral days  ago  in  Minneapolis  and  were 
brought  here  last  evening  by  Detective 
Troyer.  The  case  has  a  touch  of  sadness 
about  it,  which  makes  it  a  little  out  of 
the  ordinary  run  of  forgery  cases.  The 
young  couple  were  (|uite  prominent  in  the 
West  End  up  till  a  week  ago,  and  the  num- 
ber of  sympathetic  friends  in  police  court 
mis  morning  indicated  that  there  were 
many  of  their  former  social  acquaintances 
that  "still  believed  them  innocent. 

Young  Larson  was  employed  in  the  drug 
store  of  Emile  Peter.son  &  Co.,  at  r.t:;2  West 
Superior  street,  until  Friday  of  last  week, 
when  he  left  to  go  to  Minneapolis  to  take 
a  course  in  uh.armacy.  Before  they  left 
the  city,  however,  a  woman  answering 
Mrs.  Larson's  description  went  to  Pan- 
ton  &  White's  store  and  after  purchasing 
.several  small  articles  presented  a  check 
drawn  on  the  Commercial  Banking  com- 
pany, over  the  supposed  signature  of  Pe- 
terson &  Co.,  the  West  Find  druggists. 
The  check  looked  good  and  was  accepted 
and  the  woman  received  the  largest  end 
of  $25  in  change.  , 

Shortly  afterward  the  same  woman  ap- 
peared in  Silberstein  &  Bondy's  store  with 
the  same  kind  of  a  check  for  $35.  Here  too 
she  was  successful  but  the  two  forgeries 
were  ciuicklj'  discovered  and  detectives 
started  out  to  locate  the  woman.  Strong 
suspicion  iiointed  to  Mrs.  Larson  and 
later  it  was  claimed  that  the  writing  on 
the  checks  was  that  of  Mr.  Larson.  They 
had  gone  to  Minneapolis  and  were  keeping 
house  on  Washington  street  and  Mr.  l^ar- 
son  was  attending  the  Drew  college  of 
pharmacy.  As  soon  as  located  the  Minne- 
apolis officials  were  notified  to  make  the 
arrests  and  Detective  Morrisey  of  that 
city  placed  both  under  arrest  on  Tues- 
day afternoon.  Detective  Troyer  left  for 
there  that  evening  and  returned  last  even- 
in  a-  with  the  prisoners. 

When  arrested  both  denied  all  knowl- 
edge of  the  forgeries,  but  in  court  this 
morning  Mrs.  I^rson,  who  is  very  ill  and 
nervous,  partially  admitted  that  she  p4S.:erl 
the  checks  when  told  that  the  clerks  in 
Silberstein  &  Bondy's  and  Panton  & 
AVhlte's  had  identitted  her. 

She  indicated  a  desire  to  plead  guilty, 
but  under  the  charge  she  was  not  permit- 
ted to  plead  in  the  municipal  court  and  the 
iiearings  in  both  cases  were  set  for  to- 
morrow afternoon  at  2  o'clock,  with  the 
bonds  in  each  case  fixed  at  $250.  The  hus- 
band furnished  $250  bail  last  evening  an(; 
he  said  he  could  easily  raise  the  amount 
for  his  wife,  who  is  in  a  very  critical  con- 
dition.

BABY  STAGS  A  WONDER. 

Performs  Athletic  Feats  That  Many 
Adults  Cannot  Duplicate. 

Alonzo  A.  Stag.g,  Jr.,  son  of  Professor 
A.  A.  Stagg,  director  of  athletics  at  the 
university  of  Chicago,  is  a  miniature 
Sandow.  He  is  a  baby  eight  and  a  half 
months  old,  and  ha.s  had  a,  course  of 
physical  training  since  he  was  four 
weeks  old.  From  that  lime  the  baby 
has  been  able  to  stand  erect  balancitig 
himself  on  his  fathers  hand  held  at 
arm's  length.  He  swings  from  u  trapeze 
bar  by  his  hands,  stands  on  his  head, 
walks  and  arches  his  liack  and  puts  hi.s 
big  toe  in  his  mouth.  He  can  He  fiat  on 
his  back  and  rise  to  a  sitting  posture 
without  turning  on  his  side  or  lifting 
himself  by  his  feet  or  his  elbows.  Tnis 
is  done  entirely  by  using  the  abdominal 
muscles,  and  is  beyond  the  power  of 
nine  men  out  of  ten.  The  Stagg  boy  i.s 
probably  the  strongest  child  of  his  age 
in  the  world. 

A.  A.  Stagg,  Jr.,  is  the  only  child  of  his 
parents,  and  he  started  in  life  with  a 
physical  equipment  a  little  below  rather 
than  above  the  ordinary. 

"At  four  weeks  old,"  says  Professor 
Stagg.  "the. baby  weighed  just  what  he 
did  when  he  was  born.  He  had  gr^wn  a 
bit.  He  had  had  a  spell  of  illness,  and  at 
the  time  we  hadn't  much  idea  that  he 
would  live  through  it.  Well,  when  I 
saw  the  fight  the  little  fellow  was  hav- 
ing, it  occurred  to  me  that  perhaps  I 
could  help  him.  That  is  the  way  his 
athletic   training  began." 

Today  Alonzo,  Jr.,  weighs  twenty-one 
pounds,  and  at  twelve  months  he  will 
ptol)ably  tip  the  scales  at  twenty-four 
pounds.  Twenty-two  pounds  is  the  aver- 
age weight  of  a  baby  at  a  year  old. 

To  hear  of  this  baby's  athletic  prowess 
i.=i  to  imagine  a  pugnacious  oversized 
child,  or  at  least  a  baby  something  out 
of  the  ordinary  at  first  sight.  Stepping 
into  the  nursery.  Professor  Stagg  came 
back  with  a  small  bundle  of  humanity 
hugged  up  in  his  arms.  The  baby  wa.^. 
laughing  and  kicking,  and  wore  a  white 
dress  and  pink  wool  sack,  says  a  Chi- 
cago correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Sun. 

"There  now,"  said  Professor  Stagg, 
tossing  the  little  fellow  down  uncere- 
moniously on  a  leather  couch. 

Instantly  Alonzo.  Jr..  righted  himself 
and  looked  around.  His  eyes  are  big  and 
peculiarly  bright:  his  head  long  from 
front  to  back.  But  the  most  striking 
thing  about  the  little  fellow  is  his  alert- 
ness. His  whole  body  is  alert,  and  he 
holds  himself  with  an  air  of  confidence 
and  self-reliance.  He  is  not  afraid  of 
anything.  Strange  sights  and  sounds 
interest  him,  but  they  do  not  frighten 
him.  He  appears  to  be  a  unit  instead  of 
a  duality.  For  example,  a  paper  weight 
is  shoved  off  a  table  with  a  bang.  In- 
stantly, with  three  times  the  mental  and 
physical  ability  of  a  fencer,  the  child 
responds.  He  starts,  he  peers  around 
curiously,  seemingly  at  the  very  moment 
the       sound         is  made.         Seizing 

a  small  stick.  t»is  father  held  it  up  on  a 
level  with  the  baby's  eyes.  Alonzo  Jr., 
enjoys  nothing  so  much  as  going 
through  his  gymnastic  feats.  He 
grasped  the  bar  and  held  it  in  the  grip 
of  his  chubby  hands  as  much  as  to  say:

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ihe  rod  and  swung  it  back  and  forth 
vigorously.  The  baby  drew  up  his  feet 
;i  little,  threw  his  head  back  and  huny 
on  without  difficulty.  Then  the  father 
j)icked  the  baby  up  and  stood  him  on 
his  hand,  holding  him  out  at  arm's 
length.  Professor  Stagg  tossed  the  boy 
up  and  down  lightly,  raising  him  nearly 
10  the  ceiling.  Alonzo,  Jr.,  balanced 
himself  easily,  standing  erect  on  his 
sturdy,  straight  legs,  and  laughing  as  if 
he  enjoyed  it  thoroughly. 

"Since  he  was  four  months  old,"  said 
Professor  Stagg,  "he  has  gone  through 
this  performance  six  days  in  the  week. 
He  accomplished  it  successfully  at  the 
first  trial,  except  that  I  held  my  hand 
close  to  me  and  watched  carefully  to 
save  him  from  a  fall." 

"What  was  the  first  exercise  you  gave 
the  youngster?"  asked  the  visitor. 

"It  was  massage,  properly  .speaking," 
answered  Professor  Stagg.  "You  see 
that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  ordinary 
baby  gets  very  little  exercise.  He  is 
handled  with  care,  fed  and  put  to  sleep. 
I  gave  each  muscle  a  little  exercise  daily 
for,  as  I  said,  the  baby  was  not  growin.g 
at  all.  I  commenced  by  rubbing  him 
all  over.  I  knocked  his  body,  worked  his 
arms  and  legs  and  accustomed  him  to 
a  few  knocks.  See  there,  now,"  and  the 
professor  gave  the  young  athlete  a  suc- 
cession of  right-handed  punches  in  the 
abdomen,  the  baby  standing  erect  on  the 
couch  and  laughing  as  if  he  derived  a 
great  deal  of  fun  from  the  punishment. 
"I  first  noticed  an  improvement  in  the 
muscles  of  the  neck.  In  a  very  short 
time  he  could  hold  his  head  erect.  One 
day,  when  he  was  between  four  and  five 
months  old,  I  put  him  down  on  the  lloor, 
wondering  if  he  would  try  to  walk  of 
his  own  accord.  He  struck  out  at  once 
bravely,  lifting  his  feet  at  each  step  p.s 
far  as  possible  from  the  floor.  It  looked 
quite  comical.  He  u-orked  his  legs  up 
and  down  precisely  as  I  had  been  ac- 
customed to  exercising  them  for  him." 

Alonzo,  Jr.,  is  a  first-class  pedestrian, 
now  at  eight  and  half  months,  but  is  not 
allowed  to  walk  oftener  than  twice  a 
week. 

"It  is  not  my  intention  to  make  .1 
freak  of  the  baby,"  says  Professor 
Stagg,  "or  to  see  just  how  much  muscle 
he  can  develop.  I  want  him  to  be  at 
strong  and  as  healthy  as  he  can  be  na- 
turally with  his  physique.  I  avoid  push- 
ing him  to  the  limit  just  as  I  would 
over-training  a  man." 

"What  makes  up  the    baby's      day?' 
asked  the  visitor. 

"His  day  is  nearly  ideal,  for  having  a 
good  time,  at  least,"  said  his  fath<»r. 
"He  eats,  sleeps  and  has  plenty  of  exer- 
cise. Or,  rather,  I  should  say,  he  drinks 
for  he  has  been  raised  quite  in  the  or- 
dinary way  on  milk,  and  nothing  but 
milk.  Now  that  he  is  getting  a  good 
size  we  are  making  small  requisitions  on 
the  dairy  man  and  occasionally  try  the 
baby  with  bits  of  bread.  Every  day  he 
has  two  hours  out  of  doors,  in  the  park 
or  is  rolled  along  the  boulevard  in  his 
^luggy.  He  takes  rather  less  ?leep  than 
most  babies,  I  think,  probably  because 
he  has  been  taught  to  find  amusement 
in  what  goes  on  around  him." 

A  very  noticeable  result  of  Baby 
Stagg's  physical  training  is  his  finely 
developed  sense  of  touch  and  sight.  He 
does  not  reach  foV  things  in  the  aimless 
and  futile  way  of  ordinary  babyhood. 
He  knows  just  which  way  to  strike  for 
a  marble  or  a  card  held  in  front  of  hirn. 
and  makes  no  attempt  to  get  it  when  it 
is  out  of  reach. 

It  may   be  that   by  heredity   Alonzo 


Stagg,  Jr.,  takes  to  athletics.  Profes- 
sor Stagg  is  a  Yale  man,  an  all-rounl 
athlete,  and  has  been  director  of  phy- 
sical culture  at  the  university  of  Chi- 
cago for  several  years.  He  is  a  splendid 
specimen  of  a  man  physically,  with  the 
head  and  neck  of  an  old  Roman.  Mrs. 
Stagg  has  been  devoted  to  gymnasium 
work  and  plays  ba-sketball,  tennis  and 
golf.  The  baby  is  growing  up  like  a 
Greek  boy  in  an  atmosphere  of  sports 
and  prowess.

DECISION  IN  BANKRUPTCY. 

Crediiors   Must  Surrender  Prefer- 
ences to  Prcve  Their  Claims. 

Chicago.  Jan.  litj.— A  riiliiiK  was  made  in 
tiie  L'nited  States  circuit  court  today  by 
JudK^s  Jenkins,  Woods  and  Bunn  that  a 
1  ledltor  who.  within  four  months  of  hi.>^ 
ilibtors  Ijankruptcy.  has  innocently  re- 
it-lved  a  i>r<'fcr«ncf  iii>''n  his  d'-bt.  can- 
not >>**  ixrmitted  to  prove  his  debt  in  the 
bankruptcy  proceedings  nor  receive  from 
the  estate  of  the  bankrupt  a  divideiiil 
ilierecii  without  surrendering  the  prefer- 
ence allowed. 

Tho  riiHnK  is  said  to  establij^h  a  new 
l)receilent  for  creditors  under  the  na- 
tional bankruptcy  law.  The  dccison  was 
handed  down  in  the  appeal  of  the  Colura-

The  killed  include  Col.  Buchanan 
Riddel,  of  the  King's  Royal  Rifles.  He 
served  in  the  Niger  war  of  18:S1.  It  is  nt  t 
clear  whether  the  casualties  include 
those  at  Spion  Kop.  or  only  those  re- 
sulting from  the  fighting  prior  to  the 
Si)ion  Kop  engagement. 

In  the  course  of  an  editorial  the 
Westminster  Gazette  this  afternoon 
said:  "The  Associated  Press  said 
Warren's  success  was  provisional." 

The  Westminster  Gazette's  remark 
was  call«d  out  hy  George  W.  Smalley's 
cable  to  the  Tinu-s  this  morning  sayin^: 
"The  Associated  Pre.ss  takes  care  th,".t 
we  shall  n(jt  overestimate  Warren's 
success,  suggesting  that  it  is  only  pro- 
visional and  that  there  is  the  usual  dis- 
position of  London  to  exaggerate  the 
importance  of  the  point  scored.  ' 

The  Westminster  Gazette  then  pro- 
ceeds to  defend  its  own  course,  ix)inting 
out  that  it  is  not  unpatriotic  to  "decline 
to  gloss  over  facts." 

As  a  matter  of  fact.  Great  Britain  a.-^- 
gunies  that  the  point  gained  was  rnoret 
conclusive  than  it  really  was,  hence  the 
extreme  revulsion  of  feeling  caused  by 
Gen.  Buller's  announcement  of  the 
abandonment  of  Spion  Kop.  Con- 
sidering .  tbat  the  Boers  who 
iield  the  position  tied,  that  the  Brit- 
ish casualties  in  retaining  it  during  "he 
subsequent  attacks  were  heavy,  and  that 
the  strategical  value  of  the  point  had 
still  to  be  demonstrated,  there  was 
never  any  great  reason  for  throwing  up 
hats,  and  until  further  particulars  ar- 
rive, it  is  impossible  to  estimate  to  v/hat 
extent  the  public  disappointment  is  jus- 
tified. It  is  impossible  at  present  to  say 
whether  the  British  suffered  a  reverse 
or  that  the  movement  was  dictated  by 
strategic  reasons.  Obviously  the  posi- 
tion was  useless  unless  guns  could  be 
planted  on  it. 

Discovering  this  was  impossible.  Gen. 
Warren  may  have  decided  it  was  unsai  ■ 
to  attempt  to  hold  the  position  any 
longer;  or.  pt'rhaps.  he  is  seeking  a 
more  profitable  ascent  elsewhere. 

Whatever  may  be  the  explanation  >f 
th(>  al>andonment  of  ,Si)ion  Kop  by  tlie 
I'.rilish.  it  will  tloubtiess  have  the  same 
temporary  moral  effect  as  a  reverse.  It 
appears  to  have  been  so  entirely  unex- 
pected at  the  war  office,  that  Gen.  Bul- 
ler's dispat<ih  caused  something  in  ti-.e 
nature  of  consternation.  The  lobbies 
were  soan  crowded  and  there  was  evi- 
dence on  all  sides  that  the  news  was 
keenly   felt. 

Nowhere,  however,  in  spite  of  the  de- 
pression, is  there  the  least  sign  of  aljatt  - 
ment  in  the  determination  to  carry  the 
war  to  a  successful  issue.  The  cabintt 
met  this  afternoon  under  the  presidency 
of  Lord  Salisbury,  and  doubtless  the 
ministers  fully  canva.^sed  the  new  situa- 
tion, thoug'i  pi-imarily  summ  )npd  to 
discuss  the  terms  of  the  queen's  speech. 

T'nder  other  ciicumstances  the  news 
from  Ladysmith  showing  greatly  ini- 
pnned  .sanitary  conditions,  the  plenti- 
fulness  of  provisions  and  the  strengthen- 
ing of  fortifications  until  the  place  is 
regarded  as  impregnable,  would  have 
inspired  the  nation,  but  these  gjod  tid- 
ings to  the  British  are  overshadowed  by 
anxiety  as  to  the  situation  on  the  Upper 
Tugela  and  the  thought  that  the  heavy 
los.ses  suffered  during  the  .struggle  Tues- 
day night  have  counted  for  naught. 

Military  circles  made  no  effort  to  con- 
ceal their  chagrin,  expressing  the  gravest 
fears  as  to  the  ultimate  fate  of  Lady- 
smith. Such  authorities  as  Maj.  Sir 
Frederick  Carrington.  who  is  under  or- 
ders for  South  Africa,  and  Lord  Gifftird. 
who  won  the  Victoria  Cross  while  scout- 
ing for  Lord  Wolseley  during  the  Zulu 
war,  would  not  be  surprised  t">  hear  of 
the  capture  of  Gen.  White's  force  with- 
in  a  week. 

Lord  Gifford.  who  knows  the  country 
like  a  book,  could  not  understand  how 
in  the  world  Gen.  Warren  even  got  to 
the  top  of  Spion  Kop  without  ascertain- 
ing what  positions  commanded  it. 

The  poorness  of  the  maps,  it  was 
pointed  out,  could  hardly  be  an  excuse 
for  this,  as  there  must  be  with  Gen. 
AN'arren  several  scouts,  to  say  nothing 
of  officers  who  at  one  time  have  served 
at  Ladysmith  and  whose  mere  hunting 
expeditions  would  have  given  them 
knowledge  of  the  country. 

While  Gen.  Warren  is  not  blamed  for 
retreating  under  what  is  supposed  to 
have  been  heavy  shell  fire,  he  is  severely 
criticised  for  holding  a  position  to  which 
he  could  not  bring  up  his  artillery. 

As  far  as  the  general  public  is  con- 
cerned, now  that  the  first  flash  of  disap- 
pointment is  over,  it  takes  fhe  news  stol- 
idly. When  the  newspapers,  bearing 
big  placards  containing  the  words. 
"Spion  Kop  abandoned,"  ajipeared  in 
the  streets,  the  people  rushed  to  buy

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Jan.  26.— The  fifth  .ses- 
sion of  the  eighth  parliament  of  Canada 
will  begin  on  Thursday  afternjon,  Feb. 
1.  It  is  expected  that  the  session  will  be 
a  short  one,  and  that  immediately  after 
prorogation  an  appeal  will  be  made  to 
the  country. 

The  bill  of  fare  which  is  likely  to  be 
jirovidcd  for  the  sessitm  will  cover  some 
important  matters.  Parliament  will  be 
asked  to  sanction  legislation  calling 
upon  Canada  to  pay  in  full  for  all  the

Supreme    Court    Will  Now 

Settle  Legal  Terminus  of 

Northern  Pacific.

Washington,  Jan.  26.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  supreme  court  today 
heard  the  arguments  in  the  matter  of 
the  legal  terminus  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific. The  company  claims  that  its 
terminus  is  legally  and  in  fact  at  Ash- 
land, Wis.  The  case  c(unes  to  the  su- 
preme court  on  an  appeal  from  tlie 
•Fnited  States  circuit  court  in  the  ca-^e 
of  the  l'nited  States  against  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  company,  whi<.-h 
court  sustained  the  contention  of  the 
company.  Doherty,  appellant,  against 
the  same  corporation,  appealed  from 
the  supreme  court  of  Wisconsin,  which 
rendered  a  like  decision,  lias  been  con- 
solidated with  the  f*n-mer  case.  Th'^ 
company  is  re!)iesented  by  C.  F.  Bunn 
and  James  B.  Kerr,  of  St.  Paul,  while 
the  ITnited  States  is  represented  by  tlr: 
solicitor  general. 

The  opinion  in  favor  of  the  company 
was  first  rendered  in  the  United  States 
district  court  by  Judge  Lochren,  who 
was  sustained  by  the  circuit  court  of 
appeals.  The  case  is  of  much  interest 
to  settlers  on  the  company's  lands  be- 
tween Duluth  and  Ashland,  as  they 
have  claims  pending  before  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior  for  the  refund  of 
half  the  purchase  price  of  the  lands,  or 
$1.25  pet  acre.

Indianapolis,  Jan.  26.— Indianapolis 
gets  the  convention  of  United  Mine 
Workers  and  the  interstate  conference 
of  operators  and  minei-s  next  year.

He  asked  the  convention  to  agree  in 
the  future  to  provide  for  the  admission 
of  Iowa  operators.  He  said  the  oper- 
ators hold  that  the  present  joint  confer- 
ence is  but  a  continuance  of  the  one  of 
1898  and  that  of  1899,  and  under  this 
ruling  the  miners  have  tied  their  own 
hands.

Milwaukee,  Jan.  26.— Justice  J.  C 
Ludwig,  in  the  supreme  coiirt  today,  is- 
sued a  most  sweeping  in  junctional  or- 
der. It  restrains  H.  A.  Schwartz- 
burg,  Cassius  M.  Paine  and  James  G. 
Trentladge  and  all  other  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee, 
and  all  owners  of  property  abutting  on 
the  lines  of  said  street  railway  com- 
pany and*abutting  on  all  lines  covered 
or  included  in  proposed  franchise,  and 
their  respe<'tive  agents,  attorneys  and 
representatives,  from  further  proceed- 
ing in  said  action  as  aforesaid  com- 
menced in  the  superior  court  of  Milwau- 
kee county  by  the  said  C.  M.  Paine  in 
the  name  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
and  from  further  proceeding  in  said  ac- 
tion as  aforesaid  commenced  in  the  su- 
perior court  of  Milwaukee  county  by 
J.  G.  Trentladge,  except  that  the  de- 
fendants be  permitted  in  said  two  ac- 
tions to  take  such  proceedings  as  are 
necessary  to  procure  a  vacation  of  the 
injunction  therein  and  except  that  the 
plaintiffs  be  permitted,  if  either  of 
them  elect,  to  dismiss  or  discontinue 
either  of  said  causes. 

The  order  was  issued  on  the  applica- 
tion of  George  P.  Miller,  attorney  f.ir 
the  street  railway  company,  and  holds 
good  until  Monday  morning  at  10 
o'clock.

Rather  Roughly  Handled 

By  Members. 


Washington,  Jan.  26.— The  .=enate 
committee  on  commerce  today  gave  a 
ihearing  to  the  representatives  of  a 
number  of  business  organizations 
throughout  the  country  in  support  of 
the  bill  to  amend  the  Interstate  com- 
merce law. 

The  first  statement  was  made  by 
Frank  Barry,  of  Milwaukee.  He  "s  the 
secretary  of  the  National  Millers'  asso- 
ciation and  the  representative  of  the 
National  League  of  Industrial  associ- 
ations. He  commended  the  loendln^ 
bill,  saying  it  had  been  framed  with  a 
view  to  doing  justice  to  both  shipper 
and  carrier.  He  condemned  the  present 
law,  saying  that  it  had  become  Impo- 
tent and  valueless  and  that  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  was  noth- 
ing more  than  a  moot  court. 

In  reply  to  questions  from  Senator 
Tillman,  Mr.  Barry  said  the  Standard 
Oil,  sugar  trust  and  the  large  flouring 
mills  of  the  Northwest  and  .^rain  ele- 
vator interests  were  not  co-operating  in 
this  movement.  He  had  no  direct  infor- 
mation of  favoritism,  but  he  called  at- 
tention to  the  recent  change  of  freight 
classification  made  by  the  railways, 
which,  he  said,  left  carload  rates  on  oil 
practically  where  they  were,  while  it 
•  raised  the  rate  on  fractional  carload 
rates  from  200  to  300  per  cent.  It  was 
not  difficult  to  see  that  this  was  in  the 
interest  of  the  Standard  Oil  company. 
Mr.  Barry  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  Minneapolis  millers  were  receivinj; 
discriminatory  rates  from  the  railwayp. 
Mr.  Barry  a'.so  made  complaint  of  tlie 
discrimination  by  the  railroads  m  favor 
of  wheat  for  export  as;  against  flour  for 
export.  He  thought  the  discrimination 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
railroad  men  were  large  ownei-s  in  the 
elevators. 

Augustine  Gallagher,  of  St.  liouis. 
commissioner  of  the  Millers'  National 
association,  spoke  especially  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  millers  in  the  proposed 
legislation.  He  said  that  the  railroads 
were  not  content  with  controlling  the 
mines  and  the  foiests  of  the  ''country, 
but  that  they  were  now  attemptln.g  to 
control  the  ballots  of  the  peopie  along 
their  lines.  He  contended  that  the  rail- 
road systems  of  the  middle  West,  .so  f.ir 
as  the  grain  interests  are  concerned,  are 
practically  fyaneled  out  by  large  firms 
in  Chicago  and  other  cities. 

Mr.  Gallagher,  in  response  to  an  in- 
quiry of  Chairman  Cullom,  said  ha 
firmly  believed  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment  proposed  by  the  national 
board  of  trade  would  produce  results 
immensely  beneficial  to  ttie  whole  peo- 
ple. 

Further  along  Mr.  Gallagher  said  the 
exportation  of  wheat  from  the  United 
'States  last  year  was  about  148,000.000 
loushels,  possibly  60  per  cent  of  which 
went  to  the  British  isles.  The  labor  cost 
of  producing  flour,  he  said,  was  some- 
lalng  more  than  20  cents  a  barrel,  and.  of 
course,  that  amount  was  lost  to  the  labor 
of  this  country  on  the  exported  wheat. 

In  answer  to  a  question  of  Mr.  Chand- 
ler, Mr.  Gallagher  said  that  the  National 
Millers'  as.=ociatlon  and  the  National 
Board  of  Trade  were  favorable  to  such 
legislation  as  would  restore  practically 
an  organization  similar  to  the  recent 
joint  traffic  association. 

•'You  are  here  today,  then,"  said  Mr. 
Chandler,  "to  advocate  a  railroad  trunt 
with  $1,100,000,000  capital.  Is  it  not  in 
effect  a  fact  that  you  propose  to  organ- 
ize a  gigantic  railroad  trust  which  is 
to  abolish  all  competition  in  traffic 
rates'.'" 

"As  a  member  of  a  National  Millers' 
association  and  of  the  National  Board 
of  Trade,  I  deny  ttiat  I  have  any  such 
intention.  I  do  not.  and  they  do  not. 
advocate  anything  of  the  kind,"  replied 
Mr.  Gallagher. 

•You  understand,  I  take  it,"  said  Mr. 
Chandler,  that  the  great  mass  of  shippers 
want  an  organization  similar  to  the  old 
Joint   Trafl^c   association?" 

"They  do,"  replied  Mr.  Gallagher.  "It 
the  resolution  adopted  by  the  National 
Board  of  Trade  does  not  convey  that 
idea,  I  ask  this  committee  to  prepare  one 
that   will." 

"Well."  said  Mr.  Chandler,  "some  of 
us  politicians  cannot  understand  w'.iy 
the  National  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
National  Millers'  association  should  de- 
sire the  establishment  of  a  railroad  trust 
the  idea  of  which  is  to  crush  railway 
competition."

Was  Sought  By  Bonfils  and 

Tammen  and  Caused 

the  Trouble. 


Denver,  Jan.  26. — .\  story  of  extraor- 
dinary interest  renters  about  the  recent 
.^hooting  of  Honfils  and  Tammtn,  of  ih':> 
l>enver  Post,  by  Lawyer  W.  W.  Ander- 
SiH.  The  cause  of  the  shooting  was  a 
(  onrerted  attempt  of  certain  parties,  in- 
(  ludinff  Bonfils  ami  Tammen,  to  procure 
the  pardon  or  at  lea.st  the  parole  of  a 
man  named  Packer  from  the  state 
I'lison.  where  he  is  serving  a  sentence  of 
forty  years,  and  the  efforts  of  Otto 
-Mears,  political  bjss  of  the  state,  to  keep 
I  acker  in  prison. 

Packer  was  one  of  a  party  of  seven 
mining  prospectors  which  set  out  to  ex- 
rlore  the  San  Juan  range  in  the  fall  of 
1S74.  Months  after  Packer  returned 
nitti  a  tale  of  terrible  hardship  and  a 
pocket  full  of  money  and  drafts.  Packer 
-said  that  the  party  became  lost.  One 
died  of  starvation  and  exposure  and  the 
others  ate  him.  Then  two  of  the  sui- 
vivors  killed  another  of  the  party  and 
iill  helped  to  eat  him.  Tais  went  on 
until  the  party  dwindled  down  to  two. 
Packer  and  a  man  named  Bell.  Bell 
missed  a  snap  shot  at  Packer  and  the 
latter  brought  down  his  man.  and  after 

<  utting  enough  of  liis  flesh  into  strips  to 
last  him  until  h.>  could  reach  a  settle- 
ment. Packer  set  out  alDne. 

Packer  looked  .^leek  and  fat  on  his  re- 
turn to  Sasuache.  the  point  from  which 
the  party  had  set  out.  His  story  wh.« 
not  believed,  and  a  searching  party  went 
to  look  for  the  remains  of  the  deceased, 
led  by  the  accused.  Packer  professed  to 
becime  lost  and  could  not  find  the  places 
where  he  fiad  buried  the  bones  of  his 
comrades.  By  accident  the  searchers 
I  ame  upon  five  bodies  lying  in  a  row. 
lOach  man's  skull  had  betn  cloven  by  a 
blow  with  a  hatchet,  and  Bell,  the  si.\th 
of  the  party,  was  discovered  lying  dead 
at  some  distance  away.  There  was  a 
liullet  hole  through  his  body  and  -nis 
head  was  completely  separated.  This 
and  other  circumstantial  evidence  pro- 

<  ured  Packer's  conviction. 

Owing  to  the  technicality  in  the  pass- 
age of  the  new  criminal  law.  Packer, 
instead  of  being  hanged,  was  sentence! 
»')  state  prison  for  forty  years,  his  age 
then  being  36. 

At  that  time  Otto  Mears,  the  present 
political  dictator  of  Colorado,  was  a 
lartner  in  a  general  store  at  Saguach**. 
Packer  bougtit  a  horse  from  idm  on  his 
It  turn  from  the  fatal  expodit'.nn,  and  ;h.; 
amount  of  money  he  had  in  his  posses- 
sion aroused  Mears'  suspicions.  It  was 
Mears  who  first  started  the  investiga- 
lion  that  led  to  Packer's  conviction,  and 
ftow  it   is  said  that  Mears^   in  re.<?isting 


r)ardon  or  parolg  for  the  convict,  is 
merely  obeying  the  first  law  of  natuie, 
feeling  ab.solutely  sure  that  Packers 
first  act  will  be  the  murder  of  the  man 
who  first  charged  him  with  his  crimes. 

Packer's  friends  urge  that  the  cir- 
cumstances made  Packer's  crime  ex- 
cusable. In  their  appeal  to  the  higher 
court  other  expeditions  were  recalled, 
among  them  Fremont's,  when  desperate 
men  had  resorted  to  extreme  measures 
to  preserve  their  lives. 

The  supreme  court  maintained  it  could 
ni)l  take  cognizance  of  anything;  but  er- 
n  rs  of  the  trial  court,  and  on  acc(}unt  of 
this  lack  of  jurisdiction  the  lase  was 
thrown  out. 

Packer's  friends  changed  tactics  and 
introduced  a  bill  in  the  legislature  of 
18y.>  investing  the  governor  with  power 
to  parole  con\  icts  who  appear  to  have 
repented  of  their  crimes  and  promise 
to  lead  i)etter  lives.  Soon  after  the 
a<t  became  a  law,  a  plea  was  .submitted 
for  Packer's  release.  Governor  Thomas 
reviewed  the  history  of  his  crime  in  a 
diKument  of  12.000  words,  and  lefu.st.l 
parole  uii  the  ground  that  Packer  is  a 
\  icious,  morose  and  dangerous  char- 
acter whom  it  would  l>e  ha2aril«iu,s  to 
turn  loose. 

The  Denver  Post  attacked  the  state- 
ment of  the  governor,  saying  that  he 
had  not  given  the  real  reason  for  his  re- 
fu.sal.  It  charged  that  the  governor, 
who  owes  his  election  largel.y  to  Mear's 
iiifiuence,  seeks  to  keep  I'acker  in  prison 
because  Mears  is  afraid  of  his  lite. 
Aleais.  it  appears,  had  made  the  trip 
from  Washington  to  Denver  to  prevent 
the  parole,  and  assured  the  governor 
that  Packer's  sole  object  in  seeking  his 
liberty  is  to  get  a  chance  to  kill  him. 

Last  week  W.  W.  Anderson,  l^acker's 
attorney,  made  a  new  attack,  charging 
that  Packer's  conviction  was  illegal,  be- 
cause the  crime  had  been  c(«m,Tiitted  on 
an  Indian  reservation,  which  is  ITnited 
States  territory,  and  suljject  to  federal 
laws.  The  state  of  Colorado  had,  there- 
fore, acted  outside  its  jurisdiction,  and 
Packer  has  served  seventeen  years  of  an 
unlawful  sentence,  for  which  the  state 
is  liable  for  heavy  damages. 

The  Denver  Post  attacked  Anderson's 
good  faith  in  the  matter,  charging  that 
he  was  obtaining  money  from  his  client 
under  false  hopes  and  pretenses.  There- 
upon Packer  revoketl  Anderson's  power 
of  attorney,  and  the  lawyer,  feeling  that 
his  professional  reputation  was  at  stake, 
went  to  the  office  of  the  Post  and  shot 
down  Bonfils  and  Tammen.  He  was 
jirevented  from  making  the  crime  a 
murder  by  the  interference  of  Mrs.  L. 
J\.  Anthony,  an  employe  of  the  paper, 
known  as  "Polly  Pry."  She  grappled 
with  Anderson,  and  ■fin  disconcerted  his 
aim  and  his  intention  that  Tammen 
escaped  with  a  dangerous  wound.  Bon- 
fils still  lies  in  a  critical  condition  with 
two  bullets  in  his  l)ody.  It  is  believed 
now.  however,   that  both  will  recover. 

Frederick  G.  Bonfils.  jirincipal  owner  of 
the  Post.  Is  considfTod  to  be  one  of  the 
shrewdest  liuslness  managers  in  the  West. 
He  was  proprietor  of  the  Little  Louisjiana 
lottery  in  Kansas  City  ten  years  ago.  He  j 
made  a  fortune  out  of  this,  and  then  took 
the  Post,  which  was  on  its  last  legs.  His 
first  step  was  to  announce  that  everything 
connected  with  the  reborn  Post  would  be 
conrlucted  on  a  cash  basis. 

His  daring  was  then  illustrated  by  leas- 
ing one   of   the  most   expensive   blocks   in 
town,  opposite  the  postoffice,  where  he  in- 
stalled   one    of    the    finest    plants    in    the 
country.    Extras   were    the   rage,    and    bo-  I 
nuses  for  reporters      who      succeeded   In  I 
scooping  rivals  were  the  order  of  the  rfny.  I 
Salaries  were  raised  to  the  top  notch,  and 
the   best    talent  of   the  state  enlisted   re-  i 
gardless  of  cost.    The  banner  of  anti-cor- 
porations was  nailed  to  the  masthead,  and 
the  concern  began  to  coin  money. 

Tammen  is  gritty,  having  had  his  mettle 
tried  In  most  of  the  Colorado  mining 
camps  when  they  were  in  their  Infancy 
and  "bad"  men  were  roaming  the  street.-; 
.  day  unci  night  seeking  whom  they  could 
devour.  He  made  a  featu..-  of  thf*  Great 
Divide  when  it  was  published  in  Denver 
ten  years  ago.

Tin-  temptation  of  cheap  glo^jf  was

the  ambitious  writers,  on  seeliijij  their  lu- 
cubrations after  they  had  been  put  into 
shape  b.v  the  general  utility  man,  were  .-o 
tickled  that  the.v  ordered  the  papers  by 
hundreds  and  paid  full  rates. 

Tammen  reaped  a  fortune  from  this  ven- 
ture alone,  and  sold  out  to  Chicago  men, 
whf>  Invaded  the  regular  magazine  field 
and  .soon  were  swamped  in  paying  fancy 
prices  to  professional  writers.  Tammen 
conducts  a  i-iirio  store  in  addition  to  man- 
aging the  post,  and  moreover  jirides  him- 
self on  being  called  the  "boss  fakir  of  ilie

The  lilth  and  horror  of 
his  surroundings  was  l>eyond  all  compi<  - 
hension,  and  until  Gen.  Wood  arrived  an<l 
took  charge  he  was  unabh-  to  hear  any- 
thing at  all  from  the  American  authori- 
ties.

THE  CAPE  NOME  ROMANCE. 

How  the  Gorgeous  Yellow   Metal 
Was  Found. 

Chicago,  Jan.  26.— A  Washington  dis- 
patch to  the  Record  says:  Lieut.  Jarvis 
of  the  revenue  marine  service,  who  has 
been  in  command  of  the  Bear  in  the 
Arctic  regions  for  several  years,  says 
that  N.  O.  Hultberg,  of  Chicago,  a  mis- 
sionary of  the  Swedish  Evangelical  Mis- 
sionary society,  which  has  churches  in 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Minnesota, 
wae  the  actual  discoverer  of  gold  at 
Cape  Xome,  where  the  miners  are  all 
preparing  to  go  now. 

Mr.  Hultberg  is  now  in  Chicago,  where 
he  will  remain  until  spring,  and  then 
resume  work  at  his  missioa  on  Golovin 
bay,  sixty  miles  from  Cape  Nome, 
where  he  has  bean  located  for  three  or 
four  years.     Mr.   Hultberg  is  about  30 


years  of  age.  a  native  of  Sweden,  and  a 
Mian  of  great  endurance  and  zeal.  He 
is  very  popular  with  the  natives  and 
miners,  and  has  be.u  (juite  sue(e.s.«ful 
in  his  mi.ssionary  w.>rk. 

Under  his  <liie»tion  the  nii.«-sionarie3 
look  up  a  mine  at  Cape  Nome  last  suui- 
luer,  and  during  the  nin4'ty  dyy>s  when 
it  was  po.ssible  to  work,  took  out  abour 
$7r.,(KHi.  which  has  not  only  paid  fiu-  sub- 
slantial  buildings  for  the  missi  )n  sta- 
tion, J. tit  has  left  a  surplus  to  pureha.se 
improved  machinery  and  other  facilities 
foi-  working  the  niine.s.  wliiih  promise  t.» 
pay  as  well  in  the  future  as  in  the  past. 
It  i.s  rather  unusual  for  a  mi.«sionary 
.society  to  jiay  its  exjienses  by  running  a 
mine. 

Mr.  Hultberg  also  took  up  a  claim  on 
his  own  account,  and  in  addition  to  his 
work  in  the  mission  mine,  made  about 
$30,000  for  him.self  last  summer.  Said 
IJeut.  Jarvis: 

During  tlie  summer  of  1897  a  party  of 
Swedish  prospectors  went  to  Golovin 
bay,  where  Dr.  Sheldon  Jack.son  has  a 
mi.ssion,  and  worked  all  around  that  lo- 
cality. I  saw  them  several  times  when 
I  was  up  there.  They  went  with  Mi. 
Hultberg  on  his  missionary  tours  anl 
examined  several  valuable  discoveries  he 
had  made  in  the  Cape  Nome  region. 
Hultberg  was  much  impre.ssed  by  them, 
and  in  the  spring  of  1898  fitted  them  oui 
at  his  own  expense  for  the  purpose  of 
exploring  Snake  river.  The.se  fellow- 
countrymen  of  his  were  a  man  named 
Biintensen.  who  had  worked  in  copper 
mines  in  the  states  and  had  been  up  in 
the  Klondike  c  luntry;  Lindbloom.  a  run- 
away sailor,  and  Lindeberg.  who  camn 
over  from  Lapland  in  charge  of  rein- 
deer which  Dr.  Jackson  imported  from 
that  country.  They  struck  it  rich  on 
Anvil  creek  and  in  Snow  guldh,  and 
staked  out  claims. 

They  made  their  way  back  to  Golovin 
bay  and  told  their  st  try.  They  fount 
there  a  mining  expert  from  California 
by  the  name  of  Price,  wh(un  they  look 
back  with  them  tn  Cape  Nome,  and 
also  a  Mr.  Kittleson.  from  Stoughton, 
Wis. 

They  panned  out  $1700  the  first  four 
days,  organized  a  mining  district,  elected 
Kittle.son  ref  order,  and  staked  out 
claims  for  them.selves  and  for  Hultberg. 
Then,  feeling  secure,  in  November,  189s. 
they  went  down  to  St.  Michaels  wiia 
their  gold  to  spend  the  winter  and  get  an 
outfit  and  supplies  for  early  work  in  th'^ 
spring. 

The  stories  they  told,  of  course,  set 
everyb  >dy  wild,  and  when  they  left  St. 
Miciiaels  for  their  claims  they  were  fol- 
lowed by  1000  people.

(loo-corruption  fuml.  That  is  a  line,  Ijla.  k 
Muality  of  rot.  It  is  absolutely  untrue. 
Wi-  have  l^arely  sufficient  funds  to  pjy 
hall  rt-nt  and  printing  of  the  circulais 
we  are  gt-tting  out.  We  have  not  a 
sir.gle  ward  heeler  in  the  campaign,  be- 
cause the  men  working  for  us  .ue  men 
that  are  fighting  for  a  princii)le— in'-n 
Wi  rklng  a.gain.st  the  extortion  and  cor- 
ruption of  corporations,  and  who  wouM 
be  insulted  if  we  offered  them  money 
for  their  work.

OBJECT  TO  ROOD. 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Jan.  »>. — Governor 
Shaw  today  sent  to  the  senate  tiie  name 
of  Col.  H.  H.  Rood,  of  Mount  Vernon,  as 
his  seleetion  to  Jill  the  vaeancy  on  the 
state  board  of  control.  Considerable  opjio- 
sition  was  manifested  toward  the  eonlir- 
mation  and  in  th*  executive  session  ac- 
tion was  postponed.

The  assertion  is  pimply  a 
bluff  made  to  divert  attention  from  the 
collection  which  the  manager  of  tite 
Hugo  campaign,  accompanied  by  one  of 
hi.>--  suppliant  pieces  of  dough,  has  been 
making  in  the  past  two  days. 

All  that  is  needed  to  sho.v  where  tb^ 
boodle  in  this  campaign  is  to  be  found 
is  to  visit  the  headquarters  of  the  two 
parties  and  observe  the  character  of  th« 
men  around  them.

Mrs.  Amanda  Lai.^on.  the  •W'est  End 
yaung  woman  who.  with  her  (husband, 
Martin  Larson,  was  arrested  in  Minne- 
apolis several  days  ago  charged  with 
passing  forged  checks  on  Panton  & 
White  and  the  Silborstein  &  Bondy 
company,  was  examined  in  the  muni- 
cipal court  this  afternoon  and  held  o 
the  grand  jury-  The  case  against  her 
husband  was  dismissed,  on  motion  of 
.Vssistant  County  Attorney  McClinto-k, 
en  the  grounds  that  ttiere  was  not  suffi- 
cient evidence  to  convict  him. 

The  detectives  made  the  case  againsi;

Miss  Eckholm  identified  the  check  for

that  gave  it  to  her.  Miss  Hailing  testi- 
fied ti"at  Friday  a  week  ago  she  saw- 
Mrs.  Larson  in  Silbeistein  &  Hondy's, 
and  Miss  RIanchard,  of  the  same  stor", 
said  that  she  liad  sold  Mrs.  Larson  a 
pair  of  infant's  stockings,  for  which  tiie 
$35  check  alleged  to  have  been  forged 
was  offered   in   payment.

CHRISTMAS  TIPS. 
A  broker  who  has  the  statisti  al  habi^ 
asserts  that  the  Cliristmas  tips  in  Wall 
street  amount  annually  to  nearly  $500. 
000,  and  althoueh  this  estimate  .seems 
very  extia\asant,  he  produces  the  fig- 
ures on  which  it  is  based,  says  the  New- 
York  Sun.  The  Stock  Exchange  head^• 
thv  :st  with  its  hip:  Christmas  box, 
which  is  divided  among  its  o3-'  employes, 
and  although  this  is  affected  from  year 
to  year  by  the  condition  of  the  market, 
it  usually  brinprs  each  employe  at  least 
JIO,  and  to  this  may  be  added  the  in- 
dividual sifts  of  brokers,  who  want  to 
show  their  appreciation  of  favors  ren- 
dered durins  the  year.  Everj  big  Wall 
street  lirin  gives  to  its  employes  at  this 
season  r-ums  that  range  from  f.^  up  to 
$1000.  The  thousand  or  more  messenger 
boys  who  are  employed  in  this  busy 
I)art  Oi  tlie  t(.wn  come  in  for  Christmas 
tokens.  1  he  elevator  men  and  the  mail 
carriers,  he  regular  bootblacks,  and 
even  the  scrubwomen  who  clean  tho 
office  expejt  gifts  in  money  and  the  wise 
man  makes  sure  that  each  of  them  gets 
one.  The  other  exchanges  ei  ilect  a 
Christmas  jiurse  for  their  employes  and 
so  it  goes  all  through  the  district.  One 
of  the  big  trust  companies  gave  to  its 
emplojes  on  Saturday  a  cash  present 
(rqual  to  40  per  cent  of  their  annual  sal- 
aries. This  meant  that  a  man  who  re- 
ceived a  salary  of  $.^000  a  year  got  $2000 
as  a  Christmas  tip,  and  some  of  the 
elerks,  who  are  really  office  boys,  got 
$100  each.  This  company  began  several 
years  ago  to  give  to  its  employes  10  per 
cent  of  their  salaries,  and  as  its  profits 
have  grown  it  has  increased  the  amount 
each  year.  When  the  statistical  broker 
had  shown  these  figures  and  others,  his 
estimate  of  %'M.()OQ  as  the  Christmas  dis- 
bursement did  net  seem  so  extravagant. 
The  Wall  street  man,  who  is  a  member 
of  several  clubs,  contributes  his  share 
of  the  Christmas  box  in  each  for  the 
employes,  and  one  such  man  said  yester- 
day that  before  he  could  consider  the 
amount  that  he  felt  he  could  afford  to 
spend  for  his  family's  Christmas  he 
deducted  $500  for  these  outside  contri- 
butions.

Amended  Form,  It  Is  Stated, 
Merely  Applies  the  Con- 
tract System. 


Washington,  Jan.  26.— The  house  com- 
mittee on  interstate  and  foreign  com- 
merce today  reconsidered  the  Nicaragua 
canal  bill,  which  had  been  reported  with 
an  apropriation  of  $140,000,000,  and 
changed  the  appropriation  section  so  as 
to  make  $10,000,000  available,  with  au- 
thority to  contract  for  the  entire  exca- 
vation, construction,  defen.se  and  c  >m- 
pletion  of  the  canal  at  a  total  cost  not 
exceeding  $140,000,000. 

Before  this  action  wa.s  taken,  Mr. 
Hepburn,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
•stated  that  as  all  the  members  of  the 
committee  were  anxious  for  the  success 
of  the  bill,  it  was  \sell  t  >  consider  .some 
objection  which  had  been  rai.sed.  He 
had  heard  several  objections  on  I  he 
ground  that  the  whole  $140,000,000  was 
appro])riated  now.  and  three  or  four 
gentlemen  had  .said  they  would  not  sup- 
jiort  the  bill  if  the  entire  sum  was  aii' 
propriated  now.  but  w  >uld  support  if 
only  a  portion  was  made  available  at 
once  to  begin  work. 

Mr.  Corliss  thereupon  offered  the  fol- 
lowing new  section,  which  was  adojit- 
ed: 

•Section  (i.  That  the  sum  of  $10,000.- 
000  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
approjiriated  toward  the  project  Sierein 
contemplate<l,  and  the  secretary  of  war 
is  further  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  a  contract  or  contracts  for  materials 
and  work  that  may  be  deemed  neces.sary 
for  Ihe  pr>per  excavation,  constructit>n, 
defen.se  and  complelitui  of  said  canal,  to 
be  paid  for  as  appropriations  may  from 
time  to  time  be  hereafter  made,  not  lo 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  $H0,OO0,(M)O.

PORTO  RICO  PESTS. 

Dangerous  Inssets  Which  Make  Ufa 
Wall  Nigh  Unbaarabla. 

To  Norihern  men  lanipaigning  in  a 
Ircpical  country  during  the  rainy  .season 
presents  many  discomforts  and  disad- 
vantages: Ijut  all  of  these,  bein.^  recog- 
nized as  unavttidable  incidents  to  the 
climate,  were  accepted  iiy  our  soldiers  in 
Cuba  and  Pciio  Hico  in  a  remarkably 
cheerful  spirit,  says  Leslie's  Weekly. 

The  tarantula  of  Porto  Ricn  is  the 
most  venomous  aud  aggressive  spider  in 
the  world.  It  has  a  brown,  fur' y  body, 
as  laige  as.  and  sometimes  larger  than, 
a  .')i>-cent  piece,  supported  by  long,  hai'  y 
legs.  It  does  not  spin  a  web,  but  makes 
its  home  in  holes  which  It  excavates  In 
the  ground  and  lines  with  its  silk.  It  i- 
the  teriiir  of  insects,  wandering  about 
aft^r  dark  in  search  of  its  prey,  and 
pouncing  upon  and  devouring  its  victims 
with  surprising  airtivity. 

Almost.  If  not  quite,  as  dangerous  as 
the  tarantula  is  the  scorpion,  who.se 
s-ting  is  gre.itly  feared.  It  resembles 
.^•i.mewhat  a  tiny  lobster,  and  has  a 
curved  and  sharp  stinging  ai'par.iiu.s, 
tiirough  which  it  emits  the  venom  con- 
tired  in  its  poison  glands.  It  lives  in  the 
ground  and  in  dark  places,  often  invad- 
ing dwellings.  When  disturlied  it  runs 
very  fast,  with  its  tail  curled  over  its 
back.  Its  bite  is  painful,  but  there  is 
some  doubt  as  to  its  ever  priiving  fatal, 
except,  pprhaps,  to  persons  in  a  low  state 
of  health.  I  know  of  no  instance  of  a 
.soldier  being  bitten  by  a  scorpitm. 

Then  there  are  swiftly  moving  centi- 
pedes of  various  sizes.  They  travel  with 
a  snake-like  movement  and  are  very  re- 
pulsive in  appearance.  The  ones  I  saw 
were  about  four  inches  in  length,  but 
others  twice  as  long  exist.  They  feed  on 
insects  and  conceal  themselves  in  dark 
places.  Their  bite  is  said  to  be  very 
painful  and  possibly  dangerous. 

The  loathsome,  dark-brown  land- 
ciabs.  dinner-plate  size,  such  as  the 
American  soldiers  encountered  in  Cuba, 
are  as  common  in  Porto  Kico  as  hop- 
toads in  the  United  States.  Aside  from 
the  pinching  propensity  possessed  by  all 
crabs,  they  are  harmless.  The  native? 
consider  them  to  be  good  food.  One 
ni'.rning  at  Ponce  I  met  a  native  fairly 
loaded  down  with  a  string  of  them 
which  he  had  caught  during  the  night, 
which  is  the  time  they  sally  forth  in 
search  of  food.  These  craWs  live  mostly 
on  vegetables. 

There  are  several  kinds  of  lizards  on 
the  island,  including  small  and  large 
black  ones,  which  would  chase  up  and 
down  our  tents.  One  day  I  saw  one  run 
up  on  the  back  of  a  horse  tied  on  the 
picket  line.  The.se  are  Innocent;  there 
is,  however,  a  brilllant-hued  variety, 
which  I  occasionally  observed,  and 
which  is  .said  to  be  dangerous:  at  least, 
the  natives  warned  us  to  keep  out  of  lt.s 
way,  a.ssertlng  that  no  cure  is  known  for 
it.-5  bite. 

The  mosquitoes  of  Porto  Rico  might 
feel  aggrieved  if  I  failed  to  make  some 
mention  of  them. They  are  distinguished 
bv  iK'dies  as  big  as  our  house  fWca.  Dur- 
ing the  night  they  would  congregate  in 
the  little  shelter  tents  and  amuse  them- 
selves by  singing  and  making  on- 
slaughts on  the  soldiers,  drawing  blood 
every  time.  In  the  morning  \vp  would 
see  them  at  the  top  of  the  tent,  gorged 
after  the  banquet.  In  fact,  these  buz- 
zards of  the  insect  tribe  spilled  more 
An  erican  blood  than  did  all  the  Span- 
iards in  Porto  Rico.  At  first  they  were 
very  annoying,  but  after  a  time  we  lie- 
canie  mosquito-lmmunes  and  indifferent 
to  them:  or  perahps  they  ignored  us 
when  the  climate  had  redu.^ed  us  in 
weight  all  the  way  from  twenty  lo  fifty 
pounds  apiece.  Mosquito  netting  was 
early  discarded  by  the  men,  the  a*- 
m.r^phere  being  too  clcee  for  Its  use  with 
any  comfort. 

The  ants  should  not  be  forgotten  in 
this  connection.  The  large  black  ones 
v.'ould  Infest  our  mes.<?  kits  by  the  thoui- 
sands,  and  the  little  red  fellows  would 
get  between  our  fingers  and  bite  with  a 
viciousnesF  out  of  all  proportion  to  their 
size.

EJECTED  THE  PRIEST. 

An  incident  which  has  so  mediaeval 
a  flavor  that  it  could  only  have  hap- 
pened in  French  Canada  has  created  con- 
siderable stir  here,  says  a  Montreal  cor- 
respondent of  the  Philadelphia  North 
American.  An  entire  coiiiinunity  has 
been  compelled  t  >  do  penance  for  a 
breach  of  order  committed  in  th-^ 
church. 

The  churcli  is  that  of  He  St.  Ignace.  a 
little  place  on  the  bjider  of  the  .St. 
Lawrence  river,  situated  about  forty 
miles  fr(mi  here,  betv.een  Berthier  ami 
Sorel.  There  had  heen  dissension  among 
the  paiishioners  over  the  election  of  a 
certain  church  warden.  The  matter  had 
even  been  dragged  into  the  courts,  bul 
the  courts  refused  to  have  anything  I  > 
do  with  it.  Finally  it  was  decided  t> 
have  the  question  amicably  settled  at  a 
family  gathering  to  be  held  last  Sunday 
afternoon  in  the  church  after  high  mass. 
Tiie  priest  presided,  but  the  discussion 
grew  so  warm  that  the  men  came  to 
blows,  and  a  few  drops  of  blood  were 
actually   shed. 

Nor  was  this  all,  for  In  the  heat  of  the 
argument  one  of  the  opposing  factions 
|)ut  the  priest  out  of  the  church,  and  the 
latter  immediately  took  a  sleigh  and 
drove  to  Berthier,  from  which  place  he 
refused  to  budge.  This  put  the  congre- 
gation in  a  fix.  Not  only  did  the  cure 
refuse  to  return,  but  he  announced 
positively  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
hold  any  future  .services  in  the  church 
till  it  had  been  thoroughly  and  spiritu- 
ally cleansed. 

The  parishioners,  beginning  to  realize 
what  had  happened,  went  humbly  to  the 
archbishop  here,  and,  casting  themselves 
upon  his  mercy,  a.sked  to  be  helped  out 
of  the  plight.  The  archbishop  gave  them 
a  severe  lecture,  and  told  them  that  the 
only  thing  he  could  do  would  be  to 
cleanse  the  church  and  reconsecrate  it 
again.  .     ,

FiGHT  FOR 
VIADUCT 

City  Officials  Expect  Decision 

In  Garfield  Avenue  Case 

Within  Ten  Days. 

HAS  BEEN  LONG  FIGHT 


Present  Administration  Has 

Lsbored  Long  and  Per- 

sistentiy  For  \\, 


There  are  many  reasons  why  the  city 
officials  believe  that  the  supreme  court 
in  tEie  next  ten  days  will  affirm  the  order 
cf  Judge  Ensign  in  the  Garfield  avenue 
viaduct  case  and  order  active  work  to 
begin  on  Apj-il  1. 

The    case    came    before    the    supreme 

court  on  Wednesday,  and  this  morning 

City-    Attorney    Richards    said    that    he 

felt    confident    that    the    order    of    the 

trial  court  would  hold  and  that  the 
companies  would  begin  the  work  of 
coii.^truction  without  delay. 

This  successful  fight  f  >r  the  viaduct 
Is'  another  feather  in  the  cap  of  the 
Truelsen  administration,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  but  that  the  decision  at  this 
time  will  bring  a  hearty  endorsement 
from  (Jarfleld  avenue  and  all  persons 
traveling  on  the  interstate  street  car 
line. 

The  Garfield  avenue  viaduct  has  been 
talked  of  as  much  as  Duluth's  futuie 
greatness,  and  just  about  as  long. 

The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Railroad  com- 
pany, the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Du- 
luth Transfer  Railway  company  have 
r..ugbt  sucessfuUy  for  years,  but  the 
lire.sent  administration  cornered  the  cor- 
porations in  an  argument  in  the  district 
court  on  July  17,  and  the  result  of  this 
hearing  wa?.  that  Judge  Ensign  ruled 
that  the  city  wa.=:  entitled  to  a  writ  of 
mandamus  commanding  and  compelling 
the  St.  Paul  &  Dulutii.  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Duluth  Transfer  com- 
panies to  build  a  steel  and  iron  viaduct 
over  twelve  different  tracks  crossing 
Garfield  avenue,  together  with  the  neces- 
sary appro.iches  and  other  necessary  ap- 
purtenances. The  ruling  also  provided 
that  the  constructing  of  the  bridge 
should  begin  in  good  faith  on  April  1, 
1900,  and  to  complete  it  witliout  unneces- 
sary delay. 

Jt  was  provided  that  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth  and  Nortr.iern  Pacific  should 
luiilil  7i>2  feet:  the  Duluth  Transfer  coni- 
j)any,  ?,\^  feet:  the  N:»rthern  Pacific.  737 
feet'  It  is  said,  ?ftiwever,  that  thi.s  mav 
be  modified  by  taking  up  some  of  the 
tracks,  which  would  lessen  the  length 
(d"  the   viaduct  somewhat. 

When  Judge  Ensign  entered  this  order 
tfae  respondent  railway  companies  mov  d 
for  a  new  trial,  which  was  aenied,  and 
on  Sept.  22  the  companies  appealed  to 
the  supreme  court.

Bill  For  Direct  Popular  Vote 

Is  Likely  to  Pass 

Congress. 

WORK  BY  LOBBYISTS 

Directed  to  Prevent  Legisla- 
tion Inimical  to  Certain 
Foreign  Interests. 

From  The  Herald 

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Jan.  26.— C^peiial  to  Th.' 
Herald.)— As  predicted  in  Washington 
dispatches  to  The  Herald  for  the  past 
three  months,  there  have  been  various 
attempts  on  the  part  of  members  in 
both  house.s  of  the  national  congre.«s  to 
pass  a  mea-sure  providing  for  the  elec- 
tion ..-f  senators  by  direct  vote  of  th<' 
people.  The  committtee  before  which 
bills  of  this  kind  have  been  pending  havr^ 
reported  favorably,  and  unless  some  un- 
expected opposition  arises  they  are 
likely  to  pass  either  one  or  l)Oth  houses 
within  the  next  few  mi-nths.  There  will 
be  opposition  to  them,  without  dmbt, 
but  this  opposition  will  come  from  men 


who  have  plenty  of  money  to  furthei 
their  political  ambitions  and.  iherefoie, 
are  not  anxious  to  pt-rmit  more  brilliant 
men  than  they,  with  le.ss  money,  to  be- 
come members  of  the  senate  in  their 
places.  Opposition  of  this  kind  will  ai- 
wa\s  be  forthcoming  from  wealthy  men, 
and  until  the  United  States  congre.ss 
provides  legislation  liy  which  the  pui- 
rhase  of  legislatures  can  be  made  by 
n  illionaires.  the  scandals  which  have 
made  this  congress  notorious  will  con- 
tinue. 

The  Clark  case  in   the  United   State.-- 
.--.•nate.  while  it  has  not  been  in  any  de- 
worse  than  others  whi^h  have  not 
.1   investigated,     has     convinced     tlie 
pecplf    that    it    is   not    safe    fo:-    legisla- 
tures t.i  chooi^e  senators,  for  the  reason 
that  wholfsale  bribery  can  be  carried  on 
to   the   detriment   of   the    people   of    the 
^ievt-ral  states  and  the   United  States  at 
large.     The  Clark      case,  having      been 
aired    verv    thoroughly    in    the    senate 
c(;mmittee"  on    privileges  and    elections,

REJECTED 

The  House  Decides  to  Exclude 

Him  By  an  Overwhelming 

Majority. 

MAKES  A  STATEMENT 


The  Utah    Man    Says    He 

Has  No  Apologies  to 

Make. 


Washington.  Jan.  26.— The  case  of 
FJrigham  H.  Roberts,  the  Mormon  rep- 
resentative-elect from  TTtah.  which  has 
occupied  so  much  of  the  attention  of 
the  house  since  the  assembling  of  con- 
gress, was  decided  yesterday  by  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  to  exclude  him 
by  a  vote  of  268  to  50. 

The  exact  language  of  the  resolution 
was  as  follows:  "That  under  the  facts 
and  circumstances  of  the  case,  Brigham 
H.  Roberts,  representa'tive-elect  from 
the  state  of  Utah,  ought  not  to  have  or 
hold  a  seat  in  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, and  that  fhe  seat  to  which  he 
was  elected  is  hereby  declared  vacant." 

The  amendment  to  expel  Mr.  Roberts 
without  seating  him.  offered  by  Mr. 
Lacey.  was  lu'.ed  out  on  a  point  of  ordT 
and  the  hou.se  only  voted  upon  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  majority  and  minority  of 
the  committee.  The  latter's  to  scat 
and  then  expel  Mr.  Roljerts  was  de- 
feated 81  to  244.  An  analysis  of  this 
vote  shows  that  170  Republicans.

London,  Jan.  17.— (Correspondence  of 
the  Associated  Press.)— The  following 
account  of  the  Modder  river  fight  was 
received  today  from  one  of  the  Argyle 
and  Sutiierland  Highlanders: 

"We  have  had  some  hot  fighting  with 
Methuen,  but  we  got  through  all  right 
until  the  11th,  when  we  got  a  licking. 
AVe    of    the    Highland    brigade    had    to 
march  during  the  night  to  surprise  the 
Boer.s.      No    one    knew    what    we    were 
going  to  do  or  where  we  were  going.  The 
lain  came  down  in  torrents  and  we  were 
soaked    through,    and      that    on    empty 
stomachs.     We  were  led  right  into  the 
Boer  trenches  by  guides,  and  before  we 
could  deploy   from   column,   half   of   us 
were   shot   down.     We   all   ran   for   our 
lives  and  reformed  500  yards  back,  when 
the   Gordons   joined    us   and    we   again 
tried  the  trenches,  but  it  was  no  good. 
••All  day  we  lay  out  in  the  sun,  with- 
out food  or  drink,  and  in  the   ifternoon 
the   Boer  shells   began   bursting  among 
us,  so  we  made  the  best  of  our  way   to 
the  rear.   The   men   were  sick  and   dis- 
pirited. There  was  no  fight  left  in  them 
and  they  would  not  stop  for  the  olTicers 
or  for  any  one  else.  Gen.  Wauchope  was 
killed— hit  in  seven  places.  He  was  the 
right   sort.       'ihey   say   it   was   not   his 
mistake  at  all,  and  he  did  not  want  the 
night  attack.  Anyway,  it  was  a  ghastly 
failure. 

'"llie  camp  at  Modder  river  was  fu!! 
of  Boer  spies— colonials  and  others— s.i 
our  every  iao\-einent  was  watched  and 
information  carried  to  the  enemy.  Why 
these  people  are  allowed  to  mess  about 
the  camp  I  cannot  understand.  Some 
of  the.se  disloyal  colonials  have  been 
caughl  redhanded,  fighting  against  Ihe 
queen.  Why  don't  they  shoot  them 
right  olY  instead  of  sending  them  down 
for  trial.       They  don't  deserve  it. 

••Mosi  of  the  regiments  here  aro  full  of 
young  bovs  for  officers  and  the  men  don  t 
care  about  the  m.  I  saw  some  of  thoin  al 
Alodder  river  light  like  a  lot  of  school 
hoys,  shouilng  out  orders  that  none  of  us 
could  under?tand,  so  the  'o!d  ha-nrls  tOT>!t 
no  notice  of  ihem  and  went  their  own  way 
as  best  thev  could.  Most  of  the  rOKiments 
are  the  same.

REPORT  FROM  NELSON. 

Ha  Urges  Establi&ment  of  a  Depart- 
mant  of  Gontn^erce. 

Washington,  Jan.  26.— The  question  of 
establishing  a  department  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  be  knov.n  as  the  department 
of  commerce,  wilh  a  cabinet  officer  at 
its  head,  was  discus.sed  at  considerable 
length  by  the  senate  committee  on  com- 
merce yesterday.  The  discussion  was 
based  on  a  vt-ry  complete  report  on  the 
subject  prepared  by  Senator  Nelson. 
The  committee  adjourned  without  tak 
ing  action. 

The  report  of  Senator  NeLson  showed 
the  great  growth  of  the  departmental 
work  of  the  government.  Each  of  th-j 
eight  departments,  except  the  trea-'ury 
and  the  interior,  the  report >iaid,  vvas  de- 
voted to  a  single  interest,  while  both 
these  departments  covered  many  varied 
departments.  Regarding  the  many 
liureaus  of  the  treasury  the  senator 
says: 

••It  is  apparent  that  none  of  these 
branches  of  the  i)ublic  service  have  any 
direct  connection  with  or  are  germane 
to  the  direct  duties  of  the  treasury  d?- 
partment.  The  branches  of  the  pub- 
lic service  which  lie  outside  the  finan- 
cial department  pertain  more  particu- 
larly to  the  subject  of  commerc?,  manu- 
facture and  other  industries." 

In  this  connection,  ho  dwells  upon  the 
necessity  for  the  especial  consideration 
of  the  manufacturing  interests  with  a 
view  to  the  extension  of  our  foreign 
trade. 

He  concludes  by  saying  there  is  a 
strong  feeling  among  the  industrial 
classes  in  favor  of  this  department.  Ti 
make  such  a  department  effective,  it 
should  be  invested  with  all  the  branche.^ 
of  the  public  service  relating  to  indus- 
trial interests.  It  is  proposed  to  in- 
clude in  the  department  a  bureau  of 
manufactures  and  to  transfer  from  the 
treasury  department  the  life  saving, 
light  house  and  steamboat  inspection 
bureaus  .the  bureaus  of  immigration, 
statistics,  coast  and  geodetic  surveys; 
to  transfer  from  the  interior  department 
the  commission  of  railways,  the  census 
office  and  from  the  state  department  the 
bureau  of  foreign  commerce.  The  de- 
liartment  of  labor  and  the  fish  commis- 
sion are  also  placed  under  this  super- 
vision.

TO  DAM  THE  RED  RIVER. 

Locks  to  Be  Constructed  Just  Nortli 
of  Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg.  Jan.  26.— The  construction 
of  rocks  at  St.  Andrew's  rapids,  fifteen 
miles  n^rth  of  this  city,  by  means  of 
which  the  Red  River  of  the  North  will 
be  made  navigable  to  Lake  Winnipeg, 
and  the  rich  timber  and  mineral  country 
surrounding  it  will  be  opened  up,  has 
been  definitely  decided  upon,  and  Z. 
Malhoit,  the  Dominion  government  en- 
gineer, has  received  from  Ottawa  t;ie 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  work. 
Bids  are  to  be  asked  for  at  once. 

There  is  to  be  a  dam  across  the  Red 
River  800  feet  long,  one  set  of  locks  215 
feet  long,  and  dredging  of  the  river  for 
400  feet  The  locks  will  be  of  massive 
masonry  45  feet  broad,  and  trie  solid 
concrete  granite-faced  walls  will  be  38 
feet  deep.  There  will  be  SDlld  steel 
gates  and  side  sluice  culverts  for  empt;  - 
ing  and  filling.  A  canal  1500  feet  long 
will  give  approach  to  the  locks  and  its 
embankments  will  be  faced  with  granite^ 
The  dam  to  regulate  the  water  will  be  of 
concrete,  granite  faced  and  32  feet  thick 
at  the  base  and  18  feet  y  Inches  at  the

the  eas>  victims  of  the  ordinary  Indian 
fevers.  When  we  ac -use  oflieial  Indi.i 
of  this  odious  crime,  .me  nffieial  and  then 
an.thei  gets  up  and  splutters  lage  an  1 
denial;  but  not  one  of  these  has  ever 
fi'und  any  reasoned  rejd.v  to  our  repeat- 
•  tl  statement  that  the  closing  of  the 
mint  involves  the  death.  af^<^r  cru--! 
suffering,  of  our  fellf>w-subj"'ts.  and 
that  theii  rt-al  famine  reser\e  fund,  a^ - 
cumiilati'd  during  centuries,  i,-^  in  theii- 
ornaments  and  their  hoards  nf  silvf'i" 
bullion.  Let  me  onee  again  <iuote  th" 
evidence  of  an  eye  witness,  Forbes 
Mitchell,  a  w.-11-known  Calcutta  mev- 
<hanl.  Mr.  Mitchell  wrote  to  me  durinjr 
tht  last  famine  that  he  had  se^-n  a  peas- 
ant fr'>m  one  of  the  worst  famine  dis- 
tn-.t'i  arrive  in  Allahal«ad  with  b.ingles 
and  other  ornaments  which,  liad  the 
mints  JH-en  '•pen,  would  have  coined  into 
Hs.i;»S»):  but  the  mints  were  closed,  and 
accordingly  this  poor  man  had  to  part 
with  his  iTttle  hoard  td  uncoin:  d  silver 
for  Hs.SOO:  so  that  the  dosing  of  tht> 
mints  took  frcm  this  one  man  Us.lSSd. 
and  reduied  this  famine  fund,  in  a 
\  dlage  where  people  were  dying  of  star- 
vation, by  just  th.it  amount.  I)4<es  this 
justify  niy  assertion  that  this  precious 
s(  heme  of  tampering  with  the  Indian 
silver  currency  is  murder:  and,  if  it  do<s 
net.  then  why  not?  And  so  I  ask  why 
we  here  are  ''i  suttscrilie  those  Ks.i:>0. 
vhei  the  govein.'iient  of  India  can  itself 
subscriiie  them  by  merely  opening  its 
mints  and  coining  them,  and  why  airain 
we  are  t.>  put  our  hands  in  our  pixkets. 
not  to  help  iieopio  who,  with  m'nts  open 
are  well  al>le  to  helj»  themselv.'s,  l>ut 
that  we  may  prolong  the  life  of  a  cut- 
rency  experiment  which  is  n'lt  merely 
nnscitntific  but  is  shimefully  inunoral— 
is  un  cxperinunt  in  luiman  suffering. 

Well  did  I'avid  Yule,  the  pr-^.-sident  of 
thf-  r.ank  of  Calcutta,  declare  of  this 
amazing  trick  "enforced  scarcity  oi 
money  is  the  only  hope  on  which  the 
famine-begetting  gold  standard  d''- 
pends.  To  become  wealthy  the  .^overn- 
•neni  of  India  is  endeav  iring  to  rcnd»  r 
itself  and  its  tiading  community  .hsti- 
tuie."  Such.  then,  is  the  position:  We 
arr-  ouj^'t  a;;Kin  beiiiii  asked  to  give  our 
sovereigns  for  th  se  poor  Indian  siiffer- 
ers.  Hut  let  u.h  v.al:h  v.  hit  hippens  if 
we  »lo.  The  sover 'i:?!!  fcoes  to  Ci'cui'.a. 
is  there  exch.inged  ftir  Ks.l."i.  .and,  to- 
gether with  ."..ooo.DMO  more  scvereij;i>s.  is 
thereupon  locked  up  in  a  "war  ihe.st," 
never  to  appear  .i^ain:  thev  r -main  to 
look  well  on  paii-^r,  and  t  •  h-'lit  to  main- 
tain a  bogus  eontidenc*'  in  this  precious 
gold  standani  cxperini'iit.  Fiv.-  million 
Sovereigns  have  in  thi.-  way  b-en 
grabbed  and  stowed  away  in  Calcutti ; 
no  turn  of  the  exchanges  can  In  in.?  them 
back  to  the  life  of  trade;  f.ir  the  wart 
of  th»se  .'..00(».00i>  sovfc  rf'igns.  .vhi  a 
would  naturally  l>e  here  irrigating  th" 
duels  and  the  drying  watercourse..;  of 
our  iiailes,  our  l»ank  rate,  which  would 
l)e  4  p»'r  cent,  is  now  6  per  cent,  whib 
every  industry  in  the  country  is  to  be 
pin.hed  of  ncces.sary  accommodation. 

In  an  admirable  leader,  on  Dec.  IS,  on 
the  "S<ramlile  for  C.old."  and  on  the  re- 
serves of  golii  in  the  i^ank  of  llngland 
and  in  the  chief  banks  of  the  continent, 
that  excellent  monometallic  organ  the 
Scotsman   says: 

"The  chances  are  that  it  (the  period 
of  stringency)  will  be  much  more  pro- 
longed than  has  been  anticipated  up  till 
now.  The  natural  cure  for  such  a  situ- 
ation is,  of  course,  a  lessening  of  t^le 
pressure  at  present  borne  by  the  exist- 
ing supplies — in  other  words,  a  contrac- 
tion of  trade.  This  is  an  eventuality 
which  has  njw   to  be  prepared   for,   as 


the  only  healthy  solution  of  a  problem 
that  has  been  sprung  upon  us." 

Currency,  in  stiort,  is  not  the  hand- 
maid of  commerce;  but  commerce  is  the 
handmaid  of  the  currency.  The  incum- 
bent must  be  lopped  or  must  be  length- 
ened to  fit  the  bed  Procrustes  has  de- 
signed for  him.  The  Scotsman  next  pro- 
ceeds ti>  point  out  that  while  in  the 
Hank  of  France  the  g>ld  reserve  is 
t;L',:!.'.0,00()  larger  than  a  year  since,  yet 
its  disctnmts  and  advances  are  £7, .300,000 
highe?-.  while  its  note  issues  are  .t;6,600.- 
000  liigher.  The  Imi>erial  Hank  of  (ler- 
manv  holds  Ci.i'iOO.OOO  less  gold  than  it 
did  ji  year  since;  il  has  t;S.:!»K),000  more 
of  |.>atis  anil  discounts  atid  a  larger  note 
circulation  by  Cl,000,0(tO.  "The  Hank^ 
of  Ku.«sia.  Belgium  and  Italy  are  in  the 
.same  cai<e  with  the  Imperial  Bank  o*" 
Germany.  ■  Is  it  posisble,  under  these 
conditions  of  acute  pressure,  that  the 
government  of  India  is  to  be  permitted 
to  lock  up  a  further  ."..OOO.OOO.  10.000.(M)0, 
::o,0(H».(»00,  .".O.OOO.OOO  sovereigns  in  order 
to  .-starve  both  her  citizens  and  our  in- 
dustries? And  do  We  recall  the  situation 
of  this  prodigious  currency  experiment? 
Ti'e  rtsp  msible  otHcials  of  the  govern- 
ment of  India.  Sir  James  Westland  al 
their  head,  projxjsed  a  <  urrnecy  scheme 
which  left  us  all  betwixt  laughter  and 
tears.  Not  a  shred  or  tatter  of  this  pre- 
posterous scheme  was  permitted  lo  sur- 
vive the  inquiry:  it  was  laughed  out  of 
court.  But,  lol  a  committee  is  appointed 
by  the  secretary  of  state  for  India, 
which  cjmmittee  devi.se  a  brand  new 
scheme  of  its  own,  and  it  is  this  precious 
Scheme  of  i^alf  a  «lozen  ex-statesmen 
from  India,  with  a  London  exporting 
merchant  or  two  thrown  in,  which  today 
is  permitted  to  tamper  with  the  currency 
of  clOO.OOO.OOO  of  people  over  there,  and, 
indeed,  with  the  currency  of  40,000,000 
pei>ple  here.  It  is  not  an  official,  a  re- 
sponsible, scheme  at  all:  it  is  the  crea- 
tion of  a  number  of  amiable  amateurs 
in  contraction,  who  were  selected  by  th> 
secretarv  of  state  because  of  their  al- 
leged InipartialKy;  in  other  wirds,  b^v 
cause,  never  having  learned  anything 
ab<«it  currency,  they  had  the  le.ss  to  for- 
get. 

Let  me  refer  the  Indian  government, 
struggling  today  with  famine,  to  an  in- 
teresting analogy.  At  the  .session  of  the 
agricultural  congress  of  the  nine  govern- 
ments of  Central  Ru.ssia.  at  f>rel.  in  May 
of  last  year,  M.  (Jeorges  Boutmy,  of 
«)d«'ssa,  said  of  Russia's  variation  from 
her   silver    standard: 

"During  the  five  years  which  preceded 
the  famine  of  the  year  lS5t7-9S  Russia 
exported  .'.03.000,000  poods  more  and  i>b- 
tained  in  ex<-hange  S4.000,000  r  >ubles  les.-; 
than  dining  the  five  years  which  pre- 
ceded the  famine  of  the  year  1S»1-;>L*.  If 
we  had  kept  oui-  legitimate  silver  stan- 
dani these  .iOr.,000,000  poods  of  food  and 
S4,0O0.000  roubles,  lost  to  us  through  the 
.gold  standard,  would  have  been  saved 
to  us.  and  would  have  sufliced  to  have 
si)ared  Russia  the  frightful  faniin<^ 
which  devastated  actually  nineteen  pr  >- 
vinces,  with  a  population  of  ;!0,000,ooO, 
cruelly  decimated  by  the  typhus  and  by 
the  scurvey,  those  satellites  of  famine. 
The  famine  of  1891  claimed  656.000  hu- 
man victims.  These  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  men,  who  were  swept  off  by 
actual  fannine,  are  the  human  sacrifices, 
sacrificed  to  the  golden  calf  by  the  fan- 
aticism of  its  worshippers." 

M.  Boutmy  proceeds  t»  show  that  as 
the  result  of  the  famine  of  1891  no  le.ss 
than  78  per  cent  of  the  men  recruited 
for  the  army  were  found  to  be  "in- 
capables." 

Because  of  the  experiments  of  the  In- 
dian .government  the  gold  question  today 
transcends  in  importance  all  other  iiues- 
tions.  If  India,  in  place  of  drawing  lier 
tiade  balances  in  silver,  is  for  the  fu- 
ture to  draw  them  in  gold,  the  drain  of 
gold  to  the  East  is  certain  to  keep  the 
European  and  American  m  >ney  markets 
in  a  perpetual  state  of  irritation  and 
unrest.  In  February  of  last  year,  under 
the  heading,  "The  Conung  Drain  of 
Hold  to  India"— a  drain  which  has  :n 
the  interval  already  doubled  our  money 
rates,  although  still  in  its  infancy— you 
permitted  me  to  lay  before  your  readers 
these  figures,  which  let  me  lepeal.  I 
ICien   wrote  (Feb.  1.  IS'jD): 

"That  any  me  with  the  figures  dis- 
closed by  Mr.  (Joi^chen's  silver  i-tmimit- 
tee  <d'  1S7."»  <an  placidly  contemplate  i 
drain  of  gold  to  India,  in.stead  of  a 
drain  of  silver,  passes  all  comprehension. 
The  rei)ort  of  187.'i  shows  that  between 
tile  years  1S48  and  1874  the  aggregate' 
trade  balan  -e  in  favor  of  India  was  nc 
less  than  t.^i  11.000.000  sterling,  a  sum 
largely  in  excess  of  all  the  gold  which 
came  durin.g  tho.se  years  from  California 
and  Australia  combined.  Recall  that 
Ibis  drain  to  India  was  to  a  much 
smaller  population,  with  far  less  facili- 
ties for  export  than  today.  To  switch 
off.  then,  by  our  own  legislation,  the 
specie  hunger  of  these  myriads,  and  to 
substitute  foi-  a  demand  for  silver  a  de- 
mand for  gold — truly  a  change  so  revo- 
lutionary promi.ses  in  the  next  century 
such  a  catastrophe  as  may  involve  all 
national  debts." 

Emerging  from  the  age  of  steam,  we 
stand  today  upon  the  threshold  of  t'ne 
electrical  age.  Our  manufacturing  su- 
premacy in  the  coming  years  will  de- 
pend upon  vast  conversions.  Very  prob- 
abl.v.  indeed,  the  ocean  tides  at  our  doors 
may  be  destined  t  <  give  us  the  motive 
Iiower  we  have  derived  in  the  past  cen- 
tury from  cheap  coal,  and  may  protect 
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us  against  the  competition  of  the  cheap 
pauper  labor  of  the  far  East.  But  th<> 
harnessing  of  the  tides  will  require  an 
almost  incalcidable  expenditure,  an,d 
upon  the  fact  that  we  can  btirrow  at 
cheaper  rates  than  our  foreign  competi- 
tors our  c  (inmercial  victory  may  de- 
pend. To  chwise  such  a  time,  then,  to 
start  a  drain  of  gold  to  the  East  is 
suiciilal:  and  yet  this  is  exactly  what  is 
now  g»)ing  forward  in  full  sight  of  all 
men.  Your  Calcutta  correspondent,  ni 
ihe  letter  you  published  last  Thursday, 
showed  that  during  the  single  month  .)f 
November  the  Indian  government  had 
commandeered  Rs.86,000.000  of  gold  from 
Australia  and  Japan— .say.  £600.000.  In 
addition  to  which  they  had  earmarkeil, 
and  thus  taken  out  of  the  market,  some 
C8r)0,000  in  gold,  which  sum  is  now  lying 
in  the  Bank  of  England, 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  exploitation 
of  our  money  market  by  the  Indian 
government  has  already  ruined  scores 
of  traders  here  and  in  America,  traders 
who  are  even  now  Ignorant  of  the  cause 
which  has  led  to  their  disaster;  and  I 
am  sure  that  the  estimate  is  no  whit 
over-stated  that  the  appropriation  of 
only  ."), 000,000  sovereigns  for  Calcutta 
has  written  down  tSie  value  of  .securities 
in  London  and  Xew  York  by  fully  ClOO- 
000,000  sterling.  And  all  this  crime  and 
confusion  for  what?  For  a  half-baked 
project  that  is  not  merely  immoral,  but 
which  every  intelligent  student  of  cur- 
rency conditions  knows  will  eke  out  not 
more  than  a  vear  or  two  year's  of  life, 
but  which  will  entail  for  all  time  our 
discredit  abroad  and  our  di.saster  at 
home. 


SOLOMON'S  MINES  FOUND? 

Carl  Peters  Asserts  That  He  Has 
Discovered  Ophir. 

I  have  this  summer  explored  the 
country   between    the   Zambesi   and    ih' 

Pungwe.  in  Portuguese  East  Africa  and 
Eastern  Mashmialand.  Before  I  started 
from  England  I  had  acquired  geogra- 
phical information  which  led  me  to  be- 
lieve that  Fura  was  near  the  ea«^icrn 
entrance  of  the  Lupata  gorge.  There  I 
have  found  it.  It  is  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  Muira  ri\er.  alK)Ut  fifte-.'a 
miles  south  of  the  Zambesi  and  half  way 
between  Sena  and  Tete.  At  the  time 
of  my  discovery  I  had  with  me  Mr.  Pnzy 
and  two  mining  engineers,  Messrs.  (Jra- 
mann  and  Napolski.  1  should,  perhaps. 
exi)lain  here  that  Fura  is  the  native  co>- 
ruption  of  the  word  Afur,  by  which 
name  the  Arabs  of  the  sitxeenth  cen- 
tury knew  the  district  of  which  I  am 
speaking.  Afur  is  the  Sabaean  or  South 
Arabian  form  of  the  Hebrew  name 
Ophir.  I  have  ample  proof  that  the  Fura 
we  discovered  and  explored  this  sum- 
mer is  the  Opir  of  the  Old  Testament. 
Afur.  or  Ophir,  in  the  Semitic  language, 
means  mine.  Fura  in  the  language  of 
the  people  who  now  inhabit  the  districi, 
also  means  mine,  says  Carl  I'eters  in 
the  London  Daily  News. 

The  natives,  who  are  under  the  power- 
ful chief  Macombe.  call  themselves  Ma- 
kalanga,  which  means  Pe(ii)le  of  the 
Sun.  I'niike  any  other  Afiicjins  I 
know,  they  are  to  this  day  sun  and  fire 
worshippers.  They  are  quite  unlike 
the  ordinary  African,  and  have  a  dis- 
tinct Jewish  type  of  face,  and  in  i.iy 
opinion  they  are  a  mixture  of  the 
Asiati<'  ((mquerors  with  the  original  in- 
habitants of  the  country. 

On  arriving  in  the  district,  I  soon 
found  that  the  natives  had  some  idea  of 
the  existence  of  the  ancient  Ophir.  In 
fact,  Ihey  wash  .gold  themselves  aft  r 
the  rainy  season,  and  after  storing  il  in 
quills,  do  a  fairly  large  trade  in  it  with 
Beira  and  Tete. 

At  first  1  hail  great  difficulties  with 
these  people.  For  five  weeks  they  re- 
fused to  sell  me  food  and  performed  war 
dances  to  frighten  me.  Macombe.  the 
chi^^f,  then  sent  his  brother  Cuntete  l.» 
me,  demanding  what  I  meant  by  enter- 
ing his  country,  l^.y  this  time,  iif>wever. 
as  I  had  suci-eeded  in  getting  food  fr;  ni 
other  sources,  Cuntete  seemed  inclined 
to  be  friendly.  I  made  friends  with  him 
and  I  have  brought  him  to  England.  I'v 
to  the  present  his  greatest  surprise  is 
that  he  has  not  seen  the  sun.  This 
chief  suli.sequenlly  gave  me  valuable  in- 
formation regarding  the  position  of  the 
ancient  ruins  and  workings,  which  I  at 
once  investigated.  Going  to  the  spot  in- 
dicated, 1  found  ancient  ruins  of  un- 
doubtedly Semitic  type.  I  discover 'd 
phallic  emblems,  which  have  always 
been  connected  with  the  ancient  Semi- 
tic sun  worship.  Fura  itself  I  found  to 
possess  a  formation  of  quartzite  slate 
and  diorite,  between  which  gold  reefs 
were  running.  Under  the  ruins  I  found 
a  large  alluvial  tract,  in  which  we  dis- 
covered gold  and  near  it  magnificent 
quartz  reefs.  The  ancient  workings 
which  I  found  were  not  only  surface 
workings,  but  there  were  also  shafts 
and  roads  hewn  into  the  rock.  I  have 
built  a  station  in  this  district  and  also 
one  in  Inyanga,  both  of  which  are  In 
charge  of  trustworthy  Europeans.  I  in- 
tend net  summer  to  further  investigate 
the  traces  of  diamonds,  coal,  white  mica 
and  saltpetre  which  we  found. 

"My  theory  with  regard  to  Ophir,  " 
said  the  doctor  in  conclusion,  "is  this: 
The  ancient  conquerors  heard  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Zainbesi  of  rich  alluvlil 
g^old  up  river  and  sailed  up  to  the  east- 
ern entrance  of  the  Lupata,  beyond 
which  rapids  made  navigation  difficult. 
They  then  proceeded  overland  and 
found,  under  the  very  walls  of  the  for- 
tifications (ruins  of  which  we  have  dis- 
covered), alluvial  and  also  reef  gold. 
They  then  settled  for  a  considerable 
period,  and  afterward  migrated  to  the 
west  toward  Ruenve.  They  eventually 
settled  in  the  cool  climate  of  Inyanga. 
conquered  all  the  districts  west  and 
southwest  as  far  as  the  Sanyate  river 
and  Tete,  and  built  a  great  empire 
along  the  Zambesi  and  Sabi  rivers.  The 
ancient  Sabaean  empire  probably  lasted 
for  thousands  of  years.  Its  existence 
was  well  known  among  the  Semitic  na- 
tions, and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Ophir  is  always  mentioned  in  the  Old 
Testament  without  any  explanation  as 
to  its  locality.  I  have  seen  enouirh  to  be 
assured  that  all  the  products  of  the 
ancient  Ophir  are  to  be  found  on  ♦he 
Zambesi. 

"As  a  result  of  my  investigation,  the 
Arabian  and  Indian  theories  regardin.? 
Ophir  fall   to  pieces,  and   I  claim   un- 

'  hestitatingly  to  have  located  this  year 
the  Golden  Ophir  of  King  Solomon  and 

1  King  HJram." 
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earnestne.ss.  fairness  and  sympathy  'n 
dealing  with  them  soon  made  them  his 
devoted  friend.s.  A  month  after  his  ap- 
pointment he  made  a  journey  to  the 
Indian  mission  at  Gull  Lake.  Minnesota. 
He  found  the  place  "without  govern- 
ment, without  personal  protection,  sub- 
ject to  any  evil  influence,  and  the  prey 
of  covetous,  dishonest  white  men.  while 
the  flre-water  flowed  in  rivers  of  death." 
Xo  words,  he  says,  can  describe  the 
pitiable  condition  of  these  Indians.  He 
then  and  there  resolved  that  it  should 
never  be  said  of  the  first  bishop  of  Mln- 
ne.sota  that  lie  turned  his  back  upon  the 
heathen  at  his  door,  and  his  fight  for  the 
Indian  began  that  hour.  It  has  con- 
tinued ever  since.  Three  times  a  year 
Bishop  Whipple  traveled  to  Washington 
to  lay  the  needs  of  the  Indians  befoie 
the  authorities,  and  his  <»ame  in  the 
West  for  years  ha.s  been  "the  Indian 
bishop." 

He  tells  with  intense  feeling:  the  story 
of  the  outrages  and  wrongs  perpetrated 
by  the  interior  department  of  the  United 
.States  government  against  the  tribes  of 
the  Northwest.  These  wrongs,  he  .sa.vs. 
were  endured  with  unparalleled  pa- 
tience. The  Sioux  war,  which  at  last 
grew  out  of  them,  in  1862,  cost  the  gov- 
ernment $100,000,000  and  thou.sands  of 
lives.  During  this  war  all  Christian  In- 
dians, says  the  bishop,  "were  true  a.s 
martyrs."  The  lives  of  hundreds  of 
white  settlers  were  saved  by  friendly 
chiefs  and  others  at  the  risk  of  their 
own,  but  when  the  trouble  was  over 
they  went  unrecognized  and  unreward- 
ed. In  speaking  of  the  underlying 
causes  of  the  Sioux  outbreak  Bishop 
Whipple  says:  "It  was  not  enough  to 
take  tile  price  of  their  lands;  a  consider- 
able part  of  their  annuities  was  taken. 
The  Indians  came  together  for  payment 
in  June,  at  the  time  the  treaty  pro- 
vided. They  waited  two  months;  they 
were  starving.  Maddened  by  Imnger 
and  the  sense  of  their  wrong,  and 
vainly  dreaming  that  on  account  of  the 
rebellion  they  could  get  back  the  coun- 
try, they  began  a  massacre,  in  which  800 
of  our  citizens  lost  their  live.s.  Many  a 
friend  whose  hospitality  I  had  received," 
.says  the  bishop,  "is  today  sleeping  in  a 
nameless  grave.  A  nation  which  is  tjo 
cowardly  or  too  corrupt  to  redress  such 
wrongs  will  be  too  blind  to  punish  the 
guilty  or  to  protect  the  innocent." 

Those  who  surrendered  and  the  few 
who  were  captured  were  tried.  Forty 
men  who  had  .separate  trials  were  con- 
demned to  die  in  six  hours.  The  marshal 
of  the  prison  told  Bishop  Whipple  that 
he  went  the  next  day  after  the  execu- 
tion to  release  a  man  who  had  been  ac- 
quitted on  the  ground  that  he  had 
saved  a  white  woman's  life.  The  In- 
dians said:  "He  is  not  here;  you  hanged 
him  yesterday."  Over  1000  died  of  dis- 
ease and  starvation. 

When  the  Chippewas  had  planned  a 
war  U|X)n  the  whites  the  friendly  Indian. 
Enmegahbowh,  traveled  all  night  in  the 
storm  with  his  wife  and  children  to 
warn  the  garrison  at  Fort  Ripley.  Two 
of  his  children  died  in  consequence  of 
that  night's  journey.  The  commissioner 
of  Indian  affairs,  the  secretary  of  the 
interior,  and  a  committee  of  the  legis- 
lature of  Minnesota,  pledged  those 
friendly  chiefs  that  for  this  act  of  fidel- 
ity they  .should  never  be  removed.  Even 
tliis  pledge  was  worth  no  more  than  any 
other  idle  words  that  "untie  on  the  lips 
and  disband  in  the  air." 

Bishop  Whipple  quotes  the  opinion  of 
den.  Crook,  the  great  Indian  lighter,  in 
regard  to  some  of  our  Indian  wars.  A 
friend  said  to  him:  'll  is  a  hard  thing 
tir  have  to  light  Indians— wars  which 
liiing  no  honors,  and  are  beset  with 
hardships."  '"Y^es,"  replied  the  general, 
••but  the  hardest  thing  about  it  is  to  he 
obliged  to  fight  men  when  you  know 
that  they  have  right  on  their  side" 

That  the  Indians  are  not  stupid,  and 
that  they  are  quick  to  note  the  incon- 
sistence.s  of  the  while  men  he  illus- 
liales  bv  the  foll.nving  anecdote: 

•On  one  of  my  visits  i  found  a  scalp 
dance  going  on  in  front  of  the  mission 
house.  I  had  just  come  from  the  Chip- 
pewa country,  and  had  heard  that  Die 
Sioux  had  killed  one  of  their  people. 
Indignant  at  the  brutal  sight,  1  took  our 
irurprettr,  Thomas  Robertson,  and 
umt  to  see  the  chief.  T  said,  'Wabasha, 
you  asked  me  for  a  school  and  a  mis- 
sion. I  come  to  visit  you  and  I  see  in 
ficnt  of  the  mission  house  a  horrible 
di.nce.  I  know  the  man  who  was  kibed; 
he  had  a  wife  and  children;  the  wife  is 
asking  for  her  husljand:  the  childn  n 
are  asking  for  their  father.  Waljasha, 
the  Creat  Spirit  is  angry!  Some  day  He 
will  look  Wal)asha  in  the  face  and  ask 
f.  r  his  red  brother.'  The  chief  was 
smoking,  but  when  I  had  finished  he 
took  his  pipe  from  his  mouth  and, 
slowly  blowing  a  cloud  of  smoke  into 
the  air,  said:  'White  man  go  to  war 
with  his  own  brother;  kills  more  men 
than  Wabasha  can  count  all  his  life. 
Great  Spirit  look  down  and  says:  "Good 
white  man;  he  has  my  book;  I  have 
gi..;d  home  for  hiin  by  and  by."  Dakota 
has  no  Great  Spirit's  book:  he  goes  lo 
v.ar,  kills  one  man,  has  a  fool::^h  sci.lp 
dance:  Great  Spirit  very  angry"?  Wa- 
basha doesn't    believe  it!" 

Dr.  Thorold.  lord  bishop  of  Rochest.^r, 
England,  came  to  the  United  States 
bcme  years  ago.  and  was  anxious  to  visit 
some  of  the  Indian  missions.  He  was 
invited  to  accompany  Bishop  Whipple  on 
hir.  visitations,  and  did  so  with  great 
^iti'^faction.  On  his  return  he  described 
ti-.e  Indians  in  these  terms:  "The  Ncu-th 
American  Indians  have  all  the  digr  it\ 
of  the  house  of  lords,  with  the  <Ilfference 
that  the  house  of  lords  never  listen,  and 
the  Indians  always  do." 

In  1871  Bishop  Whipple  w^as  asked  \y 
the  archbi.shop  of  Canterbury  to  accept 
the  l)ishopric  of  Honolulu,  about  to  be 
created  as  a  missionary  diocese  of  the 
Church  of  England.  He  declined  the 
offer,  although  the  Anglican  authorities 
asked  if  he  could  not  act  for  them  five 
months  of  each  year  in  Honolulu,  and 
act  for  Ihe  Am.^r'can  church  the  other 
seven  months  in  Minnesota.  The  pjsi- 
tion  of  the  bishop  was  no  sinecure.  He 
tellf  us  that  he  drove  his  horses  ':"'00 
miles  a  year,  and  held  services  in  school- 
hcuses,  wayside  inns  and  churches  of 
other  denomir.ations  loaned  for  the  rc- 
casicn.  We  have  spoken  of  the  rn  ire 
peiitus  portions  of  Bishop  Whipple's 
V  ork.  but  there  is  much  written  in  a 
lighter  mood.  The  pages  abound  .n  de- 
1  ghtful  anecdotes  of  notable  men  and 
v.omen  with  whom  he  came  in  cotact, 
both  heic  and  abrono.  anl  ^vf  his  own 
experiences.  Speaking  cf  the  cuu-eit  of 
some  fresh  young  clergymen,  he  says: 

"A  young  preacher  once  said  to  a 
wiser  one:  'Do  you  not  think  that  I 
may  feel  flattered  that  so  great  a  crown 
carne  to  hear  me  i.re^eh?'  'No,'  was  the 
answer;  'twice  as  many  would  have 
C(  me  to  see  you  hanged.' 

"Another  of  the  same  caliber  said  to 
Bishop  Griswold;  "My  sermon  is  long 
today;  do  you  think  we  had  better  omit 
the  ante-communion?'  'Certainly,'  re- 
rilied  the  bishop,  'if  you  are  sure  you 
iiave  something  better  for  the  flook  of 
Christ  than  the  commandments,  the 
epistle  and   the  gospel.'  " 

Enmegahbowh  was  one  of  the  ♦trst  In- 
dian converts,  and  a  very  successful 
preacher.  Bishop  Whipple  quotes  his 
account  of  his  first  visit  to  Boston,  in 
the  early  days  when  he  went  East  to 
raise  money  for  a  mission  church: 

"I  was  told  that  Boston  was  a  very 
fli  e  place.  People  very  wise,  very  good. 
T  think  I  must  have  new  hat  for  Boston 
I  bought  a  very  fine  hat.  W^hen  I  went 
.1  to  the  hall  'here  I  made  speech  I  lef: 
hat  with  others.  When  finished  I  went 
out.  looked  for  fine  hat.  It  was  gone; 
in  its  place  there  was  a  bad  hat  full  of 
hrles.  A  reporter  came  to  me  and  asked 
what  I  thought  of  people  in  Boston.  I 
.'53 id;  'I  did  not  get  much  money  and 
my  new  hat  asls  stolen.'  I  said  m 
more." 

There  are  anecdotes  and  reminiscences 
about  Lincoln,  Sherman.  Sherid.in. 
Archbishop  Tait  of  England,  Mr.  Wal- 
ter, of  the  London  Times;  Dr.  Evans,  of 
Paris,  and  a  great  many  others  of  note.

I  i  ill's  subsidy  scheme  would  build  up 
our  merchant  marine,  or  increase  our 
foreign  commerce,  and  enters  an  em- 
phatic protest  against  the  whole  scheme 
of  granting  subsidies  to  American  ves- 
sels. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  subsidy 
plar  is  pernicious  in  many  respects,  and 
Mr.  Sheets  may  be  correct  in  his  claim 
that  a  subsidy,  based  on  the  freight 
carried  in  American  bottoms,  would  not 
result  in  increasing  our  merchant 
marine  or  promoting  our  foreign  com- 
merce. The  Herald  spoke  in  favor  of 
Mr.  Hill's  plan,  because  the  Republican 
majority  in  congress  seems  determined 
to  enact  a  ship  subsidy  bill  of  some  sort 
:ind  the  Hill  plan  is  much  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  the  vicious  measure  known  a:- 
th?  Hanna-Pa^ne  bill,  that  is  evidently 
in  the  sole  interest  of  the  owners  of  fast 
pa.'^senger  steamships  on  the  Atlantic. 
If  any  subsidy  scheme  would  build  up 
cur  merchant  marine  and  increase  trade 
with  foreign  countries,  the  plan  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Hill  would  do  it.  But  The 
Herald  agrees  with  Mr.  Sheet.s,  that  the 
removal  of  trade  restrictions  would  i)e 
the  best  means  of  building  up  the  Amer- 
ican merchant  marine.

In  another  column  will  l)e  found  a 
very  important  criticism  of  the  ac- 
curacy t)f  the  statistics  i.ssued  under  the 
authority  of  Carroll  D.  Wright,  chief  of 
the  United  States  bureau  of  labor.  Mr. 
Wright's  figures  will  undoubtedly  1)0 
cited  often  in  the  coming  presidential 
campaign.  It  is  therefore  important  to 
know  that  they  are  already  rojei-ted  as 
inaccurate  and  grossly  misleading  by 
statisticians  of  high  standing  l)oth  In 
this  country  and  abroad. 

Mr,  Bliss,  the  author  of  the  article 
printed  on  this  page,  has  demolishcvl 
Mr.  Wright's  statistics  in  such  scientific 
periodicals  as  the  American  Journal  of 
Sociology  and  the  Journal  of  Political 
Economy,  and  The  Herald  desires  to 
draw  the  special  attention  of  its  read- 
ers to  the  criticism  here  presented. 


One  of  the  sons  of  notable  public  mtn 
who  were  so  crowded  into  tlie  military  of- 
tices  in  the  war  with  Spain  has  separated 
himself  from  the  rest  by  returning  to  the 
United  States  treasury  the  pay  for  his 
services.

English  did  not  apply  for  his  pay,  a  check 
was  sent  him  lately,  which  he  sent  to 
Senator  Fairbanks  to  be  turned  into  the 
treasury,  saying  that  he  had  served  his 
country  for  his  country's  sake.  It  is  the 
only  case  of  its  kind.  And  Mr.  English  is 
one  of  tho.^e  "traitorous'  anti-imperial- 
ists! 


The  pro-Boer  mass  meeting  in  San  Fran- 
cisco on  Jan.  7  is  described  by  the  Chron- 
icle of  that  city  as  "one  of  the  largest  and 
most  enthusiastic  mass  meetings  ever  as- 
sembled" there.

Congress  has  again  l)een  asked  by  the 


interstate  commerce  commission  to  con- 
fer upon  it  the  powers  necessary  t  j  pre- 
vent discrimination  and  to  really  con- 
trol the  railroad  rate  situation.  At 
present  the  commission  is  practically 
powerless  to  remedy  many  evils  that  it 
perceives,  and  in  its  thirteenth  report. 
re?ently  issued,  it  asks  early  congres- 
siunal  action  to  vest  it  with  the  Jesir^d 
authority. 

The  commission  points  out  in  its  an- 
nual report  that  a  railroad  conip.iiiy 
can  charge  for  its  services  whatever  it 
pleases,  without  any  real  power  in  this 
commission,  or  any  other  tribunil  or 
court,  to  limit  the  amount  »f  such  cluirge 
for  the  future  when  complaint  is  made 
hy  an  aggrieved  .shipper.  Shippers  gen- 
er.illy,  it  is  also  said,  have  been  prac- 
tically unanimous  in  favor  of  a  ."ingie 
classification  of  freights,  uniform  for  ^11 
roads  and  sejtii)ns  of  the  countrv,  and 
reasonably  stable  when  established.  On 
competitive  traffic  between  great  cen- 
ters, the  commission  points  out,  the  pub- 
lished tariff  has  been  little  more  than  a 
basis  from  which  to  calculate  conces- 
sions and  dL^cjimin-itions,  with  the  re- 
.sult  that  shippers  who  failed  to  secure 
tliese  unlawful  favors  were  in  many 
cases  forced  to  do  business  at  a  loss,  and 
in  some  instances  were  driven  out  of 
business.  The  commission  at  the  pres- 
ent time  cannot  punish  these  infraction? 
of  the  law.  It  desires  the  power  to  en- 
able it  to  do  so.  Regarding  the  move- 
ment toward  railroad  consolidation,  the 
commission  has  this  to  say: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
that  vast  schemes    of    railway    control 
are  now  in  process  of  consummation,  and 
that  the  competition  of  rival  lines  is  to 
be  restrained     by    these    combinations. 
While  this  movement  has  not  yet  found 
full  expression  in  the  actual  consolida- 
tion of  railroad  corporations,  enough  has 
transpired    to  disclose   a  unification     of 
financial  interests  whi^h    will  dominate 
the  management      and      harmonize  the 
operations  of    lines  heretofore    indepen- 
dent and  competitive.    This  is  today  the 
most   noticeable  and   important  feature 
of  the   railway  situation.    If   the   plans 
already    foreshadowed    are    brought    to 
eftectiv^  results,   and   others  of  similar 
scope  are  carried  to  e:<ecution,  there  will 
be  a  vast  centralization       of       railroad 
properties,  with  all  the  pov.er  involved 
in   such  far-reaching  combinations,   yet 
uncontrolled  by     any    public    anthori'y 
which   can    be   efficiently    exerted.    The 
restraints  of  competition  upon  excessive 
and  unjust  rates   will  in  this  way     be 


A   WI\'XIi'E(i  AXAXIAS. 

The  Winnipeg  Free  Press  on  Monday 
devoted  considerable  space  to  an  inter- 
view with  one  Herbert  S.  Lee,  v.ho  was 
stated  to  have  "returned  home  after  .\n 
absence  of  eight  months  in  the  Southern 
and  Eastern  states."  Mr.  Lee  saw  and 
htard  many  wonderful  things  during  his 
trips— things  that  noljody  else  saw  or 
heard.  For  instance,  he  discovered  that 
the  only  pe^'Ple  in  the  United  States  who 
favor  the  Boers  in  the  pr'^sent  Sjuth 
African  war  are  the  laboring  cl.^.sses. 
It  seems  that  Mr.  Lee  v'isited  Duluch, 
and  the  Free  Press  relates  what  he  saw 
and  heard  here,  as  follows: 

"At  Duluth  Mr.  Lee  was  recently 
present  at  a  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose  of  expressing  sympathy  with 
the  Beers,  at  which  one  of  the  speakers, 
.luring  the  course  of  his  addre.=s  from 
the  platform,  stripped  himself  to  the 
waist  and  exhibited  marks  on  his  back 
whiih  he  claimed  he  had  received  from 
a  British  landlord  in  Ireland,  for  whom 
he  had  been  working.  There  were  fuHy 
"000  people  present  at  this  meeting, 
mostly  wcrkingmen.  In  the  middle  of 
the  audience  a  loyal  Englishman  arose 
and  offered  the  Irishman  $30  a  night  if 
lie  would  appear  as  an  attraction,  under 
i-.is  present  state,  at  a  museum,  '^losinj; 
with  the  remark  that  he  had  long  been 
running  a  dime  mu.seum.  but  had  never 
been  able  to  get  anyone  to  pose  as  a 
cat-o'-nine-tails  subject.  The  English- 
man was  hissed  and  the  audience 
cheered  for  the  Irishman,  who  then  ap- 
pealed to  his  countrymen  to  overthrow 
British  domination  throughout  the 
world.  At  this  the  entire  meeting 
seemed  to  rise  and  cheer  to  the  echo. 
This  was  the  only  meeting  of  the  kind 
at  which  Mr.  Lee  was  present,  but  many 
•Mher  similar  meetings  were  held." 

It  is  evident  that  Mr.  Lee  did  not  con- 
fine his  libations  to  Lake  Superior  >,«  atcr 
while  he  was  in  Duluth,  or  else  his  im- 
aginatl.tn  has  been  aimormally  developed. 
At  any  rate,  he  has  become  a  dangerous 
rival  of  Ananias,  and  should  beware  les*^ 
he  meet  the  fate  of  that  unfortunate  in- 
dividual. 

There  has  been  no  meeting  in  Buluth 
called  for  the  purpose  of  expressing 
sympathy  with  the  Boers,  except  a  small 
gathering  for  the  purpose  of  making 
arrangements  for  such  a  meeting,  ttiat 
will  probably  be  held  early  next  month. 
Consequently  this  Mr.  Lee  was  not  pres- 
ent at  a  meeting  in  Duluth,  comprising 
3000  people,  mostly  workingmen.  Nor 
did  the  sensational  incident  of  which  he 
tfils  ever  occur  at  any  meeting  in  Du- 
luth. The  story  of  the  Irishman  who 
"stripped  himself  to  the  waist,"  and  of 
the  "loyal  Englishman"  who  had  "been 
running  a  dime  museum"  is  therefore  a 
falsehood  concocted  by  this  man  Lee 
and  palmed  off  as  genuine  on  the  unsus- 
pecting reporter  of  the  Winnipeg  paper. 
In  short,  Lee  is  a  deliberate  perventer 
of  the  truth  and  unworthy  of  belief,  if 
he  said  what  the  Free  Press  credits  him 
with  saying.

QUEER  OFFICIAL  STATISTICS. 

Ar  E£cmp!3  of  Carroll  D.  Virlght's 
Nciorious  Figure  Juggling. 

The  coniniissii'uer  of  labor  having  in- 
stituted an  investigation  of  trusts,  we 
may  expect  during  the  coming  campaign 
to  have  sprung  upon  the  public  an  ofli- 
cial  report  which,  to  those  uiiacciuaintcd 
v.iih  the  methods  and  purpjses  of  the 
statistical  sharp  in  charge  of  the  na- 
ticial  ti.gure  factory,  may  seem  to  con- 
clusively settle  the  question. 

Col.  Wright's  statistical  eccentricities 

have  been  discussed    by  the  writer  in ! 

four  articles,   "Eccentric  ()lttcial  Statis-  j 
til  s,"  published  in  the  American  Journ.il  j 
i:f  Sociology,  and  also  in  contributions  j 
t>    the    Journal    of    Political    i^onoiny.  j 
These  criticisms  of  official  statistics  and  j 
Col.   Wright's   u.se   of     the     saizjc  were 
called    forth    by   a    contribution    to    ihi?. 
Journal  of  Sociology  by  Col.  Wi*ight.  in 
which  he  higlily  commended  the  statis- 
tieal  publications  of     the     guverninent, 
giving  no  hint  of  their  grossly  mislead- 
iim    character.     With   an    apparent   su- 
invme      contempt      of     criticisiti,      Col. 
Wright,    in    his    work     just     published, 
•Outlines   of     Practical    Sociology,"   re- 
l)eats    the    errors   and    falsifications    of 
previous    writings,    ti    which    attention 
ha;s  been  called,  thereby  shov.ing  it  to  be 
his    deliberate    and    studied    purpose    to 
mislead  the  public. 

This  work  we  find  caustically  ro- 
vievved  in  the  Americaji  Journal  of  So- 
ciology by  the  editor.  Professor  Albion 
W.  Small,  head  of  the  department  A' 
ti  iriology  of  the  university  of  Chicago. 

After  a  criticism  of  Col.  Wright's  so- 
ciological ideas,  this  critic  .scores  his 
statistical  methods,  showing  not  only 
that  he  quotes  statistics  partially,  ignor- 
ing those  which  would  tell  against  his 
conclusions,  and  that  he  draws  unwar- 
ranted conclusions,  but  that  he  mis- 
(;ucjtts  and  falsities  statistics.  One  of 
the  falsifications  to  which  Professor 
.Small  calls  attention  is  that  of  census 
statistics  of  child  labor. 

These  falsified  statistics  Col.  Wright 
quotes  as  proof  of  a  great  decrease  in 
child  labor,  notwithstanding  an  investi- 
gation of  his  own  department  shows  the 
eontrary. 

This  investigation  was  made  in  pur- 
suance of  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Fifty- 
third  congress,  which  evidently  desired 
more  reliable  as  well  as  more  recent  In- 
formation than  was  obtainable  from  the 
census,  notwithstanding  methods  calcu- 
lated to  conceal  the  full  increase  of  fe- 
male and  child  labor,  the  data  obtained 
by  this  investigation  indicated  a  decided 
iiicrea.se  in  the  employment  of  children 
as  well  as  females,  so  in  his  report  Col. 
Wright  lugs  in  juggled  census  statistics 
to  discredit  the  results  of  this  investiga- 
tijn  of  his  own  department. 

A  remarkable  circumstance  connected 
with  this  report  is  that  when  submitted 
to  congress  and  before  Its  publication 
the  press  throughout  the  country  an- 
nounced that  a  large  decrease  in  child 
labor  had  been  discovered. 

The  agents  of  the  pre.ss.  instead  of 
analyzing  the  data  given,  seem  to  have 
accepted  the  statement  from  some 
s  >urce  which  they  deemed  reliable. 
What  that  source  was  may  be  inferred 
from  the  fact  that  Col.  Wright  has  made 
no  effort  to  correct  the  false  impression 
thus  conveyed,  but,  on  the  contrary,  in 
latest  work,  quotes  these  same  jug- 


fication  was  changed  so  as  to  include 
only  children  from  10  to  14  years  of  age. 
'ihere  i.-,  besides,  another  diffoience, 
which  docs  not  appear  in  the  ligures, 
resulting  from  a  change  in  the  question 
as  tj  age  on  the  schedules  of  enumera- 
tors of  population,  the  question  in  1890 
being  "age  nearest  birthday,"  v.hile  at 
l>receding  censuses  the  question  was 
"age    last    birthday." 

Thus  the  number  of  child  workers  re- 
ported in  ISTO  and  iS80  included  all  such 
woikens  under  16,  for  they  would  be 
reported  as  15  until  the  Itith  birthday. 

At  the  census  of  1S90  there  would  be 
included  children  from  10  to  HVa  years 
uf  age  only.

Col.  Wright  estimates,  or  guesses, 
that  257,773  should  be  added  ti  the 
figures  for  1890  to  obtain  the  number  of 
child  workers  <jf  the  sa:ne  age  rep- 
resented by  the  liguies  of  the  preced- 
ing census,  making  the  number  in  1S90 
860,786. 

The  Mas.sachusetts  factory  inspector 
reports  sei)arately  the  number  of  chil- 
dren employed  in  the  factories  of  that 
state  from  14  to  IC  and  th  jsc  under  14. 
of  the  9919  employed  In  lf^90,  82CJ  woi-»i 
from  14  to  16  and  but  IG06  were  under 
14.  This  is  a  proportion  of  5  to  1.  In 
1891  the  proportion  was  6.6  to  1.  If  we 
accept  this  proportion  as  at  all  represen- 
tative wo  must  c  include  that  child 
workers  in  1890  over  14V1'  years  must 
have  outnumbered  those  under  lAVj 
several  times.

This  is  also 
but  a  guess,  but  it  agrees  with  ob.serva- 
tion  and  investigation  of  the  department

Census  statistics  certainly  do  not  prove 
a  decrease  of  child  labor,  and  consider- 
ing that  in  some  states  child  labor  is 
prohibited  at  14  and  in  oti-ers  at  13. 
the  figures  seem  much  better  evidence  of 
a  large  increase  in  the  employment  of 
children. 

As  there  is  no  possible  good  reason 
for  the  change  in  age  classification, 
which  has  resulted  In  concealment  of  ilie 
truth  as  to  child  labor,  we  may  justly 
conclude  that  to  have  been  the  purpose 
That  this  has  been  Col.  Wright's  pur- 
pose is  even  more  evident.

city  of  Duluth  T  should  be  glad  to  meet 
you  to  di.scuss  questions  concerning  the 
welfare  of  labor,  but  as  you  are  the  rep- 
lesentative  of  but  a  handful  of  ex- 
tremists that  are  trying  to  reform  the 
existing  conditions  and  righten  tii-"' 
wrongs  of  the  past  by  abusing  all  other 
thinking  people,  it  is  useless  for  me  to 
waste  my  time,  and  I  could  not  possibly  I 
advance  the  cause  of  labor  by  djing 
so. 

"I  believe  to  a  certain  extent  in  the 
doctrines  of  socialism,  but  these  reforms 
must  be  carried  out  step  by  step.  Muni- 
cipal ownership  is  the  first  attempt  in 
the  right  direction.  Next  will  come  state 
ownership  of  public  utilities,  the  con- 
trol by  the  government  of  transporta- 
tion, and  I  can  see  that  the  future  will 
improve  the  condition  of  the  toiling 
masses.  I  am  opposed  to  trusts,  com- 
binations and  monopolies,  but  I  do  n  it 
believe  that  all  the  wrongs  that  have 
grown  step  by  step  for  centuries  can  b-j 
overthrown  in  a  few  years.

Your  charge, 
also,  that  I  stood  in  with  the  corpora- 
tions at  the  lime  of  the  strike  is  ut- 
ttrly  false.  I  did  everything  in  my 
power  to  settle  the  strike,  and  my 
work  is  known  to  the  committee.  I  did

Twenty  Great  Articles  Form 

Seventy-Five   Per  Cent 

of  Importations. 

BULK   OF   INCREASE 


Was  In  Raw  Materials  For 

Hanufactures— Foodstuffs 

Ranked  Next.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Jan.  26.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)  —  Manufacturers'  materials, 
food  stuffs  and  manufactured  goods 
formed,  in  the  order  named,  the  bulk  of 
the  $165,000,000  increase  in  our  importa- 
tions of  1899.  The  largest  proportion  of 
the  Increase  is  in  manufacturers'  mater- 
ials, which  in  1899  were  nearly  33  per 
cent  larger  than  in  1898  and  more  than 
50  per  cent  greater  than  in  1896.  Food- 
stuffs in  1899  were  over  20  per  cent  in 
exce'ss  of  those  of  1898,  but  actually 
less  than  those  of  1896.  Manufactures 
in  1899  were  about  12  per  cent  greater 
than  in  1898,  but  less  than  in  1896.  Ar- 
ticles in  a  crude  condition  for  use  in 
manufacturing,  which  in  1896  formed 
less  than  24  per  cent  of  the  imports,  and 
in  1898  less  than  32  per  cent,  are  in  1899 
33  per  cent  of  the  total  imports.  Food- 
stuffs which  in  1896  formed  34.36  per  cent 
of  the  imports  and  in  1898  29.58  per  cent, 
were  in  1899  29  per  cent.  Manufactured 
articles  ready  for  consumption,  which 
in  1896  formed  17.67  per  cent  of  the  im- 
ports and  in  1898  16%  P^J"  cent,  were  in 
1899  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total 
imports. 

Twenty  great  articles  form,  in  1899.  75 
per  cent  of  our  importations,  and  half  of 
these  are  manufacturers'  materials,  the 
remainder  being  divided  between  food- 
stuffs and  manufactures.  These  twenty 
great  articles,  whose  values  for  the  year 
range  respectively  from  $10,000,000  up- 
wards, were,  in  the  order  of  magnitude, 
sugar,  coffee,  hitles,  chemicals,  raw 
silk,  manufactured  cotton,  rubber, 
manufactured  silk,  manufactured  fibers, 


raw  -fibers,  fruits  and  nut.s,  wood,  tin. 
iron  4nd  steel,  woolen  goods,  gla.ss  and 
chinaware,  malt  and  spirituous  liquor'^, 
tobacco,  raw  wool  and  tea.  Dividing 
these  into  the  classes  of  manufacturers' 
materials,  food.stuffs  and  manufactured 
goods,  the  first  mentioned  class,  manu- 
I'actuiers'  materials,  includes  hides, 
chemicals,  raw  silk,  rubber,  fibers,  wood, 
tin.  tobacco  and  wool;  the  second  class, 
foodstuffs,  includes,  sugar,  coffee,  fruit.>- 
and  nuts,  tea  and  malt  and  spirituous 
li<ltiors;  while  the  third  class,  manufac- 
tures, includes  c  itton  goods,  silk  goods, 
manufactures  of  fiber,  iron  and  steel, 
woolen  goods,  glass  and  chinaware. 

The  increase  in  importations  in  1899 
as  compared  with  1898  or  1896  is  chiefiy 
in  manufacturers'  materials.  Hides  and 
skins,  for  instance,  increased  from  $20.- 
713,.'i2S  in  1896  and  $39,906,307  in  1898  to 
$51.127.6.'')9  in  1899;  raw  silk  for  use  in 
manufacturing,  from  $16,096,681  in  1896 
and  $27,173,174  in  1898  to  $42,776,678  in 
1899;  india  rubber  fir  use  in  manufac- 
turing, from  $15,679,11.'.  in  1896  to  $26.- 
069,544  in  1898  and  $.34,397,320  in  1899; 
libers  for  use  in  manufacturing,  from 
$12,336,653  in  1896  and  $17,029,079  in  1898 
to  $21,308,904  in  1899;  tin  in  blocks,  bars 
and  pigs,  for  use  in  manufacturing, 
from  $5,848,933  in  1896  and  $8,770,221  in 
1898  to  $16,746,117  in  1899.  In  manufac- 
ttires  the  increase  was  much  less  than 
in  raw  materials,  being  in  cotton  goods, 
from  $30,837,966  in  1896  and  $29,390,228  in 
1898  to  $36,572,938  in  1899;  in  silk  manu- 
factures, from  $21,686,849  in  1896  and  $25,- 
284,641  in  1898  to  $27,880,683  in  1899;  man- 
ufactures of  fiber,  from  $25,521,112  in  1896 
and  $24,920,377  in  1898  to  $27,312,624  in 
1899;  while  iron  and  steel,  glass  and 
chinaware  and  woolen  manufactures 
show  a  marked  reduction,  iron  and  steel 
falling  from  $19,506,587  in  1896  to  $14,788,- 
406  in  1899;  glass  and  chinaware,  from 
$15,546,599  in  1896  to  $12,586,192  in  1899, 
and  woolen  manufactures,  from  $37,109,- 
363  in  1896  to  $14,596,847  in  1899.  In 
foodstuffs  the  principal  increase  is  in 
sugar,  the  importations  of  that  article 
increasing  from  $96,219,908  in  1896  to 
$108,124,877  in  1899. 

The  following  table  shows  the  impor- 
tations in  the  calendar  years  1896,  1898 
and  1899,  of  the  twenty  great  articles 
exceeding  $10,000,000  in  value,  and  whose 
aggregate  value  formed  75  per  cent  of 
the  total  importations  in  1899:

Our  Merchant  Marino. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald; 

As  a  reader  of  The  Herald  I  havo 
been  pleased  to  note  your  opposition  to 
the  Hanna-Payne  ship  subsidy  scheme 
but  I  must  di.ssent  from  the  position  you 
assume  in  regard  to  the  subsidy  pro- 
po.sed  by  J.  J.  Hill.  In  your  editorial 
in  The  Herald  of  Jan.  24  you  say;  "This 
would  encourage  the  extension  of  our 
foreign  commerce  and  would  build  i"p 
our  merchant  marine." 

Can  you  cite  any  nation  that  has  «'V:^r 
built  up  a  merchant  navy  by  such  gov- 
ernment aid  or  for  that  matter  by  any 
other  scheme  of  subsidies'.'  The  ad- 
vocates of  all  the  ship  subsidy  steals 
point  to  the  enormous  shipping  inf-r- 
ests  of  Great  Britain  as  an  example  of 
what  government  aid  can  do,  but  the 
British  merchant  marine  is  not  the  re- 
sult of  subsidies.  Certain  lines  of  Kng- 
lish  fast  lines  arc  paid  for  carrying  the 
mails  and  a  few  British  ships  are  paid 
a  yearly  sum  on  condition  that  such 
ships  be  built  according  to  certain, 
models  and  be  held  in  readiness  at  any 
time  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
navy  when  the  government  calls  fr.r 
them,  but  the  great  majority  of  Eng- 
lish ships  are  bui't  and  operated  with- 
out a  penny  of  government  aid. 

It  is  singular  that  no  editor  or  public 
speaker,  in  behalf  of  the  great  common 
people,  refers  to  the  glorious  era  of 
American  shipping  which  came  to  an 
end  in  the  later  '50s.  Fifty  to  seventy 
years  ago  America  led  the  world  m 
both  the  building  and  sailing  of  ships. 
The  American  flag  distanced  all  others 
in  every  sea  and  harbor  of  the  world. 
The  tonnage  of  American  vessels 
equaled  one-half  of  that  of  all  other 
nations  combined,  yet  there  was  no 
subsidy  paid  for  carrying  the  Stars  and 
Stripes.  During  that  proud  period  jf 
our  young  republic  all  that  Americans 
asked  was  a  fair  field  and  no  favor. 
The  American  merchant  then  could  buy 
his  ship  where  he  pleased,  but  this 
liberty  did  not  kill  off  the  home  ship- 
building interests.  Our  people  bn.lt 
not  only  the  ships  that  sailed  under  the- 
American  flag,  but  we  built  vessels  f.)r 
foreign  shippers.  Is  there  any  reaso;i 
why  we  cannot  under  the  same  condi- 
tions of  freedom  again  become  the  lead- 
ing maritime  nation? 

But  so  long  as  America  pursues  the 
deadly  policy  of  restriction  and  gov- 
ernment bounties  we  shall  remain  a 
pigmy  among  nations  so  far  as  our 
marine  interests  are  concerned.  Let  the 
bars  be  thrown  down  and  give  absolute 
freedom;  then  will  our  merchant  mar- 
ine spring  up.  To  permit  the  purchase 
of  foreign  built  ships  to  be  sailed  under 
our  flag  would  not  mean  that  our  mer- 
chant vessels  would  be  of  foreign  build. 
It  would  simply  mean  that  our  ship 
builders  would  compete  with  foreign 
builders  just  as  our  farmers  and  manu- 
facturers in  other  lines  do.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  American  ship  buiM?r 
cannot  outdo  his  foreign  rival  now  as 
well  as  did  his  predecessor  fifty  or  sixty 
years  ago. 

Am  I  right,  and  If  not,  why  not?

."aying  that  May>)r  Truelsen  needed  no 
encomium  before  such  an  audience.  l)e- 
cause  he  had  been  an  honored  and  re- 
spected citizen  of  Duluth  for  more  than 
thirty  year."!.  He  iiad  been  prominent  in 
the  political  life  of  the  city  and  county 
for  a  numljer  of  years,  and  it  seemed 
needless  to  say  anything  in  regard  to 
his  qualifications,  which  every  viter  in 
the  Sixth  ward  knew  so  well  and  had 
endorsed  by  big  majorities  time  and 
agam.  He  .said  that  the  plain  people 
were  not  slow  to  recognize  the  worth  of 
such  a  man.  and  then  he  gave  a  briei 
review  of  the  hi-'^tory  of  Mayor  Truel- 
sen's  fight  for  pure  water.  Referring 
to  the  "corrupt  police  department  ' 
feature  of  the  Republican  campaign.  Mr. 
McKeon.  amid  great  enthusiasm,  brand- 
ed it  as  the  last  resort  to  a  desperate 
cause. 

A  convention  of  knockers  turned  loose 
ii;  a  boiler  factory  could  not  have  made 
a  noisier  demonstratim  than  the  greet- 
ing given  tSie  mayor  as  he  stopped  for- 
ward to  do  his  stunt  in  spellbindin:::. 
He  gave  the  audience  the  billowy,  rotund 
smile,  and  the  audience  gave  him  the 
glad  hand  with  a  spirit  that  raised  thr- 
temperature  in  the  room  about  10  de- 
grees.   The  mayor  said  in  part: 

"Gentlemen.  I  thank  you  for  this 
greeting.  It  is  not  the  first  time  that  ' 
have  come  before  yju  in  f.iis  hall.  1 
see  before  me  many  of  the  men  that  1 
sp«)ke  to  here  during  the  first  water 
fight.  You  all  remember  how  this  pre- 
cinct went  at  that  time.  fCheer.^.)  When 
the  votes  were  counted  there  were  only 
four  or  five  vote.s  in  this  whole  Gir- 
field  avenue  district  in  favor  of  purchas- 
ing the  plant,  and.  gentlemen.  yiu  «houl  i 
feel  proud  that  this  was  the  banner  pn  - 
cinct  against  that  steal.  (More 
cheers.) 

•That  was  the  first  time  that  I  cam- 
before  you,  and  you  know  what  I  prom- 
ised you  at  that  time  and  what  we  have 
done  since.  It's  all  an  old  story  now. 
and  we  need  not  go  into  the  water  figh' 
to  any  great  extent.  When  you  elected 
me  to  be  your  mayor  we  were  passing 
through  a  panic.  Duluth  was  heavily  in 
debt,  and  we  were  fortunate  indeed  to 
float  thiose  bonds  to  build  the  water  syi-- 
tem  and  give  you  men  w  )rk.  for  you  had 
none  at  that  time,  you  will  remember. 
Xow,  where  was  Mr.  Hugo  during  aU 
that  time?  Why.  he  was  on  the  othf-r 
side  voting  and  w<irking  to  purcfia.se  the 
water  plant  for  $2,106,000.  and  when  you 
knocked  that  out  he  worked  to  purch-ise 
it  for  $1.S.'>6.000.  The  other  side  was 
working  in  the  interest  of  the  cori)ora- 
tions.  but  they  did  not  succeed.  Xi)^.'. 
in  the  face  of  this,  gentlemen.  I  a.-k 
you.  is  Mr.  Hugo  the  kind  of  a  mm 
you  want  to  elect  as  mayor?  (Voice: 
"Xit.")  No,  gentlemen.  n'>t  in  a  thoi;- 
sand  years.  (Laughter.)  When  the  K^'- 
publicans  put  Mr.  Hugo  up  on  a  muni- 
cipal ownership  platform  they  didni 
mean  it.  If  they  did  mean  anything  by 
that  plank,  do  you  suppose  for  an  in- 
stant that  they  would  have  nominaUd 
a  miin  who  had  fought  against  municii)a: 
owner.ship  all  his  life? 

"Would  you  trust  a  man  that  you 
knew  was  opposed  to  municipal  owner 
ship  for  years  and  would  then  change 
over  as  soon  as  he  was  nominated  for 
office?  In  his  speech  accepting  the  R' - 
puldican  nomination  he  said  that  lie  was 
in  favor  of  owning  the  street  railwav 
system  fourteen  years  hence,  and  th'* 
telephone  system  five  years  from  now, 
but  for  the  present  was  opposed  to  th- 
issue  of  any  more  bonds.  We  are  elect- 
ing a  mayor  f«jr  two  years  only,  and 
what  do  we  care  what  Mr.  Jiugo  favor  ; 
fourteen  years   from   now?     (Laughter*. 

"I  took  occasion  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  out  at  W'e.^t  Duluth  the  other 
evening  that  Mr.  Hugo,  in  his  sneech  ot 
acceptance,  saifl  he  wr4S  opposed  to 
issuing  any  more  bonds,  and  that  mu- 
nicipal owner.-ihip  without  bonds  was  an 
impossibility,  and  y<»u  can  imagine  my 
surprise  when,  the  next  evening  M;. 
Hugo  (anie  out  and  repudiated  his  con- 
vention speech,  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
issuing  bonds.  (Laughter*.  Som* - 
i)ody  must  have  toM  him  somethint-v. 
(Great  laughter).  IJut,  gentleman,  can 
you  trust  a  man  that  changes  like  that 
in  a  week?  It  proves  that  they  don't 
ttelieve  in  the  municipal  ownership 
plank.  I  tell  you  a  man  has  got  t  > 
stand  by  his  promi.ses.  and  make  h:s 
promises  in  all  sincerity,  or  he  is  goin.t 
i«(  get  tangled  up  sometime.  1  made  yoa 
promi.ses  four  years  ago  ^nd  yrru  r<- 
verscd  a  Republican  majority  of  30O0 
and  gave  me  a  majority  of  80'). 
(Cheers).  They  had  the  money,  but  we 
had  the  votes.  (Laughtt-r).  It  is  the 
same  this  campaign.  The  cf>rpiratii)ri.< 
are  furnishing  them  with  a  coriuption 
fund,  but  men  you  have  the  nower  ia 
your  own  hands  to  shape  the  destiny  of 
this  great  city,  and  don't  throw  away 
your  right  of  suffrage. 

"We  have  won  the  first  vict.iry  for 
municipal  ownership,  hut  it  is  only  the 
first  step  in  the  right  direction.

Nek  York.  Jan.  26.— The  Herald  says:  It 
was  announced  last  night  that  the  plans 
for  providing  working  capital  for  the 
I'nited  States  Flour  Milling  company  were 
practically  sure  of  success  and  that  A.  O. 
Loring,  manager  of  the  Northwestern 
Milling  company,  of  Minneapolis,  would 
return  to  his  home,  leaving  this  city  this 
morning,  fully  convinced  that  there  will 
lie  no  further  difficulty  In  raising?  tiie  Jl,- 
250,000  recpured  by  the  mills  of  Minneapolis 
luider  his  control  as  a  working  capital. 

George  I'rban.  Jr.,  of  Ruffalo,  president 
of  the  i'nited  States  Flour  Milling  com- 
liany,  also  will  leave  New  York  tonight  for 
Ills  home,  and  it  is  said  tliat  before  his 
departure  lie  will  sign  pai)e:-s  which  will 
bring  to  the  treasury  of  the  Htcker-Jones- 
Jfwell  Miling  company  th(-  funds  re(iuircd. 

President  I'rlian  said  that  he  did  not 
look  for  any  further  difficulty  and  he  was 
convinced  that  the  minority  stockholders 
of  the  Northwestern  Milling  company 
wou.ld  be  satisfied  with  any  arrangement 
which  the  majority  might  make.  ThiSf 
.statements  were  made  b.v  iiim  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Jacob  Ames,  of  Syracuse,  and 
Tliomas  A.  M(  Intyre,  vice  president  and 
secretary  respectively  of  t'oe  I'nited  States 
Flour  Milling  company.  Later,  at  a  tini:; 
when  President  I'rban  was  not  president, 
Mr.  Mclntyre  said: 

"There  is  no  minority  Interest  in  West- 
ern Milling  company.  I  am  not  responsible 
for  what  I'resideni  I'rban  says,  and  when 
he  spoke  of  the  outstanding  shares  oi! 
stock,  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  tal'K- 
ing  about.  The  stock  has  been  purchased 
l)y  me  for  a  friend.  I  shall  take  It  up  wlien 
I  g<^t  the  money." 

When  asked  hov/  soon  the  trust  would 
be  ready  to  take  the  public  into  its  confi- 
dence and  announce  what  arrangements 
have  been  made  in  the  way  of  providing  a 
working  capital.  Mr.  Mclntyre  said.;. 

"1  shall  probably  make  a  statement  in  a 
few  days,  though  I  cannot  .say  positively  I 
that  it  shall  bo  so.  Everything  is  moving  | 
along  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.  We 
have  borrowed  money  for  the  purchase  of 
raw  material  and  I  know  of  no  company 
that  has  not  done  the  same  thing.  How- 
ever, we  are  ready  to  meet  any  debts 
which  we  may  have  contracted.  We  do 
need  working  capital,  and  are  going  to  get 
it." 

A.  C.  lairing,  of  Minneapolis,  who  has 
b.X'n  an  official  of  the  United  States  Flour  I 
Milling  company,  resigned  all  of  his  of- 
fices in  connection  with  that  concern  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  at  a  meeting 
held  yesterday  was  elected  president  oi 
the  Northwestern  Milling  company  of  Min- 
neapolis. At  that  meeting  it  was  also  or- 
dered that  there  should  be  an  amalgama- 
tion of  the  Minneapolis  P'lour  Manufac- 
turing ciimpany  and  the  Northwestci-n 
Milling  company,  giving  the  plant  in  Min- 
neai)olis  eight  mills  with  a  total  daily  ca- 
pacity of  about  IT.OW  barrels. 

Mr.  Loring  surprised  his  associates  in 
New  York  by  his  independence.  He  is  said 
to  have  informed  them,  that  while  iie 
was  willing  to  wfirk  in  full  harmony  it 
was  necessary  for  capital  to  be  lirovideO, 
and  that  if  it  could  not  l)P  obtained  mi 
New  York  on  s;)Oi\  ierms.  he  would  b^ 
able  to  get  it  in  the  Northwest,  hi  .lu.v 
event,  he  wanted  it  understood  that  the 
mills  under  his  control  wt  re  to  be  oijci- 
ated  with  the  idea  of  producing  a  profi'. 
and  not  for  the  purpose  of  making  Kt'"i! 
the  losses  in  the  operation  of  other  mills. 

As  a  result  of  Mr.  LoriuK's  position,  it 
is  understood  that  the  P'mp:re  State  nulls 
at  Syracuse,  two  in  number:  the  mill  of 
the  I'rban  comp;my.  In  Tiuffalo:  the  Daisv 
Holler  mill,  of  Milwaukee,  and  the  Du- 
luth Roller  mill,  of  Milv.aiike".  will  h' 
peimanently  closed  down,  while  the  six 
mills  at  the  head  of  T..ake  Superior  will 
be  ojjcrated  only  during  tho.se  months 
whni   ihe   lakes  are  opeti   to   navi.qaiion.

TIME  IS  RIPE. 


Conciliatory  Policy,  It  Is  De- 
clared, Will  End  Trouble 
In  Phi!lpp!n:'S. 

New  York.  Jan.  26. — A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald  from  Manilla  sajs:  The  v.ar  in 
the  rhilip{)ines  is  over.  No  further  sur- 
render can  be  hoped  for.  The  danger  in 
the  present  situation  is  that  a  b'oody 
feud  may  arise  between  the  American 
army  and  the  Filipinos.  This  danger 
can  he  greatly  lessened  by  action  by  e. di- 
gress, which  is  now  imperative,  outlin- 
ing the  policy  of  the  government  in  tie* 
Philippines.  It  is  likely  that  many  iit- 
surgents  are  still  holding  out  for  the 
very  terms  which  congress  will  'oe  wiii- 
in.g  to  give. 

The  time  is  ripe  for  a  conciliatory 
pilicy,  allowing  the  Filipinos  to  have 
.■-Hime  say  as  to  the  nature  of  the  govern- 
ment under  which  they  will  l>e  obliged  to 
live. 

POSTAL  OFFICIALS  SQUABBLE. 

Disagree  Over  Fumigating  Mails  at 
Canada  Line. 

Portland,  Ore.,  Jan.  20.— A  special  to  the 
Oregonian  from  Spokane  soys:  Interna- 
tional authorities  have  clashed  over  the 
quarantine  declared  by  British  Columbia 
against  Eastern  Washington  mails  on  ac- 
eount  of  smallpox.  Since  Tuesday  all  mails 
over  the  Spokane  Falls  &  Northern  have 
been  tied  up  at  Northport.  at  the  boun- 
liarv.  Canadian  officials  say  Americans 
must  fumigate  the  mails.  Americans  in- 
sist that  the  Canadians  disinfect  it.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  Washington  and 
the  postmaster  general  refuses  to  give 
orders  to  disinfect  the  mails  on  this  side. 
The  Canadians  arc  referring  the  matter 
to  Ottawa  and  the  dispute  is  now  being 
waged  between  the  American  and  Cana- 
dian postoffice  officials.  Meantime,  tons 
of  mail  are  being  stacked  up  at  Northport.

W.ishignL'jn,  Jan.  26. — A  favorai)le  re-

COLLIER  LOST. 
Seattle.  Wash..  Jan.  26.— The  steel  col- 
lier Miami,  belonging  to  the  Pacilio 
Coast  company,  was  wrecked  on  a  reef, 
near  Oyster  bay,  on  the  east  shore  of 
Vancouver  island.  She  is  a  total  loss,  as 
she  broke  in  two  and  went  to  the  bot- 
tom. Her  entire  crew  were  saved.  She 
was  on  her  way  to  San  Francisco  -^Mth 
4000  tons  of  coal  when  the  accident  oc- 
curred.

I  ing  made  in  ponies.  Chief  Corndroi)per 
j  Ibes  about  forty-five  miles  southwest  of 
!  this  cit.v,  and.  owing  to  his  former  of- 
'  licial  capacity,  is  one  of  the  best-knov.'ii 
I  Inoian  luaves  in  the  Territory,  says  a:i 
Judependent,  Ktin..  correspondent  of  the 
1st.  Louis  (ilobe-Uemocrat.  Of  course,  he 
and  his  wife  are  fuIl-b!oods,  and  as  only 
full-bloods  can  intermarry  in  this  tribe, 
only  that  class  of  Osages  will  be  allowed 
to  bid  on  the  girl.  Mary  is  an  exceptional- 
ly good-looking  srpiaw;  she  is  23  yeais  old, 
but  has  not  much  education.  She  has 
been  twice  before  sold  in  marriage,  and 
because  of  her  beauty,  brought  "heaps  of 
ponies"  both  times.  Her  first  husband  wai 
Tall  Chief,  who  paid  -OM)  ponies.  John  I^o- 
gan,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Osage 
council,  was  the  second  husband,  and  he 
paid  300  ponies.  Roth  marriages  proved 
unhappy,  and  separation  followed.  This  is 
why  she  is  to  be  put  upon  the  block  again. 
In  accordance  with  an  ironclad  rule 
among  this  tribe  the  parents  of  the  com- 
peting youufT  men  will  have  to  do  the  bid- 
ding, and  the  bride,  who  will  be  arrayed  in 
blankets  trimmed  with  silks  and  beads  of 
the  gaudiest  colors,  principally  scarlet, 
will  announce  the  result  by  ridin.g  into 
the  arms  of  the  successful  bidder.  The 
marriage  ceremony  is  then  compU'ted  by 
the  parents  of  tlie  bride  taking  her  into 
the  house,  where  she  will  be  stripped  of 
all  lier  clothing,  which  v.dll  tiien  be  torn 
in  two  and  divided  equally  between  the 
Iiarents  of  the  bride  and  the  groom,  who 
will  retain  them  as  long  as  the  couple  live 
hapi)ily  together.

TRICKS  IN  SERVING  SUBPOENAS. 

A   Server  ^ho    Took   Delight    In 
Corraling  Defendants. 

"The  best  suleioena  server  that  ever 
came  into  my  office  was  a  scamp  who  was 
well  educated  and  well  born  and  did  the 
work  because  he  enjoyed  it,"  said  an  old 
school  criminal  lawyer,  relates  the  New 
York  Sun.  "This  fellow,  whose  first  name 
was  Dick,  who  was  generally  known  as 
Slippery  Dick,  might  have  achieved  suc- 
cess 111  anytliing  that  he  devoted  iiimseif 
to,  but  bis  disposition  was  such  that  ho 
found  pleasure  in  bringing  disaiJiiointmeiu 
to  other  people.  He  was  thoroughly  vic- 
ous  in  this  way.  H(!  would  have  been  a 
good  torturer  in  the  days  of  thumb 
screws.  He  always  asserted  that  he  was  a 
graduate  of  a  big  Eastern  college  and  i 
think  that  he- told  the  truth.  His  ingenuity 
was  wonderiul  tmd  because  ot  it  his  career 
as  a   sul>i>oena   server  was  ended. 

"Dick  nad  many  of  the  qualities  which 
are  attributed  to  Sherlock  Holmes.  l)ut 
he  said  that  the  detective  line  didn't  inter- 
est him.  The  criminal  was  always  ex- 
pecting arrest,  and  when  it  came  was  not 
very  much  surprised.  The  person  who  had 
:  avcuded  the  service  of  papers,  however, 
I  was  always  very  angry  when  circum- 
!  vented,  and  in  that  fact  was  Dick's  great- 
est reward.  My  ottice  in  those  days  was  in 
Cc-nter  street  not  far  from  the  old  Tombs 
and  1  had  a  good  many  divorce  and  ali- 
monv  cases  which  were  frequently  difli- 
culi"to  handle.  My  clients  were  not  from 
liiC  upper  circles  of  society,  but  as  1  was 
not  able  to  choose  I  took  everything  thai 
came  along.  The  first  case  in  which  I  em- 
ployed Dick  was  that  of  an  actor  whose 
wife  had  obtained  a  divorce  who  had  not 
paid  up  his  alimony.  He  had  some  prop- 
erty and  1  was  anxious  to  serve  papers 
on  '  him,  but  1  never  could  catch  nim. 
He  made  his  headquarters  in  New  Jersey 
or  Connecticut  as  suited  liis  purpose  and 
nearly  every  Sunday  he  came  to  New 
York"  to  visit  frienas.  He  took  mighty 
good  care,  however,  to  leave  the  state  be- 
fore midnight  and  1,  of  course,  couldn't 
serve  my  papers  on  Sunday.  1  tried  every 
old  dodge  1  could  think  of  to  detain  him 
in  New  York  until  Monday  morning,  but 
he  was  too  clever  to  be  caught  by  them. 
This  hide-and-seek  game  had  been  going 
on  for  six  months  when  Slippery  Dick 
came  into  my  oliice  and  asked  for  work. 
He  showed  me  letters  from  a  score  of 
lawyers  commending  him  for  work  done 
and  he  asserted  that  he  had  never  failed 
in  any  case  that  had  been  given  to  him.  1 
considered  this  actors  case  as  hopeless, 
and  1  tuined  the  papers  over  to  him. 

"  'If  you  can  serve  tho.se  papers,'  said  I. 
'you  will  accomplish  something  that  has 
floored  every  server  and  1  can  give  you 
other  work.' 

"  'This  is  an  easy  one.  I'll  serve  your 
man  next  Monday  morning  if  he  comes  to 
town,"  he  said. 

"I  had  forgotten  the  case  when  a  mes- 
senger came  to  me  early  on  the  next  Mon- 
dav  morning  and  asked  me  to  come  to  the 
Jefferson  Market  police  court  on  impor- 
tant business  at  9  o'clock.  When  1  reached 
the  court  and  looked  over  the  line  ot 
lirisoners  I  was  amazed  to  see  among 
them  my  new  subi)oona  server  and  the 
actor  on  whom  I  wanted  fo  serve  the  pa- 
pers. The  server  s  face  was  scratched  and 
the  actor's  clothes  were  torn.  When  they 
were  brought  before  the  police  magistrate 
each  made  a  charge  of  assault  against  the 
other.  The  justice  talked  to  theiij  and 
then  thoy  withdrew  their  assault  charges 
and  got  "off  with  a  fine  of  $5  eacli  for  dis- 
orderly conduct.  Dick  followed  the  actor 
out  of  court  and  served  the  papers  on  him 
in  file  street.  I  never  saw  a  man  rage  as 
that  actor  did.  He  may  have  been  quoting 
some  old  part  but  did  it  well.  The  server 
looked  a.T  nappy  as  his  vicious  face  would 
jiermit.  He  had  met  the  actor  at  8  o'clocit 
the  night  before,  hurrying  to  get  a  train 
at  the  Grand  Central  to  take  him  up  to 
Connectncut.  Without  any  warning  the 
server  pitched  into  him  with  a  swinging 
blow  in  the  face  and  in  five  minutes  the 
two  men  were  surrounded  by  a  crowd  thai 
filled  the  street.  Kych  accused  the  other 
of  assault  when  the  police  arrived  and 
both  were  arrested. The  actor  could  not  get 
bail  at  that  hour,  and  the  scheme  to  hold 
him  over  on  ;i  criminal  charge  worked  all 
right.  It  was  a  simple  dodge,  and  it  has 
been  worked  since,  but  to  this  process 
server  Is  due  the  credit  of  devising  it.  Ho 
did  a  lot  of  work  for  me  at  one  time  and 
another  and  frequently  he  would  decline 
to  tell  me  the  methods  of  his  service. 

"  'They  are  mv  stock  in  trade."  he  would 
say  proudly,  'and  if  I  give  them  away 
some  other  fellow  would  practice  them.' 

"I  had  a  lot  of  collection  work  for  one 
of  the  big  installment  paj-ment  hou.ses 
and  in  these  cases  Dick  was  invaluable. 
Most  of  these  debts  had  been  contracted 
by  negro  servant  girls  for  jewelry  and  it 


was  notoriouslv  hard  to  collect  them.  If 
they  were  emfdoyed  in  fiat  houses  the.v 
would  spv  a  .server  two  floors  below  and 
decline  to  let  him  in.  My  server,  however, 
never  failed  to  reach  thim  a.'id  I  often 
si)eculated  on  whtit  his  scheme  was.  It  was 
exposed  by  an  accident.  One  day,  seven 
vears  ago,  a  messenger  came  to  my  ofllce 
and  told  me  that  my  process  server  was 
laid  up  in  a  New  York  hospital  with  two 
broken  legs.  1  went  up  to  see  him  and  be 
told  me  his  story.  He  had  found  a  suc- 
cessful wav  of  serving  papers  on  colored 
servant  giils  by  going  up  in  the  dumb 
waiter  if  Ihev  were  employed  in  a  flat. 
He  would  whistle  up  the  tulM"  about  the 
time  the  ice  man  was  expected  and  when 
the  colored  woman  answered  'What  is  it? 
he  would  call  out  'Ice.'  and  then  getting 
on  the  dumb  waiter  he  world  assist  in  pud- 
ing  it  up.  He  had  discovered  that  the  aver- 
age colored  woman  would  tug  away  at 
a  dumb  waiter  without  looking  at  it.  Hifi 
arrival  in  the  place  where  the  ice  ought 
to  be  occasionally  fiightened  some  of 
them  so  that  they  were  willing  to  give  up 
iheir  lewelrv  at  once.  It  seems,  however, 
that  Dick  h.id  worked  his  dumb  waiter 
plan  to  reach  a  colored  woman  employed 
in  Twenty-eighth  street.  Just  as  the  dumb 
waiter  had  reached  the  fourth  floor  and 
he  was  ready  to  get  out  the  mistress  of 
the  flat  stuck  her  head  into  the  shaft  and 
seeing  a  man  on  the  waiter  she  scream< d. 
Dick  was  so  surprised  that  he  let  go  of  the 

,  rope    and    down    went    the    dumb    waiter. 

'  coming  to  a  stop  in  the  cellar  with  a  jolt 
that  broke  both  his  legs.  That  was  the 
explanation  c'  his  being  in  the  hospital. 
He  never  was  able  to  walk  without 
crutclies  after  that  and  the  last  I  heard 
of  him  he  was  in  Chicago  living  by  his 
wits.  That  fellow  was  a  genius  in  his 
line  and  it  was  fortunate  for  society  that 
he  didn't  select  burglary  instead  of  serv- 
ing lawyers'  papers  for  his  field  of  work." 

THE  HORSE  LEARNED  THE  TRICK. 

The  manager  of  the  Maine  Provision 
and  Cold  Storage  company,  Mr.  Vose, 
has    a    gray    horse,    Vv'hich    knows    as 

much  as  any  animal  in  the  city,  not  ex- 
cepting the  fire  department  horses,  as 
his  owner  thinks,  says  the  Portland 
Daily  News. 

The  company  stables  its  horses  on 
Fore  street,  .and  Mr.  Vose's  horse  is  als3 
kept  there.  T>  do  away  with  the  neces- 
•  sity  of  hiring  a  man  to  go  to  the  stable 
at  4  o'clock  every  morning  to  feed  these 
horses,  an  ingenious  device  was  ar- 
ranged which  answered  every  purpose 
until  the  arrival  of  the  gray  horse.  Tho 
device  consisted  of  two  alarm  docks 
which  were  set  to  go  off  at  4  o'clock.  A 
heavy  weight  was  so  arranged  that  when 
the  alarm  started  the  weight  would  drop 
and  pull  a  wire  which  opened  the  trap 
doors  and  the  feed  then  came  tumbling 
down  into  the  mangers  of  the  horses. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  gray  horse  it 
was  noticed  that  all  of  the  horses  be- 
came very  hungry  long  before  nion 
each  day.  This  could  not  be  accounted 
for  until  someone  stood  watch  to  see 
what  was  the  occasion  for  the  state  of 
affairs.  The  watcher  soon  learned.  After 
the  horses  were  fed  at  night  and  had 
eaten  all  that  was  given  them,  the  gray 
horse  reached  up,  and,  taking  the  wire 
in  his  mouth,  pulled  ujKjn  it.  Down 
came  into  the  mangers  the  feed  that  was 
intended  to  fall  at  4  o'clock.  Of  course 
the  horses  proceeded  to  eat  it  at  once, 
and  before  noon  were  very  hungry.  A 
man  now  feeds  the  horses  at  4  o'clock 
and  the  gray  horse  pulls  the  wire  in 
vain.

or   Deny— Mafeking   Is

London,  Jan.  27. — The  defense  commit- 
tee of  t*ie  cabinet  met  at  the  war  office 
I  this  afternoon,   Lord   Salisbury   presid- 
I  ing. 

In  connection  with  the  meeting  of  the 
defense  committee  of  the  cabinet  today 
the  rumor  was  reiterated  that  the  war 
office  is  concealing  the  gravest  kind  of 
news  from  the  Upper  Tugela  river. 


The  report  even  goes  so  far 
as  to  say  the  forces  of  Gen. 
Huller  are  in  full  retreat.  It 
is  impossible  t  j  confirm  or  deny 
the  reports,  as  the  officials 
maintain  silence  as  to  the 
rum<irs.  They  say  they  Ciave 
nothing  for  publication.  It  is 
evident,  however,  from  the 
office  announcements  that  the 
casualties  rept)rted  by  Gen. 
Duller  occurred  in  Gen.  Lyltle- 
ton's  brigade,  which  apparently 
was  not  engaged  at  Spion  Kop, 
that  there  has  been  severe 
fighting  not  reported. 


Sir  Michael  Hicks-Beach,  the  chancel- 
lor of  the  exchequer,  came  to  London 
purposely  to  attend  the  defense  commit- 
tee meeting,  and  Joseph  Chamberlain, 
the  secretary  of  state  for  the  colonies, 
gave  up  other  engagements  for  the  same 
reason. 

Lf^rd  W'oJseley,  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  forces,  was  also  present  at 
the  meeting. 


Africa.  The  route  from  V'ellington  bar- 
racks to  Nine  Elms  statior  was  thronged 
with  cheering  spectators,  but  not  in  the 
same  degree  as  on  previoui  occasions,  so 
the  order  of  march  was  un  Jisturbed.

PARIS  GIVES  A  SITE. 

Fine  Location    Grant  sd  For    tho 
Statue  of  Washington. 

Washington,  Jan.  27.— The  Washing- 
ton Statue  association,  of  which  Mrs. 
Justice  Field  is  presiden  ,  and  the  ob- 
ject of  which  is  to  present  to  France 
a  statue  of  Washington,  commemor- 
ative of  the  gratitude  of  the  women  of 
America  for  the  aid  rendered  to  their 
country  in  its  infancy  an!  hour  of  need 
by  France,  has  just  received  a  conces- 
sion from  the  municipality  of  Paris  a 
site  for  the  statue  on  che  beautiful 
Place  De  Jena,  at  the  int<  rsection  of  the 
Avenue  De  Jena  and  thi'  Avenue  Du 
Trocadero. 

The  monument  will  te  thoroughly 
American.  The  statue  was  modeled  in 
this  country  by  American  sculpt^^ors  and 
has  been  cast  in  bronze  ky  an  American 
company.  Moreover,  th€  pedestal  was 
designed  by  an  Americ:  n  and  will  le 
executed  in  American  granite.  The  in- 
cident chosen  is  when  Washington  took 
command  of  the  army  at  Cambridge 
and  he  is  represented  with  upUftiid 
sword,  invpking  divine  aid. 

The  statue  is  equestrle  i,  of  bronze,  of 
heroic  size,  being  about  twenty  one  feet 
in  height  to  the  point  of  the  sAord,  r  nd 
is  to  be  erected  on  a  cla:!sic  pedestal  of 
granite   fourteen   feet    in    height. 

It  is  designed  to  un\eil  the  monu- 
ment on  July  o  next,  the  anniversary  of 
the  day  on  which  Washington  assumed 
command  of  the  army.  The  statue  has 
been  fully  paid  for,  bui  several  thou- 
sand dollars  are  still  needed  for  the 
completion  of  the  pedes  al  and  for  *he 
expenses  incident  to  the  unveiling,  and 
the  association  hopes  for  the  prompt  co- 
operation of  all  the  pati  iotic  women  of 
the  United  States  in  raising  th<»  addi- 
tional amount  required.

DISCREDIT  DERLIN  RUMORS. 

British  War  Office  Hat  No   Nsws 
Corroborating  It. 

Berlin,  Jan.  27.— Some  of  the  papers 
here  claim  to  have  a  telegram  from  Pre- 
toria saying  that  Gen.  Warren  was  en- 
ticed into  Spion  Kop,  where  the  Boers 
fell  upon  him;  that  seventeen  of  his 
cannon  were  captured,  and  that  Bul- 
ler's hasty  retreat  over  the  Tugela  river 
alone  can  save  him. 

'I'he  alleged  Pretoiia  telegram  adds 
that  the  British  lo.sf!'S  wen-  SOO  men 
killtd  and  1500  woumicd.  The  dispatch 
ctmes  through  Brussels,  and  does  not 
receive  much  credit  in  this  city. 

London,  Jan.  27,  1:15  p.  m.— The  war 
office  has  no  news  of  the  catastroph-.- 
to  Gen.  Buller's  force  reported  from  Ber- 
lin, and  di.scrcdits  the  st<iry.  Neither 
has  the  war  office  any  explanation,  .it 
least  for  publication,  for  the  abandon- 
ment of  Spion  Kop.  and  there  were  ni 
advices  in  this  connection  from  inde- 
pendent sources.  The  dispo.sition  tJday 
is  to  regard  the  evacuation  as  not  so 
serious  as  was  at  first  thought. 

The  afternoon  papers  descriV  th? 
general  dispatches  as  unpleasant  read- 
ing for  the  British  people,  intensely 
mortifying  to  the  national  pride  and 
damaging  to  the  country's  prestige,  and 
scathingly  denounce  the  gazetting.  at 
the  present  time,  of  reports,  which,  the 
St.  James  Gazette  says,  "di.^play  aca- 
demic frivolity  not  uncommonly  found 
in  combination  with  consideral)Ie  prac- 
tical incaiiaciiy,  lapsing  into  -rneering 
when  they  ought  to  rebuke,  and  filled 
with  the  slang  and  humor  of  Kipling  s 
subalterns." 

The  St.  James  Gazette  sums  up  its 
opinion  as  follows:  "These  dispatches 
show  the  folly  which  has  i)revailed 
throughout  the  period  the  campaign  has 
covered  and  which  has  exacted  it«^  usual 
tithe  of  lives  and  men." 

There  are  signs  of  important  move- 
ments dev'doping  in  the  north  of  Cape 
Colony.

Lyttleton's  brigade,  which,  so  far  as 
known  at  the  war  office,  was  not  en- 
gaged in  the  capture  or  defence  <|f  Spion 
Kop.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  they 
are  additional  to  the  considerable  casual- 
ties which  Gen.  Buller  has  reported  as 
having  occurred  at  Spion  Kop.

British  Fire  Was  Terrific  But  Killed

Boer  Camp,  Modder  Spruit.  I'pper

Philip  D.  Armour,  Ji-,  with  his  wife 
and  two  <hildren,  aged  7  and  5.  went  t(j 
California  two  weeks  i  go,  the  puriwse 
of  their  visit  being  app  ehension  for  the 
health  of  Mr.  Armour's  oldest  child, 
Ptiilip  D.  Armour  III,  and  a  desire  to  be 
near  Philip  D.  Armou  •,  Sr..  who  had 
preceded  them  with  his  wife  a  fortnight 
or  more. 

Philip  D.  Armour,  the  elder,  whose 
health  is  not  of  the  best,  had  taken  a 
residence  in  Pasadena,  md  his  son  went 
to  Santa  Barbara,  se.enty-five  miles 
distant,  believing  th(  climate  there 
would  be  of  greater  berefit  to  his  child's 
health.  Mr.  Armour,  th'  younger,  leased 
a  winter  residence,  ani,  so  his  family 
reports,  he  was  at  no  ti  ne  ill  there  until 
the  sudden  news  last  ni?ht  of  his  death.

Soon  after  lis  return  from 
ICurope,  and  when  he  was  barely  of  age, 
he  married  May,  the  daughter  of  J.  T.

Mr.  Armour  was  a  member  of  the  Chi- 
cago, the  Calumet,  th  •  Athletic  and 
Wbeaton  Golf  clubs.  He  was  one  of  the 
three  members  of  the  t  rm  of  Armour  4r 
Co.  He  was  not  an  atiilete.  but  always 
had  reasonably  good  health,  and  hi.s 
sudden  death  will  caus»  a  great  surprise 
to  all  who  knew  him. 


By  Military  Experts  at  London 
of  Gen.  Buller's  Flank- 
ing Move. 


New  York,  Jan.  27.— Dispatches  from 
London  say  that  the  military  experts, 
the  newspapers  and  the  people  in  the 
street  take  a  gloomy  view  of  the  situa- 
tion on  the  Tugela,  it  being  the  general 
belief  that  Gen.  Buller's  flanking 
movement  has  failed  as  completely  us 
his  frontal  movement  of  last  month. 
The  idea  prevails  that  the  v.ar  office  hfis 
bad  knews  which  it  is  keeping  from  the 
public,  and  that  the  list  of  casualties 
which  was  given  out  yesterday  do?s  not 
cover  the  losses  of  Gen.  Warren  from 
the   "annoying  lire"   spoken   of  by  Gen. 

Buller. 

Since  the  flanking  movement  began, 
on  Jan.  10.  Gen.  Buller  has  reported 
60  killed.  589  wounded  and  60  missing. 
It  is  remembered  how  his  casualty  list 
grew  from  day  to  day  after  the  defeat 
last  month,  and  it  is  feared  the  losses  of 
the  past  few  days  have  been  frightful. 
Gen.  Buller  is  criticised  for  the  form  of 
his  message,  which  reads  as  though  he 
wtre  trying  to  saddle  the  blame  for  the 
defeat  upon   Gen.    Warren. 

The  new  British  reverse  is  likely  to 
have  a  disheartening  effect  upon  the  bi- 
lk agured  garrison  of  Ladysmith,  'out  for 
whom  the  campaign  would  have  been 
conducted  on  a  very  diffi^rent  plan.  Let- 
ters written  when  the  siege  of  Lady- 
.-mitn  was  begun  were  very  sanguine;  a 
letter  written  about  the  niiddl''  rf  1).  - 
cumber  said  the  besieged  had  rations  h'Y 
SIX  weeks,  and,  according  to  all  rep ortJ, 
the  food  question  must  Ije  pressing.  The 
'  1  H.'.f-j'se  tiorn  Lailysmith  reported 
twelve  deaths  In  one  day  from  enteric 
fe^'(^x  and  dysentery. 

Lord  Roberts,  at  Cape  Town,  has  been 
almost  forgotten  in  the  excitement  over 
the  fighting  at  the  Tugela.  Rob<!rts  i.s 
in  no  way  lesponsible  for  the  operations 
for  the  relief  of  Ladysmith,  for  they 
have  been  conducted  under  advice  fr  m 
the  war  office  in  London.  It  was  said 
.seme  time  ago  that  Roberts  favon  d 
leaving  Ladysmith  to  its  fate  and 
marching  on  Bloemfontein,  the  capliil 
of  the  Free  State.  It  is  said  tha^  under 
Roberts'  direction,  there  will  be  fighting 
in  the  western  district  soon,  the  British 
;  armies  having  beea  reinforced,  and  X.\\^' 
l)light  of  Kimberley  bping  urgent.  The 
suspense  in  London  is  quite  as  trying  as 
at  any  time  In  the  past  fortnight. 

The  Leader  says:  Gen.  Buller  Is  very 
sorry  to  say  that  the  capture  of  Spion 
Kop  has  been  abandoned.  So.  we  dare 
say,  is  Gen.  Warren,  for  it  knocks  the 
l)ottom  out  of  his  tactics.  His  true  tac- 
tics were  to  move  by  Acton  Homes  with 
a  week's  supply  of  ammunition  and 
food. 

The  Morning  Post  says:  The  Boers 
appear  to  have  no  lack  of  men.  for  it 
turns  out  that  the  affair  of  Tuesday,  at 
Chieveley,  was  not  a  British  but  a  Boer 
reconnaissance,  and  the  Boer  efforts 
against  I^adysmith  have  increased." 

The  "affair  of  Tuesday  at  Chieveley" 
was  the  di.scovery  of  unidentified  troops 
moving  around  on  the  east  of  Lady- 
smith. reported  from  Chieveley — troops 
lmagin««l  to  be  British  irregulars  de- 
tached from  Gen.  Buller's  column  to  re- 
connniter." 

It  is  understood  that  the  house  of  com- 
mon? will  be  asked  to  appropriate  %1'i.- 
000,000  to  cover  the  war  expenses  up  to 
March  31.  This  in  addition  to  the  $.50,- 
000,000  already  appropriated.  There  1;= 
plain  talk  of  multiplying  these  figures 
to  cover  the  total  expense  of  the  war.

DRAINAGE  CANAL  CONVENTION. 

Meeting  to  Discuss  Red  River  Valley 
Waterway  Opens. 

White  Rock.  S.  D..  Jan.  27.— At  the 
opening  of  the  Red  River  Valley  drain- 
age canal  convention,  Edgar  M.  Ben- 
nett, of  Bigstone  City.  S.  D.,  delivered 
an  address  outlining  what  it  is  purposed 
to  accomplish.  He  pointed  out  that  by 
making  reservoirs  of  Bigstone  and  Tr.i- 
verse  lakes,  as  recommended  in  the  1VJ2 
report  of  the  government  engineers,  the 
Red  River  valley  would  be  delivered 
from  floods,  and  the  beginning  would  be 
made  in  a  system  of  navigation  begin- 
ning at  the  foot  of  Bigstone  lake  and 
extending  990  miles  north  to  Lake  Win- 
nipeg, and  eventually  to  Hudson's  bay. 
Bigstone  lake  would  thus  be  1300  miles 
nearer  Liverpool  than  Chicago,  and  1400 
miles  nearer  than  Duluth.  The  cost  of 
the  reservoir  system  would  be  ^1.000.000, 
but  the  Losses  by  flood  in  the  Red  River 
valley  have  already  been  ten  times  that 
amount. 


Frankfort,  Ky.,  Jan.  27.— As  goes  the 
vote  on  the  Van  Meter-Berry  contest  case 
in  the  house  of  representatives  today  so, 
in  all  probability,  will  go  the  vole  in  the 
Goel)el-Taylor  contest.  Both  Republi- 
cans and  Democrats  believe  this,  and 
both  claim  to  he  confident  of  the  result, 
the  Democrats  claiming  that  out  of  99 
votes  to  be  cast  they  will  have  r.3  at  the 
least  estimate^a  gain  of  46  for  the  Re- 
publicans. 

On  a  strict  party  vote  there  are  in  the 
house  r.9  Democrats,  including  Speaker 
Trimble,  and  41  Reipublicans.  Of  the 
Democrats,  Orr,  Willlngham.  Cochran 
and  Groder  are  expected  to  vote  with 
the  Republicans,  giving  them  44  sure 
votes,  as  Berry  cannot  vote  for  himself. 
In  addition  they  claim  Bagby,  Lafferty, 
Weatherford,  and  possibly  Hlnton,  with 
some  others  whose  names  they  will  not 
give,  but  say  they  will  have  enough  to 
land  them  on  the  .safe  side  of  50. 

The  house  will  be  in  session  at  10:30, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  a  vote  on  contest  is 
reached  inside  of  two  hours. 

The  Democrats  tried  in  vain  to  pair 
Mr.  Sledge,  who  was  unable  to  attend 
th,e  house  proceedings  today,  but  the 
Republicans  refused  on  the  allegatioti 
that  Mr.  Watson,  while  paired  with  an 
absent  Republican  last  week,  did  not 
keep  faith  with  him. 

At  the  opening  of  the  session,  Mr.  Bur- 
kamp,  who  presented  the  majority  re- 
port in  favor  of  Mr.  Berry  (Republican), 
resumed  his  argument  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  report  which  he  had 
presented.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mr. 
Burkamps'  argument,  Mr.  Rawlins,  who 
presented  the  minority  report,  an- 
nounced that,  being  ill,  he  was  unable  to 
speak  in  behalf  of  his  report,  and  sur- 
rendered the  floor  to  Representative 
Holland,  who  delivered  the  argument  In 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  minority 
report. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Holland's 
argument,  Mr.  Finn  (Dem.)  moved  th » 
previous  question,  which  was  the  adop- 
tion of  the  majority  report.  Mr.  Lat- 
ferty  (Dem.)  rose  to  make  a  personal 
explanation.  He  said  it  had  been  re- 
ported that  he  wa.s  on  the  floor  in  de- 
fense t)f  Mr.  Berry.  He  denied  this, 
saying  that  he  proposed  to  vot-  In  de- 
fense of  himself  and  would  vote  as  he 
thought  right. 

Mr.  Lafferty  was  not  allowed  to  tlnlsh 
his  statement  owing  to  the  Democrats' 
oiijec'tions. 

I'nder  the  rules  of  the  house,  Mr.  Bu-- 
kainp,  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  had 
thirty  minutes  to  speak  to  his  motion. 
He  was  given  the  floor,  and  announced 
he  vvished  to  divide  his  time'  with  Mr. 
Slack.  Republican. 

The  speaker  ruled  that  he  could  not 
divide  his  time,  and  that  Mr.  Burkamps 
should  talk  alone.  A  motion  was  mad*- 
by  Mr.  Slack  to  afijourn.  and  the  motion 
was  lost  by  a  large  majority. 

Aftei'  several  motions  had  been  maJe 
by  Republican  member.s  to  reconsider, 
to  take  a  recess  of  thirty  minutes,  and 
for  an  extension  of  the  debate,  all  of 
which  were  ruled  out  of  order  by 
Speaker  Trimble  as  being  dilatory,  Mr. 
Burkamp  took  the  floor  for  his  thirty 
minutes  allowed  him  under  the  rules. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Burkhamp's 
address,  the  speaker  called  the  ques- 
tion, which  he  declared  to  be  the  su!)- 
stitution  of  the  minority  report  for  that 
of  the  majority,  the  minority  uresentsfd 
by  Mr.  Rawlins,  unseating  Mr.  Berry. 
The  vote  in  favor  of  the  minority  re- 
port was  !)1  t(j  46. 

The  Democrats  voting  with  the  Re- 
publicans were  Cochran,  Egbert,  Grider, 
Hinton,  Orr  and  Wiliingham.  Sledge, 
Democrat,  was  absent,  and  Speaker 
Trimble  did  not  vote. 

A  resolution  to  adopt  the  majority 
report  as  amended  by  the  minority  re- 
port was  adopted,  51  to  42,  and  Mr.  Van 
Meter  was  declared  a  member  r.f  tne 
assembly. 

The  house  adjourned  until  Monday  it 
11   o'clock.

ROBBERS  DO  A  TURN. 

Make  a  Successful  Raid  on  a  Chi- 
cago Factory  Office. 

Chicago,  Jan.  27.— Three  masked  rob- 
bers entered  the  factory  of  Dr.  Peter 
Fahrney,  Sons  &  Co.,  last  night,  bound 
and  gagged  four  employes  of  the  con- 
cern, and  blew  open  the  safe  and 
escaped  with  $1700  in  currency  and  a 
considerable  amount  In  notes  and  other 
valuable  paper.  The  explosion  shattered 
the  safe  and  made  a  complete  wreck  of 
the  office.  The  whole  neighborhtx)d  was 
aroused  l>v  tha  detonation  and  shock. 

Frank  Murp*iy,  chief  engineer  for  the 
company,  and  Samuel  Lower,  the  electri- 
cian, with  two  laborers,  were  at  work  In 
the  basement  when  the  masked  trio  en- 
tered. The  leader  of  the  robbers  covered 
the  workmen  with  two  revolvers  while  his 
companions  bound  them  with  telegrapli 
wire.  One  of  the  robbers  stood  guard 
over  the  prisoners  for  nearly  an  hour 
while  his  accomplices  blew  open  the  safe. 

BOTH  SIDES  FIRM. 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  27.— The  strike 
against  the  United  Traction  company 
continues.  The  time  set  by  the  company 
for  its  employes  to  return  to  work  ex- 
pired at  noon  today.

Washington,  Jan.  27.— ((Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  administration  is  hopping 
mad  at  Webster  Davis,  a.ssistant  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  for  putting  It  In  one 
of  the  most  embarrassing  positions  it 
has  occupied  since  the  war  in  South 
Africa  began.  All  kinds  of  derogatory 
reports  are  now  put  Into  circulation  from 
administration  sources  in  order  to  dam- 
age Davis,  who  is  by  this  time  making 
speeches  at  banquets  tendered  him  by 
Oom  Paul  and  the  Boer  officials  in  Pre- 
toria in  serene  ignorance  or  disregard  of 
the  wrath  he  has  engendered  in  Wash- 
ington official  circles. 

The  cause  of  all  the  trouble  is  Davis' 
visit  to  the  Transvaal  republic.  He 
made  the  trip  to  Africa  with  the  full 
con.sent  and  approval  of  the  administra- 
tion. Secretary  Hay  told  him  to  remain 
there  three  months  and  study  the  situa- 
tion. The  inference  was  inevitable  that 
Davis  sailed  for  Cape  Town  in  a  semi- 
official capacity  to  make  observations 
for  the  administration.  But  the  mis- 
take that  Hay  made  was  in  supposing 
that  Davis  would  confine  his  field  of 
observati<.n  to  Cape  Town,  and  load  u;» 
the  archives  of  the  state  dep:irtment 
with  reports  of  Boer  atrocities.  T>oer  stu- 
pidity, and  furnish  material  that  would 
enable  the  administration  to  counter- 
act the  anti-British  sentiment  in  this 
country  with  eloquent  denunciation  of 
the  Kiniger  and  Steyn  administrations. 
For  this  reason  not  a  peep  was  heard 
from  administration  sources  when  Davis 
arrived  at  Cape  Town  and  was  feted  by 
Sir  Wilfred  Milner  and  invited  to  attend 
the  reception  of  Lords  Roberts  and 
Klchner.  Nothing  was  said  until  Davis 
asked  permission  to  have  Consul  General 
Stowe  accompany  him  to  Pretoria.  Then 
Hay  suddenly  realized  that  Davis  had 
taken  his  in.structions  literally,  and  was 
going  to  make  observations  on  both 
sides  of  the  question. 

Nothing  was  thought  of  the  olTense 
accorded  the  Boers  by  Davis'  reception 
by  the  British  in  Cape  Town;  but  when 
he  continued  his  journey  to  Pretoria 
the  White  House  and  the  state  depart- 
ment were  thrown  into  convulsions,  and 
Hay  has  been  busy  for  two  days  cab- 
ling apologies  to  the  British  government, 
while  Hitchcock,  secretary  of  the  Inter- 
ior, has  been  industriously  circulating 
dlsi^rediting  rumors  about  Davis'  con- 
nection  with   the  interior  department. 

The  only  offense  of  which  Davis  has 
rendered  himself  guilty  as  assistant 
secretary  of  the  Interior,  Is  that  he  ha.s 
consistently  overruled  Pension  Commis- 
sioner Evans,  who  in  turn  is  simply 
obeying  the  Administration  in  applying 
new  and  arbitrary  rules  to  the  pension 
laws.  This  policy  was  denounced  at  the 
G.  A.  R.  encampment  in  Philadelphia 
last  summer,  when  the  administration 
had  a  narrow  escape  from  its  best 
friends,  and  Is  again  made  the  object 
of  attack  by  so  good  a  Republican  as 
Representative  Curtis,  of  Kansas,  who 
has  a  bill  pending  In  the  house-  at  the 
present  time  providing  for  an  Investi- 
gation of  the  pension  office.  So  long  as 
Bliss  was  secretary  of  the  Interior, 
there  was  no  friction  between  the  secre- 
tary and  Davis,  but  when  Hitchcock 
came  in,  there  was.  And  the  trouble 
had   its  origin  in    this: 

Hitchcock,  who  was  appointed  from 
Missouri,  is  jealous  of  Davis'  popularity 
with  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Miss- 
ouri Repuldicans.  Hitchcock,  head  of 
the  glass  trust,  and  one  of  the  chief 
promoters  of  the  scheme  hatched  in  St. 
Louis,  to  secure  possession  of  the  gil- 
sonite  deposits  in  the  I'te  reservation, 
has  no  other  title  to  fame.  Davi?;  is  to- 
day the  most  popular  Republican  in 
Missouri,  and  has  the  active  support  of 
R.  C.  Kerens,  the  Missouri  boss,  who  is 
also  heartily  disliked  by  Hitchcock.  The 
administration  realizes  that  Davis  is  a 
jiower  as  an  orator  and  the  friend  of  the 
soldiers,  and  while  It  long  ag(»  realized 
that  he  was  a  biger  man  than  Hilch- 
cfx-k  and  loo  l>ig  for  the  position  he  oc- 
cupied in  the  interior  department,  has 
up  to  this  time  treated  him  with  dis- 
tinguished consideration. 

It  Is  now  said  that  the  President  and 
Hay  did  not  know  he  was  going  to  Pre- 
toria or  his  departure  would  have  been 
interdicted.  It  proves  that  the  alleged 
neutrality  of  the  administration  is  con- 
fined only  to  the  English  side,  l)ut  if 
such  an  order  had  l)een  given,  it  Is 
certain  that  Davis  would  have  resigned 
his  secretaryship  and  gone  as  an  inde- 
pendent citizen,  and  in  spite  of  all  ob- 
stacles. Hay,  unsolicited.  furnished 
him  with  a  letter  asking  for  his  recog- 
nition wherever  he  may  go. 

Davis*  friends  are  thoroughly  aroused 
over  the  attempt  of  the  administration 
to  discredit  him,  and  says  he  is  bemg 
made  to  suffer  as  a  sacrifice  to  (ireat 
Britain.  They  threaten,  if  the  persecu- 
tion along  this  line  Is  continued,  they 
will  summon  him  back  to  make  a  per- 
sonal campaign  in  Missouri  and  other 
states  to  defeat  the  election  of  McKin- 
ley  delegates,  on  an  appeal  to  the 
young  Republicans,  that  this  govern- 
ment has  been  delivered  to  the  domi- 
nation of  Great  Britain.  Already  they 
are  drawing  ugly  contrasts  between  the 
energy  displayed  by  Germany  In  bring- 
ing Great  Britain  to  terms  for  the 
seizure  of  her  ships,  and  the  suplnenetis 
of  this  government  toward  the  British 
government  in  failing  to  demind  the 
unconditicmal  rele.ase  of  the  American 
flour  seized  in  Delagoa  bay.  Altogt-ther 
the   Davis    incident   Is   pregnant     with 

events.

K.  MeEwen.  formerly  a  resident  of  the 
Heights,  as  the  first  speaker.  Chairman 
-Maghan  alluded  ti>  the  presence  of  the 
vomen,  in  the  same  hall  where  Hugo 
iiad  none,  as  an  evidence  that  the  lie- 
j>u;iliians  are  not  the  only  champions  of 
morality  in  the  city. 

Mr.  McKwen  refi-rred  to  his  jileasure  at 
met'ting  his  old  neighb.jrs  again,  anu  hj 
said  that  he  had  made  his  maidt  n  i)o- 
jiti<al  spceeh  here,  and  there  he  had  cast 
ills  tirst  Vine,  which  was  for  H^n'y 
Tiuelsen  for  mayor.

Made  In  Siam  By  Amer- 
ican Capitalists. 

SINGLE  TAX  SYSTEM 


Applied  to  the  German  Terri-

Washin.gton,  Jan.  I'T. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Hamilton  King,  United  Ptaios 
consul  general  at  Bangkok,  !ias  :Jient  to 
the  state  department  considerable  in- 
formation of  interest  to  American?:  re- 
garding the  improvements  being  made 
in  Siain  by  .Ainericnn  capitalists.  He 
says: 

"There  i.s  an  8000-Iight  (incandescent) 
central  station  in  Ban.gkok.  which  nas 
purchased  in  ISDO  from  the  English 
Brush  company  by  a  Siamese  company 
for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  kin;>'s 
palaee  and  for  the  use  of  the  puldi<\  Tlie 
plant  was  not  operated  until  18!"4.  as 
the  compan.v  met  with  linanci.il  .lifli- 
culties.  and  fniall.v  it  was  lurned  over 
to  L.  B'.  Bennett,  an  American  engineer, 
under  a  20-year  exclusive  frai;chi--e  to 
furnish  light  for  the  government  and 
the  public.  Since  that  time  it  has  been 
operated  fairly  well  by  an  American 
syndicate. 

"This  plant,  uhich  is  nt  ori  sent 
valued  at  .?200.()0i>  in  I'nited  States  cur- 
rency, has  recently  been  s<dd  to  a  Dan- 
ish company  calletl  the  Siain  IClectri- 
city  company,  limited,  and  will  be  ex- 
tended and  imjuoved.  Most  of  the  sup- 
plies f<)r  these  works  have  iieen  pur- 
chased in  Kurojje.  but  very  recently 
several  orders  have  been  iilac^d  in 
America. 

"Thirty-five  jcars  ago  there  were  nti 
streets  in  Bangkok.  .Ml  trallic  was 
carried  on  by  boats  and  th"  numerous 
canal.s  still  compete  with  the  strer-t 
traffic.  As  Info  as  ten  years  ago  tho-e 
were  no  mole  than  nine  miles  of  paved 
streets  in  the  whole  city.  Toda.v  fh  oe 
are  over  forty-seven  miles,  and  m:iny 
new  streets  are  being  ojined  up  each 
year,  on  which  the  old  iron  and  -voodcn 
bridges  are  being  replaced  by  mod-rn 
steel  bridges.  Tlie  king  himself  bui'ds 
one  steel  bridge  e.ich  year  out  of  his 
private  funds  as  a  gift  to  the  ?!ty  and 
this  is  fipcned  to  the  public  with  s<ime 
ceremony  on  his  birthday.  The  gov- 
ernment imports  from  Eng-Iand  ev^ry 
year  considerable  tiuantities  of  bridge 
materials. 

"Seventy-five  miles  of  canals  travor.se 
the  city  of  Ban.gkok,  a  Iprge  percenttige 
of  which  has  been  added  in  recent  year<!. 
The  tendency,  however,  is  to  make 
streets  instead. 

"Outside  of  the  city  an  dextending  ell 
over  the  vast  alluvial  plain  of  Southern 
Siam  are  a  great  number  of  canals, 
hundreds  of  miles  in  extent,  v.-hich  serve 
as  the  hi.ghways  of  the  country.  These 
canals  have  all  been  dug  within  the  last 
fifty  years,  and  u;«  to  ton  years  r.g  > 
were  the  only  means  of  communicatinii, 
except  l»y-pa;hs  through  the  .tungle. 
They  serve  to  connect  the  three  great 
tidal  rivers  which  flow  in  somewhat 
parallel  courses  to  the  sea.  but.  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  action  "f  the  tides,  they  are 
rapidly  silting  up  and  becoming  use- 
less. 

"Ten  years  ago  the  Siam  Canal.  I>and 
anil  liri.sration  compan.v  w.is  formed 
through  the  encouragement  of  the  kiii::r. 
This  (•oini)an.v  reieived  laige  conce:-- 
sions  of  land  and  had  for  its  purpose  to 
<lig  canals  for  irrigation,  as  well  as 
highways  and  t.i  ciuivi-rt  l.irgp  trails 
of  lowlaiiil  into  i>adiiy  i>r  riee  lit  Ids.  Th-^ 
cotnpan.v  is  mtw  opening  up  luo  lar,g> 
locks  of  land.  On  the  left  side  of  tlie 
Menam,  a  canal  of  sixteen  meters 
(lifty-two  and  a  half  feet)  wide,  and 
thirty-tivo  miles  long  cimnecls  itie  two 
rivers  Menam  Chow  Phya  and  Menam 
Xachon  Nayok.  Several  miles  south 
o  fthis  canal  and  running  parallel  to  it 
is  anothei-  main  <:ana'i,  and  aiiimt  the 
same  distance  north  and  running  m  the 
same  direction  is  a  third  twelve  meters 
(thirty-nine  feet)  wide.  Th-se  three 
main  canals  furnish  the  chief  wai.  i- 
-supply  of  this  system.  At  intervals  of 
one  and  a  half  miles  branch  canals  are 
to  be  cut  at  right  angles  to  the  main 
<-hannels.  About  half  of  this  v.ork  ha.<; 
l.-een  cimipleted  and  n  tract  of  waste 
land  twenty-five  by  thirty-five  miles  in 
extent  is  being  brought  under  cultiva- 
tion. Then  years  ago  this  was  swamp 
and  jungle,  inhabited  only  by  the  elt- 
phani  and  other  wi!.l  li-'asts.  Today  it 
is  occuidiHl  i>y  over  70.000  people  and  its 
product  furnishes  one  of  the  riche.^t 
revenues  of  the  country. 

"On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Menam 
is  another  canal  system  between  the 
Menam  Chow  Phya  and  the  Menam 
Xachon  Chaisee.  The  work  on  th  • 
main  canal  is  fairly  well  begun. 

"At  pre.scnt  the  work  i.s  delayed  on 
acewiMit  of  somi"  <iuesti<>ns  reciting  t  > 
ib.e  concessions.  When  ihe.sc  ditiiculii.'s 
are  settled,  as  they  are  expected  to  l>e 
in  the  near  future,  the  company,  which

London.  Jan.  27.— (Copyright  IfHXi.  the  A?- 
sociatcd  Press.)— The  week,  which  opened 
full  of  high  hopes,  is  closing.  gloomiU.

The  palmers  teem  with  expressions  of 
sorrow,  anecdotes  anil  iiancgyrics  of  the 
great  ajioslie  of  art,  who.  it  is  .said,  thougi: 
h  >  inherited  a  foriuiie,  died  a  compara- 
tieveiv  poor  man.  living  on  Xl  ($.">)  a  day, 
whicli,  he  eharactc'ilstically  remarked, 
was  enough  for  any  man.  His  dwiniilir.g 
fortune  was  undouliietlly  due  to  Ruskiiis 
indiseriminate    generosity. 

l-'rom  the  ElnRlisli  poini  of  view,  there 
is  not  a  cloutl  on  the  sky  of  international 
relations.  The  war  is  far  too  engrossing  to 
l)ermil  ])oo))le  lo  pause  and  consider  the 
eff'ct  on  CJreat  Britaui  of  the  appareiu 
eliange  of  regime  in  China,  while  con- 
gressional action  on  the  Nicaragua  canal 
or  the  proposeil  increase  in  ilie  armament 
in  the  I'nitiHl  Slates  scarcely  causes  a  rip- 
l)le  of  inlt  rest.  The  foreign  office,  aiipar- 
eiitlv,  has  not  the  slightest  belief  th.it 
the  'Clayton-Hulwer  treaty  is  in  danger  ot 
violation,  ami  so  far  lias  taken  no  stejis 
in  the  matter.  Neither  do  the  pro-P.ner 
or  other  mtetings  in  the  Uniteil  States 
aiiv  hiiiyer  attract  serious  attention  or 
eommeiu,  for  the  ma.iority  of  tbe  JJritisn 
have  made  up  their  minds  that  the  I'niicil 
States  is  frientily  to  tht  m  ami  iliey  put 
asitle  aiiv  manifestations  to  ilie  coiur/vy 
as  line  to"  loeal  political  causes  which  can- 
not 1)C  laken  as  in  any  way  representing 
national    opinion.

The  fact  that 
there  are  small  slocks  in  Enplarni  of  both 
tloiir  and  wheat  and  small  stocks  on  the 
continent  also,  with  a  large  decrease  on 
passaee,  would  indicate  a  revival  in  the 
near  future  of  cash  demand  for  American 
wheat.  Speculation  has  shown  evidences 
of  broadening  and  the  market  has  actea 
with  more  freedom  owing  to  the  absence 
of  privileges.  The  growing  gran  in  this 
country  i.«  also  in  a  (loubtful  state  and  wc 
would  not  be  surprised  if  we  have  many 
rumors  of  serious  damage  to  this  crop.  Al- 
ready there  are  reports  from  Kansas 
whic'h  claim  serious  damage  there.  In  the 
meantime  it  looks  to  us  as  if  the  market 
i.«  more  or  less  evened  up.  We  do  not  s^e 
much  evidence  of  heavy  long  or  short  lines 
and  with  the  uncertainties  existing  at 
jiresent  in  a  situation,  view  the  market 
in  a  scalping  light  and  think  ii  offers  safer 
possiliilities  along  those  lines  than  by  be- 
coming enthusiastic  on  either  the  bull  or 
bear  side.

THE  BILL  IS  APPROVED. 

House  Committee  Says  Weather  Bu- 
reau Measure  is  Ideal. 

Washington.  Jan.  27— The  report  of  the 
house  committee  of  the  agricultural  bill 
to  reorganize  the  United  States  v.  eather 
bureau  states  that  this  measuie  is  de- 
signed to  inaugurate  an  ideal  system. 
The  report  says  in  part: 

"The  aim  is  to  make  ability  and  in- 
dustry the  basis  of  promotion,  and  to 
prohibit  the  advancement  of  employes 
by  means  of  political  or  other  influence, 
which  has  proved  so  demoralizing  to  the 
public  service. 

"To  briefly  summaiize  the  salient  fea- 
tures of  the  proposed  law.  it  may  be 
said  that  it  apportions  appointments 
among  .senators,  representatives  and 
delegates,  without  regard  to  their  politi- 
cal faith,  and  it  provides  that  candi- 
dates shall  be  nominated  under  such 
conditions  as  will  not  be  dilRcult,  if 
possible,  to  effect  the  permanent  appoint- 
ment or  the  promotion  of  an  unfit  per- 
son. It  prohibits  the  use  of  political  or 
other  influences  to  secure  promotion  or 
assignment.  It  jirohibits  the  removal  of 
any  employe  for  political  reason.*.  It 
in-ovides  for  the  separation  from  the 
public  pay  ndls  of  disabled,  aged,  or 
only  partly  offlcient  employes,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  provides  support  for  them 
in  their  hoi;r.s  of  need." 

The  bill  is  strictly  in  line  with  tho 
most  advanced  ideas  on  civil  service.

VON  BUELOW  SEES  LEYDS. 

German  Foreign  Minister  Receives 
the  Boers'  Diplomatic  Agent. 

Berlin.  Jan.  L'7.— Tiie  North  German  Ga- 
zette this  afternoon  says  that  Dr.  Leyds. 
the  diplomatic  agent  of  the  Transvaal, 
who  has  arrived  here  for  the  celebration  of 
the  emix'ror's  birthday,  was  received  by 
Count  Von  Buelow,  the  minister  of  foreign 
affairs,  today. 

The  Lokal  Anzeiger  publishes  .1  report 
of  an  interview  with  Dr.  Leyds,  in  wh'ch 
he  is  quoted  as  saying  his  presence  in  Ber- 
lin has  nothing  to  do  with  politics,  but  is 
due  merely  to  the  invitation  to  the  diplo- 
matic dinner  which  he  had  received  from 
the  imperial  chancellor.  He  proposed  to 
remain  some  days,  but  had  no  political  de- 
signs. 

Regarding  mediation  Dr.  Leyds  said  the 
Boers  had  no  occasion  to  appeal  to  any 
fine.  Everything  was  running  splendidly. 
-As  to  the  conclusion  of  jieace,  his  iiersonal 
opinion  was  that  Great  Britain  would  have 
to  return  a  large  portion  of  the  territory 
she  had  seized  from  the  Boers,  anil  the 
federal  re|>iiblic  would,  of  course,  obtain 
e\-er.v  guarantee  that  not  .1  hair  of  the 
heads  of  their  kinsmen  would  suffer.  No 
words,  he  continued,  need  be  wasted  on 
the  absolute  independence  of  the  two  re- 
publics.

JiK.  (iAHE'S  MISTAKES. 

Despite  the  attempt  of  certain  admin- 
istration organ.=»  to  drop  all  diseu.^sion 
of  the  relations  lietween  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury  and  the  National  Ciiv 
bank  of  New  York,  that  have  rfc..-ent:y 
been  a  subject  of  so  much  criticism  that 
Mr.  Ga/e  felt  impelled  to  offer  an  "e-v- 
I'lanation."  the  pt^ople  will  not  allow  the 
the  incident  to  be  dropped.  It  is  t-w 
serious  a  matter  to  be  lightly  dismissed, 
and  the  "explanation"  made  In  Secre- 
tary Gage  i-i!  very  unsatisfactory. 
It  i.s  significant  also  that  the 
criticisms  of  the  secretary's  c  nduct  are 
not  conflnetl  to  the  opposition  press,  but 
there  are  Republican  papers  that  have 
independence  enough  to  express  free;y 
their  views  respecting  what  nust  be 
regarded  as  another  administr.ttion 
scandal.  One  of  these  Republican 
critics  is  the  Chicago  Tribune.  pul»- 
lished  in  Mr.  Gage's  home  city,  and 
hitherto  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  Mc- 
Kinley  administration.  The  Triliun^- 
f.iys. 

"The  serious  blame  lies  in  the  fact 
that,  having  been  recjuested  to  incca.se 
the  dei)osits  in  the  National  City  bank, 
knowing  it  was  a  Standard  Oil  cauce'n. 
and  having  been  informed  that  it  had 
security  for  deposits  bonds  which  had 
been  transferred  to  it  hypothetically 
by  the  company,  he.  having  discretion- 
ary pf'wer  to  refuse  deposits  i)  the 
bank  for  any  particular  purpose,  cr 
to  give  deposits,  exercised  his  disci  '- 
tion  in  behalf  of  the  l>anl:.  He  c.'nn- 
plied  with  the  suggestion  that  the  de- 
pi^sits  lie  increased,  and  they  were 
raised  from  a  few  hundred  thou.sands. 
where  they  stood  in  1897,  to  an  aver.tge 
of  ten  or  twelve  millions  a  month, 
where  they  stand  now  or  until  re-'ently 
did  stand. 

"Another  thing  with  which  fault  i.^ 
found  is  not  the  writing  (.'f  the  letter 
by  President  Stillman,  in  which  he  said 
that  his  bank  had  over  fifty-live  mil- 
lions ef  dollars  loaned  out  on  call  at 
high  rates  in  Wall  street  for  specula- 
tive purpo.ses,  and  that  the  rate  was 
kept  high  for  the  purpose  of  f'-rcing 
li'iuidaticm  in  industrials,  and  that  it 
wuuld  he  pleasing  to  the  t>ank  if  the 
payments  of  Central  Pacific  moii-^y  to 
the  government  could  be  deferred,  so 
that  money  could  be  u-*ed  pr>fltably 
for  a  longer  time.  Fault  is  found  wltn 
the  granting  of  that  recr.iest.  It  wis 
optional  with  the  secretary  to  refuse, 
or  consent.    He  consented. 

"How  is  it  possible  to  justifv  the  in- 
terference of  the;  treasury  department 
in  Wall  street  for  the  bene;it  of  the 
Standard  Oil  bank  in  this  instanc? 
There  is  scarcely  a  banker  in  Chicago 
■who  will  justify  that  ac'-ion.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  there  is  one  in  New 
York  will  do  so,  unless  he  is  u  rep- 
resentative of  the  National  City  bank. 

"Furthermore,  it  is  difTicult  co  expl  lin 
why  the  secretary  of  the  tre.asury 
should  have  made  of  his  own  motion 
the  proposition  that  Mr.  Stillman.  Pi^r- 
pon  Morgan,  "or  any  other  .gentleman 
whom  you  may  name,"  should  hold  a 
clandestine  meeting  with  him  at  the 
Walton  hotel,  in  Philadelphia,  at  l:l.''>  p. 
TO.    on    Thursday.    Dec.    23.    1897.    Why 


should  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
prefer  to  meet  those  gentlemen,  or  any 
one  of  them,  privately  at  Philadelphia 
instead  of  at  the  treasury  department 
in  Washington,  where  the  secretary  of 
the  treasury  is  supposed  to  transact 
public  business?  What  was  the  busi- 
ness which  the  people's  se.^rgtaiy  of  the 
treasury  deemed  it  necessa.'y  to  concejl 
from  the  people?  Why  were  the  rela- 
tions between  Mr.  Stillman  and  Plerpont 
Mcigan  so  much  more  intimate  than 
those  letween  the  secretary  and  the 
peoile  of  the  United  States,  whom  he 
represents  and  who  are  entitled  to  know 
about  transactions  relating  to  the  linan- 
cial  affairs  of  the  government  To 
paraphrase  the  words  of  Kipling:  'What 
should  they  know  of  finance,  who  only 
Wall  street  know?'  Has  it  come  to  a 
point  where  Wail  street  and  the  trea.sury 
dep.irtment  have  in  common  secrets  the 
nature  of  which  the  people  must  not  be 
allowed  to  suspect? 

"These  are  some  at  the  questions 
which  the  organs  of  the  .Standard  Oil 
company — its  organs  beciu-v  they  are 
or  wish  to  be  under  obliir.i lions  to  it — 
would  do  well  to  consider  .ind  answer.' 

Perhaps  the  News  Tribune,  wl.ich 
found  Mr.  Gage's  explanation  so  very 
.satisfactory,  will  furnish  an  im.swer  to 
some  of  these  que^-.li^r'S. 


TUE  THEATKR  TRl'ST. 

There  are  probably  very  few  people 
in  the  Northwest  that  are  aware  of  the 
far-reaching  influence  of  the  theatrical 
trust,  and  to  what  a  great  extent  the 
"syndicate"  controls  the  plajiiouses  and 
the  theatrical  stars.  Yet  it  is  a  fact 
that  today  the  development  of  the  drama 
in  this  country  is  wholly  subservient  to 
money-making  interests,  and  to  this 
may  be  ascribed  the  presentation  of 
many  plays  that  should  never  be  seen 
in  a  respectable  theater.  But  a  certain 
class  of  people  crowd  the  theaters  to 
see  these  plays  in  all  their  nastiness,  tCne 
hy-x.  office  reaps  a  golden  harvest,  and 
the  "syndicate"  that  is  the  chief  bene- 
ficiary looks  for  more  stuff  of  the  same 
character. 

In  the  first  issue  of  the  International 
Monthly,  a  new  magazine  of  ccmtempor- 
ary  thought.  Norman  Hapgood,  the  well- 
known  dramatic  writer  of  New  York, 
has  an  exhaustive  and  interesting  article 
on  the  "Theatrical  Syndicate."  In  an 
entertaining  style  he  recites  the  inci- 
dents of  its  inception,  tells  of  its  growth 
and  shows  its  operations  and  influences 
on  the  drama  up  to  the  present  time.  The 
story  complete  presents  an  alarming 
outlook  to  every  person  of  theater-going 
taste.  It  is  the  history  of  a  combat  be- 
tween mercenary  spirit  and  art,  and 
the  complete  triumph  of  the  former.  It 
shows  that  six  shrewd  business  men 
hold  practically  the  entire  theatrical 
business  of  this  country  in  the  hollows 
of  their  hands,  and  that  their  power  is 
used  far  business  advancement  only. 

Charles  Frohman  is  at  the  head  of  the 
"syndicate,"  and  Klaw  &  Erlanger  are 
the  booking  representatives.  Through  a 
series  of  busine.ss  transactions  control 
was  secured  of  the  principal  theaters  in 
the  principal  cities  of  the  country,  and 
working  from  this  foundation,  the  the- 
atrical stars  were  forced  to  enter  into 
agreements. 

When  the  scheme  was  first  sprung 
there  was  a  general  revolt,  but  in  viow 
of  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  the 
utterances  of  the  actors  at  that  time 
form  simply  a  humorous  passage  in  the 
history  of  the  formation  of  the  "trust.  ' 
But  one  star,  Mrs.  Minnie  Maddern 
Fiske,  continues  to  hold  original  ground 
and  is  debarred  from  playing  in  syndi- 
cate houses  as  a  result.  In  the  words 
of  Mr.  Hapgood,  the  "syndicate"  man- 
agers can  .say  to  the  theater  owners,  "If 
you  do  not  do  business  with  us  on  our 
own  terms  we  will  not  let  you  have 
first-rate  attractijns.  If  you  do,  we  w  iU 
destroy  your  rival  or  force  him  to  the 
same  terms.  For  the  bookings  we  will 
take  a  share  of  the  profits."  To  the 
actor  or  traveling  manager  they  can 
say,  "You  must  play  in  our  theaters  or 
in  barns.  For  our  ttieaters  we  make 
our  own  terms.  We  will  show  you  con- 
tracts, but  they  will  not  be  signed  by 
us  until  the  last  moment,  so  that  your 
bookings  or  terms  may  be  changed  at 
our  convenience."  To  both  they  can 
say.  "Nominally  we  act  as  your  agents. 
In  reality  we  are  your  absolute  mas- 
ters." 

As  matters  now  stand  the  power  of  the 
"syndicate"  is  absolute.  It  can  dictate 
the  amusements  of  the  country.  It 
avoids  risks  in  putting  out  attractions 
by  accepting  only  works  already  tested 
abroad  or  from  the  pens  of  established 
playwrights,  and  in  this  way  prevents 
the  growth  of  American  drama.  Its 
business  is  money-making  exclusively, 
and  with  increasing  power  greater  per- 
centages may  be  demanded,  necessi- 
tating higher  charges  to  the  public. 
Unless  something  is  done  to  break  thi^ 
trust's  strength,  the  future  of  the 
amusement  world  must  neces.sarily  re- 
main an  unknown  quantity  with  mer- 
cenary in.stinct  as  the  controlling 
force. 


THAT  PARK  SCHEME. 

On  Thur.sday  an  editorial  article  ap- 
peared in  the  St.  I'aul  Pioneer  Press 
claiming  that  Duluth  had  declared  in 
favor  of  the  Cooper  scheme  to  lock  up 
800,000  acres  of  government  land  in 
Northern  Minnesota  as  a  so-called  na- 
tional park,  and  it  was  said  that  at  "a 
meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Duluth"  cer- 
tain resolutions  were  passed  favoring  the 
scheme.  A  similar  statement  appeared 
editorially  in  the  Minneapolis  Journal 
of  Friday,  whicti  added  that  "the  peo- 
ple of  Duluth  are  becoming  enlightened 
on  the  subject  of  a  stale  park." 

As  The  Herald  has  already  stated,  the 
resolutions  adopted  at  the  recent  small 
gathering  in  the  chamber  of  commerce 
rooms  reflected  the  views  only  of  those 
present.  It  was  not  a  "meeting  of  the 
citizens  of  Duluth,"  as  the  Pioneer  Press 
puts  it,  but  a  meeting  of  only  a  com- 
liaratively  small  number  of  citizens. 
The  Herald  does  not  understand  that 
those  present  had  any  authority  to 
speak  as  representing  the  sentiment  of 
Duluth  on  the  subject.  If  such  a  claim 
be  made,  it  will  be  proper  to  inquire 
whence  they  derived  this  authority? 

Tne  Herald  looks  upon  the  attitude  of 
the  Federated  Trades'  assembly  as  more 


truly  reflecting  the  attitude  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  on  this  question,  because 
the  assembly  ia  composed  of  delegates 
from  all  the  labor  unions  and  is  there- 
fore a  representative  body.  It  certainly 
represents  the  sentiment  of  organized 
labor,  and  this  includes  nearly  every 
workingman  in  the  city.  The  assembly 
has  placed  Itself  In  opposition  to  the  park 
scheme,  because  it  recognizes  that,  as 
the  Journal  has  expressed  it,  "it  would 
be  detrimental  to  the  business  interests 
of  that  city  to  withdraw  from  settlement 
and  regular  use  for  business  purposes 
so  large  a  district."  The  assembly  is 
also  opposed  to  locking  up  any  public 
land  from  settlement,  believing  that  it 
should  be  thrown  open  to  all  who  desire 
to  carve  out  homes  for  them.selves 
There  is  no  finer  farming  land  in  the 
country  than  that  in  Pine  county,  which 
formerly  was  covered  with  a  dense  for- 
est, and  the  land  in  the  region  which  it 
is  proposed  to  convert  into  a  game  pre- 
serve will  be  equally  good  for  agricul- 
tural purposes  when  the  pine  has  been 
removed. 

It  is  singular  how  carefully  the  advo- 
cates of  the  C(X)per  scheme  refrain  from 
any  reference  to  the  state  park  already 
established  at  Itasca  lake,  covering  all 
the  headwaters  of  the  Mississippi.  It 
is  a  picturesque  region,  it  abounds  in 
game  and  the  waters  are  filled  with  fish, 
while  the  pine  woods  offer  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  health  resort  and  for  the 
practice  of  forestry.  What  is  the  ob- 
jection to  this  park?  And  why,  with  this 
park  in  existence,  should  it  be  consid- 
ered advisable  to  lock  up  800,000  acres 
additional  from  settlement  and  develop- 
ment? 


THE  POSTAL  EJiPLOVES. 

In  the  local  columns  of  The  Hera.id 
today  will  be  found  an  article  telling  of 
the  steps  taken  by  the  postoffice  clerks 
to  secure  legislation  by  congress  affecting 
their  interests,  and  of  the  organization 
effected  by  the  Duluth  clerks  for  that 
purpose.  The  postoffice  clerks  want  to 
l)e  cla.«sificd,  and  have  some  provision 
n.ade  for  shortening  their  hours  of 
work  and  rearranging  their  salaries. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  postoffice 
c  lerks  have  a  real  grievance  because, 
while  the  work  of  the  department  has 
largely  increased,  they  have  not  been 
given  any  better  pay.  and  thPir  work- 
ing hours  have  been  greatly  lengthened. 
The  working  hours  of  the  carrieis  have 
1)een  reduced  to  eight  hours  a  day.  and 
their  salaries  have  been  rearranged,  but 
nothing  has  been  done  for  the  clerks, 
and  it  is  certainly  time  for  congress  to 
deal   fairly  with  them. 

Another  class  of  postal  employes  de- 
serving consideration  are  the  railway 
mail  clerks,  and  It  is  announced  the 
present  congress  will  be  asked  to  re- 
classify that  branch  of  the  servioe.  The 
pniiosition  has  been  before  past  con- 
gresses, but  was  shelved  in  comrhittee. 
The  work  of  the  railway  mail  clerks  is 
attended  with  many  dangers  and  priva- 
tions. As  a  government  employe  the 
railway  mail  clerk  is  in  a  class  all  by 
himself.  He  is  the  one  employe  of  the 
government  who  has  to  pay  his  own 
expenses  while  away  from  home,  and 
his  duties  are  such  that  he  is  away  from 
home  nearly  half  the  time.  Under  those 
conditions  the  average  pay  of  the  rail- 
way mail  clerk,  183  a  month,  easily 
shrinks  to  $65.  Even  then,  he  must  bo 
content  to  live  on  cold  lunches  and  the 
villainous  bl.ick  coffee  which  he  learns 
to  brew.  His  duties  are  such  that  he 
often  has  to  stand  in  almost  the  same 
position  for  sixteen  hours  without  rt'st. 
Yet,  under  these  trying  conditions,  he 
has  to  be  at  his  best  all  those  long  hour.% 
for  he  is  on  duty,  and  a  railway  mail 
clerk  must  be  at  his  best  while  he  is  on 
duty.  He  has  to  forget  himself,  and  as 
he  swings  around  the  curves  all  his 
energy  is  upon  the  one  thought— to  do 
his  wuik  right.  Twice  every  year  he 
must  report  at  headquarters  for  an  ex- 
amination as  to  his  qualifications,  and 
the  cards  which  represent  the  postoffices 
with  which  he  has  to  do  must  be  so 
thrown  that  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
2  per  cent  of  mistakes.  He  must  know 
every  stage  route  of  the  six  or  seven 
states  of  his  district;  he  must  know  the 
time  of  all  the  railway  trains  of  all  111*^ 
railways  of  the  district:  he  must  know 
the  schedules  of  the  steamer  routes  of 
the  sea  coast  cities.  There  are  thousands 
of  brain-taxing  details  which  the  rail- 
way mail  clerk  has  to  know. 

The  salaries  of  the  railway  mall  clerks 
were  fixed  years  ago,  when  the  cost  of 
living  was  much  lei's  than  at  present: 
when  the  clerk  could  live  at  home  while 
off  duty,  whether  his  home  was  in  the 
country  or  in  a  small  town  alon.g  his 
route,  and  he  is  not  permitted  to  enga.ge 
in  any  other  business.  His  time  and 
talents  are  bought  by  the  government, 
and  he  must  be  nothing  else  but  a  rail- 
way mail  clerk.  What  the  clerks  con- 
tend for  is  that  they  should  be  paid  w  hat 
work  and  talents  are  worth,  and  that 
the  service  should  i>e  reclassified  so  as 
to  give  the  clerk  due  credit  for  lengtii 
of  service  and  ability.  The  claim  ap- 
pears to  be  jufrt. 

Scarcel.v  a  day  passes  now  that  does 
not  develop  some  new  scheme  for  reliev- 
ing the  national  treasury  of  its  burden 
of  cash.  Some  of  the  items  alread.v  pro- 
IK)sed  are:  for  a  Pacific  cable.  $10,IKH),(KW . 
for  the  Nlcarague  canal,  $140,000.0(X);  for  tiie 
payment  of  old  war  claims,  $ll,0OCi.00O.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  pension  measure 
carrying  an  appropriation  of  $145,000,000, 
there  are  other  pension  measures  innu- 
merable including  one  to  pay  everybody 
who  served  in  the  army  three  months,  $10 
a  month.  And  yet  the  people  are  still  com- 
pelled to  bear  the  burden  of  war  taxtb. 
There  is  no  bill  offered  to  relieve  them.

A  SOLDIER'S  LETTER  TO  HOAR. 

From  Senator  Hoar's  speech  In  the  senate 
on  Jan.  it:  Mr.  President,  1  wish  to  read 
an  extract  from  a  letter  which  is  one  of 
the  great  many  letters  I  have  received.  I 
had  one  within  two  days  from  an  eminent 
general  officer,  thoroughly  sympathizing

condition  exists  he  does  not  want  to  have 
Ills  name  used,  and  he  should  say  nothing. 
I  have  here  a  letter  from  a  soldier,  who 
says: 

"I  would  come  to  Washington  If  I  could 
be  any  service,  but  you  doubtless  hav<'. 
plenty  of  soldiers  and  others  at  hand  bet- 
ter capable  than  myself  to  answer  your 
(|uestlons.  I  hope  you  will  put  up  the  tight 
of  your  life  against  the  administration's 
policy.  *,  •  *  The  army  of  late  has  been 
making  "a  good  showing,  but  congreso 
should  realize  that  every  Filipino  under 
arms  there  today  means  to  have  sworn  to 
have  'liberty  or  death.'  "

from?  The  miserable  Filipino  got  hold  of 
it  somehow.

PERFECT  CUP  OF 

oe  ^    COFFEE 


How  to  make  a  perfect  cup  of  cofle^* 
is  an  art,  which  in  ancient  times,  if 
coffee  had  been  known  then,  would  ha-'c 
been  thought  to  be  a  gift  of  the  gods. 

The  chei  at  one  of  the  big  New  York 
hotels,  who  is  noted  for  the  excellence 
of  the  coffee  he  brews,  gives  this  "se- 
cret"  of  his  success: 

"Good  coffee,"  he  says,  "and  good 
blends  are  necessary  in  all  cases  whef; 
a  good  cup  of  coffee  is  expected. 

"Take  a  granite  coffee  pot,  free  from 
any  iibrasion  where  the  iron  may  bs 
exposed  to  the  coffee.  The  contact  .jf 
these  two  is  ruinous.  This  applies  to 
tin  pots.  lOo;  in  fact,  where  any  metal 
is  used  and  it  is  exposed  to  the  action  of 
the  coffee,  <>r  where  the  bottom  of  the 
pot  or  the  surface  edges  are  \vorn.  The 
vessel  .-hould  be  a  drip  pot.  Whether  it 
be  a  cloth,  china  or  metal  sieve  it  II- 
best  to  have  a  drip  arrangement.  A 
cloth  drip  or  bag  or  such  a  percolator 
as  has  a  cloth  attached  is  recommended. 


•'Place  in  the  granite  saucepan  one 
heaping  teaspoonful  of  medium-ground 
coffee  for  each  cup  and  a  half  you 
make.  Pour  enough  hot  water  on  It  and 
stir  with  a  spoon  until  all  the  coffee  has 
been  moistened.  This  procedure  will 
take  about  one  minute.  In  the  meantini" 
the  pot  must  be  ready  to  receive  this 
moistened  c^offee,  which  is  poured  in*o 
the  percolator  or  bag.  To  this  is  add-d 
sufficient  boiling  water  to  make  the 
number  of  cups  of  coffee  to  corre- 
spond with  the  spoonfuls  of  ground 
used. 

"After  the  coffee  has  dripped  into  the 
pot  through  the  iiag.  draw  the  coffc!e  off 
into  another  ves.sel.  remove  the  lid  from 
the  top  of  the  pot  and  pour  this  coffee 
through  the  grounds  and  let  it  dCp 
through  again.  Continue  this  at  least 
three  times,  allowing  it  to  fully  drip 
through;  then  set  the  coffee  pot  on  the 
stove,  where  it  is  hot  enough  to  have 
your  coffee  boil  not  less  than  three 
minutes  or  more  than  five. 

"After  it  has  boiled  place  it  in  such  a 
position  on  the  stove  that  it  will  keep 
ready  for  service.  Better  results  are  ob- 
tained by  allowing  the  coffee  to  stand 
in  this  position  at  least  a  half  hour  be- 
fore using  it."

Duluth's  N«w  City  Charter. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Herald  I 
was  favored  with  a  copy  of  the  propesd 
new  citv  charter,  and  while  I  find  many 
\  things  that  are  good  in  it,  yet  I  find  that 
the  only  real  difference  between  thr  old 
and  the  new  charter  is  in  the  increased 
pay  to  city  officers  and  the  granting  of 
power  to  bond  the  city  to  an  unlimited 
extent  for  the  purpose  of  buyin.?  or 
building  so-called  public  utilities  in  the 
shape  of  street  railways,  light,  heat, 
power,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboats, 
and  to  maintain  and  operate  the  same. 
And  all  that  is  necessary  to  do  Is  to 
ascertain  the  probable  cost  and  submit 
the  same  to  a  popular  vote. 

Now.  Mr.  Editor.  I  believe  this  new 
proposed  charter  is  to  be  voted  for  at 
the  coming  election,  and  at  the  same 
time  a  special  vote  is  to  be  taken  upon 
the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  an  electric  plant,  and.  believing 
as  I  do,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  tax- 
payers and  property  owners  to  look  into 
these  proposed  bond  issues,  I  have 
looked. into  the  matter  on  the  basis  of  a 
business  proposition,  and  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  under  no  consider- 
ation should  the  city  be  empowered  to 
issue  bonds,  and  much  less  to  own  and 
operate  any  plants  or  control  public 
utilities. 

While  it  is  true  that  figures  have  been 
produced  tending  to  .show  a  balance  in 
favor  of  the  water  and  gas  plants,  yet 
the  facts  remain  that  both  water  and 
gas  cost  the  consumers  just  as  much  as 
they  ever  did,  and  the  bonded  obliga- 
tions which,  prior  to  the  purchase,  were 
against  the  corporation  owning  and 
operating  the  same,  now  rest  against  the 
city,  and  therefor  against  our  property 
Now  the  new  charter  will  enable  sharp, 
shrewd  people  to  grow  rich  at  the  ex- 
pense of  taxpayers.  They  wiU  conceive 
street  railway  schemes,  steamboat 
schemes,  even  aerial  transportation 
schemes,  and  will  take  advantage  of 
some  distributing  elements,  labor 
strikes,  great  calamities  of  some  kind, 
or  trust  aggression,  and  before  we  are 
aware  of  it  we  will  have  all  sorts  of 
public  utilities  on  hand,  and  the  mayor 
will  indirectly  be  employing  an  army  of 
men  over  whom  he  will  have  great  con- 
trol, and  between  them  all  they  will  run 
the  affairs  of  the  city  to  suit  themselves, 
regardless  of  the  rights  of  the  public. 

Now  the  promoters  of  this  new  char- 
ter will  tell  us  that  in  some  towns  in 
Europe,  I  believe  in  Scotland,  where 
public  utilities  are  owned  by  the  city, 
it  is  a  great  success,  etc.  Now  Mr. 
Editor.  I  grant  that  there  may  be  a  city 
in  Scotland  where  that  may  be  the  case, 
but  you  can't  show  me  a  city  In  the 
I'nited  States  where  it  is  so,  and  the 
difference  is  this:  In  Scotland,  Eng- 
land. Germany  and  France  the  lord 
mayors  and  aldermen  are  all  retired 
business  men,  acting  without  salary  to 
begin  with,  and  expecting  no  compensa- 
tion beyond  public  honor  and  the  satis- 
faction of  accomplishing  and  perform- 
ing a  duty  which  any  man  owes  the 
community  in  which  he  lives.  But  h*re 
it  is  different.  Already,  and  without 
any  certainty  that  any  of  the  contem- 
plated utilities  will  ever  be  owned  or 
operated  by  the  city,  we  find  that  It  is 
proposed  to  increase  the  salary  of  all  the 
city  officials  and  their  clerks,  in  some 
cRSe«5  to  more  than  double  what  it  is  now, 
and  for  that  reason  neither  one  of  the 
candidates  for  mayor  dares  make  refer- 
ence to  the  charter  and  discuss  the 
same  for  fear  of  turning  the  already 
large  infiuence  of  office-holders  against 
him,  and  thereby  meet  his  Waterloo. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Editor,  allow  me  to 
say  that  inasmuch  as  this  is  a  viuestion 
of  great  moment  to  property  owners,  1 
hope  all  will  take  the  trouble  to  read 
this  proposed  charter  for  themselves, 
and  let  no  politiicans  influence  them.  Let 
everybody  read  and  judge  for  them- 
selves. This  ought  to  be  kept  out  of 
politics,  and  let  one  vote  for  Hugo. 
Truelsen  or  Opperman  and  their  respec- 
tive colleagues— that  is  all  right,  but  all 
should  vote  against  the  adoption  of  the 
new  charter  as  well  as  against  the  issu- 
ing of  bonds  to  construct  and  operate 
an  electric  plant.  I  notice  a  general  jire- 
disposition  on  the  part  of  a  certain  ele- 
ment here  to  harrass  and  persecute  cor- 
porations in  this  city.  Now  I  think  this 
is  both  unjust  and  u>iwise,  and  unless 
there  is  a  stop  to  that,  the  time  will 
come  when  Duluth  will  be  shunned,  and 
orphans,  whost^  money  shall  be  lost  in 
eltK-tirc,  water,  gas,  street  car  or  any 
other  stock  will  live  scattered  all  over 
the  world  to  condemn  our  policy  and 
pay  us  back  in  our  own  coin.

Much  has  been  written  of  the  excit- 
ing and  dangerous  lives  of  the  railway 
mail  clerks,  and  of  t  leir  arduous  toil, 
much  has  also  been  sa:d  about  the  letler 
carriers,  the  faithful  nen  who  go  from 
house  to  house  with  i  heir  burdens  of 
good  cheer  from  year  end  to  year  end. 
Many  have  been  the  good  things  said  of 
both  classes  of  postal  employes,  and  as 
a  rule  they  deserve  it  all  and  more.  The 
matter  has  not  been  overdone  by  any 
means. 

The  only  trouble  iii  all  the  plea.«ant 
things  said  and  written  about  these  two 
classes  of  governmeat  employes,  the 
only  classes  which  tae  general  public 
ever  sees,  is  that  the  people  have  been 
misled  into  the  belief  that  the  railway 
postal  clerks  and  th3  uniformed  mail 
carriers  are  the  who  e  thing;  that  the 
boys  on  the  trains  wi  rk  like  demons  to 
sort  the  mail  for  the  different  postal 
routes  and  poslofflces.  and  then  the 
carriers  work  like  aaother  set  of  de- 
mons to  get  the  mail  .o  the  city  folks  to 
whom  it  is  addres.sed 

In  forming  these  conclusions  the  pub- 
lic does  injustice,  unwittingly  to  be 
sure,  to  another  lar};e  class  of  liOgtal 
workers,  the  small  army  of  inside  clerks 
who  are  the  middle  men  between  the 
railway  postal  clerks  and  the  city  car- 
riers. 

Those  postoffice  clerks  are  t!ie  most 
modern  men  in  the  world.  Not  thtU 
modesty  is  one  of  th.^  virtues  which  is 
born  in  them,  or  tha  it  is  one  of  their 
qualifications  for  the  jiositions  they 
hold,  but  rather  bcause  they  arc 
tucked  away  in  the  inner  recesses  of 
the  postoffice.  where  the  public  never 
sees  them,  or.  if  it  Iocs  see  a  few  of 
them  the  view  is  tlirough  the  con- 
tracted limits  of  a  ittle  window,  and 
then  the  look  is  nece^  sarlly  brief.  But 
the  small  army  is  there,  nevertheless,, 
and  it  is  there  frorr  all  hours  of  the 
day  until  all  hours  of  the  night,  or  from 
all  hours  of  the  nigh-  until  all  hours  of 
the  day.  Darkness  and  daylight  are 
turned  topsy  turvy  in  the  general  post- 
office  of  any  large  ci  ;y. 
CLERKS  NUMBER  ABOUT  TWENTY. 

To  get  down  to  spe  -ific  statements,  in 
the  city  of  Duluth  there  are  about 
thirty  mail  carriers.  The  list  includ.^s 
the  uniformed  men  who  travel  routes 
and  collect  mail.  Useful  as  the  mail 
carriers,  and  as  imp)rtant  as  they  are 
in  the  economic  minagement  of  the 
large  postoffices,  the:'  are  spoken  of  as 
the  "muscle"  of  the  mail  service;  they 
are  the  home  guarcs  who  turn  nut 
when  there  is  to  be  an  inspection  or  a 
parade  in  uniform,  lack  in  the  dingy 
recesses  of  the  pos  office  there  are 
twenty  men  who  ar ;  classed  as  post- 
office  clerks. 

That  company  of  twenty  men  do  not 
wear  uniforms:    the>    wear  their  oldest 
clothes,  and  to  keep    hem  from  wearing 
out   too   fast   they   w?ar      overalls       c-r 
aprons.      They  work    as  was  said,  from 
any   time   of  the   day   or   night   to   any 
other  time  of  the  nijcht  or  day.      They 
have   no   S-hour  day    as   other  gs^-ern- 
ment    employes    hav

they  can  work  only  eight  hours  a  day. 
They  dare  work  n*  more  than  that, 
under  penalty  of  getting  "on  the  car- 
pet" for  a  reprimand.  That  is  tbe 
rule  of  the  departmeat,  especially  made 
for  their  guidance. 

And  still,  without  making  the  com- 
parison between  the  carrier  force  of  the 
postoffice  and  the  ( lerical  force  too 
marked,  let  it  be  quoted  from  the  post- 
office  authorities  th.  t  as  the  mail  car- 
riers are  termed  the  "•muscle"  of  the 
.service,  the  postoffice  clerks  are  called 
the  "brains"  of  the  department,  and 
there  is  a  fine  sense  of  the  fitness  of 
things  in  making  tl  at  distinction. 

It  is  the  twenty  clerks  in  the  Duluth 
pf)Stoflice  who  sell  tie  stamps,  sell  the 
money  orders,  regis  er  the  mails,  keep 
the  books,  cancel  th.'  stamps  and  after- 
ward route  the  mail?  and  send  them  to 
the  railway  mail  clerks  for  transmis- 
sion, who  tackle  the  tons  of  mai!  which 
are  dumped  into  the  office  every  day  -f 
the  year,  dirty  and  dusty  as  it  is  after 
the  long  trips  frori  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  sort  it  :or  the  genera!  de- 
livery and  the  thirty  carriers. 

And  right  here  is  where  the  general 
public  is  fooled.  Th(  clerks  in  the  poKt- 
offiee  do  all  the  routing  for  the  carriers, 
the  carriers  only  taking  the  mails 
which  have  been  assigned  to  their  re- 
spective routes  anc  making  the  little 
arrangements  which  enable  them  to  de- 
liver it  speedily. 

"BRAINS"  OF  rHK  SERVICE. 
It  is  in  the  work  of  routing  the  mails 
that  the  postoffice  <lerks  earn  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  tie  "brains"  of  the 
service.  They  must  have  brains,  and 
their  brains  must  le  trained  to  acute- 
ness  which  is  little  short  of  marvelous 
to  the  outside  worl  I.  They  must  know 
who  each  carrier  is  ind  the  limits  of  hia 
route.  They  must  l;now  the  streets  and 
avenues  of  the  city  )y  heart-  they  must 
know  the  location  of  all  the  business 
firms  in  the  city,  iind  as  a  matter  of 
fact  they  do  know  .ilmost  eveiT  corner 
grocery  In  the  city  and  who  is  entitled 
to  receive  mail  ther?. 

Four-ififths  of  all  the  letters  received 
at  Duluth  postoffice  are  without  a  street 
address,  the  letters  being  merely  ad- 
dressed to  Duluth.  Minn.,  or  to  some 
fii-m  such  as  the  Fii"st  National  bank, 
or  to  some  one  of  tie  many  hotels  <if 
the  city,  or  to  any  me  of  the  hundreds 
of  manufacturing  -oncerns.  It  is  all 
the  same  to  the  clMks:  they  know  at 
a  glance  which  ca  -rier  ought  to  have 
the  letter  for  delive-y.  Even  in  the  case 
of  letters  whi<^h  are  not  addressed  to 
anything  more  defidte  than  to  Duluth, 
Minn,  the  name  must  be  looked  up  in 
the  directory  and  an  effort  made  to  de- 
liver the  letter  by  a  carrier.  If  that 
fails  the  general  d  divery  is  tried. 

In  the  case  of  nail  directed  to  per- 
sons with  no  stree.  address  and  when 
there  are  several  persons  of  the  .same 
name  in  the  city,  £S  to  one  of  the  sev- 
eral Ole  Olsons,  or  to  the  time-honored 
John  Smith,  the  "brains"  of  the  post- 
office  can  even  designate  with  tolerable 
accuracy  the  particular  Ole  or  John 
who  should  get  the  letter.  However,  sev- 
eral clerks  are  employed  to  supply  the 
deficient  addresse,  or  to  deliver  letters 
addressed  wrongly. 
Turning  to  the  milling  division  of  the 


postoffice,  the  clerks  are  seen  engaged 
In  the  same  Identical  work  as  the  clerks 
In  a  railway  mail  car,  separating  tht; 
letters  and  papers  for  dispatch  to  the 
various  roads  and  offices.  Here  it  is 
necessary  to  have  a  quick  eye  and  a 
good  memory,  to  tell  at  a  glance  the 
route  by  which  each  letter  must  be  sent 
in  order  to  reach  its  destination  in  the 
shortest  possible  time.  Here  a  persjn's 
ability  is  tested  by  some  of  the  most 
astounding  forms  of  orthography  and 
penmanship.  Here  are  a  few  specimens 
— addresses  copied  from  letters  going 
through  the  Duluth  postoffice.  Only  a 
sample  of  the  .spelling  can  be  given— the 
penmanship  cannot  be  reproduced: 
"Fislermanshom  Befll  vis" — "Fisher- 
men's Home,  Bayfield,  Wis.;"  "bivapik" 
— "Biwabik;"  "sentpol"— "St.  Paul;" 
"Klokey"— "Cloquet;"  "mantanaier"— 
"Mountain  Iron;"  "aievot  misken."— 
"Ironwood,  Michigan;"  "muslejk"— 
"Moose  Lake;"  "Posteli"— "Post,  Ely"— 
written  in  Finland.  The  above  are  only 
a  few  samples  of  the  test  that  a  clerk 
is  put  to.  showing  he  must  have  more 
than  ordinary  ability  to  solve  the.se 
••problems."  For  this  kind  of  work  thej' 
are  often  paid  the  '•princely"  salary  of 
from  $400  to  $800  per  annum,  seldom 
more. 

INTELLIGENCE  IS  REQUIRED. 
The  above  gives  only  a  cursory  out- 
line of  the  work  of  the  postoffice  clerks. 
The  registry  and  the  money  order  de- 
partments are  as  carefully  managed,  an  J 
require  as  extensive  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience. 

Strange  as  it  may  appear  to  those  who 
are  accustomed  to  think  that  all  depart- 
ments of  the  postoffice  are  managed 
with  the  nicety  of  clock  work,  the  gen- 
eral postoffice  department  has  i)aid  little 
attention  to  the  services  of  the  clerks. 
There  have  been  no  regulations  made  for 
their  pay  and  promotion  as  in  the  case 
of  the  mail  carriers,  and  every  first-class 
postoffice  is  a  law  unto  itself.  To 
compare  them  again  with  the  mail  car- 
riers the  carriers  far  the  first  year  (-f 
their  service  are  pair  $600,  the  seconri 
year  they  are  paid  $800,  and  the  third 
year  $850.  which  is  the  limit.  But  every 
man  in  the  carrier  service  is  sure  of 
tho.se  salaries  without  effort  on  Tais  part; 
he  is  also  sure  of  a  ir>-day  vacation 
every  year  without  loss  of  pay. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  po.stoffice  clerks 
are  paid  from  $400  a  year  to  $1000.  There 
is  no  rule  on  advances  in  salary,  which 
may  come  in  two  years,  in  five,  or  it  may 
not  come  at  all.  The  average  salary  of 
the  postoffice  clerks  in  the  first-(la.ss 
postoffices  of  the  country  is  $780.59, 
which  also  includes  as  clerks  all  assist- 
ant postmasters,  superintendents  and 
other  high-salaried  men.  Excluding 
those,  the  average  salary  of  the  clerks 
wiuld  be  much  less.  The  average  sal- 
ary of  the  railway  mail  clerks  is 
$1027.81.  and  their  work  is  no  harder, 
they  are  required  to  know  no  more,  and 
thev   work  less  hours. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  Is  injustice 
done  the  postoffice  clerks,  both  in  the 
amount  of  pay  and  the  fnours  of  till,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  higher  requirements 
of  their  positions.  Yet  there  is  another 
consideration  in  favor  of  the  clerks,  one 
not  usually  taken  into  ace  aunt,  but 
which  is  of  vast  importance,  the  un- 
healthy nature  of  their  work. 
CARRIERS  HAVE  HEALTHY  WORK. 
The  work  of  the  mail  carriers,  lieing 
mostly  out  doors  and  involving  plenty 
of  activity,  is  healthy.  Close  confine- 
ment, the  dirty  nature  of  much  of  the 
work,  the  irregular  hours  and  other 
conditions  combine  to  make  the  work 
unsanitary   and   unhealthy. 

The  unfavorable  ccmdltions  under 
which  the  postoffice  clerks  labor  are  to 
some  extent  their  own  fault.  The  mai! 
carriers  have  always  been  united  in 
strong  organizations,  and  as  a  result 
they  have  been  able  to  secure  almost 
anything  they  considered  for  t 
of  the  members.  The  clerks  have 
poorly  organized.  Until  a  few 
ago  there  were  two  organizations  among 
them  the  United  Association  of  Post- 
office  Clerks  and  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Postoffice  Clerks.  Both  had  the 
same  object,  the  betterment  of  the  clerks 
and  the  general  goid  of  the  service,  but 
they  often  worked  to  cross  puriKises, 
and  in  the  end  did 
good. 

Last  September,  however, 
amalgamated,  and  the  postoffice  clerks 
of  Duluth  have  just  organized  under  the 
terms  of  the  amalgamation.  The^  new 
organization  is  known  as  the  Ignited 
National  A.ssociation  of  Postoffice 
Clerks  The  Duluth  union  has  reorgan- 
ized with  the  following  officers:  P''*^*;'- 
dent  F.  S.  Huse;  vice  president,  I.  B. 
Jones;  secretary.  T.  E.  Considine;  cor- 
responding secretary.  F.  K.  Beyenka; 
treasurer.  C.  A.  Ehling;  collector.  B. 
Ericks)n;  legislative  c^immlttee,  F. 
Beyenka,  T.  E.  Considine  and  G. 
Lundgren. 

In  a  short  time,  just  how  soon 
depend  or  circumstance'    "^n  effort 
be  made  fo  get  congressional  actum  on

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more   harm    than 
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mand  of  the  clerks.  The  other  Minne- 
sota congressmen  are  as  kindly  dis- 
posed, and  it  is  not  thought  that  there 
will  be  serious  trouble  in  getting  a  bill 
through  congress  which  will  meet  all  the 
demands  of  the  case.  Other  departments 
of  the  government,  and  labor  organiza- 
tions generally,  are  with  the  clerks.

nienioncd  west  of  the  Mi.-^sissippi  for  thi.^ 
high  office.  That  Joel  P.  Healwole  will 
l>e  able  to  preside  over  the  senate,  if 
elected  vice  president,  with  dignity  and 
with  great  tact,  is  considered  a  certainty 
hy  his  friends,  and  by  some  of  his 
enemies. 

The  contest  waged  in  the  low-^r  house 
of  congress  against  Governor  Merriani. 
the  present  director  of  the  census,  who 
desirtd  the  i>rinling  of  his  bureau  mat- 
ter outside  the  government,  has  gaintu 
Hcatwole  a  standing  not  only  amon.:; 
printers  in  every  section  of  the  I'nion, 
but  has  made  it  possible  for  liim  to  be- 
come one  of  the  strongest  vote-getters 
of  the  country,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
workingmen,  pushed  on  l)y  the  printers, 
will  advocate  his  candidacy  before  the 
next  national  Republican  convention.  If 
tiominated  they  would  give  him  a  liet- 
ter  support  than  was  the  case  with 
Whitelaw  R.id.  who  was  Benjamin 
Harrisons  associate  on  the  Republican 
national  ticket  in  1S9L'.  Mr.  Reid.  as  is 
well  known,  ran  what  is  called  a  "rat 
ottice"  in  connection  with  the  publica- 
tion of  the  .\e\v  York  Tribune,  of  which 
he  has  been  proprietor  for  many  yeirs. 
It  is  said  that  on  account  of  the  un- 
fH>puIarity  of  Mr.  Reid  the  printers  all 
over  the  country,  and  all  other  skiliod 
workmen.  rr.:"'de  a  canvass  again>t  him, 
and  while  they  mav  no;  have  accon- 
plishcd  the  defeat  of  HiLrrisen  and  Reid. 
th^re  is  ;i  c»rtainty  chat  thej'  cut  d  ivn 
:he  Uei»uhiican  vote  a.id  turned  it  ovi-r 
to  Cleveland  and  Stevenson. 

Ileatwole  is  a  modest  man.  His  l>i- 
ograph.v  in  the  Congressional  Direciory 
occupies  less  than  four  lines.  This  is  the 
smallest  sketch  of  the  life,  to  date,  of 
any  representative  in  the  Ignited  Stated- 
congress.  Representative  Kddy  is  alsi 
modest,  the  history  of  his  life  boiris 
contained  in  four  lines  and  a  ha!f. 

This  is  what  Mr.  Heatwole  has  written 
for  the  Congressional  Directory:

.\  Washington  dispatch  to  the  Phila- 
delphia Press  says:  The  postoffioe  ofli- 
ciais  in  Washington  today  made  a  t.st 
of  an  automobile  in  the  collection  of 
mail.s  from  the  Iwixes.  from  sub-stations, 
etc.  A  route  in  this  city.  ext'*nding  a 
distance  of  a  mile  and  a  half  fr.nn  11. c 
city  post  offlce,  was  chosen  f«r  tiu- 
test.  In  thirty-two  minutes'  time  the 
aulon>.^liile  made  the  rounds,  and  the 
mail  was  jjollected  from  twenty-seven 
letter  boxe^,  three  package  box«s  and 
two  sub-station.'^.  The  regular  schedule 
time  for  a  carrier's  trip  over  the  route 
is  one  hour  and  forty-five  minutes, 
while  a  carrier  using  a  horse  .and  cart 
makes  it  in  om^  h<>ui'  and  twenty  mii;- 
utes,  showing  a  saving  in  the  lirst 
ea.se  of  «>ni'  hour  and  thirteen  minuter, 
and  in  the  .second  <'as(-  of  nne  hoi.;'  and 
forty-eight  minutes  in  favor  of  the 
automoi)ilc. 

As  the  saving  in  time  woultl  ma'Ke  it 
pi»ssihle  t'>  reduce  the  force  of  collectors, 
and  thus  .give  more  men  for  delivery. 
lh<»  experiment  was  pronounced  very 
satisfact'rry.  Using  an  automobile  would 
make  it  unnecessary  to  keei)  horses,  and 
would  greatly  reduce  the  expense  in  that 
way.  Further  tests  are  to  be  made,  and 
it  is  possible,  and  not  improbable,  that 
automobiles  will  become  extensively 
used  in  the  pt.st.ifTiee  department.  The 
librarian  of  congress  has  asked  f.-r  an 
automobile  for  use  in  collecting  and 
<listributin.e  l>.><iks  to  the  houses  of  mem- 
bers and  senators  who  have  the  u.se  of 
the  congressional  lil)rary.  In  his  appli- 
cation to  congies.-:  the  librarian  states 
that  a  careful  computation  showed  that 
it  would  Ik.'  cheaper  to  use  an  automobi!" 
than  it  is  to  use  a  horse  and  wagon. 
This  is  one  of  the  questions  the  house 
will  be  asked  to  pass  upon  before  lo»ig.

CASE  OF  SCOTT, 

Arguments  Over  Seating  of 
the  West  Virginia  Sen- 
ator-Elect. 

Washington.  Jan.  27.— The  'senat  ■ 
committee  on  privileges  and  elections 
met  today  to  hear  arguments  by  counsel 
in  the  case  of  remonstrance  against  per- 
mitting Hon.  Nathan  B.  Scott,  of  West 
Virginia,  to  occupy  his  seat  in  the  sen- 
ate. The  principal  oVoection  to  Mr. 
Scott  urged  by  the  protestants  was 
based  upon  the  contention  that  he  re- 
ceived only  forty-eight  votes,  or  ono 
less  than  a  majority,  and  that  he  so- 
cured  his  election  by  causing  the  sus- 
pension of  two  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, who  were  afterward  given  seats, 
thus  reducing  the  membership  from 
ninety-seven  to  niety-five. 

Much  was  also  made  of  th"  circr.m- 
stances  that  two  of  the  members  of  the 
state  senate  by  which  he  v.as  elected 
were  officers  in  the  vohmteer  arniy  of 
the  United  Slates  during  the  Spani.-:h 
war.  These  senators  were  named  Get- 
zander  and  Pierson.  They  .vere  hold- 
ovei-s.  having  been  elected  in  1S96.  Both 
accepted  commissions  in  the  Second 
West  Virginia  regiment  in  the  summer 
of  1S96,  and,  notwithstanding  this  o.ir- 
cumstance,  entered  the  legislature  in 
the  winter  of  1S9S-99.  They  voted  lor 
Mr.  Scott,  and,  with  their  votes,  he  re- 
ceived forty-eight  votes,  or  a  ma.iority 
of  one  of  the  ninety-five  memi)er3  of  the 
joint  as.sembly  then  occupying  seats. 
The  protestants  claime-d  that,  by  ac- 
cepting commissions  in  the  army,  Oet- 
zander  and  I'ierson  )espectively  ."Hcated 
their  oflice.s  as  ineml)i-rs  of  the  state 
senate.  Without  their  votes.  Mr.  Sc.nt 
would  have  had  forty-six  votes. 

The  friends  of  .Mi-.  Scott  contest  thes.> 
points,  urging  cause  for  suspension  of 
the  two  members,  and  also  showing  that 
Messrs.  (Jetzander  and  Pier.son  had  re- 
signed their  olfice  in  the  army  before 
casting  their  votes  for  Mr.  Scott  for 
senator. 

Today's  session  was  devoted  entirely 
to  hearing  the  arguments  of  cour-i| 
upon  the  merits  of  the  case,  it  having 
not  yet  been  decided  whether  evidence- 
should  be  taken. 

The  first  speaker  for  the  nrotestants 
was  Judge  J.  H.  Holt,  of  West  Virginia. 
He  urged  that  Getzander  and  Pierson 
were  absolutely  prohibited  by  the  W(>st 
\'ii-ginia  legislature  from  the  accept- 
ance ')f  office  undei-  the  federal  ;^overn- 
ment.  They  had  the  choice  of  retain- 
ing their  civil  offices  or  accepimg  Mie 
positions  in  the  military  service:  th:>y 
had  accepted  the  latter  positions  and 
thus,  ipso  facto,  they  had  vacated  their 
state  offices.  Though  the  state  legisla- 
ture had  pronounced  to  the  contrary, 
notwithstanding  this  fact,  he  contended 
that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  I'nit-d 
States  to  go  behind  the  action  of  the 
state  body.  As  to  the  agreement  und>>r 
which  the  election  was  effected,  he  con- 
sidered it  a  mere  private  understa'id- 
ing,  and  that,  because  it  was  such  and 
rot  an  official  function,  the  election 
was  vitiated.  He  urged  that,  with  the 
scats  of  the  two  state  senators  onfe  va- 
eated.  there  was  no  way  by  which  rh--'.v 
could  again  take  their  seats,  except  i)y 
re-electic^n.  which  was  not  resorted  to 
;n  fither  of  tiiese  instances. 

Frank  L.  W<i)f.«,  also  of  counsel  '"f 
the  protestants.  presented  the  reasons 
why  the  committee  should  take  fur- 
ther evidence  in  the  case.  He  called 
attention  to  the  anomalous  fact  that, 
whfle  it  was  claimed  that  Scoli  had  been 
elected  by  fortj'-eight  votes,  a  majority, 
the  protestants  numbered  forty-nine 
members  of  the  legislature. 

He  contended  that  the  contests  foi 
seats  in  the  West  Virginia  legislature 
were  the  result  of  conspiracy  on  the 
part  of  the  Republican  managers  to  in- 
sure the  election  of  Scott,  and  that,  in 
.some  cases,  the  contests  were  insisted 
upon,  even  where  the  contestants  did 
not  want  to  enter  into  tfaem.  Blood- 
shed was  even  threatened  by  Republican 
state  ofhcers. 

Mr.  Wells  urged  the  committee,  ii. 
view  of  the.se  contentions,  to  take  tesii- 
inon.v  and  allow  the  protestants  to 
piove  these  facts.  He  said  that  con- 
ditions in  West  Virginia  were  as  bad 
as  had  ever  been  known  in  the  South 
in   the  days  of  reconstruction. 

.Mr.  Wells  said  that  a  long  investiga- 
liiin  woulil  not  be  necessary,  nor  would 
many  witnesses  be  called.  An^mg 
iithers  they  would  require  id  have  th'' 
governor  of  the  state  called  to  testify 
as  to  his  threat  to  call  out  the  militiii 
to  force  the  recognition  of  a  rump  legis- 
lature.

County  Auditor  Halden  has  decided  Id 
5iold  a  forfeited  tax  sale  fallowing  the 
regular  sale  in  May.  and  his  clerks  are 
now  engaered  in  getting  up  the  li.sl.  He 
returned  last  night  from  St.  Paul,  where 
he  conferred  with  Governor  Llnd  an'! 
State  Auditor  Dunn  in  reference  to  the 
matter.  This  conference  strengthened 
r he  conclusion  hf  had  about  reached  that 
Tie  had  no  opeion  but  t"»  obey  the  law 
directing  him  to  hold  such  a  sale,  nm- 
Nvitlis'ianding  the  npinion  of  County  Ai- 
torpey  Phelps,  on  which  the  county 
bof.rd  tlirected  him  to  disobey  the  law. 

Mr.  Halden  at  first  was  inclintd  to 
••iccept  the  opinion  of  the  county  attor- 
ney and  the  direction  of  the  cnuiiiy 
t>t  anl  a.-<  linal.  but  he  finds  that  if  tli- 
law  shnuld  trove  g<»od  Eie  alone  would  be 
ii<'l('  responsible  for  the  failure  to  obey 
it.  and  that  he  would  have  wo  recourse 
on  the  county  attorney  and  the  count.v 
board,  in  spite  of  their  efforts  to  stop 
lb.-   sale. 

Statt  Auditor  Dunn  says  that  the  law 
is  mandatory,  and  it  is  not  for  the  otTi- 
cers  whom  the  law  directs  to  carry  nut 
its  I  revisions  to  decide  whether  it  is  goi  i 
law  or  nt't.  If  someone  has  blundered 
in  callins  for  a  sale  the  year  after  on-* 
b;>s  already  bten  held,  that  is  the  con- 
tern  I'f  the  legislature  that  pa.ss-d  the 
act,  not  of  the  county  officers  cf  St. 
LiOjis  county.

M.  Hughes.  Thev  were  inospectlng  o'l 
the  southern  slope  of  Harney  s  Peak,  :i 
short  distance  east  of  Custer,  when  they 
found  what  appeared  to  be  a  ledge  oi 
variegated  marble  :ind  onyx,  with  a  ;! 
foot  strata  of  ore.  heavy  with  a  variety 
of  mineral,  the  constituents  of  which 
have  not  as  yet  been  analyzed  orasCtr- 
talned.  The"  "country  rock"  here  i.5 
granite  of  the  coarsely  crystalline  va- 
rietv.  which  composes  the  whole  of  th' 
Harnev  range,  while  the  vein  is  enclose! 
between  walls  of  feldspar  and  mica  sehisl. 
In  crnss-c'itting  the  vein  at  the  surfai" 
thev  found  on  the  f»>ot  wall  three  feet  ol 
fine-grained,  bliush-gray  granite,  quite 
solid  and   free  from  fiaws. 

Overlaying  this  Is  a  granulated  mass  01 
partly  crvstalllzed  material  about  ten 
feet  in  width.  This  is  followed  by  a  lU- 
foot  stratum  of  what  appears  a  white  ani! 
variegated  marble,  which  is  also  suscep- 
tible of  a  verv  fine  polish.  Then  comes 
a  vein  of  hlghlv  mineralized  rock.,  carry- 
ing managnese  and  other  minerals,  whicn 
must  be  analyzed  to  determine  their  v.il- 
ue.  Next  comes  a  variety  of  onyx,  o'' 
what  might  be  more  properly  describMl 
as  agate,  although  it  is  similar  in  appear- 
ance to  the  finest  Mexican  onyx.  1  his 
stone  is  much  harder  than  the  other  va- 
rieties and  much  more  beautiful,  taking 
an  ex(iulsite  polish,  and  has  the  colors  ol 
the    ralnbctw. 

Lving  next  this  is  a  15-foot  stratum  oi 
koalin  or  china  clay,  which  has  very  much 
the  appearance  of  white  lalc.  U  is  cx- 
ti-nsivelv  ur-ed  in  the  manufacture  ot  liu' 
porcelain,  and  in  itself  Is  a  valuibb- 
acquisition  to  the  Southern  Hills  district, 
as  no  such  body  of  pure  koalin  has  ever 
been  found  In  America.  It  is  said  that 
this  clav  may  be  mined  and  taken  direct 
to  the  f'actorv  without  washing,  and  tha' 
thi'v  work  it  in  this  manner  in  different 
places  in  Europe.  The  United  Stites 
alone  vearlv  consumes  about  75,^10"^  tons. 
It  is  how  confidently  believed  that  the 
further  importation  Into  this  country  may 
be  stopired,  as  this  discovery  Is  sufliicient- 
iy  largo  to  supply  all  the  demands.

The  Unique  Collection  at  the   National 

Capital— With  Personal  Side-lights 

of  the  Collector. 


Ellen  Terry  Discusses 

The  Subtle  Secret  of 

Charm  In  Womankind. 


Washington.  Jan.  24.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— W.    R.   Smith,   superintentlent 
of  the  Botanic  gardens,  is  the  fortunate 
possessor  of  the  largest  and  rarest  coUe?- 
tion  of  Burns'  works  in  America,     and 
many  knowink  ones  reckon  it  the  largest 
in   the   world.    The  collection   is     com- 
posed of  about  1000  volumes,  relating  to 
his  favorite     poet.    These     include     230 
separate      editions      of      Burns'  poems, 
ninety  of  which  are  American,  four  or 
five   German     one   French   and    the   re- 
mainder English  and  Scotch.    There  arc- 
also  a  number  of  engravings  and  manu- 
scripts, and  no  less  than  a  dozen  scrap- 
books  filled  with  clippings  from  various 
periodicals  and   newspapers,   which  has 
l>een  a  lifetime    work    of    the    collector. 
Among  these  are  the  famous  comments 
of  Carlysle,  taken  from   the  Edinburgh 
Rt-view.      Mr.      Carnegie's      essay      on 
•Burns,"   published  in  the  Liber  Scrip- 
lorum  in  1893.  and  limited  to  250  copies, 
and  was  presented  to  Mr.  Smith  by  the 
author  himself.     Another  highly   prized 
volume  is  one  from  the  private  edition  of 
W    Cralbe  Angus,  of  Glasgow,  entitled 
the  "Printed  Works  of  Robert  Burns,  a 
Bibliography  in  Outline."    On  the  title 
page     Is     the     inscription:     "To  W.   R. 
Smith,    Esq..   for   whose   helpful   assist- 
ance in  forwarding  this  labor  of  love  I 
shall  ever  be  grateful.  Signed,  W.  Cralbe 
Angus,    Glasgow,     Scotland."    A    small 
volume,  a    second    edition,     printed    In 
178S  in  New   York  by  J.  &  A.   McLean, 
which  now      sells      for  $l-'5,  he      prizes 
highly,  but  he  covets   the  original   Kil- 
1    marnock  edition,  and  hopes  to  be  in  pos- 
session of  it  some  day.    A  copy  of  tnis 
edition  was  sold  in  S -otland  recently  for 
£100    and   Mr.   Smith   has   two   men   in 
Glasgow  looking  out  for  him.    It  Is  said 
that  the  funds  for  the  purchase  of     the 
same  will  be  furnished  by  Mr.  Carnegie, 
to  whom  Mr.  Smith  has  devised  his  col- 
lection I'v     will.     Mr.     Smith     went     to 
Scotland  last  summer  to  buy  books,  and 
as   he   remarked,    "to   tread   his   native 
heath  after  an  absence  of  thirty  years." 
Mr.  Smith      visited      Mr.  Carnegie      at 
Castle  Sklbo    In     Scotland,     where  Am- 
bassador and      Mrs.  Choate      and  Mj.-ss 
Chi;ate  were  visitors  at  the  same  tiwie. 
Mr.    Smith    also    visited    the      land      of 
Burns,  and  was  personally  conducted  to 
the  tomb  by   Miss  Jean  Armour  Burns 
Brown,  the  great  granddaughter    of    the 
poet.     Mr.  Smith  brought  back  with  him 
manv  photographs  of  the  country  round 
about,    and      interests     his      friends    by 
showing  these  pictures  through  his  huge 
megalethoscope.  With  his  vivid  descrip- 
tions  of   the   scenes,    intensified   by    his 
Soot^-h  accent,  one  can  imgalne  himself 
among  "Ye  banks  and  braes  o'   bounie 
Doon."

WILL  GO  TO  PITTSBURG. 
At   the  death  of   Mr.   Smith   this  r.ire 
cnllt'cljon  will  be  removed  to  the     great 
Carnegie     library  at     Pittsburg.     It     is 
generally  regretted  that  this  unique  col- 
lection  has   not    lieen   presented   to    the 
Congressional  library,  or  the  Washini,'- 
ton  public  library.     Mr.  Smith  says  that 
during    a    severe    spell    of    illness      last 
summer,   from   which   he  never  expi-'cts 
to  recover,  he  gave  no  little  thought  to 
this   matter.     It   Is   his   desire    that   his 
treasures   should   not   be   scattered,     as 
many  another  collection  has   l>een.  and 
sincf'  Mr.  Carnegie,      years      ago.      had 
lightlv     spoken  of  "building     a     special 
place'for  their  preservation,"  *■ 
take  him  at   his  word.     Mr. 
many  gocxl  reasons  for  preferring  Pitts- 
burg as  their  final  resting  pla.e:     "For 
In   that   large   mining  city,   and    in   the 
great    Carnegie    library,    the    collection 
will  do  m'  re  good  for  the  masses— the 
great    army  of     laboring    people.    That 
Burns  was  the  Poet  of  the  People,  more 
like  a  liberal  American   than  a  Scotch- 
man.   That  he  understood  the  hearts    of 
his  kind,  "the  great  voiceless    class     of 
laboring    men    throughout    the    world." 
And  since  Burns  was  the  most  p!<nating 
poet  to  his  cla.ss,  he  knows  of  no  place 
where  his  works  would  l>e  more  ncedeil. 
or  appreciated,  than  In  the  great  throb- 
bing, pulsating  mining    town  of    Pitts- 
burg.    Thre     It     will  .serve   to  intensify 
the  interest  of  the  rising  generation,  and 
encourage   a   love   for   the   great   poet.' 
Ea.h  book  that  goes  with  the  collection 
will  contain  a  printed  slip,  as  fallows: 

This  b(X)k  belongs  to  a  literary  cairn 
of  Robert  Burns,  collected  by  W.  R. 
Smith,  to  honor  him  whose  ml.sslon  on 
earth  was  to  preserve  the  dignity  of 
man  with  soul  erect. 

"Burns!  thou  hast  given  us  a  name 
To  shield  us  from  the  taunts  cf  scorn; 

The  plant  that  creeps  amid  the  soil 
A  glorious  fiower  hath  l>ornc. 

Before  the  proudest  of  the  earth 
W'c  stand  with  an  uplifted  brow: 

Like  us.  thou  wast  a  toil-worn  man. 
And  we  are  noble  now, 

liispirfc<l  by  thee,  the  gardener  poor. 

All  soul-degrading  meanness  spurns; 
our  teacher,  savior,  saint  art  thou.

he  spent  the  years  of  his  young  man- 
hood. While  he  was  struggling  for  an 
education  he  found  It  hard  to  procure 
books,  but  among  the  few  volumes  that 
he  was  able  to  own  was  an  early  edition 
if  the  poems  of  Burns.  He  soon  grew  to 
love  this  poet  of  nature,  and  :his  littl.' 
book  was  his  dally  companion  and  his 
greatest  treasure.  Years  after,  when 
he  came  to  America,  he  brought  this 
'.ittle  book  with  him.  and  now  shows  its 
soiled  and  much  be-thumbed  pages  with 
a  great  deal  of  pride,  since  this  was  the 
nuclueus  of  his  collection.  In  1865  he 
began  in  earnest  to  make  as  complete  a 
collection  as  possible  of  his  native  and 
favorite  poet.  He  has  Increasingly  kept 
up  his  interest  in  his  purpose,  and  now 
feels  fully  repaid  when  he  gazes  on  his 
rare  and  priceless  collection,  perhaps  not 
to  l)e  duplicated  elesewhere  In  the 
world.  There  may  perhaps  exist  a  few 
more  costly  collections  of  manuscripts, 
but  not  so  large  and  Interesting  a  collec- 
tion    of    separate     editions     of    Burns' 

works.

JEAX  ARMOUR  BITRNS'  CLT^B. 
Mr.  Smith  has  conceived  the  plan  to 
form  a  "Jean  Armour  Burns'  club."  at 
the  capital,  to  be  held  in  the  rooms  de- 
voted   to    Burns'    books    and    souvenirs. 
He  desires  It   named  after  the   wife  of 
Burns,   since  she  Is  his  Ideal  of  a  wo- 
man.   That  Jean  Armour  made  Burns  a 
good  wife,  was  an  excellent  mother  to  his 
children,  and  a  devoted  widow.  Words- 
worth  spoke   highly  of  her  worth,   and 
Mr.  Smith  wishes  it  perpetuated  In  this 
manner.    The  sturdy  Scotchman     Is     a 
warm  advocate  of  the  rights  of  women, 
and  thinks  that  women  should  share  the 
privileges  of  this  dub.     His  unique  idea 
on  this  subject  is  best  expressed  in  his 
own   language:     "For   why   should    wo- 
man  be   excluded   since  she   is   the   in- 
spiration  of  all   that   is   best  and    most 
elevated  in  man?"    He  looks  upon  wo- 
man as  a  civlllzer  of  man.    And   since 
Burns  has  done  more  for  religious  senti- 
ment than  any  man  since  Christ's  time, 
and  as  Christ  exalted  woman  above  all 
other  beings,  he      holds      that      women 
should  generally  participate  In  the  sym- 
posiums and  celebrations  of  the  poet  who 
wrote  for  all  mankind."    Whatever  may 
h:'ve  been  Burn.s'  faults  his  affection  for 
his  mother  was  Intense,  and  his  poems 
.n  one's  duty   to  home  and   family  are 
among  the  sweetest  whisperings  of    his 
songs   and    the   healthiest    tones   of   his 
poetry.     The  private  worship,  or  family 
worship,   of   God    has   been   one   of   the 
greatest  agencies  of  civilization  through- 
out   the    world,    and,    as   exhibited     by 
Burns,  was  sublime.    The  sin  of  the  ag?, 
and  especially   the  sin  in  Scotland,   ex- 
hibited  Burns'  error  instead   of  search- 
ing for  Burns'  beauty." 

The   main   qualification   for   this   new 
clul>  is  that  all  of  its  members  must  hav^^ 
a  kindred  spirit,  appreciation  of  Burns 
:an<l  of  woman.    The  aims  and  purposes 
will  he  the  getting  together  of  the  vari- 
ous editions      of      Burns'      works,      bi- 
ographies,    euk»gies,     portraits,  illustra- 
tions  and   everj  thing   that   can    In   any 
way    illustrate    the    land,    the    literature 
and  the  character  of  Burns.    This  idea 
will   no   doubt   prove   Interesting   to    th-; 
m:'ny  literary  men  and  women  of  dis- 
tinction who  yearly  gather  at  the  capi- 
tal from  all  parts  of  the  country. 


Women  there  be  who  charm  from  their 
entrance  Into  the  world  until  they  exit 
from  it— women  of  whom  It  might  be 
Iwrltten,  as  Shakespeare  wrote  of  the 
most  famous  and  Infamous  queens: 
"Age  cannot  wither  nor  custom  stale 
their  infinite  variety." 

Diane  de  Poitiers— she  whose  initial, 
linked  with  that  of  a  royal  lover,  still 
shines  from  the  oak  wainscoting  at 
Fontalnebleau— was  one  of  them.  Ninon 
de  I'Enclos,  Marion  Delorme  and  Mary 
Stuart  were  of  the  same  family. 

So  with  the  Recamler  and  Josephine, 
who  nourished  at  the  beginning  of  the 
century;  while,  to  come  nearer  to  our 
own  more  stralght-laced  day,  some  can 
remember  tCie  beautiful  Mme.  Sabatier, 
who.  at  the  age  of  60,  walked  abroad 
with  lovers  hanging  on  her  careless 
skii*ts. 

Witches  were  all  these  women,  win- 
ners of  hearts,  queens— paramount  of 
mind  and  soul.  Beauty  was  not  the  sec- 
ret of  their  strength;  nor  was  it  art.  No. 
The  secret  lay  in  the  Incomparable  grace 
called  charm. 

And  what  Is  charm? 

I  put  the  question  a  few  days  ago  to 
Ellen  Terry,  says  a  writer  in  the  New 
York  Herald.  We  were  chatting  to- 
gether over  the  dessert  and  demi-tasses 
in  the  actres.s"  sitting  room  at  the  Plaza. 
We  had  threshed  out  ""Robespierre,"' 
touched  on  "The  Amber  Heart," 
argued  about  Ibsen  and  gossiped  about 
Hauptmann,  In  whom  Miss  Terry  seemed 
Interested.  ,   ,     . 

In  Ellen  Terry  I  had  facing  me  one 
of  the  most  certain  exemplifications  of 
the  strange  force  I  longed  to  analyze. 

"Charm"  Is  the  word  that  first  comes 
naturally  to  the  lips  when  one  speaks 
of  her.  Actresses  there  have  been,  as 
all  know,  who  have  had  more  genius 
and  more  art  or  skill.  Women  by  the 
score  have  been  more  classically  beauti- 
ful     Many   may   have  been  more  bril- 
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But  who.  of  all  the  Engllsh-speak- 
ng  .artists  on  the  boards  today  has  ex- 
■rcised  a  sway  more  absolute.'  Which 
of  them  would,  after  so  long  a  term  of 
popularity,  be  accepted,  enjoyed  ap- 
plauded as  Imogen,  as  Beatrice,  as  Rosa- 
lind, as  Ophelia? 

Hiw    many    years    is    It    since    she 


dawned  on  the  theatrli.-al  horizon?  No 
matter.  Ask  her,  and  .'  he  would  answer 
you  herself— yes,   without  wincing. 

For,  like  Bernhardt  i  nd  a  few  others, 
she  is  the  elect  for  wliom  Time  brings 
no  wrinkles  and  no  terrors. 

"The  secret/  of  charm!"  said  Miss 
Terry,  leaning  back  ia  her  chair  and 
drawing  about  her  tht  folds  of  an  aes- 
thetic dressing  gown.  "Ah,  If  we  knew 
that!" 

"But  surely  you,  wh )  are  an  embodi- 
ment of  charm,  must  Jtnow?" 

"I?  Not  a  bit  of  i :."  she  answered, 
smiling  merrily:  ""I  have  not  the  faintest 
idea  on  the  subject." 

"You  know,  at  all  events,  that  you 
have  charm?"  said  I. 

"Why,  as  to  that,  I  will  not  deny 
that  there  have  been  times  when  I  have 
felt  that  there  was  sonethlng  about  me 
—some  gift  or  spell— vhich  gave  me  a 
great  power  over  my  audience.  But 
possibly  the  power  was  due  as  much 
to  the  capacity  for  lelng  charmed  as 
to  my  power  of  charming  them.  Is  it 
not  all  a  matter  of  sympathy?

"Once,  1  remember,  when 
i  was  to  appear  as  Ophelia,  on  making 
my  entrance  and  seeing  the  audienc- 
waiting  eagerly  for  the  first  words  I 
had  to  speak,  I  sau.  to  my.self.  You 
dear  good  people,  I  wonder  how  long 
you  would  wait,'  and  I  deliberately  de- 
layed my  speech  for  quite  a  minute. 
Thev  never  stirred.  And  then  I  felt  my 
power.  I  knew  that  if  I  had  wished 
•that  night  I  could  have  held  them  in- 
definitely.   This  hapiened,  too,  In  Chi- 

"And  I  am  only  on?  of  quite  a  d^zen 
on  the  stage  who  lave  been  blessed 
with  this  mysterious   luallty.    Mrs.  Pot- 


ter Is  another.  She  rivets  the  attention 
of  her  audience  even  when  she  sits  still, 
as  in  'There.se  Raquin,'  knitting.  Mr.«. 
'Pat,'  or  otherwise  Mrs.  Patrick  Camp- 
bell, Is  another. 

•'But  the  secret!  It  Is  not  beauty.  X 
am  a  proof  of  that,"  she  continued. 
(Oh!  feminine  coquetry!)  "Nor  Is  it 
youth.  We  are  told  that  Cleopatra  was 
not  young  when  she  charmed  Antony. 
And  as  for  me— well,  I  have  grandchil- 
dren. Here  are  their  portraits.  Look  at 
this  little  maid.

AMONG  SAVAGE  TRIBES 

Former  Conductor  on  the  Missabe  Tefls  of 
the  Conditions  In  One  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands. 


John  Mcintosh,  of  Proctorknott,  a 
conductor  on  the  Missabe  road,  has 
just  received  a  very  Interesting  letter 
from  John  Hughes,  \\-ho  was  formerly 
also  a  conductor  on  the  same  road,  but 
is  now  with  the  Twenty-third  United 
States  infantry  at  Jolo,  on  the  island 
of  Sulu,  about  which  there  has  been 
corisiderable  talk.    In  part  the  letter  Is 

as  follows: 

"I  enlisted  in  Kansas  City  for  for- 
eign service,  and  was  sent  to  'FrlsccJ, 
where  we  were  drilled  about  two 
months.  From  there  we  went  to  Manilla 
on  the  transp9rt  Sheridan.  There  were 
2000  troops  on  board,  so  you  see  she  was 
well  loaded.  We  were  twenty-six  days 
sailing  to  Manilla.  Our  first  stop  was 
at  Honolulu,  where  we  stayed  four  days 
taking  on  coal  and  water.  Honolulu  Is 
a  nice  little  town,  and  it  is  very  much 
like  a  garden,  with  flowers  growing  all 
along  the  streets.  There  are  all  kinds 
of  people  there,  principally  Americans, 
I  couldn't  dreani^of  ^^  whom  the  natives  are  very  friendly. 
""  The  next  land  we  saw  was  a  small  island 
or  volcano,  a  mile  around  and  about  500 
feet  high.  We  could  see  fire  and  smoke 
coming  out  of  It.  The  island  is  about 
midway  between  Honolulu  and  Manilla, 
and  It  looks  for  all  the  world  like  a 
hav  stack  at  a  distance. 

"The  next  land  we  saw  was  the  island 
of  Luzon.  We  sailed  two  days  along  the 
coast  and  then  anchored  in  Manilla  bay, 
v.-here  we  saw  the  Spanish  ships  that 
Dewey  sank,  with  their  masts  sticking 
up  out  of  the  water

It  Is  the  Introduction  of  the 
Glad  Hand  into  Ontario  politics. 

The   members   of  the   Laurier  admin- 
istration   learned    the    lesson    long    ag ', 
and  have  been  using  it  with  good  effect 
ever  since.    Of     course     they   have   ex- 
ceptional opportunities  to  study  society 
airs  with  vice-royalty  always  at  hand. 
The  hospitality  at  Rideau  hall  is  natu- 
rally  contagious,   and   the  caljlnet  min- 
isters at  Ottawa  understand  the  art  of 
giving  dinner     parties.

As  long  as  the  tradesmen  don't 
kick,   the  bad  debt  customer  Is  not  go- 
ing to  grumble,  and  really  the  effect  of 
the  society  parade  in  Ottawa  is  imp<^-- 
sing,    and    at    the    same    time    u.seful. 
Members    of    parliament    go    to    Ottawa 
rude   and    uncultured.    They     confound 
the  respective  duties  of  knife  and  fork. 
They  are  careless     about     particles     of 
food  on   their   whiskers.    They   use   the 
table   napkins   bib-fashion.    They    com- 
mit all  sorts  of  rural  .sollcisms.

howl   with  authority. 

The  rural  constituent,  who  comes  to 
Ottawa  to  see  John  Perkins,  M.P.,  is 
greatly  impressed  with  the  high  social 
altitude  to  which  he  has  climbed,  and 
when  Perkins.  M.P.,  takes  him  to  the 
bar  of  the  senate  and  introduces  him 
to  a  gin  fizz  and  a  few  honorables  the 
rural  constituent  Is  his  forever.

I  was  assigned  to 
Uie  "fwenty-third  United  States  infan- 
try, then  at  Jolo.  We  stayed  at  Manilla 
three  weeks  and  were  then  sent  to  our 
different  regiments.  Sulu  is  the  most 
distant  island  of  the  group  from  Man- 
illa- It  is  600  miles  away.  There  was 
little  fighting  in  progress  when  we  were 
at  Manilla.  We  stopped  at  Iloilo  one 
day  There  was  fighting  there,  but 
very  little.  The  next  place  was  Jolo, 
at  which  place  we  are  still  located.  It 
is  a  very  nice  little  place.  It  Is  a  walled 
city  with  three  block  houses  outside 
tfie '  walls.  There  are  guards  in  th" 
block  houses  all  the  time.  The  walls 
around  the  city  are  about  two  feet 
thick  and  ten  feet  high,  with  gun  holes 
through  them.  The  top  of  the  wall  is 
covered  with  glass.  The  walls  were 
built  by  the  Spaniards  about  200  years 

^^^The  most  savage  tribes  of  all  are  on 
this  island.  Outside  of  the  walls  they  go 
naked,  but  when  they  come  in  they  are 
compelled  to  put  on  clothes  The  island 
is  governed  by  a  sultan  and  a  couple  of 
chiefs,  and  the  sultan  %vas  appointed 
"overnor  general  of  the  island  by  the 
United  States  government  The  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  are  Chinese,  Span- 
ards  and  Hindoos.  They  do  not  go 
outside  of  the  walls,  because  if  they  do 


they  are  liable  to  lose  their  heads. 

"One  can  buy  almost  anything  here 
cheap,  especially  liquor.  Beer  is  15  cents 
a  pint  bottle,  whisky  2  cents  a  drink, 
Scotch  whisky  5  cents  a  drink  and  Hol- 
land gin  1  cent  a  drink.  Tropical  fruits 
of  all  kinds  you  can  get  for  nothing. 
The  principal  products  of  tlie  island  are 
hemp,  corn,  coffee,  rice,  sugar,  sweet 
potatoes,  cocoanuts  and  bananas.  They 
make  oil  out  of  the  cocoanuts  and  ship 
the  best  of  the  stuff  to  China  and  Japan. 
There  is  a  German  here  that  owns  a 
lot  of  property.  He  raises  about  $2000 
worth  of  coffee  and  cocoanuts  every 
year.  While  It  Is  very  warm  here,  as 
we  are  under  the  equator,  the  city  is  well 
shaded.  The  Spaniards  planted  lots  '  f 
shade  trees.  There  are  only  a  few  in 
the  hospital  here,  and  the  doctors  claim 
this  Is  the  healthiest  place  on  the  is- 
land. 

"'About  all  the  dry  goods  and  stuff 
here  is  shipped  from  England,  Germany 
and  Holland,  though  they  are  beginning 
to  get  American  goods  In.  This  would 
be  a  fine  place  if  the  natives  were  civi- 
lized, but  about  the  only  way  to  do  that 
would  be  to  kill  them  off.  You  cannot 
give  them  an  Inch.  They  are  all  armed 
with  knives  or  bolos.  as  they  call  them, 
about  two  feet  long  and  two  Inches 
wide.  They  can  throw  them  about 
twenty  yards  and  cut  one's  head  off. 
as  they  are  as  sharp  as  razors.  When 
they  come  Into  the  city  they  are  com- 
pelled to  leave  the  knives  outside.  We 
expect  trouble  with  them  any  minute, 
but  we  are  well  prepared  for  It.  The 
natives  kill  each  other  for  very  little. 
Stealing  Is  regarded  as  about  the  worst 
offense.  The  penalty  for  stealing  If  the 
thief  is  under  15  years  of  age  is  to  cut 
an  arm  or  leg  off.  ,.  *  . 

"'The  women  go  about  wearing  dirty 
calico  bloomers  and  a  rag  tied  about 
their  heads,  with  cigarettes  stuck  in 
their  mouths.  They  chew  and  smoke  at 
the  same  time,  squirting  the  tobacco 
juice  very  expertly,  and  they  usually 
have  four  or  five  children,  ranging 
from  a  year  old  to  15  years  old,  running 
behind  "them  naked. 

""The  place  is  full  of  monkeys  and 
parrots,  and  one  can  see  fiocks  of  the 
latter  flying  about,  many  of  them  talk- 
ing volubly  in  Spanish.  There  Is  a  fine 
harbor,  and  there  Is  usually  one  boat  a 
week  from  China.  Japan,  Borneo  and 
Manilla.  The  United  States  gunboats 
patrol  the  island  constantly. 

'"We  have  seen  little  real  war.  We 
captured  one  town,  but  the  fight  did 
not  amount  to  much.  Two  privates  and 
one  corporal  were  killed  and  severa 
were  wounded.  We  are  well  fed.  \^  e  get 
chicken  three  or  four  times  a  week  and 
eggs  every  morning,  for  both  are  cheap

In  Toronto  this  phase  of  government 
has  been  too  much  neglected.  There 
is  no  bar  in  the  legislative  building,  and 
thirsty  legislators  and  their  friends 
have  to  walk  a  quarter  of  a  mile  down 
Queen's  avenue,  before  they  can  get  a 
drop  to  cool  their  fevered  palates.  This 
is  inconvenient,  but  it  is  an  inevitable 
concession  to  the  prohibition  party, 
and  though  convivial  members  from 
Algoma  and  other  places  may  rage, 
they  must  put  up  with  the  incon- 
venience or  carry  jweket  flasks.  More- 
over the  Ontario  cabinet  Is  chosen  on 
denominational  lines,  a  Baptist,  a 
Presbyterian,  a  Methodist,  an  Episco- 
palian, a  Roman  Catholic  and  so  on. 
With  this  in  view  you  could  hardly 
expect  them  to  countenance  the  sale  of 
liquor  on  the  premises,  even  though  the 
lack  of  It  may  prevent  a  timber  deal 
going  through. 

This  idea  is  part  of  the  Puritanical 
tradition  of  the  country,  but  at  bottom 
I  dare  say  we  like  a  wee  drappie .  as 


Under  these  circumstances,  Mr.  Ross 
administration  has  to  look  to  it.self  for 
.succor,  and  the  caolnet  ministers  are 
plunging  bravely  into  the  beach.  It  is 
not  the  intention  o:  the  government  to 
install  a  barroom  in  the  basement  of  the 
legislative  building  It  Is  not  their  in- 
tention to  contlni  ance  intemperance; 
but  it  is  their  Inte  ition  to  ""loosen  up 
a  little.  The  Sunday  school  farce  will 
be  kept  for  the  Sun  lay  school  and  some- 
thing smoother  be  untlllzed  for  every- 
day bu.slness.  Mon'  than  that,  the  social 
side  of  government:  will  be  cultivated, 
and  the  cabinet  mi  listers  will  give  din- 
ners in  turn  during  the  session  of  the 
legislature,  and  « ven  outside  of  it. 
Really,  It's  quite  remarkable  what  a 
flutter  the  prospect  has  caused  In  To- 
ronto. The  announcement  of  Premier 
Ross'  wicked  polity  hadn't  nearly  the 
same  effect. 

The  premier  set  the  example  the  other 
night  by  giving  ;  little  dinner;  and. 
though  coffee  was  he  most  exhilarating 
beverage  there,  its-  influence  is  felt  al- 
ready. I  have  heard  medical  men  say 
that  coffee  is  intcxlcatlng  if  you  take 
enough  of  it,  but  I  should  rather  some- 
body else  than  I  hiid  the  task  of  accum- 
ulating a  coffee  iag.  Still,  the  main 
thing  is  not  the  spirits,  but  the  spirit 
that  actuates  the  government  in  these 
matters.  If  the  hospitable  program  is 
i-arrled  out  which  Is  in  contemplation, 
there  may  be  government  pink  teas  be- 
fore April  comes  again. 

I  understand  that  the  government 
learned  the  '"gla  1  hand"  lesson  last 
summer,  just  at  the  same  time  as  the 
wicked  policy  was  discovered.  Mr. 
Clerque,  the  pulp  mill  man  at  the  Soo; 
Mr.  Clsmee,  Mr.  Baker  and  a  few 
others  interested  in  the  development  of 
New  Ontario,  orga  ilzed  an  excursion  for 
members  of  the  legislature  and  news- 


In  her  80th  year  Mrs.  Julia  Ward 
Howe  possesses  all  the  virility  of  Intel- 
lect that  characterized  her  -nerldlan. 
Her  voice,  while  low,  is  clear;  her  ut- 
terance distinct  and  her  delivery  abso- 
lutely devoid  of  hesitancy.  Among  wo- 
men she  Is  almost  idolized.  No  scene 
could  have  Illustrated  better  the  rever- 
ence in  which  the  writer  Is  held  than 
that  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  League 
of  Unlversalist  Women  of  All  Souls' 
church.  Seated  about  the  edge  of  the 
platform  at  her  very  feet,  they  hung 
upon  her  words  while  she  described 
her  writing  of  "The  Battle  Hymn  of  the 
Republic." 

"It  came  to  me  In  the  night,"  she 
said.  "So  often  in  those  earlier  years, 
when  my  babies  were  about  me,  I  had 
risen  to  write  in  the  dark  lest  the  light 
disturb  them,  that  the  habit  was  strong 
upon  me,  though  my  children  then  were 
grown.  I  scrawled  the  lines  un- 
certainly In  the  blackness  and  then 
slept  in  peace.  Next  morning  I  could 
barely  decipher  them." 


It  Is  asserted  that  of  patents  taken 
out  bv  women  during  the  past  five  years 
fully  75  per  cent  are  yielding  profitable 
returns.  This  statement  is  made  in 
The  Patent  Record  (Washington,  Dec- 
ember) which  goes  on  to  say  that  many 
patents  nowadays  are  the  results  of  ob- 
servation in  some  store  or  mill  where 
a  woman  employe  sees  room  for  improv- 
ement in  a  piece  of  machinery  or  a  busi- 
ness       method.        Says      the        Patent 

Record:  ^      ^.   ..      . 

"Much  of  woman's  present  activity  in 
Inventions  is  ascribed  to  the  better  edu- 
cational   facilities    now   obtainable.  "The 
college   standard    In    high    and    popular 
courses   in   slovd   and    manual    training 
have  taught  women  to  use  their  hands 
as    well    as    brains.      Notwithstanding 
this,  a  large  proportion  of  the  more  suc- 
cessful women  Inventors  are  those  who 
have  had  only  medium  or  limited  educa- 
tional advantages,  but  have  been  daily 
tollers  In   the  various  lines  of  industry. 
\  Rhode  Island  woman  invented  an  im- 
proved buttonhole-cutting  machine  that 
measures  the  distance  between  the  but- 
tonholes automatically,  with  much  prof- 
it and  convenience  to  garment  makers. 
A   lock   with    three   thousand   combina- 
tions   is   a   woman's    invention;    also   a 
letter  box  for  the  outside  of  homes  that 
shows  a  signal   when   there   is   a  letter 
inside  for  the  postman  to  collect,  an  in- 
vention now  In  constant  use.    A  woman 
has   just   perfected  a  valuable  appara- 
ttis   for   removing   wool   from   skins   by 
electricity,    showing    that    vvomen    are 
quick  to  adopt  the  modern  facilities  of 
the  age  to  practical  purposejj. 

"The  northwest,  the  middle  and  the 
eastern  states  have  produced  the  most 
active  women  inventors.  The  south  has 
yielded  the  fewest  number,  but  the 
southern  women  who  have  entered  the 
field  at  all  have  been  financially  success- 
ful. Two  Important  aids  to  agriculture 
were  the  Invention  of  an  Alabama  wo- 
man. A  working  woman  in  North  Caro- 
lina succeeded  with  a  culinary  inven- 
tion. A  Florida  matron  patented  a  use- 
ful car  heating  appartus.  A  Texas  wo- 
man Invented  a  novel  folding  tent,  and 
another  southern  woman  a  finger  exer- 
cising device,  of  value  to  musicians.  A 
western  widow  patented  a  method  of 
desulfurlzlng   ores,   another   invented   a 


composition  of  use  to  metal  workers. 

"'A  number  of  women  school  teachers 
are  successful  inventors,  and  have  pat- 
ented educational  systems  and  devices, 
also  kindergarten    implements,   erasers, 
school    bags,    and    book    rests.    Women 
from  thesmall  towns  in  Wi.sconsin,  Min- 
nesota    Dakota  and    Illinois   have   been 
prolific  in  inventing  household  conven- 
iences, washing  and  cleaning  apparatus, 
facilities  for  .sanitaiion,  garment  binders 
shields,   fastenings  and  dress   improve- 
ments.   New     England       women     have 
brought  out  attachments  and   Improve- 
ments   that   have    to    do    with    saddles, 
harness  and  vehicles;  also  the  needs  of 
barn   and  garden.    They  have  invented 
butter    workers     plumbing    appliances. 
bru<;hes   for   cleaning   and   fire-kindling 
compositions,  toys,  games,  puzzles    and 
amusement     nick-knacks.    A     consider- 
able proportion    of    the    fakirs      goods, 
novelties  and  trick  pastimes  sold  on  the 
streets  originated  by  women.     They  sen 
the  patent  right    promptly  to  tne    pro- 
prietors of  news  agencies,   who  include 
such  small  gear  in  their  stationers    and 
confectioners'  supplies.    A    fair    propor- 
tion of  the  specialty  goods  Inventors  and 
makers  are  women.    Many  whose  trade- 
marks are  registered  at  the  patent  office 
have  made      fortunes,  either      through 
shrewdness  in   putting  their  wares     on 
the  market,  or  because  of  the  articles 
worth.    These  Inventions  include  patent 
medicines,  complexion  soaps  and  wafers, 
hair  ointments  and  restorers,  and  an  in- 
finity of  health  and  toilet  knick-knacks 
found  at  the  drug  stores." 

The  career  of  the  American  woman  as 
an  inventor  dates,  wo  are  told,  from 
1809,  when  a  patent  was  taken  out  by 
Mrs.  Mary  Kies  or  weaving  straw  with 
silk  or  thread.  From  this  time  till  1834 
only  fifteen  patients  were  granted  to  wo- 
men. In  the  next  twenty-five  years 
thirty-five  patents  were  granted,  and  it 
was  not  until  after  the  civil  war  that 
there  was  any  marked  increase  in  the 
rumber  of  women  Inventors.  The 
Patent  Record  states  that  152  models  of 
women's  Inventicms  were  exhibited  at 
the  Atlanta  exposition,  and  that  since 
then  the  patent  office  has  had  a  spe- 
cially classified  list  of  women's  inven- 
tions prepared  for  public  inspection.

Every 
man  and  every  woman,  baggageman, 
porter,  carriage  man.  railroad  agent, 
'longshoreman,  stevedore,  custom 
house  inspector,  staff  officer     and      all 


others  contrived  to  steal  at  least  one 
good  look  at  Lily  as  she  stepped  off 
the  boat. 

Miss  Brema.  neither  by  look  nor 
voice,  betrayed  any  impatience  or  pique 
at  the  fickleness  of  the  crowd.  While  as 
beautiful  as  ever,  there  Is  a  certain 
hardness  In  the  lines  of  her  face  that 
stamp  the  Jersey  Lily  as  a  woman  of 
experience. 

Mrs.  Hugo  de  Bathe,  as  Mrs.  Langtry 
is  known  in  society,  said  that  she  had 
once  applied  in  California  to  be  made 
an  American  citizen,  but  had  never 
heard  from  the  application. 

James  H.  Breslin  said  regarding  his 
plans  for   the  future: 

"As  you  know,  I  gave  up  the  Gllsey 
house  on  May  1,  having  been  there  thir- 
ty years. 

"'Several  hotels  have  been  offered  me 
for  management,  but  none  of  them  caraa

"I  will  spend  more  time  in  Chicago 
now  and  will  relieve  my  partner  there. 
It  will  take  a  year  and  a  half  at  least 
to  complete  the  new  house  for  me. 

"My  daughters  are  anxious  that  I 
should  take  them  to  Europe  next  win- 
ter, and  I  think  I  will.  For  the  sum- 
mer months  I  Intend  to  remain  at  tha 
Edgemere. 

"My  only  regret  is  my  separation  from 
old  and  faithful  employes,  many  ot 
whom  have  been  with  me  since  I  start- 
ed. It's  like  parting  with  old  friends, 
and  I  feel  it, very  deeply.  I  hope  I  can 
place  them  all  before  I  go,  so  that 
neither  they  nor  their      families      will

"Training— What.  What  For  and 
How,"  a  paper  by  Miss  Laura  A.  Jones, 
principal  of  the  Maynard  school,  is 
here  given  in  full: 

Our  subject,  "Training— What,  What 
For  and  How?"  we  take  to  mean: 
First,  "Along  what  lines  should  tho 
training  l>e  directed?  What  phases  af 
thi?  personality  should  we  aim  to 
reach?"  Second,  "What  motive  should 
actuate  us  in  our  first  decision?"  Third, 
"How  are  these  means  selected  with  u 
view  to  a  certain  end  to  be  successfully 
carried  out?" 

First,  whit  sides  of  the  child'.s  natur  • 
should  receive  attention?  In  the  fir.-t 
plat  e  I  am  sure  that  we  all  would  a?rey 
with  a  recent  writer  who  claims  that 
"the  first  rcQuisite  of  success  In  life  is 
to  l>e  a  good  animal."  In  ihe  early 
days  of  the  university  of  Chicago  we 
were  almost  startled  to  hear  one 
of  the  most  thoughtful  professors  say 
that  he  considered  one  of  the  greatest 
ilangers  which  the  young  institution 
faced  was  the  remarkable  health  of  its 
president.  One  <  ould  hardly  be  <on- 
nected  with  the  university  and  thus  be 
given  the  opptirtunity  to  see  >omething 
of  the  vast  amouJit  of  worl<  accom- 
plished by  this  president  without  real- 
izing as  he  never  had  before  the  Tunl'- 
atiiins  which  the  frailties  of  the  llesh 
put  upon  his  own  life  work.  If  the 
pti>onality  remainetl  the  same,  there 
ale  very  few  who  do  not  find  their  use- 
fulness in  life  many  times  increased,  if 
thi*  physical  power  were  at  its  mixi- 
muni.  on  the  other  hand,  instances 
ar»>  constantlv  coming  to  one's  notice 
Avh»  re  the  original  iihysical  endowment 
has  been  woefully  decreased  bv  care- 
lessness or  ignorance,  on  the  part  of 
parent  or  servant.  One  little  huinp- 
l>acked  I)i>y  whom  I  knew  at  one  time 
was  born  a  perfect  baliy.  but  he  came  to 
this  crij'pied  c«mdition  in  consenuenee 
of  having  been  fed  bananas  when  too 
.^Mung.  Another  bright,  laughing, 
healthy  baby  was  ruined  for  life  by 
some  peanuts  given  him  by  the 
nurse.  Unless  he  has  recently  died  he 
is  today  an  imbecile  who  has  lost  the 
control  of  his  limbs  so  as  to  make  loco- 
motion impossible.  MoitM>ver.  from  the 
time  the  peanuts  were  given  him  he  has 
had  such  reduced  muscular  and  ner- 
vous power  that,  though  man  ^rown.  no 
is  unable  to  prevent  his  body  from 
swaying  like  a  pendulum.  Accordingly. 
the  jM>or  «'reatuie  is  never  left  alone 
unless  he  is  strapped  to  a  ftxe.l  obji  ct 
since  if  he  swayed  »  little  too  far  he  has 
no  power  to  regain  his  e<iuilibrJUTn. 

I'erhaps  illustrations  of  this  sort  are 
unii'V''.'--s.i! y.  and  \»t  thi  re  is  ^•till  need. 
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unfortunately,  to  remind  ourselves  how 
little  may  do  harm  which  can  never  be 
repaired.  The  day  has  by  no  means 
pas.^ed  when  indulgent  friends  yieUl  the 
point,  and  finally  give  a  child  th.Tt  which 
they  know  is  unsuitable.  Our  American 
children  are  far  from  where  th-^y  ought 
to  be  phy.sieally,  and  partly  because  tlicy 
are  over  fed.  When  the  processes  of 
digestion  and  the  needs  of  the  b>3dy  are 
studied  the  way  they  ought  to  be,  the 
vhiidien  will  be  larger,  rounder  and 
without  nerves.  Nor  is  this  all;  sleep  in 
sufficient  Quantity,  fresh  air,  and  suf- 
ficiently warm  clothing  are  eciually  e.s- 
sential.  If  the  surface  of  the  skin  was 
properly  prc^iected,  if  only  food  that  was 
suitable  in  ciuality  and  quantity  were 
given  the  children,  if  they  were  invari- 
ably early  in  bed,  if  we  were  mire  care- 
ful about  over-heating  our  houses,  and 
if  we  trained  the  children  to  go  out, 
properly  protected,  in  all  weathers — if 
this  were  done,  and  were  begun  at  a  suf- 
ficiently early  date,  a  few  generati<ms 
would  give  us  a  practically  new  race. 
If  you  doubt  it,  take  a  plant  and 
lengthen  its  day  and  decrease  lis  period 
of  rest  by  artificial  light,  and  note  the 
results;  and  yet  the  child  is  a  far  mor-^ 
complicated  organism  than  the  plant. 
Or  refuse  the  plant  good  air,  and  what 
happens?  Deny  it  the  proper  amount  of 
heal  and  note  the  result. 

Though  health  is  fundamental,  ai:d 
though  foundations  arc  always  iinpo:  :- 
ant.  still,  health  is  by  no  means  all  of 
training.  According  to  the  old  phil- 
opr.i>hers.  we  are  a  combination  of  thi? 
ph;vsieal,  the  intellectual  and  th.'  spirit- 
ual. Doubtless  for  many  purposes  tiii.-; 
is  a  gtwd  classification.  Ijut  when  study- 
ing the  subject  from  our  standpoint  we 
aie  constantly  confronted  by  tiie  diffi- 
<  vilty  of  separating  the  personality  into 
these  divisions.  The  various  actlvilie.; 
of  the  individual  so  interact  upon  each 
other  that  sr»me  other  classification 
would  seem  to  be  preferred,  and  that  of 
Professor  P.utler  lends  itself  to  our  pres- 
ent purpose  l>etter  than  any  other  with 
which  we  are  acquainted.  He  writes: 
■  The  child  receives  flr.st,  and  in  a  short 
series  of  years  his  animal  inheritance 
that  is,  he  has  learned  to  walk  alone, 
feed  himself,  etc.);  it  then  remains  for 
us  in  the  periixl  of  training  to  see  to  i- 
that  he  comes  into  his  human  inheri- 
tance." The  physical  and  the  psychi- 
cal, then,  are  the  two  divisions  int.) 
which  man  is  resolved  for  study  by  this 
author.  He  claims  that  as  the  first  woik 
for  the  child  is  to  adjust  him  physically 
to  his  environment,  so  the  second  ta.sk 
in  his  behalf  is  to  bring  about  his  ad- 
justment to  the  spiritual  possessions  of 
the  race. 

These  pos.?essions  to  which  the  child  is 
entitled  he  classifies  as  follows:  Scien- 
tific, literary,  aesthetic,  institutional  and 
leligious.  Spencer  considers  scientific 
knowledge  of  'he  greatest  imp.irtanee. 
and  when  we  realize  the  vast  and  varied 
inrtuence  which  this  branch  of  human 
thciight  has  upon  our  lives,  we  recog- 
nize that  this  line  of  study  is  receiving 
far  too  little  attc-ntion.  Whether  con- 
sidered from  the  standpoint  of  mer'?" 
money  making,  or  from  that  of  its  in- 
fluenre  upon  personal  character,  the 
study  of  siience  is  a  matter  oi  unreal- 
ized importance.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  electrical  Ijusiness  suffered  less  dur- 
ing the  recent  season  of  depression  than 
an.v  other  line  of  business.  There  is  a 
constantly  increasing  number  cf  lines 
of  business  which  employ  chemists  to 
study  less  expensive  materials,  a  more 
profitable  use  of  waste,  etc.  It  is  tu  th"' 
ashheap  that  we  c»we  many  of  our  best 
dyes,  and  it  was  not  long  ago  that  the 
notice  api>eared  in  certain  jiapers  of  the 
establishment  of  a  factory  for  Ine  man- 
ufacture of  sugar  from  sawdust.  It  is 
needle.ss  to  cit.-  more  of  the  numerous 
examples  of  this  class  which  oecur  to 
our  minds.  This,  however,  is  but  one 
side  of  the  fjuestion;  one  can  searcel.v 
speak  two  strongly  of  the  personal  ad- 
vantages tc»  iif  derived  from  the  study 
if  science.  The  pers-m  who  has  never 
sjient  at  least  a  few  hours  at  i\v  micio- 
seope.  the  telescope,  or  the  spectioseope 
ha.s  no  more  adecjuate  idea  of  the  wi>rld 
in  which  be  li\es  than  a  Idind  man  ha.s 
of  its  general  l)eauties  and  m.irvels.  It 
would  seem  an  iihnost  necessary  conse- 
(imnce  of  .t;uch  study  that  i>no  wiuld  b? 
made  the  less  petty  and  the  more  rev- 
eient  by  it.  Such  a  person  can  never 
l>e  cast  in  a  place  which  is  without  at- 
tr.tctions;  give  him  a  microscope  ana 
books  and  he  can  always  be  pleasantly 
i>nd  profit.Tbly  occupied.  As  for  the 
child's  need  of  literary  training,  this 
h:'S  so  long  been  recognized  that  less 
needs  ti>  be  said  here.  We  lannot,  how- 
evt-r.  I  ass  withtut  making  the  jlea  that, 
since  books  are  one  of  the  greatest  fat  - 
tojs  in  the  formation  of  character,  mu  h 
good  may  lie  done  the  children  by  en- 
couraging in  them  the  habit  of  leading 
what  is  of  permanent  value,  and  by  so 
arousing  the  enthusiasm  of  each  child 
as  to  make  it  one  of  his  strong  desires 
to  jiossess  .a  librai'y  of  his  own.  Wb" 
h;is  not  fi>und  some  of  her  strongest 
friends  in  books?  Who  has  never  felt 
thf  burden  of  diseouragemetjt  roll  off 
when  in  their  compan.v.  and  thus  fi-und 
sUength  fur  life's  battle  renewed? 
Surely  the  jilea  for  this  training  finds  a 
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Sick 
Headache

As  Amci  icans  we  ai  e  certainly 
position  to  appreciate  the  truth  of  the 
following  statement  .quoted  fmm  Pro- 
fessor Butler:  "Unless  the  child  un- 
derstands that  though  he  is  an  individ- 
ual he  is  also  a  member  of  the  body 
politic,  of  an  institutional  life  in  which 
he  must  give  and  take,  defer  and  obey, 
adjust  and  correlate,  and  that  without 
all  this  ttiere  can  be  no  civilization  and 
no  progress,  we  are  thrown  back  into  the 
condition  either  of  anarchy  or  stagna- 
tion." This  is  merely  a  fuller  state- 
ment than  Paul's,  "None  of  us  liveLh 
unto  himself;"  but  although  this  wa.s 
given  to  the  world  centuries  ago.  we 
have  thought  all  these  years  of  only  a 
part  of  its  meaning.  We  have  been 
accustomed  to  think  that  the  world  was 
divided  into  two  classes,  the  degraded 
and  ourselves,  and  that  if  we  gave  sjme 
money  to  both  home  and  f  jreign  mis- 
sionary societies,  we  had  fuUiUed  our 
obligation.  Not  so.  Paul  also  told  us 
that  the  church  was  a  'body,  and  that 
if  one  member  suffered,  all  the  me:n- 
bers  suffered  with  it.  '  Tjday  we  aro 
coming  to  recognize  that  the  world  is 
also  a  body,  and  that  "if  one  memb -r 
suffer,  all  the  members  suffer  with  it." 
Moreover,  wo  find  that  this  comiiKx 
organism  is  composed  of  many  smaller 
units. 

Our  duty  to  the  children  of  today  is 
ti  help  them  to  remember  just  this  les- 
son of  interdependence;  that  the  indi- 
vidual only  truly  lives  when  his  indi- 
vidual life  is  a  neccs.^ary  part  of  the 
wl'.nie,  and  when,  while  living  tf.io  in- 
dividual life,  his  life  is  made  to  minisfr 
also  to  the  wellbeing  of  those  units  of 
which  he  is  a  part.  What  would  be- 
come of  our  bodies  if  the  membeis 
showed  the  same  indifference  t »  their 
duties  to  the  body  as  ;<  whole  that  some 
ilhildren  today  show  toward  their  obli- 
gations of  family  life'.'  The  illustration 
is  a  feeble  one  in  some  respects,  but  the 
surface  thought  is  one  of  trcmend  m.s 
importance.  In  si)eaking  of  a  certain 
voung  man,  a  young  lady  was  heard 
io  say  with  vehemence,  "1  should  marry 
him  if  I  wanted  to,  and  I  sluaild  just  like 
tu  see  my  motiier  dare  to  interfere." 
.Another  voung  girl  was  heard  to  re- 
mark: ".Mv  father  d  )esn't  dare  to  re- 
fuse me  anything:  he  kn'»ws  the  trouble 
r.ne  would  make  for  himself."  Can  ar.v- 
fhing  show  more  plainly  that  the  insti- 
tutional training  of  these  children  was 
.s(.rious!v  at  fault?  The  fundamental 
idea  of  tht>  family  is  mutual  helpfulness 
to  the  exclusion  of  self-as.-^ertion  or  sell- 
advancemenl,  except  .is  that  \^  accom- 
panied bv  that  of  the  family.  The  same 
is  true  of  tlie  relation  of  the  individual 
to  the  club,  tihe  community  to  the  stat?, 
the  countrv,  the  world.  We  see  often 
however,  the  policy  carried  out  of  self 
versus  family  or  state.  Until  the  chil- 
dren recognize  more  fully  that  they  mu.-t 
•give  and  take,  defer  antl  obey,  adjn^o 
and  correlate."  our  training  falls  fat- 
short  of  the  ideal. 

Of  the  need  of  religious  tranting  no 
serious-minded  ].er.son.  we  b"lieve.  would 
be  in  d(.ubt.  This  is  a  need  which  has 
long  been  recognize<l.  and  whieSi  has 
perhiips,  must  sueee.ssfully  c;u-ned 
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( hlld  has  a  right  to  live— shall  he  be 
happy,  useful,  successful?  If  the  train- 
ing Is  so  regulated  that  the  child  is 
gradually  Introduced  to  conditions  11  - 
volving  the  same  .IrcumstaiKes  that  he 
is  to  meet  in  life,  md  if,  little  by  little, 
his  judicious  parents  and  teachers  have 
taught  him  to  exe:cise  his  own  judg- 
u.ent  in  deciding  a  hat  is  best  to  be  doi.e 
under  certain  circumstances,  then  life 
cannot  come  sudd  mly  upon  him,  as  an 
introduction  into  an  unknown  world.  A 
larger  proportion  ihan  we  realise  of  the 
childi.'^h  experiences  are  to  meet  later 
in  life.  Let  us  study  to  make  their 
years  of  dependence  a  gradual  prepara- 
tion for  the  years  )f  independence. 

"How  is  this  to  be  done?"  Certainly, 
it  is  much  easier  'said  than  done,"  but 
Sl'fr.cer'.s  remark  that  this  is  the  most 
difficult  task  to  \.hi(h  a  human  being 
can  address  himsdf  is  certainly  -^n  en- 
couragement. It  can  be  done  by  patient, 
careful  thought;  and  with  that  care, 
each  earnest  worran  will  evolve  meth- 
ods which  will  meet  the  needs  of  her 
particular  case  better  than  the  sugges- 
tions of  outside  iriends  possibly  can. 
For  one  without  children  of  her  own  to 
suggest  methods  0  mothers  would  be 
ungracious  moduli  ig  were  it  done  in  any 
spirit  hut  that  of  earnest  co-operation, 
and  with  the  pro 'ound  conviction  that 
the  l>est  results  can  only  be  attained  iiy 
the  helpful  intercl  ange  of  suggo.-^tion  on 
the  part  of  all  wio  are  giving  ca:i;tul 
thought  to  tile  question.  In  this  sinril, 
then,  a  few  prirciples  are  suggested, 
vhich  seem  to  be  )Oth  sound  and  funda- 
mental. 

Isn't  it  probable  that  we  are  too  par- 
simonious with  01  r  praises  and  encou:'- 
agement?  We  st  rely  need  it;  we  do 
not  need  to  be  reminded  tliat  as  plant*-: 
cannot  lis-e  without  sunshine,  so  Iho.se 
about  us  cannot  re  .illy  live,  cannot  bring 
out  the  best  that  is  within  them,  with- 
out encouragemen..  Real  encouragement 
rarely  harms. 

Again,  isn't  the  e  a  tendency   to  give 
too  many  directions  or  commands  to  the 
children  and  thus  do  their  thinking  for 
them?    A     college     freshman     went     to 
spend  the  Chiistrias  holidays  with  oik 
of  her  friends,  an  1  while  at  home  went 
skating.     Soon  after  she  reached  the  ice 
she  began  to  Irwk  peculiarly,  and  inves- 
ti.eatioii    brought    jUt   the  fact   that   she 
was  dressed  with   the  same   weight     ol 
clothing   that   she    wore    when   she    left 
her  home   in  Sep.ember;    remonslrance 
brought   out    the   fact    that    her   mother 
hadn't    written   her   that    she  ought     to 
change.     Is  it  really  love   which    makes 
sub:  a   thing  possible?    Couldn't   we  tie 
of  a  greater  real  lelp  to  the  children  if 
we  allowed  them  ;o  think  over  ponie    of 
the.'^e  cjuestious.  and  sometimes  allowed 
tiiem  (.1  use  theii    own  judgment?      Of 
ci.urse,    we   should   be  constantly   ready 
with  advice,  if  it  is  asked  f.:r.  and  ought 
to  have  the  child  •en  fully  persuaded  <  f 
our  sympathy,  at  d   then   if  their  desire 
and  our  judgimmt  are  at  variance,  some- 
times, it   would  .=  ?em  a  good   thing     to 
allow  them  to  trj       their      experiment. 
When    other   circ jmstances    are    within 
cne'.s  control,  so   :hat   the   consequences 
could  not  be  too   'erious,  it  would  seem 
a  good  thing  t-i  h-t  a  girl  sit  in  a  draft 
some      evening      after      dancing.

'ITiis  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas.s- 
age." 

One  of  the  best  things  devised  in  cm- 
nectien  with  the  housing  movement  is 
the  municii)al  family  home  of  Glasgjw. 
I::  the  home  there  are  nurses  whf>  look 
after  the  children  during  the  day.  There 
is  a  creche,  playgrounds  and  suitalile 
arrangenu-nts  for  amusing,  feeding  and 
generally  caring  for  the  tihildren  under 
good  influences.  The  home  is  so  ar- 
rangf-d  that  occupants  can  use  a  common 
dining  i;all  and  kitclien  or  their  sei>a- 
rate  rxmis  as  they  desire.  Each  room 
is  intended  for  the  use  of  one  adult  and 
two  children.  The  charges  for  a  woman 
with  one  child  are  about  SO  cents  x^er 
week,  or  with  two  children  9,")  cents.  For 
widowers  tfie  rate  is  25  cents  higher. 
Brea?ifast  may  be  had  for  5  cents,  din- 
ner for  S  cents  ami  supper  for  6  cents, 
or  a  child  may  be  boanled  fir  45  cents  a 
Week,  two  children  for  SO  cents  and 
three  for  $1.  The  building  is  heated  by 
steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

In  the  Massachu.setts  .senate  Senator 
Innes  introductnl  a  bill  for  taxing  de- 
partment stores  in  that  state.

Fargo,  N.  D.,  Jan.  2'  .—President  Hill, 
of  the  Great  Northern  road.,  .\ddres.sed 
the  tri-state  grain  con  -ention  yes'i;rday 
afternoon  on  "Oriental  Trade."  He 
was  introduced  to  tht  convention  by 
Chairman  Randall  at  :'  o'clock. 

Mr.  Hill  spoke  of  hi  i  trip  to  the  Red 
River  valley  thirty  yeirs  ago,  detailing 
faets  eoncerning  the  fertility  of  the  seal, 
possibilities  of  the  country,  prosperity 
of  the  farmer  and  hi ;  importance.  He 
calleii  attention  to  thi'  fact  that  every 
industry  and  entevpri.ic  »)f  thi;^  «;ection 
depended  on  the  prosperity  of  the 
larmer  and  farming  <  ommunity.

ace'ordinp  tu  the  route  taken  and  the;  f- 
forts  made  to  secure  a  ininininni  grade. 
A  surveyinK  party  has  been  placol  in 
the  field  this  week,  running  the  prelim- 
inary lines  feU-  the  extension.  The  Cojt- 
pcr  iiangc  was  built  and  equipp'-el  wit.'i* 
in  the  original  approiuiation  and  plac  d 
in  operation  without  a  dollar  of  bonded 
or  lloailng  indebtedness — a  record  al- 
most without  a  parallel  in  railroad  con- 
struction during  the  past  <iuarter  cen- 
tury. 

The  workings  of  the  North  Quincy  and 
Mesnard  mines  of  the  Quincy  Miniug 
company  will  be  connected  underground 
this  year.
